THE  CONTROL  AND  MANAGEMENT 


The  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  is  the  result  of  a 
union  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries  consummated  in 
1930.  According  to  its  proper  ancestry  the  Xenia  Seminary  was 
founded  in  1794  by  the  Associate  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
Pittsburgh  Seminary  was  founded  in  1825  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.  The  Seminary 
as  now  established  is  under  the  immediate  control  of  the 
American  Synods  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  the 
ultimate  review  control  of  the  General  Assembly.  Its  manage- 
ment is  committed  to  a  Board  of  Directors  and  Trustees.  The 
Board  of  Directors  consists  of  thirty-five  members,  ministers  or 
ruling  elders,  who  are  nominated  by  the  several  Synods  to  the 
General  Assembly  for  election  on  the  basis  of  each  Synod  having 
one  representative  for  every  five  thousand  church  members  or 
major  fraction  thereof.  Each  Synod  has  at  least  one  representa- 
tive. The  Board  of  Directors  has  the  general  government  of  the 
Seminary,  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  Synods  and  the  General 
Assembly,  appoints  the  Trustees,  and  provides  for  the  financial 
maintenance  of  the  institution.  The  Board  of  Trustees  consists 
of  twelve  members.  It  is  the  corporate  body  which  holds  and 
manages  the  real  estate  and  the  funds  of  the  Seminary.  The  term 
and  the  course  of  study  are  determined  by  the  General  Assembly.

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THE  PURPOSE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 


The  purpose  of  the  Seminary,  as  defined  in  the  Constitution, 
is  to  instruct  candidates  for  the  gospel  ministry,  ordained 
ministers  of  the  gospel  and  such  as  may  be  preparing  for  other 
special  lines  of  Christian  service,  in  the  knowledge  of  the  doc- 
trines of  the  Scriptures,  and  the  order  and  institutes  of  worship 
taught  therein  and  summarily  exhibited  in  the  standards  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  North  America;  to  cherish  in 
them  the  life  of  true  godliness,  and  to  cultivate  the  gifts  which 
Christ,  the  Head  of  the  Church,  confers  on  those  whom  He  calls 
and  ordains  to  the  ministry,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be 
raised  up  a  succession  of  able,  faithful  and  godly  ministers  of  the 
gospel  and  of  other  Christian  workers. 


THE  DIVINITY  SCHOOL 


THE  TERM  AND  COURSE  OF  STUDY 
The  regular  course  of  seminary  training  prescribed  by  the 
General  Assembly  covers  a  period  of  three  academic  years, 
each  of  which  is  divided  into  two  semesters  near  the  close  of 
January.  The  annual  session  begins  the  first  Wednesday  after 
the  17th  of  September,  and  closes  the  first  Thursday  after  the 
1st  of  May.  The  distribution  of  studies  by  departments  and 
semesters  is  exhibited  on  pages  17-19. 

The  Seminary  course  is  built  primarily  for  college  graduates 
and  presupposes  a  foundation  of  broad  and  liberal  culture.  In 
preparation  for  their  professional  training  in  the  Seminary 
college  students  should  take  substantial  courses  in  English 
Literature,  English  Composition,  Bible,  Greek,  Mathematics  or 
Science,  History,  Sociology,  Psychology,  Ethics,  Logic,  Philo- 
sophy, and  Speech. 


TPiE   SEMINARY    BUILDING 
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ADMISSION 

Registration  Day.  The  next  academic  year  begins  Wednes- 
day, September  23,  1931.  All  students  are  expected  to  be 
present  on  that  day  for  registration  and  assignments  prepara- 
tory to  the  regular  class  work  which  begins  at  8:30  o'clock  the 
following  morning.  New  students  in  particular  should  notice 
that  the  proper  time  to  enter  the  Seminary  is  at  the  opening  of 
the  annual  session  in  September.  Those  who  enter  at  mid-year, 
except  by  regular  transfer  from  some  other  standard  theological 
seminary,  will  not  be  regularly  classified  as  Juniors  until  the 
following  fall. 

Credentials.  Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present 
satisfactory  testimonials  of  his  suitableness  as  a  candidate 
for  the  ministry  or  other  contemplated  form  of  Christian  service. 
These  credentials  include  (1)  a  letter  of  introduction  from 
his  pastor  or  session  certifying  that  he  is  a  member  in  good 
standing  of  some  evangelical  church;  (2)  a  letter  from  the  clerk 
of  his  presbytery,  or  corresponding  church  officer,  indicating 
that  he  has  been  taken  under  proper  ecclesiastical  supervision 
and  is  officially  recommended  as  a  student  of  theology;  and  (3) 
evidence  of  academic  preparation,  including  a  full  official 
transcript  of  his  college  credits.  Students  from  all  evangelical 
denominations  are  admitted  on  the  same  terms. 

All  credentials  should  be  at  hand  on  Registration  Day. 
Students  can  facilitate  matters  by  attention  to  the  following 
particulars:  (1)  Make  application  early,  using  the  official 
blank;  (2)  arrange  to  be  taken  under  care  of  presbytery  at  its 
spring  meeting;  (3)  before  the  opening  of  the  Seminary,  request 
the  college  office  to  send  transcript  of  college  credits  directly 
to  the  Seminary  in  care  of  the  Registrar;  (4)  send,  or  deliver  in 
person,  the  letters  from  pastor  and  clerk  of  presbytery. 

Declaration  of  Purpose.  Before  being  admitted  to  the 
privileges  of  the  Seminary,  every  student  shall,  in  the  presence  of 
the  Registrar,  subscribe  a  declaration  to  the  effect  that  while 
he  is  a  student  in  the  Seminary  he  will  regularly,  punctually, 
and  diligently  attend  upon  all  the  instructions  of  the  professors, 
that  he  will  promptly  comply  with  the  lawful  requisitions  of  the 
Faculty  and  be  subject  to  their  authority,  that  he  will  honestly 
conform  to  all  regulations  of  the  Seminary,  and  that  he  will  not 
propagate  any  opinions  in  opposition  to  the  standards  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church. 

Entrance  Deposit.  From  the  moment  of  entrance,  stu- 
dents are  regarded  as  stewards  of  the  Church's  property,  having 
special  responsibility  in  the  free  use  of  library  and  dormitory 
equipment.  Each  student,  upon  matriculation,  is  required  to 
make  a  deposit  of  ?5.00,  which  is  returnable  at  the  end  of  the 
Seminary  course,  less  any  necessary  deductions. 
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CLASSIFICATION 

Degree  Students.  Applicants  for  admission  as  students 
in  full  standing  to  take  the  prescribed  course  in  preparation  for 
the  Degree  of  Th.  B.  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a 
standard  college  or  university,  or  they  must  satisfy  the  Faculty 
that  they  have  had  the  undoubted  equivalent  of  full  collegiate 
preparation.  (Here,  as  elsewhere,  when  a  degree  is  mentioned  as 
a  pre-requisite,  it  must  have  been  secured  without  duplication  of 
credit.) 

Diploma  Students.  In  cases  of  exceptional  merit,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  presbytery  and  by  special  action  of  the 
Faculty,  students  who  have  not  had  full  collegiate  training  may 
be  admitted  to  take  the  prescribed  course  in  preparation  for  the 
Diploma  of  the  Seminary. 

Classification  by  Years.  Students  who  register  for  the 
full  course  are,  for  practical  purposes,  classified  normally  as 
Juniors  during  their  first  year,  as  Middlers  during  their  second 
year,  and  as  Seniors  during  their  third  year. 

Transferred  Students.  Persons  qualified  for  admission 
to  the  Seminary,  who  have  successfully  completed  partial 
courses  in  some  other  approved  school  of  theology  may  be  ad- 
mitted by  the  Faculty  to  corresponding  standing  in  this  in- 
stitution upon  the  presentation  of  satisfactory  credentials, 
which  should  include  (1)  a  certificate  of  good  standing  and 
honorable  dismission,  and  (2)  a  complete  oflicial  transcript 
of  their  credits. 

THE  STUDENT'S  SCHEDULE 

The  Norm.  Students  adequately  prepared  and  able  to 
give  full  time  to  Seminary  work  are  allowed  to  follow  the  regular 
schedule,  involving  15}^  hours  during  the  first  semester  and 
163^^  hours  during  the  second  semester  of  their  Junior  year,  and 
173^  hours  throughout  their  Middle  and  Senior  years. 

Extra  Hours.  No  student  is  allowed  to  take  more  than 
the  regular  schedule  without  special  permission  from  the  Faculty. 
A  record  of  scholarly  work  is  pre-requisite  to  the  granting  of 
such  permission. 

Limitations.  Students  having  pastoral  charges  or  other 
outside  work  involving  extraordinary  demands  upon  their  time 
are  limited  to  such  courses  as  they  can  carry  satisfactorily. 
Students  who  for  any  reason  fail  to  do  a  satisfactory  grade  of 
work  in  their  scheduled  studies  are  subject  to  further  limitation 
by  the  Faculty. 

The  Minimum.  Students  must  carry  at  least  12  hours  of 
concurrent  Seminary  work  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Dormitory  and  to  a  share  in  Seminary  aid. 

Registration  each  Semester.  At  the  beginning  of  each 
semester  every  student  shall  file  with  the  Registrar  a  complete 
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list  of  his  studies.  When  his  schedule  has  been  approved,  no 
change  may  be  made  by  the  student  without  consulting  the 
Registrar. 

ATTENDANCE 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  is  indispensable  to  satis- 
factory work.  All  absence,  or  even  tardiness,  for  whatever 
reason,  has  an  injurious  effect  on  the  student's  standing  and 
progress.  Excuses  for  absence  must  be  presented  to  the  Faculty 
in  writing  immediately  upon  return  to  class  work  and  shall 
specify  date,  classes  missed,  and  cause  of  absence. 

EXAMINATIONS 

In  order  to  test  the  student's  progress  in  the  various  de- 
partments written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each 
semester.  From  these  examinations  and  the  class  room  work  the 
term  grades  of  the  student  are  determined.  Seventy  per  cent, 
is  required  as  a  passing  grade  in  every  subject.  A  report  of  the 
student's  attendance  and  credits  is  made  annually  to  his  pres- 
bytery or  corresponding  church  authority. 

When  a  student  falls  slightly  below  the  passing  grade  in  a 
given  subject,  he  is  conditioned  in  that  subject.  Conditions 
attaching  to  the  work  of  the  first  semester  must  be  removed  by 
the  first  of  the  following  March.  Conditions  attaching  to  work 
of  the  second  semester,  except  in  the  case  of  Seniors,  must  be 
removed  by  the  first  of  November  following.  When  a  student 
falls  far  below  the  passing  mark,  or  fails  to  remove  conditions 
within  the  appointed  time,  his  work  is  counted  a  failure  and  the 
course  must  be  repeated  in  class  in  order  to  secure  credit. 

GRADUATION:    REQUIREMENTS  AND   AWARDS 

General  Requirements.  In  order  to  graduate  a  student 
must  successfully  complete  the  regular  three-year  course  of 
prescribed  and  elective  studies  amounting  to  102  semester  hours. 
(A  semester  hour  represents  one  recitation  a  week  for  one  semes- 
ter.) At  least  one  year  of  work  in  residence  is  required  for  grad- 
uation. 

The  Degree  of  Th.B.  The  Diploma  of  the  Seminary  with 
the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Theology  is  conferred  only  upon 
Degree  Students  who  complete  the  regular  course  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  the  Faculty  and  who  display  at  least  average 
ability  in  every  department. 

'Diploma  without  Degree.  The  Diploma  of  the  Seminary 
without  degree  is  granted  to  Diploma  Students  upon  the  success- 
ful completion  of  the  regular  course. 

Certificates  covering  branches  taken  are  granted  to  such 
as  complete  successfully  only  a  part  of  the  regular  Seminary 
course. 
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Graduation  Fee.  A  fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  to  cover  the 
cost  of  Diploma  or  Certificate.  This  fee  is  due  the  15th  of  April 
preceding  graduation. 

Graduation  Honors,  not  competitive,  are  open  to  all  who 
qualify,  whether  Degree  Students  or  Diploma  Students.  The

In  addition  they  must  have  the  Degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Theology,  or  its  equivalent,  from  som.e  approved 
school  of  theology.  They  must  have  a  working  knowledge  of 
Hebrew  and  Greek  and  such  other  language  as  may  be  necessary 
in  the  special  field  of  investigation. 

Admission  to  the  Graduate  School  does  not  carry  with  it 
assurance  of  acceptance  as  candidate  for  the  Degree.  This  re- 
quires special  action  of  the  Faculty  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Dean  of  Graduate  Work  and  the  Professor  in  charge  of  the 
major;  and  such  action  will  not  be  taken  until  the  student  has 
completed  at  least  six  semester  hours  of  work.  At  this  time, 
if  not  before,  the  student's  entire  course  of  study  must  have 
the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 

The  Work  Required.  Unless  by  special  permission  of  the 
Faculty,  candidates  for  this  Degree  must  be  in  residence  at  this 
Seminary  at  least  one  academic  year  and  complete  courses  of 
study  equivalent  to  24  semester  hours  of  professional  graduate 
work.  They  shall  be  required  to  devote  two-thirds  of  said  time 
to  one  subject,  which  shall  be  called  a  major,  and  the  remainder 
to  another  subject,  termed  a  minor.  In  the  department  of  the 
major  they  shall  be  required  to  write  a  thesis  of  not  less  than 
five  thousand  words.  The  subject  of  this  thesis  must  be  pre- 
sented for  approval  to  the  Professor  at  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment not  later  than  November  15th  of  the  academic  year  in 
which  the  Degree  is  to  be  conferred.  By  April  1st  a  type- 
written copy  of  the  finished  thesis  is  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
Professor.  The  work  must  be  of  a  scholarly  grade  and  show  a 
real  mastery  of  the  major  subject  and  its  literature. 

Time  Limit.  In  all  ordinary  cases,  courses  for  the  Degree 
of  Th.M.  must  be  completed  within  three  years. 

Examination.  At  the  close  of  the  period  of  study  candi- 
dates for  the  Degree  shall  pass  a  rigid  examination  in  both 
major  and  minor  subjects. 

Graduation  Fee.  A  fee  of  $10.00  is  charged  to  cover  gradua- 
tion expenses.  This  fee  is  due  upon  notification  that  the  thesis 
has  been  approved  and  the  examination  sustained. 
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Special  Provision  for  Students  in  Residence.  Graduate 
students  in  residence  may  choose  from  the  general  electives  a 
total  not  to  exceed  8  hours  to  be  applied  on  the  Degree.  Other 
courses  must  be  taken  in  exclusively  graduate  subjects.  An- 
nouncement will  be  made  by  special  bulletin  of  residence  work 
in  the  Graduate  School,  giving  titles  of  courses,  names  of  lec- 
turers and  appointed  hours.  Those  who  are  interested  should 
apply  about  the  middle  of  September  for  information  concerning 
the  first  semester,  and  about  the  middle  of  January  for  in- 
formation concerning  the  second  semester. 

Students  in  Absentia.  Pastors,  missionaries,  and  other 
ministers  may  receive  this  Degree  without  residence  at  the 
Seminary,  provided  that  they  meet  the  college  and  Seminary 
requirements  already  set  forth;  that  they  complete  private 
courses  of  study  in  major  and  minor  subjects  approved  by  the 
Faculty,  said  courses  to  be  equivalent  to  24  semester  hours  of 
professional  graduate  work;  that  they  send  in  manuscripts  from 
time  to  time  as  required  by  the  Professor  in  charge;  that  they 
present  themselves  in  person  for  examination  at  appointed 
times  and  pass  these  examinations  satisfactorily,  and  that  they 
prepare  a  thesis  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  previously 
described. 

Advance  Work  for  Undergraduates.  Students  eligible  for  the 
Degree  of  Th.B.,  who  have  credits  totaling  67  hours  with 
an  average  grade  of  90%  and  no  grade  below  85%,  may  be 
permitted  to  carry  concurrently  with  their  Senior  year  assign- 
ments in  the  Graduate  School.  Those  whose  eligibility  is  evi- 
dent at  the  close  of  the  Middle  year  may  be  given  assignments 
for  the  summer,  reports  to  be  made  as  the  Professor  in  charge 
may  direct.  Not  more  than  8  semester  hours  of  credit  may  be 
obtained  by  any  student  in  the  Graduate  School  prior  to  his 
receiving  the  Degree  of  Th.B.

THE   SEMINARY   LIBRARY 

The  Seminary  Library  quarters  have  been  completely  re- 
modeled the  past  year.  A  new  stack  room  with  steel  shelving  has 
been  added,  also  a  large  vault  for  rare  books.  The  former  reference 
room  has  been  converted  into  a  reading  room  where  about  100 
current  magazines,  both  American  and  Foreign,  are  to  be  found. 

A  new  reference  room,  with  the  most  modern  equipment,  has 
been  added — the  gift  of  the  Sixth  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
Pittsburgh.  The  walls  of  the  room  display  large  colored  panellings 
setting  forth  the  historic  insignia  and  other  data  of  the  older 
Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Churches  of  the  world. 

About  40,000  books  are  now  on  the  library  shelves  and  the 
Seminary  policy  is  to  increase  this  number  rapidly  so  as  to  maintain 
a  standard  and  up-to-date  working  library  in  those  departments 
of  learning  to  which  the  theological  student  is  devoting  his 
attention. 

The  James  Law  Library  Fund 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  late  James  Law,  Esq.,  of 
Shushan,  N.  Y.,  there  was  conveyed  to  the  Seminary  some  years 
ago  the  sum  of  3 15,000,  to  be  employed  as  a  library  endowment. 

The  Newburgh  Collection 

The  valuable  collection  of  theological  works  secured  abroad 
by  the  Rev.  John  M.  Mason,  D.D.,  in  connection  with  the  found- 
ing of  the  Seminary  of  New  York,  afterwards  Newburgh,  has  been 
intrusted  to  the  Seminary.  The  collection  embraces  some  2,000 
volumes  and  is  located  in  a  separate  apartment. 

The  library  is  open  on  week  days,  with  the  exception  of  the 
month  of  August,  to  all  ministers  and  others,  without  restriction 
of  creed,  subject  to  the  same  rules  as  apply  to  students.  The  hours 
are  9  to  5:30,  excepting  Saturday,  when  the  closing  hour  is  12; 
Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  evenings  the 
library  is  open  from  6:30  to  7:30. 


THE  READING  ROOM 

A  well-appointed  Reading  Room,  adjoining  the  Seminary 
Library,  is  open  at  all  hours.  The  list  of  magazines,  reviews,  and 
periodicals  contains  a  selection  of  the  best  in  general  literature.

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THE   BIBLIOTHECA  SACRA 

This  quarterly  theological,  critical,  and  sociological  review 
is  now  published  under  the  editorial  supervision  of  the  Faculty 
of  the  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary.  It  is  the  oldest  review  of  its 
kind  in  America  and  the  one  most  quoted  in  works  of  reference. 
It  is  wholly  undenominational  and  thoroughly  evangelical.  It 
is  consistently  conservative  in  its  attitude,  with  that  broad 
charity  which  allows  difference  of  opinion  to  be  expressed  by 
believing  writers. 


THE  BIBLE  LANDS  MUSEUM 

The  announcement  made  last  year  of  a  Bible  Lands  Museum 
to  be  established  in  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  has  happily  been 
more  than  fulfilled.  The  results  of  explorations  at  Sodom  in  1924 
and  of  the  excavations  at  Tell  Beit  Mirsim,  the  ancient  Kirjath- 
sepher,  in  1926,  and  1928,  and  now  again  in  1930,  are  for  the  most 
part  now  installed  in  the  permanent  exhibit  at  the  Seminary. 
The  work  of  research,  done  first  on  behalf  of  Xenia  Seminary, 
is  now  carried  on  in  behalf  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  and 
always  in  cooperation  with  the  American  School  of  Oriental 
Research  at  Jerusalem.  The  work  is  carried  on  under  Dr.  M.  G. 
Kyle,  Professor  Emeritus  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary,  as 
President  of  the  Staff,  and  Dr.  W.  F.  Albright,  Professor  of  Semitic 
Philology  in  Johns  Hopkins  University,  as  Director  of  field  opera- 
tions. The  Staff  is  made  up  of  Old  Testament  specialists  from 
various  seminaries  in  America  and  Europe  and  Palestine.  The 
work  not  only  carries  on  research,  but  provides  thus  a  training 
b^hool  for  Old  Testament  teachers. 

The  collection  in  the  Bible  Lands  Museum  is  already  large 
and  is  expected  to  grow  by  each  season's  excavations.  Several 
hundred  pieces  are  installed  and  a  number  of  valuable  pieces 
await  preparation  before  being  placed  on  exhibition.  These  all 
illustrate  in  the  most  striking  way  the  life  of  the  people  of  Bible 
Lands  and  so  become  of  great  value  for  interpretation  as  well  as 
for  apologetics.  They  illumine  Biblical  narratives  in  a  way  which, 
of  itself,  would  be  ample  reason  for  the  Museum  in  a  theological 
seminary.  Yet  the  great  value  of  these  antiquities  is  something 
far  beyond  this.  The  science  of  pottery  chronology,  as  it  has  been 
called,  has  now  become  a  real  historical  science  in  Palestme. 
By  it  we  are  able  to  test  accurately  the  historical  trustworthiness 
of  Biblical  and  classical  records.  It  is  possible  to  lay  parallels  from 
the  excavations  alongside  of  the  written  records  and  thus  test 
their  accuracy.  Thus  an  ineffaceable  impression  is  made  upon  the 
student  of  the  trustworthiness  of  the  Biblical  record;  for  only  real 
events  leave  anything  to  be  dug  up  out  of  the  ground. 

The  objects  in  the  Museum  will  be  used  constantly  in  the 
classes  of  the  Seminary  and  also  opportunity  will  be  afforded  the 
public  to  visit  the  Museum  at  times  to  be  announced. 
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CULTURAL  ADVANTAGES 


THE   DENOMINATIONAL   SEMINARY 

The  denominational  Seminary  has  peculiar  advantages. 
Being  under  direct  church  control,  it  certifies  its  graduates  to  the 
world  as  trained  by  thoroughly  responsible  teachers.  The  estab- 
lished standards  are  maintained  in  conjunction  with  approved 
educational  methods.  Without  obliterating  individuahty,  the 
church  school  gives  to  its  graduates  that  unique  stamp  which 
wins  recognition  within  denominational  bounds.  At  the  same  time 
the  commingling  of  students  from  various  evangelical  bodies 
tends  to  develop  in  students  mutual  understanding  and  brotherly 
regard.  The  wide  range  of  acquaintance  with  the  Church  and  its 
leaders  secured  by  attendance  at  the  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary 
is  for  the  young  minister  an  asset  of  great  value. 


A   METROPOLITAN   ENVIRONMENT 

Pittsburgh  has  numerous  elements  of  cultural  value,  chief 
among  which  are  her  schools  and  churches.  The  church  life  of  our 
own  and  other  denominations  in  Pittsburgh  is  of  the  best.  The 
city  and  its  environs,  including  more  than  eighty  of  our  own  con- 
gregations, afford  an  excellent  example  of  the  Church  at  work. 
In  all  the  denominations  the  religious  thought  is  conservative 
and  the  methods  of  work  progressive.  The  pulpits  are  well  manned 
and  the  work  generally  well  organized.  Some  of  the  ablest  preach- 
ers of  our  own  and  other  churches  are  located  here.  The  student 
has  opportunity  to  study  the  methods  of  men  who  are  widely 
known  as  successful  ministers.  He  may  see  mission  work  carried 
on  along  improved  lines,  and  engage  in  it  himself.  He  may  study 
at  first  hand  the  most  effective  methods  of  Sabbath-school  work. 
He  is  welcomed  to  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  local  ministerial 
unions,  where  live  problems  and  issues  are  the  subjects  of  dis- 
cussion. 

Pittsburgh,  together  with  the  contiguous  towns,  is  one  of 
the  great  commercial  centers  of  the  world.  It  affords  unexcelled 
opportunities  for  the  study  of  social,  economical,  political,  racial, 
and  other  problems.  It  is  in  itself  an  education  to  live  and  work 
in  such  a  city  and  catch  the  pulse  of  its  busy  life.  Moreover,  the 
benefit  of  contact  with  those  engaged  in  the  varied  forms  of  work 
for  social,  moral  and  religious  betterment,  and  of  personal  ex- 
perience in  such  efforts,  is  evident  to  all.  As  the  future  ministers 
to  persons  socially  environed  theological  students  should  give 
themselves  all  convenient  advantages  to  study  mankind  in  their 
varied  social  relationships. 
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RELATIONS  WITH   WESTERN   THEOLOGICAL   SEMINARY 

Through  the  courtesy  of  The  Western  Theological  Seminary, 
we  are  privileged  to  share  in  the  series  of  lectures  delivered  under 
their  lectureship  foundations.  Attention  is  also  called  to  the 
elective  course  offered  in  Phonetics.  This  science  deals  with  the 
sounds  and  combinations  of  sounds  which  characterize  the 
different  languages  of  the  world.  A  study  of  the  principles  of 
Phonetics  is  a  most  helpful  preparation  for  learning  oriental 
languages.  Such  a  course  is  especially  valuable  for  those  who  ex- 
pect to  serve  in  foreign  mission  fields. 

THE   CARNEGIE   LIBRARIES 

For  literature  of  a  general  character,  covering  all  lines  of 
investigation,  the  students  have  access  to  the  Carnegie  Library 
of  the  North  Side  and  the  Carnegie  Library  of  Pittsburgh.  These 
libraries  have  on  file  the  leading  periodicals  of  the  world. 

THE   CARNEGIE   INSTITUTE 

One  of  the  advantages  which  is  open  to  the  students  of  the 
Seminary  is  the  Carnegie  Institute,  with  its  splendid  Department 
of  Fine  Arts,  its  noted  Museum,  its  Concert  Hall,  and  its  fine 
lecture  courses.  In  the  Department  of  Fine  Arts  there  is  offered  a 
weekly  docent  service,  in  which  visitors  are  conducted  through 
the  galleries  and  halls  containing  the  Institute's  permanent 
collections  or  transient  exhibitions  of  paintings  and  sculpture. 

AFFILIATION   WITH   THE   UNIVERSITY   OF    PITTSBURGH 

By  arrangement  with  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  its  under- 
graduate and  graduate  courses  are  opened  to  the  students  of  the 
Seminary  on  an  exceptionally  advantageous  basis.  The  fee  is 
fixed  at  a  very  low  rate,  with  no  extras  but  laboratory  fees,  in 
case  such  work  is  taken,  and  the  regular  diploma  fee. 

Admission  to  the  Graduate  School  (not  necessarily  as  candi- 
dates for  degrees)  is  granted  to  all  who  hold  a  baccalaureate 
degree,  and  who  are  prepared  through  their  undergraduate 
training  to  go  forward  with  graduate  work  in  the  field  selected. 
The  minimum  requirements  for  the  Master's  degree  (M.A.  or 
M.S.)  is  24  semester  hour  credits,  together  with  an  approved 
thesis  and  examination.  The  requirement  for  the  Doctor's  degree, 
(Ph.D.)  is  three  times  that  for  the  Master's.  Students  working 
towards  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  the  fields  of  Education, 
Sociology,  Philosophy,  or  Religious  Education,  are  allowed  eight 
credits  for  Seminary  work.  For  students  working  towards  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy,  the  University  accepts  as  many 
credits  as  approved  by  the  Head  of  the  Department  in  which  the 
student  is  majoring.  Credits  for  any  degree  must  be  gained 
within  a  period  of  six  calendar  years. 

The  working  relation  of  the  Seminary  and  the  University 
of  Pittsburgh  gives  our  students  opportunity  of  supplementing 
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their  college  training  by  prosecuting  advanced  and  specialized 
courses  in  a  well-equipped  modern  university.  Men  with  incom- 
plete college  preparation,  coming  to  the  Seminary  under  pres- 
byterial  approval,  can  combine  literary  studies  with  their  theo- 
logical course,  and  thus  overcome  their  deficiency.  The  Univer- 
sity offers  specially  strong  courses  in  English,  History,  Education, 
Economics  and  Psychology. 

THE  AMERICAN  SCHOOL  OF  ORIENTAL  RESEARCH 

Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  is  one  of  the  group  of  Univer- 
sities, Colleges  and  Theological  Seminaries  in  this  country  co- 
operating in  the  support  and  control  of  the  American  School  of 
Oriental  Research  in  Jerusalem,  and  is  thus  able  to  offer  to  its 
students  the  unique  facilities  afforded  by  this  School.  No  other 
post-graduate  work  is,  or  can  be,  so  helpful,  none  other  so  at- 
tractive, to  young  men  looking  forward  to  the  work  of  the  minis- 
try, as  study  and  research  in  Bible  lands.  The  American  School 
of  Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem  was  founded  to  afford  such 
opportunities  as  have  never  before  been  open  to  American  students. 
Special  arrangements  are  made  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  such 
students  to  the  lowest  point. 

The  School  offers  to  properly  qualified  students  excellent 
opportunities  for  pursuing  such  studies  as  the  following:  Biblical 
and  Palestinian  Archaeology;  the  Geography  and  Natural  Fea- 
tures of  the  Land;  the  History  of  Israel;  Early  Church  History  and 
Patristics;  the  Arabic  Language,  and  the  other  Semitic  Languages 
as  connected  with  it;  Mohammedanism;  the  Political,  Social  and 
Industrial  Conditions  in  Bible  Lands;  Roman  Administration  and 
Colonization  in  the  East;  the  Crusades;  and  the  Comparative 
History  of  Religions. 

The  School  has  a  well-selected  working  library,  which  is 
steadily  growing.  There  are  other  considerable  libraries  in  Jerusa- 
lem, some  of  which  contain  large  collections  of  manuscripts, 
chiefly  Greek  and  Arabic.  As  a  central  point  for  the  study  of 
Palestinian  antiquities,  for  making  tours  of  research  and  ex- 
ploration, and  for  visiting  the  numerous  scenes  of  past  or  present 
excavations,  Jerusalem  is  peculiarly  well  situated. 

Those  who  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  this  School 
can  go  at  once,  after  the  commencement  exercises,  and  enter  the 
School  at  Jerusalem.  The  altitude  and  the  latitude  of  Jerusalem 
make  the  summer  climate  there  quite  satisfactory.  The  remainder 
of  the  year  will  afford  abundant  opportunity  for  travel  through 
the  land  and  research  in  Historical  Geography  and  Archaeology. 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship  of  the  School  at  Jerusalem, 
with  a  stipend  of  $1500,  is  awarded  annually  on  examination.  A 
list  of  the  books  recommended  to  candidates  for  the  Fellowship, 
and  special  facilities  for  preparation,  will  be  supplied  by  the 
Seminary. 
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LIFE  AT  THE  SEMINARY 


THE  SEMINARY   BUILDING 

The  Seminary  hall  is  located  at  the  corner  of  North  Avenue 
and  Buena  Vista  Street,  and  overlooks  West  Park.  On  the  first 
floor  are  the  Mary  J.  Stevenson  reception  room,  the  President's 
office,  the  Pressly  Chapel,  the  Library,  the  reference  and  reading 
rooms,  and  the  gymnasium.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  Faculty 
conference  room,  the  Bible  Lands  Museum,  and  five  class  rooms 
of  ample  proportions.  The  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  floors  are  given 
over  to  dormitory  uses.  On  the  fifth  floor  there  is  a  dining-room, 
with  kitchen  attached. 

ROOMS  AND  ACCOMMODATIONS 

The  dormitory  rooms  are  arranged  as  follows:  there  are 
single  rooms;  suites  of  double  rooms,  in  which  two  men  occupy 
a  study  and  a  bedroom  in  common;  and  suites  of  three  rooms, 
in  which  two  men  have  a  study  in  common  and  two  single  bed- 
rooms adjoining.  Each  floor  has  trunkrooms,  bathrooms,  and 
lavatories.  The  Seminary  provides  furniture  and  bedding,  in- 
cluding sheets  and  pillow  cases.  Students  will  furnish  towels  for 
their  own  use  and  provide  for  the  laundering  of  these.  All  other 
laundry  work  for  the  dormitory  will  be  looked  after  by  the  Semin- 
ary. 

With  the  purpose  of  contributing  to  the  comfort  and  health 
of  the  students,  the  oversight  and  maintenance  of  the  rooms  in 
the  dormitory  are  placed  in  charge  of  a  Committee  of  women 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  These  women  make  visits 
of  inspection  once  each  month. 

Rooms  are  provided  free  of  charge  to  students  who  take  not 
less  than  twelve  hours  of  concurrent  Seminary  work.  Under- 
graduates are  accommodated  first.  Graduate  students  may  have 
rooms  assigned  to  them,  provided  the  undergraduate  students 
do  not  occupy  all  the  rooms  of  the  dormitory.  First  and  second 
year  students  have  the  privilege  of  retaining  rooms  for  the  next 
year,  provided  they  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  President  of  their 
intention  before  the  close  of  the  session.  Those  not  retaining 
rooms  who  have  been  in  attendance  an  equal  length  of  time  will 
choose  in  the  alphabetical  order  of  their  names.  New  students 
will  have  the  choice  of  the  remaining  rooms  according  to  the 
order  in  which  their  written  applications  are  received.  The 
assignments  will  be  made  on  the  first  day  of  the  session. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  occupy  rooms  in  the  building 
during  the  summer  vacation  without  obtaining  permission. 
Applications  for  this  privilege  are  to  be  made  to  Dr.  McNaugher. 
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The  rate  of  rental  for  each  single  room  occupied  by  one  student 
during  vacation  will  be  $3.00  per  month;  when  one  student 
occupies  a  double  suite  the  rate  will  be  $5.00  per  month;  and  when 
two  students  occupy  a  double  or  a  triple  suite,  $6.00  will  be 
charged,  this  last  amount  to  be  divided  equally  between  them. 
These  same  rates  will  be  charged  proportionately  when  any  room 
is  occupied  for  two  weeks.  During  the  summer  vacation  the 
laundry  fee  for  each  student  will  be  fifty  cents  per  month.  For 
the  two  weeks  succeeding  the  close  of  the  session  and  one  week 
preceding  the  opening  of  the  session  all  students  will  have  free 
use  of  their  rooms. 

When  coming  to  the  city,  students  should  have  their  trunks 
sent  to  the  Seminary,  corner  of  North  Avenue  and  Buena  Vista 
Street,  North  Side,  and  placed  in  the  care  of  the  janitor. 

THE   RELIGIOUS   LIFE   OF   THE   SEMINARY 

Adequate  provision  is  made  for  the  maintenance  and  de- 
velopment of  the  religious  life.  In  addition  to  the  private  devotions 
of  the  men,  there  are  various  gatherings  for  social  worship.  Daily 
chapel  services  are  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty.  The 
Day  of  Prayer  for  Educational  Institutions  is  observed  each  year 
with  appropriate  exercises.  There  are  frequent  meetings  of  the 
students  in  class  groups  for  prayer,  and  there  is  a  weekly  meeting 
of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association.  The  student  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  aims  to  promote  the  spiritual  life  of  the  students,  to  culti- 
vate interest  in  the  cause  of  missions,  and  to  bring  students  into 
closer  relationship  with  the  world-wide  brotherhood  of  Christian 
students.  The  branch  of  the  Student  Volunteer  Movement  in  the 
Seminary  does  much  to  keep  alive  and  active  the  missionary 
spirit  among  the  students. 

THE   SOCIAL   LIFE   OF   THE   SEMINARY 

On  the  first  Friday  evening  after  the  opening  of  the  session, 
the  Seminary  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  arranges  a 
reception  for  the  new  students.  This  is  usually  held  in  one  of  the 
local  churches.  During  the  year  the  different  congregations  of  the 
city  invite  the  students  to  come  to  their  socials  and  share  their 
hospitality.  For  general  social  purposes  there  is  a  room  set 
aside  in  the  Seminary. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE 

In  the  Fall  and  Spring,  outdoor  sports  hold  first  place.  The 
city  tennis  courts  in  the  park,  two  minutes  walk  from  the  Seminary, 
may  be  used.  The  Seminary  gymnasium  provides  additional 
opportunity  for  physical  training.  During  the  winter  months 
basket-ball  and  volley-ball  hold  sway.  The  student  body  is 
organized  into  teams  so  that  every  man  has  a  chance  to  partici- 
pate. 


ALLEGHENY   Y.M.C  A. 
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Allegheny  Young  Men's  Christian  Association 

The  Allegheny  "Y"  is  located  beside  the  Seminary.  It 
offers  a  fine  opportunity  to  the  men  of  the  Seminary,  all  of  whom 
have  free  membership  in  it.  On  the  main  floor  there  is  a  large 
lounge  comfortably  furnished,  with  an  attractive  fire-place  at  one 
end.  On  the  second  floor  there  are  special  club  rooms  used  largely 
for  Bible  classes,  and  religious  gatherings. 

Two  gymnasiums  furnish  the  principal  units  in  the  equipment 
of  the  physical  department.  The  main  gymnasium  is  on  the  first 
floor.  It  measures  72  by  44  feet  and  occupies  the  entire  rear 
section  of  the  building  for  two  stories.  Full  provision  is  made  for 
gymnasium  classes  and  games  of  all  kinds.  Under  the  main  gym- 
nasium is  the  swimming  pool,  60  by  20  feet.  Adjacent  to  it  are 
shower  rooms  and  locker  rooms.  On  the  second  floor  there  are 
five  bowling  alleys.  These  constitute  one  of  the  most  popular 
recreational  features  for  the  Seminary  men.  The  physical  director 
of  the  Association,  Mr.  J.  H.  Adams,  conducts  a  special  gym  class 
for  the  students  of  the  Seminary.  A  physical  examination  is 
required  of  all  who  enter  this  class. 

EXPENSES 

There  are  no  tuition  fees,  nor  are  there  any  rental  or  con- 
tingent expenses.  All  the  privileges  of  the  Seminary,  inclusive  of 
the  dormitory,  are  free.  Where,  however,  a  student  desires  extra 
accommodations,  such  as  a  suite  of  two  rooms,  a  charge  of  $25.00 
will  be  made.  Students  who  elect  private  lodgings  must  meet 
their  rental  expenses  unaided. 

A  dining-room  is  located  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  dormitory, 
providing  for  club  boarding  at  cost.  The  dining-room  is  under 
student  administration,  although  the  entire  equipment  has  been 
provided  by  the  Seminary.  The  boarding  for  a  week  of  six  days 
averages  $5.00.  All  men  rooming  in  the  building  are  required  to 
take  their  meals  in  the  Seminary  dining  hall. 

The  United  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication  and  Bible 
School  Work  furnishes  all  text-books  at  a  reduction  of  twenty 
per  cent;  other  books,  cash,  at  a  reduction  of  fifteen  per  cent. 
The  Board  also  grants  students  reasonable  credit  where  they 
are  unable  to  make  immediate  payment.

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COMPETITIVE  SCHOLARSHIPS 


The  James  Purdy  Scholarship  Foundation 

There  exists  in  the  possession  of  the  Seminary  the  Purdy 
Fund,  bearing  the  name  of  its  founder.  The  income,  which  is 
about  ^300,  is  apportioned  equally  each  year  to  the  six  members  of 
the  Junior  Class  who  attain  the  highest  average  of  excellence  in 
their  Seminary  work.  The  scholarship  is  subject  to  the  conditions 
that  the  entire  year's  work  be  completed  within  the  Seminary 
year  and  that  no  award  be  made  to  a  student  whose  general 
average  does  not  reach  85%  or  who  receives  a  grade  of  less  than 
80%  in  any  department. 

The  Thomas  Jamison  Scholarship  Foundation 

In  memory  of  the  late  Thomas  Jamison,  Esq.,  of  the  North 
Side,  Pittsburgh,  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Seminary,  Mrs.  Jamison  endowed  a  scholarship  yielding 
3800  to  be  given  each  year  to  the  member  of  the  Senior  Class  who 
received  the  highest  average  grade  in  all  departments  during  the 
Junior  and  Middle  years  and  the  first  half  of  the  Senior  year. 
The  general  average  must  reach  90%,  and  in  no  study  must  the 
grade  be  lower  than  80%.  The  award  of  this  scholarship  requires 
that  the  recipient  spend  a  full  session  at  study  in  some  foreign 
theological  institution,  to  be  selected  by  the  Faculty.  He  must 
further  agree  to  do  faithful  work  abroad,  to  make  regular  reports 
of  the  work  he  is  doing,  and  at  the  end  of  the  session  to  present 
a  thesis  of  not  less  than  10,000  words  on  some  subject  selected  or 
approved  by  the  Faculty.  A  splendid  opportunity  is  thus  afforded 
to  a  worthy  man  each  year  for  broadening  his  theological  educa- 
tion and  obtaining  the  rich  culture  which  comes  with  foreign 
study  and  travel.  The  degree  of  Master  of  Theology  is  conferred 
without  further  requirement  on  all  who  take  the  Jamison  scholar- 
ship and  satisfy  its  conditions,  subject  to  the  usual  fee  of  $10.00. 

In  case  the  student  who  receives  the  scholarship  is  going  into 
one  of  the  Church's  foreign  fields,  he  is  allowed  to  attend  the 
Kennedy  School  of  Missions  in  America  instead  of  a  European 
institution. 

The  Jane  Hogg  Gardner  Scholarship  Foundation 

To  the  Senior  student  taking  the  second  rank  in  grades 
averaged  through  the  entire  course  the  Seminary  awards  the 
income  of  the  Gardner  bequest,  up  to  the  limit  of  $200,  but  on 
condition  that  there  is  no  grade  of  less  than  80%  in  any  depart- 
ment, and  that  a  satisfactory  thesis  of  at  least  5,000  words  on  an 
assigned  subject  be  presented  to  the  Faculty. 
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The  Church  History  Foundation 

To  the  Senior  students  taking  first  and  second  rank  in  grades 
averaged  through  the  entire  course  in  Church  History  and  His- 
tory of  Doctrine  the  Seminary  awards  first  and  second  prizes  of 
JlOO  and  $50  respectively,  on  condition  that  there  is  no  grade  of 
less  than  80%  in  any  department  and  that  the  student  has  been 
in  attendance  from  the  beginning  of  the  Junior  year. 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship  of  the  American  School 
of  Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem,  with  a  stipend  of  $1,500,  is 
awarded  annually  on  examination.  A  list  of  the  books  recommend- 
ed to  candidates  for  the  Fellowship,  and  special  facilities  for 
preparation,  will  be  supplied  by  the  Seminary. 

SELF  SUPPORT  AND  STUDENT  AID 
Compensated  Work 

In  compensation  for  assigned  mission  work,  the  members 
of  the  Junior  Class  receive  fifty  dollars  each  from  the  Student 
Mission  Fund.  During  the  Middle  and  Senior  years,  as  the 
students  progress  with  their  Seminary  training  they  have  in- 
creasing opportunities  of  preaching  in  vacant  congregations, 
for  which  they  receive  remuneration.  In  addition,  the  Allegheny- 
Branch  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  adjoining  the 
Seminary,  furnishes  opportunities  for  student  employment. 

The  Board  of  Education  Aid 

The  General  Assembly  authorizes  the  presbyteries  to  recom- 
mend grants  to  deserving  students  from  the  Board  of  Education 
according  to  the  following  rates:  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
to  students  of  the  first  year,  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars 
to  second-year  students;  and  seventy-five  dollars  to  third  year 
students.  These  grants  are  made  only  to  students  who  attend  the 
United  Presbyterian  Seminary. 

The  Young  Men's  Fund 

From  the  Seminary  Fund  a  student  may,  upon  satisfactory 
recommendation,  receive  loans  each  session  payable  within  five 
years  without  interest. 

The  Lesson  of  History 

It  may  be  encouraging  to  students  to  know  that  we  do  not 
have  in  the  history  of  either  Seminary  a  record  of  any  student 
who  has  been  obliged  to  leave  the  Seminary  for  financial  reasons.

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THE  CONTROL  AND  MANAGEMENT 


The  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  is  the  result  of  a 
union  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries  consummated  in 
1930.  According  to  its  proper  ancestry  the  Xenia  Seminary  was 
founded  in  1794  by  the  Associate  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
Pittsburgh  Seminary  was  founded  in  1825  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Associate  Keformed  Presbyterian  Church.  The  Seminary  as 
now  established  is  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  American 
Synods  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  ultimate  review 
control  of  the  General  Assembly.  Its  management  is  committed  to 
a  Board  of  Directors  and  Trustees.  The  Board  of  Directors  consists 
of  thirty-five  members,  ministers  or  ruling  elders,  who  are 
nominated  by  the  several  Synods  to  the  General  Assembly  for  elec- 
tion on  the  basis  of  each  Synod  having  one  representative  for  every 
five  thousand  church  members  or  major  fraction  thereof.  Each  Synod 
has  at  least  one  representative.  The  Board  of  Directors  has  the 
general  government  of  the  Seminary,  subject  to  the  authority  of  the 
Synods  and  the  General  Assembly,  appoints  the  Trustees,  and 
provides  for  the  financial  maintenance  of  the  institution.  The  Board 
of  Trustees  consists  of  twelve  members.  It  is  the  corporate  body 
which  holds  and  manages  the  real  estate  and  the  funds  of  the 
Seminary.  The  term  and  the  course  of  study  are  determined  by 
the  General  Assembly.

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THE  PURPOSE  OE  THE  SEMINARY 


The  purpose  of  the  Seminary,  as  defined  in  the  Constitution,  is 
to  instruct  candidates  for  the  gospel  ministry,  ordained  ministers 
of  the  gospel  and  such  as  may  be  preparing  for  other  special  lines 
of  Christian  service,  in  the  knowledge  of  the  doctrines  of  the 
Scriptures,  and  the  order  and  institutes  of  worship  taught  therein 
and  summarily  exhibited  in  the  standards  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  of  North  America;  to  cherish  in  them  the  life  of  true 
godliness,  and  to  cultivate  the  gifts  which  Christ,  the  Head  of  the 
Church,  confers  on  those  whom  He  calls  and  ordains  to  the  ministry, 
to  the  end  that  there  may  be  raised  up  a  succession  of  able,  faithful 
and  godly  ministers  of  the  gospel  and  of  other  Christian  workers. 


THE  DIVINITY  SCHOOL 


THE  TERM  AND  COURSE  OF  STUDY 

The  regular  course  of  seminary  training  prescribed  by  the 
General  Assembly  covers  a  period  of  three  academic  years,  each  of 
which  is  divided  in  January  into  two  semesters.  The  annual  session 
begins  the  first  Wednesday  after  the  ITth  of  September,  and  closes 
the  first  Thursday  after  the  1st  of  May.  The  distribution  of  studies 
by  departments  and  semesters  is  exhibited  on  pages  17-19. 

The  Seminary  course  is  built  primarily  for  college  graduates 
and  presupposes  a  foundation  of  broad  and  liberal  culture.  In 
preparation  for  their  professional  training  in  the  Seminary,  college 
students  should  take  substantial  courses  in  English  Literature, 
English  Composition,  Bible,  Greek,  Mathematics  or  Science, 
History,  Sociology,  Psychology,  Ethics,  Logic,  Philosophy,  and 
Speech. 


THE  SEMINARY  BUILDING 
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ADMISSION 

Registration.  Tuesday,  September  20,  1932,  is  set  aside  for 
the  registration  of  all  new  students  and  also  of  upper  class  men 
having  any  irregularities  in  their  standing  or  schedule.  Wednesday 
morning  is  appointed  for  the  registration  of  all  regular  students  in 
the  Middle  and  Senior  classes.  It  is  important  that  students  come 
for  registration  at  the  time  appointed,  and  also  that  they  be  on 
hand  for  the  Formal  Opening  of  the  Seminary  Wednesday  after- 
noon :  thus  only  can  they  be  ready  to  enter  upon  their  regular 
class  work  at  8  :30  o'clock  the  following  morning.  New  students 
in  particular  should  notice  that  the  proper  time  to  enter  the  Seminary 
is  at  the  opening  of  the  annual  session  in  September.  Those  who 
enter  at  mid-year,  except  by  regular  transfer  from  some  other 
standard  theological  seminary,  will  not  be  regularly  classified  as 
Juniors  until  the  following  fall. 

Credentials.  Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present 
satisfactory  testimonials  of  his  suitableness  as  a  candidate  for  the 
ministry  or  other  contemplated  form  of  Christian  service.  These 
credentials  include  (1)  a  letter  of  introduction  from  his  pastor  or 
session  certifying  his  active  Church  membership,  his  genuine 
piety  and  quaHties  of  spiritual  leadership ;  (2)  a  letter  from  the  clerk 
of  his  presbytery,  or  corresponding  church  officer,  indicating  that 
he  has  been  taken  under  proper  ecclesiastical  supervision  and  is 
officially  recommended  as  a  student  of  theology;  and  (3)  evidence 
of  academic  preparation,  including  a  full  official  transcript  of  his 
college  credits. 

All  credentials  should  be  at  hand  on  Registration  Day.  Students 
can  facilitate  matters  by  attention  to  the  following  particulars : 
(1)  Make  appHcation  early,  using  the  official  blank;  (2)  arrange  to 
be  taken  under  care  of  presbytery  at  its  spring  meeting;  (3)  before 
the  opening  of  the  Seminary,  request  the  college  office  to  send 
transcript  of  college  credits  directly  to  the  Seminary  in  care  of  the 
Registrar;  (4)  send,  or  deliver  in  person,  the  letters  from  pastor 
and  clerk  of  presbytery. 

Declaration  of  Purpose.  Before  being  admitted  to  the 
privileges  of  the  Seminary,  every  student  shall,  in  the  presence  of 
the  Registrar,  subscril^e  a  declaration  to  the  effect  that  while  he  is 
a  student  in  the  Seminary  he  will  regularly,  punctually,  and  dili- 
gently attend  upon  all  the  instructions  of  the  professors,  that  he  will 
promptly  comply  with  the  lav/ful  requisitions  of  the  Faculty  and  be 
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subject  to  their  authority,  that  he  will  honestly  conform  to  all 
regulations  of  the  Seminary,  and  that  he  will  not  propagate  any 
opinions  in  opoosition  to  the  standards  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Entrance  Deposit.  From  the  moment  of  entrance,  students  are 
regarded  as  stewards  of  the  Church's  property,  having  special 
responsibility  in  the  free  use  of  library  and  dormitory  equipment. 
Each  student,  upon  matriculation,  is  required  to  make  a  deposit 
of  $5.00,  which  is  returnable  at  the  end  of  the  Seminary  course, 
less  any  necessary  deductions. 

CLASSIFICATION 

Degree  Students.  Applicants  for  admission  as  students  in 
full  standing  to  take  the  prescribed  course  in  preparation  for  the 
Degree  of  Th.B.  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a  standard 
college  or  university,  or  they  must  satisfy  the  Faculty  that  they 
have  had  the  undoubted  equivalent  of  full  collegiate  preparation. 
(Here,  as  elsewhere,  when  a  degree  is  mentioned  as  a  pre-requisite, 
it  must  have  been  secured  without  duplication  of  credit.) 

Diploma  Students.  In  cases  of  exceptional  merit,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  presbytery  and  by  special  action  of  the  Faculty, 
students  who  have  not  had  full  collegiate  training  may  be  admitted 
to  take  the  prescribed  course  in  preparation  for  the  Diploma  of 
the  Seminary. 

Classification  by  Years.  Students  who  register  for  the  full 
course  are,  for  practical  purposes,  classified  normally  as  Juniors 
during  their  first  year,  as  Middlers  during  their  second  year,  and  as 
Seniors  during  their  third  year. 

Transferred  Students.  Persons  qualified  for  admission  to  the 
Seminary,  who  have  successfully  completed  partial  courses  in  some 
other  approved  school  of  theology  may  be  admitted  by  the  Faculty 
to  corresponding  standing  in  this  institution  upon  the  presentation 
of  satisfactory  credentials,  which  should  include  (1)  a  certificate 
of  good  standing  and  honorable  dismission,  and  (2)  a  complete 
official  transcript  of  their  credits. 

THE  STUDENT'S  SCHEDULE 

The  Norm.  Students  adequately  prepared  and  able  to  give  full 
time  to  Seminary  work  are  expected  to  follow  the  regular  schedule, 
involving   17   credit  hours  a  week  throughout  the   Junior   year, 
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18  hours  a  week  throughout  the  Middle  year  and  17  hours  a  week 
throughout  the  Senior  year. 

Extra  Hours.  No  student  is  allowed  to  take  more  than  the 
regular  schedule  without  special  permission  from  the  Faculty. 
A  record  of  scholarly  work  is  pre-requisite  to  the  granting  of  such 
permission. 

Limit ations.  Students  having  pastoral  charges  or  other  out- 
side work  involving  extraordinary  demands  upon  their  time  are 
limited  to  such  courses  as  they  can  carry  satisfactorily.  Students 
who  for  any  reason  fail  to  do  a  satisfactory  grade  of  work  in  their 
scheduled  studies  are  subject  to  further  limitation  by  the  Faculty. 

The  Minimiiin.  Students  must  carry  at  least  12  hours  of  con- 
current Seminary  work  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the 
Dormitory  and  to  a  share  in  Seminary  aid. 

Registration  eacli  Semester.  At  the  beginning  of  each  semester 
every  student  shall  file  with  the  Registrar  a  complete  list  of  his 
studies.  When  his  schedule  has  been  approved,  no  change  may  be 
made  by  the  student  without  consulting  the  Registrar. 

ATTENDANCE 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  is  indispensable  to  satisfactory 
work.  All  absence,  or  even  tardiness,  for  whatever  reason,  has  an 
injurious  effect  on  the  student's  standing  and  progress.  Excuses 
for  absence  must  be  presented  to  the  Faculty  in  writing  immediately 
upon  return  to  class  work  and  shall  specify  date,  classes  missed, 
and  cause  of  absence. 

EXAMINATIONS 

In  order  to  test  the  student's  progress  in  the  various  depart- 
ments, written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  semester. 
From  these  examinations  and  the  class  room  v/ork  the  term  grades 
of  the  student  are  determined.  Seventy  per  cent,  is  required  as  a 
passing  grade  in  every  subject.  A  report  of  the  student's  attendance 
and  credits  is  made  annually  to  his  presbytery  or  corresponding 
church  authority. 

When  a  student  falls  slightly  below  the  passing  grade  in  a  given 
subject,  he  is  conditioned  in  that  subject.  Conditions  attaching  to 
the  work  of  the  first  semester  must  be  removed  by  the  first  of  the 
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following  March.  Conditions  attaching  to  work  of  the  second 
semester,  except  in  the  case  of  Seniors,  must  be  removed  by  the  first 
of  November  following.  When  a  student  falls  far  below  the  passing 
mark,  or  fails  to  remove  conditions  within  the  appointed  time,  his 
work  is  counted  a  failure  and  the  course  must  be  repeated  in  class 
in  order  to  secure  credit. 

GRADUATION:  REQUIREMENTS  AND  AWARDS 

Genera!  Requirements.  In  order  to  graduate  a  student  must 
successfully  complete  the  regular  three-year  course  of  prescribed 
and  elective  studies  amounting  to  104  semester  hours.  (A  semester 
hour  represents  one  recitation  a  week  for  one  semester.)  At  least 
one  year  of  work  in  residence  is  required  for  graduation. 

The  Degree  of  Th.B.  The  Diploma  of  the  Seminary  with  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Theology  is  conferred  only  upon  Degree 
Students  who  complete  the  regular  course  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  Faculty  and  who  display  at  least  average  ability  in  every 
department. 

Diploma  without  Degree.  The  Diploma  of  the  Seminary 
without  degree  is  granted  to  Diploma  Students  upon  the  successful 
completion  of  the  regular  course. 

Certificates  covering  branches  taken  are  granted  to  such  as 
complete  successfully  only  a  part  of  the  regular  Seminary  course. 

Graduation  Fee.  A  fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  to  cover  the  cost 
of  Diploma  or  Certificate.  This  fee  is  due  the  15th  of  April  pre- 
ceding graduation. 

Graduation  Honors,  not  competitive,  are  open  to  all  who 
qualify,  whether  Degree  Students  or  Diploma  Students.  The  honor, 
Cum  Laude,  is  granted  to  all  who  throughout  the  Seminary  course 
are  clearly  distinguished  (1)  for  academic  attainments,  (2)  for 
regular  and  punctual  attendance,  and  (3)  for  general  fitness  for  the 
gospel  of  ministry.  The  honor.  Magna  Cum  Laude,  is  granted  to  all 
who  possess  these  qualifications  in  an  unusual  degree ;  and,  Summa 
Cum  Laude,  in  very  rare  instances,  in  recognition  of  superlative 
merit.

After  a  brief  but  comprehensive  sur- 
vey pf  the  field_  of  Psychology  in  general,  noting  the  leading  current  theories, 
particular  applications  are  made  in  genetics,  in  the  principles  of  religious 
efforts,  in  social  expressions,  and  in  religious  experience.  A  text  with  lectures.

712.  Religious  Education.  The  process  and  methods  of  teaching  are 
examined  from  the  viewpoint  of  psychological  principles  and  with  major 
objectives  as  the  metric  of  value.  The  problems  of  curricula,  training,  special 
methods,  equipment,  personnel,  literature,  and  articulation  with  other  agencies, 
secular  and  religious,  are  inspected  carefully.  Texts,  lectures,  readings  and 
reports.

721.  History  of  Missions.  A  rapid  review  of  the  propagative  activities 
of  the  church  with  chief  emphasis  on  the  progress  and  methods  of  modern 
missions.  The  problems  of  mission  work  are  studied  in  their  relation  both  to 
the  heathen  world  and  to  the  home  church.

722.  Comparative  Religion.  The  great  religions  of  the  world  are  studied 
historically  and  comparatively.

731  and  732.  The  Philosophy  of  Religion.  This  course  includes  the 
usual  materials  of  Theism.  It  also  seeks  to  exhibit  the  epistemological  founda- 
tions of  faith,  to  state  the  analogical  argument  expositionally,  to  find  an 
adequate  ground  of  values,  and  to  set  forth  the  Christian  religion  as  a 
philosophic  system.  A  rationale  of  method  is  undertaken  regarding  religion  in 
historical,  aesthetical,  and  critical  aspects. 

Seniors,  both  semesters,  two  hours  a  week. 
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751.  Biblical  Ethics.  Beginning  with  a  philosophic  introduction,  both 
historical  and  critical,  the  Christian  ideal  of  conduct  is  unfolded,  noting  con- 
trasts and  agreements  with  the  more  prominent  systems.  Particular  attention 
is  given  to  the  applicatory  feature,  both  individual  and  social  bearings  being 
considered. 

Elective  for  Middlers  and  Seniors,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week.  (Not 
offered  1932-1933.) 

752.  Church  Music.  The  historical  and  didactic  place  of  music  in  wor- 
ship. The  relation  of  music  to  other  parts  of  a  public  service.  Types  of  sacred 
song.  Problems  of  the  pastor  in  making  the  most  of  this  feature.  No  musical 
training  prerequisite  to  this  course.

753.  Apologetics.  The  ground  of  the  older  arguments  is  covered  v/ith 
modern  restatements  and  additions.

754.  Christian  Sociology.  After  a  review  of  general  social  theory  as 
presented  by  leading  authorities,  the  recognized  problems  are  set  forth  with 
their  proposed  solutions.  The  Christian  method  of  approaching  and  solving 
these  problems  is  presented.  Particular  emphasis  is  given  to  the  application 
of  the  teaching  of  Jesus  to  the  social  order.

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THE  GRADUATE  SCHOOL 


^   THE  DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  THEOLOGY 

Candidates  for  this  Degree.  In  order  to  qualify  for  entrance 
to  the  Graduate  School,  applicants  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree 
from  a  standard  college  or  university,  or  satisfy  the  Faculty  that 
they  have  received  the  undoubted  equivalent  of  such  college  train- 
ing. In  addition  they  m.ust  have  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Theology, 
or  its  equivalent,  from  some  approved  school  of  theology.  They 
must  have  a  working  knowledge  of  Hebrew  and  Greek  and  such 
other  language  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  special  field  of  investi- 
gation. 

Admission  to  the  Graduate  School  does  not  carry  with  it 
assurance  of  acceptance  as  candidate  for  the  Degree.  This  requires 
special  action  of  the  Faculty  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Dean 
of  Graduate  Work  and  the  Professor  in  charge  of  the  major;  and 
such  action  will  not  be  taken  until  the  student  has  completed  at  least 
six  semester  hours  of  work.  At  this  time,  if  not  before,  the  student's 
entire  course  of  study  must  have  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 

The  Work  Required.  Unless  by  special  permission  of  the 
Faculty,  candidates  for  this  Degree  must  be  in  residence  at  this 
Seminary  at  least  one  academic  year  and  complete  courses  of  study 
equivalent  to  24  semester  hours  of  professional  graduate  work. 
They  shall  be  required  to  devote  two-thirds  of  said  time  to  one 
subject,  which  shall  be  called  a  major,  and  the  remainder  to  another 
subject,  termed  a  minor.  In  the  department  of  the  major  they  shall 
be  required  to  write  a  thesis  of  not  less  than  five  thousand  words. 
The  subject  of  this  thesis  must  be  presented  for  approval  to  the 
Professor  at  the  head  of  the  department  not  later  than  November 
15th  of  the  academic  year  in  which  the  Degree  is  to  be  conferred. 
By  April  1st  a  typewritten  copy  of  the  finished  thesis  is  to  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  Professor.  The  work  must  be  of  a  scholarly  grade  and 
show  a  real  mastery  of  the  major  subject  and  its  literature. 

Time  Limit.  In  all  ordinary  cases,  courses  for  the  Degree  of 
Th.M.  must  be  completed  within  three  years. 

Examination.  At  the  close  of  the  period  of  study  candidates 
for  the  Degree  shall  pass  a  rigid  examination  in  both  major  and 
minor  subjects. 
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Graduation  Fee.  A  fee  of  $10.00  is  charged  to  cover  gradua- 
tion expenses.  This  fee  is  due  upon  notification  that  the  thesis  has 
been  approved  and  the  examination  sustained. 

Special  Provision  for  Students  in  Residence.  Graduate 
students  in  residence  may  choose  from  the  general  electives  a  total 
not  to  exceed  8  hours  to  be  applied  on  the  Degree.  Other  courses 
must  be  taken  in  exclusively  graduate  subjects.  Announcement  will 
be  made  by  special  bulletin  of  residence  work  in  the  Graduate  School, 
giving  titles  of  courses,  names  of  lecturers  and  appointed  hours. 
Those  who  are  interested  should  apply  about  the  middle  of  Sep- 
tember for  information  concerning  the  first  semester,  and  about  the 
middle  of  January  for  information  concerning  the  second  semester. 

Students  in  Absentia.  Pastors,  missionaries,  and  other 
ministers  may  receive  this  Degree  without  residence  at  the  Seminary, 
provided  that  they  meet  the  college  and  Seminary  requirements 
already  set  forth;  that  they  complete  private  courses  of  study  in 
major  and  minor  subjects  approved  by  the  Faculty,  said  courses  to 
be  equivalent  to  24  semester  hours  of  professional  graduate  work; 
that  they  send  in  manuscripts  from  time  to  time  as  required  by  the 
Professor  in  charge;  that  they  present  themselves  in  person  for 
examination  at  appointed  times  and  pass  these  examinations  satis- 
factorily, and  that  they  prepare  a  thesis  in  accordance  with  the 
conditions  previously  described. 

Advance  Work  for  Undergraduates.  Students  eligible  for  the 
Degree  of  Th.B.,  who  have  credits  totaling  70  hours  with  an  average 
grade  of  90%  and  no  grade  below  85%,  may  be  permitted  to  carry 
concurrently  with  their  Senior  year  assignments  in  the  Graduate 
School.  Those  whose  eligibility  is  evident  at  the  close  of  the  Middle 
year  may  be  given  assignments  for  the  summer,  reports  to  be  made 
as  the  Professor  in  charge  may  direct.  Not  more  than  8  semester 
hours  of  credit  may  be  obtained  by  any  student  in  the  Graduate 
School  prior  to  his  receiving  the  Degree  of  Th.B. 
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FACILITIES  FOR  STUDY 


THE  SEMINARY  LIBRARY 

The  Seminary  Library  quarters  were  completely  remodeled  in 
connection  with  the  merger  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries 
in  1930.  A  new  reference  room,  with  the  most  modern  equipment, 
was  added, — ^the  gift  of  the  Sixth  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
Pittsburgh.  The  walls  of  the  room  display  large  colored  panelings 
setting  forth  the  historic  insignia  and  other  data  of  the  older 
Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Churches  of  the  world. 

The  former  reference  room  was  converted  into  a  well-appointed 
reading  room,  furnished  with  a  list  of  current  periodicals.  A  new 
stack  room  with  steel  shelving  was  added,  also  a  large  vault  for 
rare  books. 

About  35,000  books  are  now  on  the  library  shelves,  and  the 
Seminary  policy  is  to  increase  this  number  rapidly  so  as  to  main- 
tain a  standard  and  up-to-date  working  library  in  those  departments 
of  learning  to  which  the  theological  student  is  devoting  his  attention. 

The  Newburgh  Collection 
The  research  department  of  the  library  contains  the  valuable 
collection  of  theological  works,  many  of  them  dating  from  the 
early  days  of  printing,  which  collection  was  secured  abroad  by  the 
Rev.  John  M.  Mason,  D.D.,  in  connection  with  the  founding  of  the 
Seminary  of  New  York,  afterwards  the  Newburgh  Seminary. 

The  James  Law  Library  Fund 
Through  the  generosity  of   the   late   James   Law,   Esq.,   of 
Shushan,  N.  Y.,  there  was  conveyed  to  the  Seminary  some  years 
ago  the  sum  of  $15,000,  to  be  employed  as  a  library  endowment. 

Library  Hours 
With  the  exception  of  the  month  of  August,  the  library  is  open 
on  week  days  to  all  ministers  and  others,  without  restriction  of 
creed,  subject  to  the  same  rules  as  apply  to  students.  The  hours  are 
9  to  5  :30,  excepting  Saturday,  when  the  closing  hour  is  12  ;  Monday, 
Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday  evenings  the  library  is  open 
from  6:30  to  7:30. 

The  Reading  Room 
The  Reading  Room,  adjoining  the  Seminary  Library,  is  open  at 
all  hours.  The  magazines,  reviews,  and  other  periodicals  found  here, 
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represent  the  best  in  general  literature,  politics,  and  science,  as  well 
as  in  theology  and  religion.

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THE  BIBLIOTHECA  SACRA 

This  quarterly  theological,  critical,  and  sociological  review  is 
now  published  under  the  editorial  supervision  of  the  Faculty  of  the 
Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary.  It  is  the  oldest  review  of  its  kind  in 
America  and  the  one  most  quoted  in  works  of  reference.  It  is  wholly 
undenominational  and  thoroughly  evangelical.  It  is  consistently 
conservative  in  its  attitude,  with  that  broad  charity  which  allows 
difference  of  opinion  to  be  expressed  by  believing  writers. 

THE  BIBLE  LANDS  MUSEUM 

The  announcement  made  last  year  of  a  Bible  Lands  Aluseum  to 
be  established  in  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  has  happily  been  more 
than  fulfilled.  The  results  of  explorations  at  Sodom  in  1924  and  of 
the  excavations  at  Tell  Beit  Mirsim,  the  ancient  Kirjathsepher,  in 
1926,  1928,  1930,  and  now  again  in  1932,  are  for  the  most  part  now 
installed  in  the  permanent  exhibit  at  the  Seminary.  The  work  of 
research,  done  first  on  behalf  of  Xenia  Seminary,  is  now  carried  on 
in  behalf  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  and  always  in  cooperation 
with  the  American  School  of  Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem.  The 
work  is  carried  on  under  Dr.  M.  G.  Kyle,  Professor  Emeritus  and 
Research  Lecturer  at  the  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary,  as  President 
of  the  Staff;  Dr.  W.  F.  Albright,  Professor  of  Semitic  Philology  in 
Johns  Hopkins  University,  as  Director  of  field  operations ;  and 
Dr.  J.  L.  Kelso,  Professor  of  Semitics  and  Biblical  Archaeology  in 
the  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary,  as  Assistant  to  the  Director.  The 
Staff  is  made  up  of  Old  Testament  specialists  from  various 
seminaries  in  America  and  Europe  and  Palestine.  The  work  not 
only  carries  on  research,  but  provides  thus  a  training  school  for  Old 
Testament  teachers. 

The  collection  in  the  Bible  Lands  Museum  is  already  large  and 
is  expected  to  grow  by  each  season's  excavations.  Several  hundred 
pieces  are  installed  and  a  number  of  valuable  pieces  await  prepara- 
tion before  being  placed  on  exhibition.  These  all  illustrate  in  the 
most  striking  way  the  life  of  the  people  of  Bible  Lands  and  so  become 
of  great  value  for  interpretation  as  well  as  for  apologetics.  They 
illumine  and  corroborate  the  Biblical  narratives.  Thus  an  ineffaceable 
impression  is  made  upon  the  student  of  the  trustworthiness  of  the 
Biblical  record ;  for  only  real  events  leave  anything  to  be  dug  up 
out  of  the  ground. 

The  objects  in  the  Museum  will  be  used  constantly  in  the  classes 
of  the  Seminary  and  also  opportunity  will  be  afforded  the  public  to 
visit  the  Museum  at  times  to  be  announced. 
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CULTURAL  ADVANTAGES 


THE  DENOMINATIONAL  SEMINARY 

The  denominational  Seminary  has  peculiar  advantages.  Being 
under  direct  church  control,  it  certifies  its  graduates  as  trained 
by  thoroughly  responsible  teachers.  The  established  standards  are 
maintained,  and  approved  educational  methods  are  followed.  With- 
out dwarfing  individuality,  the  church  school  gives  to  its  graduates 
that  unique  stamp  which  wins  recognition  within  denominational 
bounds.  At  the  same  time  the  commingling  of  students  from  various 
evangelical  bodies  tends  to  develop  in  students  mutual  understand- 
ing and  brotherly  regard.  The  wide  range  of  acquaintance  with  the 
Church  and  its  leaders  secured  by  attendance  at  the  Pittsburgh-Xenia 
Seminary  is  for  the  young  minister  an  asset  of  great  value. 

A  METROPOLITAN  ENVIRONMENT 

Pittsburgh  has  numerous  elements  of  cultural  value,  chief 
among  which  are  her  schools  and  churches.  The  church  life  of  our 
own  and  other  denominations  in  Pittsburgh  is  of  the  best.  The  city 
and  its  environs,  including  more  than  eighty  of  our  own  congrega- 
tions, afi^ord  an  excellent  example  of  the  Church  at  work.  In  all 
the  denominations  the  religious  thought  is  conservative  and  the 
methods  of  work  progressive.  The  pulpits  are  well  manned  and  the 
Vv^ork  generally  well  organized.  Some  of  the  ablest  preachers  of  our 
own  and  other  churches  are  located  here.  The  student  has 
opportunity  to  study  the  methods  of  men  who  are  widely  known  as 
successful  ministers.  He  may  see  mission  work  carried  on  along 
improved  lines,  and  engage  in  it  himself.  He  may  study  at  first  hand 
the  most  effective  methods  of  Sabbath-school  work.  He  is  vv^elcomed 
to  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  local  ministerial  unions,  where  live 
problems  and  issues  are  the  subjects  of  discussion. 

Pittsburgh,  together  with  the  contiguous  towns,  is  one  of  the 
great  commercial  centers  of  the  world.  It  affords  unexcelled 
opportunities  for  the  study  of  social,  economical,  political,  racial,  and 
other  problems.  It  is  in  itself  an  education  to  live  and  work  in  such  a 
city  and  catch  the  pulse  of  its  busy  life.  Moreover,  the  benefit  of 
contact  v^-ith  those  engaged  in  the  varied  forms  of  work  for  social, 
moral  and  religious  betterment,  and  of  personal  experience  in  such 
efforts,  is  evident  to  all.  As  the  future  ministers  to  persons  socially 
environed  theological  students  should  give  themselves  all  convenient 
advantages  to  study  mankind  in  their  varied  social  relationships. 
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RELATIONS  WITH  WESTERN  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY 

Through  the  courtesy  of  The  Western  Theological  Seminary, 
we  are  privileged  to  share  in  the  series  of  lectures  delivered  under 
their  lectureship  foundations.  Attention  is  also  called  to  the  elective 
course  offered  in  Phonetics.  This  science  deals  with  the  sounds  and 
combinations  of  sounds  which  characterize  the  different  languages 
of  the  world.  A  study  of  the  principles  of  Phonetics  is  a  most 
helpful  preparation  for  learning  oriental  languages.  Such  a  course 
is  especially  valuable  for  those  who  expect  to  serve  in  foreign 
mission  fields. 

THE  CARNEGIE  LIBRARIES 

For  literature  of  a  general  character,  covering  all  lines  of 
investigation,  the  students  have  access  to  the  Carnegie  Library  of 
the  North  Side  and  the  Carnegie  Library  of  Pittsburgh.  These 
libraries  have  on  file  the  leading  periodicals  of  the  world. 

THE  CARNEGIE  INSTITUTE 

One  of  the  advantages  which  are  open  to  the  students  of  the 
Seminary  is  the  Carnegie  Institute,  with  its  splendid  Department  of 
Fine  Arts,  its  noted  Museum,  its  Concert  Hall,  and  its  fine  lecture 
courses.  In  the  Department  of  Fine  Arts  there  is  offered  a  weekly 
docent  service,  in  which  visitors  are  conducted  through  the  galleries 
and  halls  containing  the  Institute's  permanent  collections  or  transient 
exhibitions  of  paintings  and  sculpture. 

AFFILIATION  WITH  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  PITTSBURGH 

By  arrangement  with  the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  its  under- 
graduate and  graduate  courses  are  opened  to  the  students  of  the 
Seminary  on  an  exceptionally  advantageous  basis.  The  fee  is  fixed 
at  a  very  low  rate,  with  no  extras  but  laboratory  fees,  in  case  such 
work  is  taken,  and  the  regular  diploma  fee. 

Admission  to  the  Graduate  School  (not  necessarily  as  candidates 
for  degrees)  is  granted  to  all  who  hold  a  baccalaureate  degree,  and 
who  are  prepared  through  their  undergraduate  training  to  go  for- 
ward with  graduate  work  in  the  field  selected.  The  minimum 
requirements  for  the  Master's  degree  (M.A.  or  M.S.)  is  24  semester 
hour  credits,  together  with  an  approved  thesis  and  examination. 
The  requirement  for  the  Doctor's  degree,  (Ph.D.)  is  three  times 
that  for  the  Master's.  Students  working  towards  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  in  the  fields  of  Education,  Sociology,  Philosophy, 
or  Religious  Education,  are  allowed  eight  credits  for  Seminary  work. 
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For  students  working  towards  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy, 
the  University  accepts  as  many  credits  as  approved  by  the  Head  of 
the  Department  in  which  the  student  is  majoring.  Credits  for  any 
degree  must  be  gained  within  a  period  of  six  calendar  years. 


THE  AMERICAN  SCHOOL  OF  ORIENTAL  RESEARCH 

Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  is  one  of  the  group  of  Universities, 
Colleges  and  Theological  Seminaries  in  this  country  co-operating 
in  the  support  and  control  of  the  American  School  of  Oriental 
Research  in  Jerusalem,  and  is  thus  able  to  ofifer  to  its  students  the 
unique  facilities  afforded  by  this  School.  Special  arrangements  are 
made  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  students  to  the  lowest  point. 

The  School  offers  to  properly  qualified  students  excellent 
opportunities  for  pursuing  such  studies  as  the  following:  Biblical 
and  Palestinian  Archaeology ;  the  Geography  and  Natural  Features 
of  the  Land ;  the  History  of  Israel ;  Early  Church  History  and 
Patristics ;  the  Arabic  Language,  and  the  other  Semitic  Languages 
as  connected  with  it;  Mohammedanism;  the  Political,  Social  and 
Industrial  Conditions  in  Bible  Lands ;  Roman  Administration  and 
Colonization  in  the  East;  the  Crusades;  and  the  Comparative 
History  of  Religions. 

The  School  has  a  well-selected  working  library,  which  is 
steadily  growing.  There  are  other  considerable  Hbraries  in  Jerusa- 
lem, some  of  which  contain  large  collections  of  manuscripts,  chiefly 
Greek  and  Arabic.  As  a  central  point  for  the  study  of  Palestinian 
antiquities,  and  for  making  tours  of  research  and  exploration, 
Jerusalem  is  peculiarly  well  situated. 

Those  who  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  this  School 
can  go  at  once,  after  the  Seminary  commencement,  and  enter  the 
School  at  Jerusalem.  The  altitude  and  the  latitude  of  Jerusalem 
make  the  summer  climate  there  quite  satisfactory.  The  remainder 
of  the  year  will  afford  abundant  opportunity  for  travel  through  the 
land  and  research  in  Historical  Geography  and  Archaeology. 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship  of  the  School  at  Jerusalem, 
with  a  stipend  of  $1500,  is  awarded  annually  on  examination.  A 
list  of  the  books  recommended  to  candidates  for  the  Fellowship, 
and  special  facilities  for  preparation,  will  be  supplied  by  the 
Seminary. 
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LIFE  AT  THE  SEMINARY 


THE  SEMINARY  BUILDING 

The  Seminary  hall  is  located  at  the  corner  of  North  Avenue 
and  Buena  Vista  Street,  and  overlooks  West  Park.  On  the  first 
floor  are  the  Mary  J.  Stevenson  reception  room,  the  President's 
office,  the  Pressly  Chapel,  the  Library,  the  reference  and  reading 
rooms,  and  the  g-ymnasium.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  Faculty 
conference  room,  the  Bible  Lands  Museum,  and  five  class  rooms 
of  ample  proportions.  The  third,  fourth  and  fifth  floors  are  given 
over  to  dormitory  uses.  On  the  fifth  floor  there  is  a  dining-room, 
with  kitchen  attached. 

ROOMS  AND  ACCOMMODATIONS 

The  dormitory  rooms  are  arranged  as  follows :  there  are  single 
rooms ;  suites  of  double  rooms,  in  which  two  men  occupy  a  study 
and  a  bedroom  in  common ;  and  suites  of  three  rooms,  in  which  two 
men  have  a  study  in  common  and  two  single  bedrooms  adjoining. 
Each  floor  has  trunkrooms,  bathrooms,  and  lavatories.  The  Semi- 
nary provides  furniture  and  bedding,  including  sheets  and  pillow 
cases.  Students  will  furnish  towels  for  their  own  use  and  provide 
for  the  laundering  of  these.  All  other  laundry  work  for  the 
dormitory  will  be  looked  after  by  the  Seminary. 

With  the  purpose  of  contributing  to  the  cornfort  and  health 
of  the  students,  the  oversight  and  maintenance  of  the  rooms  in  the 
dormitory  are  placed  in  charge  of  a  Committee  of  women  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Directors.  These  women  make  visits  of  inspection 
once  each  month. 

Rooms  are  provided  free  of  charge  to  students  who  take  not 
less  than  twelve  hours  of  concurrent  Seminary  work.  Under- 
graduates are  accommodated  first.  Graduate  students  may  have 
rooms  assigned  to  them,  provided  the  undergraduate  students  do  not 
occupy  all  the  rooms  of  the  dormitory.  First  and  second  year 
students  have  the  privilege  of  retaining  rooms  for  the  next  year, 
provided  they  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  President  of  their  intention 
before  the  close  of  the  session.  Those  not  retaining  rooms  who  have 
been  in  attendance  an  equal  length  of  time  will  choose  in  the 
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alphabetical  order  of  their  names.  New  students  will  have  the  choice 
of  the  remaining  rooms  according  to  the  order  in  which  their  written 
applications  are  received.  The  assignments  will  be  made  on  the 
first  day  of  the  session. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  occupy  rooms  in  the  building 
during  the  summer  vacation  without  obtaining  permission.  Appli- 
cations for  this  privilege  are  to  be  made  to  Dr.  McNaugher.  The 
rate  of  rental  for  each  single  room  occupied  by  one  student  during 
vacation  will  be  $3.00  per  month;  when  one  student  occupies  a 
double  suite  the  rate  will  be  $5.00  per  month ;  and  when  two  students 
occupy  a  double  or  a  triple  suite,  $6.00  will  be  charged,  this  last 
amount  to  be  divided  equally  between  them.  These  same  rates  will 
be  charged  proportionately  when  any  room  is  occupied  for  two 
weeks.  During  the  summer  vacation  the  laundry  fee  for  each 
student  will  be  fifty  cents  per  month.  For  the  two  weeks  succeeding 
the  close  of  the  session  and  one  week  preceding  the  opening  of  the 
session  all  students  will  have  free  use  of  their  rooms. 


THE  RELIGIOUS  LIFE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 

Adequate  provision  is  made  for  the  maintenance  and  develop- 
ment of  the  religious  life.  In  addition  to  the  private  devotions  of  the 
men,  there  are  various  gatherings  for  social  worship.  Daily  chapel 
services  are  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty.  The  Day  of 
Prayer  for  Educational  Institutions  is  observed  each  year  with 
appropriate  exercises.  There  are  weekly  meetings  of  the  students 
in  class  groups  for  prayer,  and  there  is  a  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Student  Association.  This  organization  aims  to  promote  the  spiritual 
life  of  the  students,  and  to  cultivate  interest  in  Christ's  cause.  The 
local  branch  of  the  Student  Volunteer  Movement  does  much  to  keep 
alive  and  active  the  missionary  spirit. 


THE  SOCIAL  LIFE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 

On  the  first  Friday  evening  after  the  opening  of  the  session, 
the  Student  Association  arranges  a  reception  for  the  new  students. 
This  is  usually  held  in  one  of  the  local  churches.  During  the  year  the 
different  congregations  of  the  city  invite  the  students  to  come  to 
their  socials  and  share  their  hospitality.  For  general  social  purposes 
there  is  a  room  set  aside  in  the  Seminary. 
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PHYSICAL  CULTURE 

In  the  Fall  and  Spring,  outdoor  sports  hold  first  place.  The 
city  tennis  courts  in  the  park,  two  minutes  walk  from  the  Seminary, 
may  be  used.  The  Seminary  gymnasium  provides  additional  oppor- 
tunity for  physical  training. 

Allegheny  Young  Men's  Christdvn  Association 

The  Allegheny  Y.M.C.A.  is  located  beside  the  Seminary.  With 
its  splendid  physical  equipment, — gymnasium,  bowling  alleys, 
showers,  and  swimming  pool, — it  offers  a  fine  opportunity  to  the 
men  of  the  Seminary,  all  of  whom  have  free  membership  in  it.  Pro- 
vision is  made  for  a  variety  of  games.  Mr.  Clyde  R.  Watford, 
physical  director  of  the  "Y,"  conducts  a  special  gym  class  for  the 
Seminary  students.  A  physical  examination  is  required  of  all  who 
enter  this  class. 

EXPENSES 

There  are  no  tuition  fees,  nor  are  there  any  rental  or  contingent 
expenses.  All  the  privileges  of  the  Seminary,  inclusive  of  the 
dormitory,  are  free.  Where,  however,  a  student  desires  extra  accom- 
modations, such  as  a  suite  of  two  rooms,  a  charge  of  $25.00  will  be 
made.  Students  who  elect  private  lodgings  must  meet  their  rental 
expenses  unaided. 

A  dining-room  is  located  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  dormitory, 
providing  for  club  boarding  at  cost.  The  dining-room  is  under 
student  administration,  although  the  entire  equipment  has  been  pro- 
vided by  the  Seminary.  The  boarding  for  a  week  of  six  days 
averages  $5.00.  All  men  rooming  in  the  building  are  required  to 
take  their  meals  in  the  Seminary  dining  hall. 

The  United  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication  and  Bible 
School  Work  furnishes  all  text-books  at  a  reduction  of  twenty  per 
cent. ;  other  books,  cash,  at  a  reduction  of  fifteen  per  cent.  The  Board 
also  grants  reasonable  credit  to  United  Presbyterian  students  under 
presbyterial  supervision,  where  they  are  unable  to  make  immediate 
payment.

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COMPETITIVE  SCHOLARSHIPS 


The  James  Purdy  Scholarship  Foundation 

There  exists  in  the  possession  of  the  Seminary  the  Purdy  Fund, 
bearing  the  name  of  its  founder.  The  income,  which  is  about  $300, 
is  apportioned  equally  each  year  to  the  six  members  of  the  Junior 
Class  who  attain  the  highest  average  of  excellence  in  their  Seminary 
work.  The  scholarship  is  subject  to  the  conditions  that  the  entire 
year's  work  be  completed  within  the  Seminary  year  and  that  no 
award  be  made  to  a  student  whose  general  average  does  not  reach 
85%  or  who  receives  a  grade  of  less  than  80%  in  any  department. 


The  Thomas  Jamison  Scholarship  Foundation 

In  memory  of  the  late  Thomas  Jamison,  Esq.,  of  the  North 
Side,  Pittsburgh,  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Seminary,  Mrs.  Jamison  endowed  a  scholarship  yielding 
$800  to  be  given  each  year  to  the  member  of  the  Senior  Class  who 
received  the  highest  average  grade  in  all  departments  during  the 
Junior  and  Middle  years  and  the  first  half  of  the  Senior  year.  The 
general  average  must  reach  90%,  and  in  no  study  must  the  grade  be 
lower  than  80%.  The  award  of  this  scholarship  requires  that  the 
recipient  spend  a  full  session  at  study  in  some  foreign  theological 
institution,  to  be  selected  by  the  Faculty,  or  prosecute  such  archaeo- 
logical research  as  may  be  assigned.  He  must  further  agree  to  make 
regular  reports  of  the  work  he  is  doing,  and  present  a  thesis  of  not 
less  than  10,000  words  on  some  subject  selected  or  approved  by  the 
Faculty.  A  splendid  opportunity  is  thus  afforded  to  a  worthy  man 
each  year  for  broadening  his  theological  education  and  obtaining 
the  rich  culture  which  comes  with  foreign  study  and  travel.  The 
degree  of  Master  of  Theology  is  conferred  without  further  require- 
ment on  all  who  take  the  Jamison  scholarship  and  satisfy  its  con- 
ditions, subject  to  the  usual  fee  of  $10.00. 

In  case  the  student  who  receives  the  scholarship  is  going  into 
one  of  the  Church's  foreign  fields,  he  is  allowed  to  attend  the 
Kennedy  School  of  Missions  in  America  instead  of  a  European 
institution. 
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The  Jane  Hogg  Gardner  Scholarship  Foundation 

To  the  Senior  student  taking  the  second  rank  in  grades  averaged 
through  the  entire  course  the  Seminary  awards  the  income  of  the 
Gardner  bequest,  not  to  exceed  $200,  but  on  condition  that  there  is 
no  grade  of  less  than  80%  in  any  department,  and  that  a  satisfactory 
thesis  of  at  least  5,000  words  on  an  assigned  subject  be  presented  to 
the  Faculty. 

The  Church  History  Foundation 

To  the  Senior  students  taking  first  and  second  rank  in  grades 
averaged  through  the  entire  course  in  Church  History  and  History 
of  Doctrine  the  Seminary  awards  first  and  second  prizes  of  $100  and 
$50  respectively,  on  condition  that  there  is  no  grade  of  less  than 
80%  in  any  department  and  that  the  student  has  been  in  attendance 
from  the  beginning  of  the  Junior  year. 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship  of  the  American  School  of 
Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem,  with  a  stipend  of  $1,500,  is  awarded 
annually  on  examination.  A  list  of  the  books  recommended 
to  candidates  for  the  Fellowship,  and  special  facilities  for  prepara- 
tion, will  be  supplied  by  the  Seminary. 


SELF  SUPPORT  AND  STUDENT  AID 


Compensated  Work 

In  compensation  for  assigned  mission  work,  the  members  of  the 
Junior  Class  receive  fifty  dollars  each  from  the  Student  Mission 
Fund.  During  the  Middle  and  Senior  years,  as  the  students  progress 
with  the  Seminary  training  they  have  increasing  opportunities  of 
preaching  in  vacant  congregations,  for  which  they  receive  remunera- 
tion. In  addition,  the  Allegheny  Branch  of  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association,  adjoining  the  Seminary,  furnishes  oppor- 
tunities for  student  employment. 

The  Board  of  Education  Aid 

The  General  Assembly  authorizes  the  presbyteries  to  recom- 
mend worthy  students  for  grants  from  the  Board  of  Education 
according  to  the  following  rates :  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to 
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students  of  the  first  year,  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  to 
second-year  students ;  and  seventy-five  dollars  to  third  year  students. 
These  grants  are  made  only  to  students  who  attend  the  United 
Presbyterian  Seminary. 

The  Lesson  of  History 

It  may  be  encouraging  to  students  to  know  that  we  do  not 
have  in  the  history  of  either  Seminary  a  record  of  any  student  who 
has  been  obliged  to  leave  the  Seminary  for  financial  reasons. 


THE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

All  who  have  been  enrolled  as  students  of  either  the  Pittsburgh 
or  the  Xenia  Theological  Seminary  are  entitled  to  membership. 
The  object  of  the  Association  is  to  cherish  the  memories  of  Seminary 
life,  to  maintain  an  active  interest  in  Seminary  affairs,  and  to  pro- 
mote the  welfare  of  the  Seminary  and  the  Church.  A  business 
meeting,  followed  by  a  social  hour  and  banquet,  is  held  each  year  in 
connection  with  the  Commencement  Exercises.  The  business  meet- 
ing is  held  in  the  Second  Church,  North  Side,  Pittsburgh,  at  3  :30 
P.M.  of  Commencement  Day.  At  this  time  the  Association  elects 
officers  to  serve  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  business  meeting  is 
followed  by  a  social  hour  culminating  in  the  Alumni  Banquet  at 
5  :30  P.M.  Alumni  and  friends  of  the  Seminary  are  urged  to  attend. 

All  members  are  requested  to  send  to  the  Seminary  Library 
copies  of  such  books,  pamphlets  and  important  magazine  articles 
as  they  may  have  published.

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THE  CONTROL  AND  MANAGEMENT 


The  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  is  the  result  of  a 
union  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries  consummated  in 
1930.  According  to  its  proper  ancestry  the  Xenia  Seminary  was 
founded  in  1794  by  the  Associate  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
Pittsburgh  Seminary  was  founded  in  1825  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.  The  Seminary  as 
now  established  is  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  American 
Synods  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  ultimate  review 
control  of  the  General  Assembly.  Its  management  is  committed  to 
a  Board  of  Directors  and  Trustees.  The  Board  of  Directors  consists 
of  thirty-five  members,  ministers  or  ruling  elders,  who  are  nom- 
inated by  the  several  Synods  to  the  General  Assembly  for  election 
on  the  basis  of  each  Synod  having  one  representative  for  every 
five  thousand  church  members  or  major  fraction  thereof.  Each 
Synod  has  at  least  one  representative.  The  Board  of  Directors  has 
the  general  government  of  the  Seminary,  subject  to  the  authority  of 
the  Synods  and  the  General  Assembly,  appoints  the  Trustees,  and 
provides  for  the  financial  maintenance  of  the  institution .  The  Board 
of  Trustees  consists  of  twelve  members.  It  is  the  corporate  body 
which  holds  and  manages  the  real  estate  and  the  funds  of  the 
Seminary.  The  term  and  the  course  of  study  are  determined  by 
the  General  Assembly.

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THE  PURPOSE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 


The  purpose  of  the  Seminary,  as  defined  in  the  Constitution,  is 
to  instruct  candidates  for  the  gospel  ministry,  ordained  ministers 
of  the  gospel,  and  such  as  may  be  preparing  for  other  special  lines 
of  Christian  service,  in  the  knowledge  of  the  doctrines  of  the 
Scriptures,  and  the  order  and  institutes  of  worship  taught  therein 
and  summarily  exhibited  in  the  standards  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  of  North  America;  to  cherish  in  them  the  life  of  true  god- 
liness, and  to  cultivate  the  gifts  which  Christ,  the  Head  of  the 
Church,  confers  on  those  whom  He  calls  and  ordains  to  the  ministry, 
to  the  end  that  there  may  be  raised  up  a  succession  of  able,  faithful, 
and  godly  ministers  of  the  gospel  and  of  other  Christian  workers. 


THE  DIVINITY  SCHOOL 


THE  TERM  AND  COURSE  OF  STUDY 

The  regular  course  of  seminary  training  prescribed  by  the 
General  Assembly  covers  a  period  of  three  academic  years,  each  of 
which  is  divided  in  January  into  two  semesters.  The  annual  session 
begins  the  third  Wednesday  of  September,  and  continues  thirty- 
four  weeks  including  holidays.  The  distribution  of  studies  by 
departments  and  semesters  is  exhibited  on  pages  17-19. 

The  Seminary  course  is  built  primarily  for  college  graduates 
and  presupposes  a  foundation  of  broad  and  liberal  culture.  In 
preparation  for  their  professional  training  in  the  Seminary,  college 
students  should  take  substantial  courses  in  English  Literature, 
English  Composition,  Bible,  Greek,  Mathematics  or  Science, 
History,  Sociology,  Psychology,  Ethics,  Logic,  Philosophy,  and 
Speech. 


THE  SEMINARY  BUILDING 
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ADMISSION 

Registration.  Tuesday,  September  19,  1933,  is  set  aside  for 
the  registration  of  all  new  students  and  also  of  upper  class  men 
having  any  irregularities  in  their  standing  or  schedule.  Wednesday 
morning  is  appointed  for  the  registration  of  all  regular  students  in 
the  Middle  and  Senior  classes.  It  is  important  that  students  come 
for  registration  at  the  time  appointed,  and  also  that  they  be  on 
hand  for  the  Formal  Opening  of  the  Seminary  Wednesday  after- 
noon: thus  only  can  they  be  ready  to  enter  upon  their  regular 
class  work  at  8:30  o'clock  the  following  morning.  New  students 
in  particular  should  notice  that  the  proper  time  to  enter  the  Seminary 
is  at  the  opening  of  the  annual  session  in  September.  Those  who 
enter  at  mid-year,  except  by  regular  transfer  from  some  other 
standard  theological  seminary,  will  not  be  regularly  classified  as 
Juniors  until  the  following  fall. 

Credentials.  Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present 
satisfactory  testimonials  of  his  suitableness  as  a  candidate  for  the 
ministry  or  other  contemplated  form  of  Christian  service.  These 
credentials  include  (1)  a  letter  of  introduction  from  his  pastor  or 
session  certifying  his  active  Church  membership,  his  genuine 
piety  and  qualities  of  spiritual  leadership;  (2)  a  letter  from  the  clerk 
of  his  presbytery,  or  corresponding  church  officer,  indicating  that 
he  has  been  taken  under  proper  ecclesiastical  supervision  and  is 
officially  recommended  as  a  student  of  theology;  and  (3)  evidence 
of  full  collegiate  preparation,  including  an  official  transcript  of  his 
college  credits. 

All  credentials  should  be  at  hand  on  Registration  Day.  Students 
can  facilitate  matters  by  attention  to  the  following  particulars: 
(1)  Make  application  early,  using  the  official  blank;  (2)  arrange  to 
be  taken  under  care  of  presbytery  at  its  spring  meeting;  (3)  before 
the  opening  of  the  Seminary,  request  the  college  office  to  send 
transcript  of  college  credits  directly  to  the  Seminary  in  care  of  the 
Registrar;  (4)  send,  or  deliver  in  person,  the  letters  from  pastor 
and  clerk  of  presbytery. 

Declaration  of  Purpose.  Before  being  admitted  to  the  privileges 
of  the  Seminary,  every  student  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Reg- 
istrar, subscribe  a  declaration  to  the  effect  that  while  he  is  a  stud- 
ent in  the  Seminary  he  will  regularly,  punctually,  and  diligently 
attend  upon  all  the  instructions  of  the  professors,  that  he  will 
promptly  comply  with  the  lawful  requisitions  of  the  Faculty  and  be 
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subject  to  their  authority,  that  he  will  honestly  conform  to  all 
regulations  of  the  Seminary,  and  that  he  will  not  propagate  any 
opinions  in  opposition  to  the  standards  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Entrance  Deposit.  From  the  moment  of  entrance,  students  are 
regarded  as  stewards  of  the  Church's  property,  having  special 
responsibility  in  the  free  use  of  library  and  dormitory  equipment. 
Each  student,  upon  matriculation,  is  required  to  make  a  deposit 
of  $5.00,  which  is  returnable  at  the  end  of  the  Seminary  course, 
less  any  necessary  deductions. 

CLASSIFICATION 

Regular  or  Degree  Students.  Applicants  for  admission  as  students 
in  full  standing  to  take  the  prescribed  course  in  preparation  for  the 
Degree  of  Th.B.  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a  standard 
college  or  university.  (Here,  as  elsewhere,  when  a  degree  is  men- 
tioned as  a  pre-requisite,  it  must  have  been  secured  without  duplica- 
tion of  credit.) 

Fart-Time  Students.  Students  who  are  not  so  situated  that 
they  can  devote  full  time  to  Seminary  work  may  be  admitted  by 
the  Faculty  to  take  such  courses  as  their  time  permits  in  prepara- 
tion for  some  form  of  Christian  service.  But  they  must  have  the 
same  academic  preparation  and  furnish  the  same  credentials  as 
are  required  of  Regular  Degree  Students. 

Classification  by  Years.  Students  who  register  for  the  full 
course  are,  for  practical  purposes,  classified  normally  as  Juniors 
during  their  first  year,  as  Middlers  during  their  second  year,  and 
as  Seniors  during  their  third  year. 

Transferred  Students.  Persons  qualified  for  admission  to  the 
Seminary,  who  have  successfully  completed  partial  courses  in  some 
other  approved  school  of  theology  may  be  admitted  by  the  Faculty 
to  corresponding  standing  in  this  institution  upon  the  presentation 
of  satisfactory  credentials,  which  should  include  (1)  a  certificate 
of  good  standing  and  honorable  dismission,  and  (2)  a  complete 
official  transcript  of  their  credits. 

THE  STUDENT'S  SCHEDULE 

The  Norm.  Students  adequately  prepared  and  able  to  give  full 
time  to  Seminary  work  are  expected  to  follow  the  regular  schedule, 
involving  17  credit  hours  a  week  throughout  the  three  years  of  the 
Seminary  course. 
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Extra  Hours.  No  student  is  allowed  to  take  more  than  the 
regular  schedule  without  special  permission  from  the  Faculty. 
A  record  of  scholarly  work  is  pre-requisite  to  the  granting  of  such 
permission. 

Limitations .  Students  having  pastoral  charges  or  other  outside 
work  involving  extraordinary  demands  upon  their  time  are  limited 
to  such  courses  as  they  can  carry  satisfactorily.  Students  who  for 
any  reason  fail  to  do  a  satisfactory  grade  of  work  in  their  scheduled 
studies  are  subject  to  futher  limitation  by  the  Faculty. 

The  Minimum.  Students  must  carry  at  least  12  hours  of  con- 
current Seminary  work  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the 
Dormitory  and  to  a  share  in  Seminary  aid. 

Registration  each  Semester.  At  the  beginning  of  each  semester 
every  student  shall  file  with  the  Registrar  a  complete  list  of  his 
studies.  When  his  schedule  has  been  approved,  no  change  may  be 
made  by  the  student  without  consulting  the  Registrar. 

ATTENDANCE 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  is  indispensable  to  satisfactory 
work.  All  absence,  or  even  tardiness,  for  whatever  reason,  has  an 
injurious  effect  on  the  student's  standing  and  progress.  Excuses 
for  absence  must  be  presented  to  the  professors  concerned  in  writing 
immediately  upon  return  to  class  work  and  shall  specify  date,  classes 
missed,  and  cause  of  absence. 

EXAMINATIONS 

In  order  to  test  the  student's  progress  in  the  various  depart- 
ments, written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  semester. 
From  these  examinations  and  the  class  room  work  the  term  grades 
of  the  student  are  determined.  Seventy  per  cent,  is  required  as  a 
passing  grade  in  every  subject.  A  report  of  the  student's  attendance 
and  credits  is  made  semi-annually  to  his  presbytery  or  corresponding 
church  authority. 

When  a  student  falls  slightly  below  the  passing  grade  in  a  given 
subject,  he  is  conditioned  in  that  subject.  Conditions  attaching  to 
the  work  of  the  first  semester  must  be  removed  by  the  first  of  the 
following  March.  Conditions  attaching  to  work  of  the  second 
semester,  except  in  the  case  of  Seniors,  must  be  removed  by  the  first 
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of  November  following.  When  a  student  falls  far  below  the  passing 
mark,  or  fails  to  remove  conditions  within  the  appointed  time,  his 
work  is  counted  a  failure  and  the  course  must  be  repeated  in  class 
in  order  to  secure  credit. 

GRADUATION:  REQUIREMENTS  AND  AWARDS 

General  Requirements.  In  order  to  graduate,  a  student  must 
successfully  complete  the  regular  three-year  course  of  prescribed 
and  elective  studies  amounting  to  102  semester  hours.  At  least  one 
year  of  work  in  residence  is  required  for  graduation. 

The  Degree  of  Th.B.  The  Diploma  of  the  Seminary  with  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Theology  is  conferred  only  upon  Degree 
Students  who  complete  the  regular  course  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  Faculty  and  who  display  at  least  average  ability  in  every 
department. 

Graduation  Fee,  A  fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  to  cover  the  cost 
of  Diploma.  This  fee  is  due  the  15th  of  April  preceding  gradua- 
tion. 

Graduation  Honors.  The  honor,  Cum  Laude,  is  granted  to  all 
who  throughout  the  Seminary  course  are  clearly  distinguished  (1) 
for  academic  attainments,  (2)  for  regular  and  punctual  attendance, 
and  (3)  for  general  fitness  for  the  gospel  ministry.  The  honor, 
Magna  Cum  Laude,  is  granted  to  all  who  possess  these  qualifica- 
tions in  an  unusual  degree;  and,  Summa  Cum  Laude,  in  very  rare 
instances,  in  recognition  of  superlative  merit.

THE  DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  THEOLOGY 

Candidates  for  this  Degree.  In  order  to  qualify  for  entrance  to 
the  Graduate  School,  applicants  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree 
from  a  standard  college  or  university,  or  satisfy  the  Faculty  that 
they  have  received  the  undoubted  equivalent  of  such  college  train- 
ing. In  addition  they  must  have  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Theology, 
or  its  equivalent,  from  some  approved  school  of  theology.  They 
must  have  a  working  knowledge  of  Hebrew  and  Greek  and  such 
other  language  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  special  field  of  investi- 
gation. 

Admission  to  the  Graduate  School  does  not  carry  with  it 
assurance  of  acceptance  as  candidate  for  the  Degree.  This  requires 
special  action  of  the  Faculty  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Dean 
of  Graduate  Work  and  the  Professor  in  charge  of  the  major;  and 
such  action  will  not  be  taken  until  the  student  has  completed  at  least 
six  semester  hours  of  work.  At  this  time,  if  not  before,  the  student's 
entire  course  of  study  must  have  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 

The  Work  Required.  Unless  by  special  permission  of  the  Faculty, 
candidates  for  this  Degree  must  be  in  residence  at  this  Seminary 
at  least  one  academic  year  and  complete  courses  of  study  equivalent 
to  24  semester  hours  of  professional  graduate  work.  They  shall  be 
required  to  devote  two-thirds  of  said  time  to  one  subject,  which 
shall  be  called  a  major,  and  the  remainder  to  another  subject, termed 
a  minor.  In  the  department  of  the  major  they  shall  be  required 
to  write  a  thesis  of  not  less  than  five  thousand  words.  The  subject 
of  this  thesis  must  be  presented  for  approval  to  the  Professor  at 
the  head  of  the  department  not  later  than  November  15th  of  the 
academic  year  in  which  the  Degree  is  to  be  conferred.  By  April 
1st  a  typewritten  copy  of  the  finished  thesis  is  to  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  Professor.  The  work  must  be  of  a  scholarly  grade  and  show  a 
real  mastery  of  the  major  subject  and  its  literature. 

Time  Limit.  In  ail  ordinary  cases,  courses  for  the  Degree  of 
Th.M.  must  be  completed  v/ithin  three  years. 

Examination.  At  the  close  of  the  period  of  study  candidates 
for  the  Degree  shall  pass  a  rigid  examination  in  both  major  and 
minor  subjects. 
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Graduation  Fee.  A  fee  of  $10.00  is  charged  to  cover  graduation 
expenses.  This  fee  is  due  upon  notification  that  the  thesis  has  been 
approved  and  the  examination  sustained. 

Special  Provision  for  Students  in  Residence.  Graduate  students  in 
residence  may  choose  from  the  general  electives  a  total  not  to  exceed 
8  hours  to  be  applied  on  the  Degree.  Other  courses  must  be  taken 
in  exclusively  graduate  subjects.  Announcement  will  be  made  by 
special  bulletin  of  residence  work  in  the  Graduate  School,  giving 
titles  of  courses,  names  of  lecturers  and  appointed  hours.  Those 
who  are  interested  should  apply  about  the  middle  of  September  for 
information  concerning  the  first  semester,  and  about  the  middle  of 
January  for  information  concerning  the  second  semester. 

Students  in  Absentia.  Pastors,  missionaries,  and  other  ministers 
may  receive  this  Degree  without  residence  at  the  Seminary,  provided 
that  they  meet  the  college  and  Seminary  requirements  already  set 
forth;  that  they  complete  private  courses  of  study  in  major  and  minor 
subjects  approved  by  the  Faculty,  said  courses  to  be  equivalent  to 
24  semester  hours  of  professional  graduate  work;  that  they  send  in 
manuscripts  from  time  to  time  as  required  by  the  Professor  in  charge; 
that  they  present  themselves  in  person  for  examination  at  appointed 
times  and  pass  these  examinations  satisfactorily,  and  that  they  pre- 
pare a  thesis  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  previously  described. 

Advance  Work  for  Undergraduates.  Students  eligible  for  the  Degree 
of  Th.B.,  who  have  credits  totaling  68  hours  with  an  average  grade 
of  90%  and  no  grade  below  85%,  may  be  permitted  to  carry  con- 
currently with  their  Senior  year  assignments  in  the  Graduate  School. 
Those  whose  eligibility  is  evident  at  the  close  of  the  Middle  year 
may  be  given  assignments  for  the  summer,  reports  to  be  made  as  the 
Professor  in  charge  may  direct.  Not  more  than  8  semester  hours  of 
credit  in  the  Graduate  School  may  be  obtained  by  any  student  prior 
to  his  receiving  the  Degree  of  Th.B. 
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FACILITIES  FOR  STUDY 


THE  SEMINARY  LIBRARY 

The  Seminary  Library  quarters  were  completely  remodeled  in 
connection  with  the  merger  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries 
in  1930.  A  new  reference  room,  with  the  most  modern  equipment, 
was  added, — the  gift  of  the  Sixth  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
Pittsburgh.  The  walls  of  the  room  display  large  colored  panelings 
setting  forth  the  historic  insignia  and  other  data  of  the  older 
Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Churches  of  the  world. 

The  former  reference  room  was  converted  into  a  well-appointed 
reading  room,  furnished  with  a  list  of  current  periodicals.  A  new 
stack  room  with  steel  shelving  was  added,  also  a  large  vault  for 
rare  books. 

About  31,000  books  are  now  on  the  library  shelves,  and  the 
Seminary  policy  is  to  increase  this  number  rapidly  so  as  to  maintain 
a  standard  and  up-to-date  working  library  in  those  departments  of 
learning  to  which  the  theological  student  is  devJOting  his  attention. 

The  Newburgh  Collection 

The  research  department  of  the  library  contains  the  valuable 
collection  of  theological  works,  many  of  them  dating  from  the  early 
days  of  printing,  which  collection  was  secured  abroad  by  the  Rev. 
John  M.  Mason,  D.D.,  in  connection  with  the  founding  of  the 
Seminary  of  New  York,  afterwards  the  Newburgh  Seminary. 

The  James  Law  Library  Fund 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  late  James  Law,  Esq.,  of  Shushan, 
N.  Y.,  there  was  conveyed  to  the  Seminary  some  years  ago  the  sum 
of  $15,000,  to  be  employed  as  a  library  endowment. 

Library  Hours 

With  the  exception  of  the  month  of  August,  the  library  is  open 
on  week  days  to  all  ministers  and  others,  without  restriction  of 
creed,  subject  to  the  same  rules  as  apply  to  students.  The  hours  are 
9  to  5:30,  excepting  Saturday,  when  the  closing  hour  is  12;  Monday, 
Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday  evenings  the  library  is  open 
from  6:30  to  7:30. 

The  Reading  Room 

The  Reading  Room,  adjoining  the  Seminary  Library,  is  open  at 
all  hours.  The  magazines,  reviews,  and  other  periodicals  found  here, 
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represent  the  best  in  general  literature,  politics,  and  science,  as  well 
as  in  theology  and  religion.

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THE  BIBLIOTHECA  SACRA 

This  quarterly  theological,  critical,  and  sociological  review  is 
now  published  under  the  editorial  supervision  of  the  Faculty  of  the 
Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary.  It  is  the  oldest  review  of  its  kind  in 
America  and  the  one  most  quoted  in  works  of  reference.  It  is  wholly 
undenominational  and  thoroughly  evangelical.  It  is  consistently 
conservative  in  its  attitude,  with  that  broad  charity  which  allows 
difference  of  opinion  to  be  expressed  by  believing  writers. 

THE  BIBLE  LANDS  MUSEUM 

The  announcement  made  in  1930  of  a  Bible  Lands  Museum  to  be 
established  in  Pitrsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  has  been  more  than 
fulfilled.  The  results  of  explorations  at  Sodom  in  1924  and  of 
the  excavations  at  Tell  Beit  Mirsim,  the  ancient  Kirjathsepher,  in 
1926,  1928,  1930,  and  again  in  1932,  are  for  the  most  part  now 
installed  in  the  permanent  exhibit  at  the  Seminary.  The  work  of 
research,  done  first  on  behalf  of  Xenia  Seminary,  is  now  carried  on 
in  behalf  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  and  always  in  cooperation 
with  the  American  School  of  Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem.  The 
work  is  carried  on  under  Dr.  M.  G.  Kyle,  Professor  Emeritus  and 
Research  Lecturer  at  the  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary,  as  President 
of  the  Staff;  Dr.  W.  F.  Albright,  Professor  of  Semitic  Philology  in 
Johns  Hopkins  University,  as  Director  of  field  operations;  and 
Dr.  J.  L.  Kelso,  Professor  of  Semitics  and  Biblical  Archaeology  in 
the  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary,  as  Assistant  to  the  Director.  The 
Staff  is  made  up  of  Old  Testament  specialists  from  various  seminaries 
in  America  and  Europe  and  Palestine.  The  work  not  only  carries 
on  research,  but  provides  thus  a  training  school  for  Old  Testament 
teachers . 

The  collection  in  the  Bible  Lands  Museum  is  already  large  and 
is  expected  to  grow  by  each  season's  excavations.  Several  hundred 
pieces  are  installed  and  a  number  of  valuable  pieces  await  preparation 
before  being  placed  on  exhibition.  These  all  illustrate  in  the  most 
striking  way  the  life  of  the  people  of  Bible  Lands  and  so  become 
of  great  value  for  interpretation  as  well  as  for  apologetics.  They 
illumine  and  corroborate  the  Biblical  narratives.  Thus  an  inefface- 
able impression  is  made  upon  the  student  of  the  trustworthiness  of 
the  Biblical  record,  for  only  real  events  leave  anything  to  be  dug 
up  out  of  the  ground. 

The  objects  in  the  Museum  v/ill  be  used  constantly  in  the  classes 
of  the  Seminary  and  also  opportunity  will  be  afforded  the  public  to 
visit  the  Museum  at  times  to  be  announced. 
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CULTURAL  ADVANTAGES 


THE  DENOMINATIONAL  SEMINARY 

The  denominational  Seminary  has  peculiar  advantages.  Being 
under  direct  church  control,  it  certifies  its  graduates  as  trained  by 
thoroughly  responsible  teachers.  The  established  standards  are 
maintained,  and  approved  educational  methods  are  followed.  With- 
out dwarfing  individuality,  the  church  school  gives  to  its  graduates 
the  unique  stamp  which  wins  recognition  within  denominational 
bounds.  At  the  same  time  the  commingling  of  students  from  various 
evangelical  bodies  tends  to  develop  in  students  mutual  understanding 
and  brotherly  regard.  The  wide  range  of  acquaintance  with  the 
Church  and  its  leaders  secured  by  attendance  at  the  Pittsburgh-Xenia 
Seminary  is  for  the  young  minister  an  asset  of  great  value. 

A  METROPOLITAN  ENVIRONMENT 

Pittsburgh  has  numerous  elements  of  cultural  value,  chief 
among  which  are  her  schools  and  churches.  The  church  life  of  our 
own  and  other  denominations  in  Pittsburgh  is  of  the  best.  The  city 
and  its  environs,  including  more  than  eighty  of  our  own  congrega- 
tions, afford  an  excellent  example  of  the  Church  at  work.  In  all 
the  denominations  the  religious  thought  is  conservative  and  the 
methods  of  work  progressive.  The  pulpits  are  well  manned  and  the 
work  generally  well  organized.  Some  of  the  ablest  preachers  of  our 
own  and  other  churches  are  located  here.  The  student  has  oppor- 
tunity to  study  the  methods  of  men  who  are  widely  known  as  success- 
ful ministers.  He  may  see  mission  work  carried  on  along  improved 
lines,  and  engage  in  it  himself.  He  may  study  at  first  hand  the  most 
effective  methods  of  Sabbath-school  work.  He  is  welcomed  to  the 
weekly  meetings  of  the  local  ministerial  unions,  where  live  problems 
and  issues  are  the  subjects  of  discussion. 

Pittsburgh,  together  with  the  contiguous  towns,  is  one  of  the 
great  commercial  centers  of  the  world.  It  affords  unexcelled  oppor- 
tunities for  the  study  of  social,  economical,  political,  racial,  and 
other  problems.  It  is  in  itself  an  education  to  live  and  work  in  such 
a  city  and  catch  the  pulse  of  its  busy  life.  Moreover,  the  benefit  of 
contact  with  those  engaged  in  the  varied  forms  of  work  for  social, 
moral  and  religious  betterment,  and  of  personal  experience  in  such 
efforts,  is  evident  to  all.  As  the  future  ministers  to  persons  socially 
environed  theological  students  should  give  themselves  all  convenient 
advantages  to  study  mankind  in  their  varied  social  relationships. 
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RELATIONS  WITH  WESTERN  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY 

Through  the  courtesy  of  The  Western  Theological  Seminary, 

we  are  privileged  to  share  in  the  series  of  lectures  delivered  under 

their  lectureship  foundations.  Attention  is  also  called  to  the  elective 

course  offered  in  Phonetics.   This  science  deals  with  the  sounds  and 

combinations  of  sounds  which  characterize  the  different  languages 

of  the  world.     A  study  of  the  principles  of  Phonetics  is  a  most 

helpful  preparation  for  learning  oriental  languages.    Such  a  course 

is  especially  valuable  for  those  who  expect  to  serve  in  foreign 

mission  fields. 

THE  CARNEGIE  LIBRARIES 

For  literature  of  a  general  character,  covering  all  lines  of 
investigation,  the  students  have  access  to  the  Carnegie  Library  of 
the  North  Side  and  the  Carnegie  Library  of  Pittsburgh.  These 
libraries  have  on  file  the  leading  periodicals  of  the  world. 

THE  CARNEGIE  INSTITUTE 

One  of  the  advantages  which  are  open  to  the  students  of  the 
Seminary  is  the  Carnegie  Institute,  with  its  splendid  Department  of 
Fine  Arts,  its  noted  Museum,  its  Concert  Hall,  and  its  fine  lecture 
courses.  In  the  Department  of  Fine  Arts  there  is  offered  a  weekly 
docent  service,  in  which  visitors  are  conducted  through  the  galleries 
and  halls  containing  the  Institute's  permanent  collections  or 
transient  exhibitions  of  paintings  and  sculpture. 

AFFILIATION  WITH  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  PITTSBURGH 
Graduates  from  the  three-year  course  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia 
Theological  Seminary  who  desire  to  take  the  A.M.  degree  at  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh  in  the  field  of  Religion  and  Religious 
Education  may  transfer  as  many  as  14  semester  credits  from  the 
Seminary  as  advanced  standing  toward  this  degree.  The  remaining 
ten  course  credits  and  six  thesis  credits  required  for  the  A.M.  degree 
must  be  taken  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  A  part  of  the  ten 
course  credits  may  be  taken  in  other  fields  of  the  University  than 
Religion  and  Religious  Education. 

Graduates  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  will  be 
allowed  a  maximum  of  30  graduate  credits  as  advanced  standing 
toward  the  Ph.D.  degree  in  Religion  and  Religious  Education.  An 
additional  amoutit  of  six  graduate  credits  may  be  granted  to  students 
taking  courses  at  the  Seminary  beyond  the  regular  three-year  the- 
ological course,  in  which  cases  the  courses  must  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  Graduate  School  of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 
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The  University  of  Pittsburgh  will  accept  graduate  credits  from 
Pittsbairgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  in  the  fields  of  Biblical 
Literature,  Church  History,  Theology,  History  and  Philosophy  of 
Religion,  and  Religious  Education. 

The  amount  of  advanced  graduate  standing  granted  to  Seminary 
students  who  choose  to  do  their  major  work  at  the  University  in 
fields  other  than  Religion  and  Religious  Education  will  be  de- 
termined by  heads  of  these  departments.  The  advanced  standing 
for  both  the  A.M.  and  Ph.D.  degree  will  vary  some  with  depart- 
ments and  students. 

A  regular  sum^mer  session  or  semester  must  elapse  between  the 
time  of  the  student's  graduation  from  the  Seminary  and  the  con- 
ferring of  a  graduate  degree  by  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  procedure  outlined  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs  became 
effective  February,  1933- 

THE  AMERICAN  SCHOOL  OF  ORIENTAL  RESEARCH 

Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  is  one  of  the  group  of  Universities, 
Colleges  and  Theological  Seminaries  in  this  country  co-operating 
in  the  support  and  control  of  the  American  School  of  Oriental 
Research  in  Jerusalem,  and  is  thus  able  to  offer  to  its  students  the 
unique  facilities  afforded  by  this  School.  Special  arrangements  are 
made  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  students  to  the  lowest  point. 

The  School  offers  to  properly  qualified  students  excellent 
opportunities  for  pursuing  such  studies  as  the  following:  Biblical 
and  Palestinian  Archaeology;  the  Geography  and  Natural  Features 
of  the  Land;  the  History  of  Israel;  Early  Church  History  and 
Patristics;  the  Arabic  Language,  and  the  other  Semitic  Languages 
as  connected  with  it;  Mohammedanism;  the  Political,  Social  and 
Industrial  Conditions  in  Bible  Lands;  Roman  Administration  and 
Colonization  in  the  East;  the  Crusades;  and  the  Comparative 
History  of  Religions. 

The  School  has  a  well-selected  working  library,  which  is 
steadily  growing.  There  are  other  considerable  libraries  in  Jerusa- 
lem, some  of  which  contain  large  collections  of  manuscripts,  chiefly 
Greek  and  Arabic.  As  a  central  point  for  the  study  of  Palestinian 
antiquities,  and  for  making  tours  of  research  and  exploration, 
Jerusalem  is  peculiarly  well  situated. 

Those  who  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  this  School 
can  go  at  once,  after  the  Seminary  commencement,  and  enter  the 
School  at  Jerusalem.  The  altitude  and  the  latitude  of  Jerusalem 
make  the  summer  climate  there  quite  satisfactory.    The  remainder 
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of  the  year  v/ill  afford  abundant  opportunity  for  travel  through  the 
land  and  research  in  Historical  Geography  and  Archaeology. 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship  of  the  School  at  Jerusalem, 
with  a  stipend  of  $1500,  is  awarded  annually  on  examination.  A 
list  of  the  books  recommended  to  candidates  for  the  Fellowship, 
and  special  facilities  for  preparation,  will  be  supplied  by  the 
Seminary. 

LIFE  AT  THE  SEMINARY 


THE  SEMINARY  BUILDING 

The  Seminary  hall  is  located  at  the  corner  of  North  Avenue  and 
Buena  Vista  Street,  and  overlooks  West  Park.  On  the  first  floor  are 
the  Mary  J.  Stevenson  reception  room,  the  President's  office,  the 
Pressly  Chapel,  the  Library,  the  reference  and  reading  rooms,  and 
the  gymnasium.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  Faculty  conference 
room,  the  Bible  Lands  Museum,  and  five  cJass  rooms  of  ample  pro- 
portions. The  third,  fourth  and  fifth  floors  are  given  over  to 
dormitory  uses.  On  the  fifth  floor  there  is  a  dining-room,  with 
kitchen  attached. 

ROOMS  AND  ACCOMMODATIONS 

The  dormitory  rooms  are  arranged  as  follows:  there  are  single 
rooms;  suites  of  double  rooms,  in  which  two  men  occupy  a  study 
and  a  bedroom  in  common;  and  suites  of  three  rooms,  in  which  tv/o 
men  have  a  study  in  common  and  two  single  bedrooms  adjoining. 
Each  floor  has  trunkrooms,  bathrooms,  and  lavatories.  The  Semi- 
nary provides  furniture  and  bedding,  including  sheets,  pillow  cases, 
and  one  blanket.  Each  student  should  bring  an  extra  blanket  for 
his  own  use  in  extremely  cold  weather.  Students  will  also  furnish 
towels  for  their  own  use  and  provide  for  the  laundering  of  these. 
All  other  laundry  work  for  the  dormitory  will  be  looked  after  by 
the  Seminary. 

With  the  purpose  of  contributing  to  the  comfort  and  health 
of  the  students,  the  oversight  and  maintenance  of  the  rooms  in  the 
dormitory  are  placed  in  charge  of  a  Committee  of  women  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Directors.  These  women  make  visits  of  inspection 
once  each  month.  The  ordinary  supervision  and  control  of  the 
dormitory  is  committed  to  the  President's  Secretary. 

Rooms  are  provided  free  of  charge  to  students  who  take  not 
less  than  twelve  hours  of  concurrent  Seminary  work.  Under- 
graduates are  accommodated  first.     Graduate  students  may  have 
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rooms  assigned  to  them,  provided  the  undergraduate  students  do  not 
occupy  all  the  rooms  of  the  dormitory.  Juniors  and  Middlers  who 
desire  rooms  for  the  following  year  must  make  application  therefor, 
in  writing,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  President, — Middlers  the  first 
week  in  April,  Juniors  the  second  week  in  April.  Those  who  do  not 
retain  rooms  according  to  this  rule  will  await  their  turn  after  rooms 
have  been  assigned  to  new  students  in  September.  New  students 
will  have  choice  of  the  rooms  not  retained  by  upper  class  men 
according  to  the  order  in  which  their  written  applications 
have  been  received.  The  assignments  will  be  made  on  the  first 
day  of  the  session. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  occupy  rooms  in  the  building 
during  the  summer  vacation  without  obtaining  permission.  Appli- 
cations for  this  privilege  are  to  be  made  to  Dr.  McNaugher.  The 
rate  of  rental  for  each  single  room  occupied  by  one  student  during 
vacation  will  be  $3.00  per  month;  when  one  student  occupies  a 
double  suite  the  rate  will  be  $5.00  per  month;  and  when  two  students 
occupy  a  double  or  a  triple  suite,  $6.00  will  be  charged,  this  last 
amount  to  be  divided  equally  between  them.  These  same  rates  will 
be  charged  proportionately  when  any  room  is  occupied  for  two 
weeks.  During  the  summer  vacation  the  laundry  fee  for  each 
student  will  be  fifty  cents  per  month.  For  the  two  weeks  succeeding 
the  close  of  the  session  and  one  week  preceding  the  opening  of  the 
session  all  students  will  have  free  use  of  their  rooms. 

THE  RELIGIOUS  LIFE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 

Adequate  provision  is  made  for  the  maintenance  and  develop- 
ment of  the  religious  life.  In  addition  to  the  private  devotions  of  the 
men,  there  are  various  gatherings  for  social  worship.  Daily  chapel 
services  are  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty.  The  Day  of 
Prayer  for  Educational  Institutions  is  observed  each  year  with 
appropriate  exercises.  There  are  weekly  meetings  of  the  students 
in  class  groups  for  prayer,  and  there  is  a  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Student  Association.  This  organization  aims  to  promote  the 
spiritual  life  of  the  students,  and  to  cultivate  interest  in  Christ's 
cause.  The  local  branch  of  the  Student  Volunteer  Movement  does 
much  to  keep  alive  and  active  the  missionary  spirit. 

THE  SOCIAL  LIFE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 
On  the  first  Friday  evening  after  the  opening  of  the  session, 
the  Student  Association  arranges  a  reception  for  the  new  students. 
This  is  usually  held  in  one  of  the  local  churches.  During  the  year  the 
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different  congregations  of  the  city  invite  the  students  to  come  to 
their  socials  and  share  their  hospitality.  For  general  social  purposes 
there  is  a  room  set  aside  in  the  Seminary. 


PHYSICAL  CULTURE 

In  the  Fall  and  Spring,  outdoor  sports  hold  first  place.  The 
city  tennis  courts  in  the  park,  two  minutes  walk  from  the  Seminary, 
may  be  used.  The  Seminary  gymnasium  provides  additional  oppor- 
tunity for  physical  training. 

Allegheny  Young  Men's  Christian  Association 
The  Allegheny  Y.M.C.A.  is  located  beside  the  Seminary.  With 
its  splendid  physical  equipment, — gymnasium,  bowling  alleys, 
showers,  and  swimming  pool, — it  offers  a  fine  opportunity  to  the 
men  of  the  Seminary,  all  of  whom  have  free  membership  in  it.  Pro- 
vision is  made  for  a  variety  of  games.  Mr.  Clyde  R.  Watford, 
physical  director  of  the  "Y,"  conducts  a  special  gym  class  for  the 
Seminary  students.     A  physical  examination  is  required  of  all  who 

enter  this  class. 

EXPENSES 

There  are  no  tuition  fees,  nor  are  there  any  rental  or  contingent 
expenses.  All  the  privileges  of  the  Seminary,  inclusive  of  the 
dormitory,  are  free.  Where,  however,  a  student  desires  extra  accom- 
modations, such  as  a  suite  of  two  rooms,  a  charge  of  $25.00  will  be 
made.  Students  who  elect  private  lodgings  must  meet  their  rental 
expenses  unaided. 

A  dining-room  is  located  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  dormitory, 
providing  for  club  boarding  at  cost.  The  dining-room  is  under 
student  administration,  although  the  entire  equipment  has  been 
provided  by  the  Seminary.  The  boarding  for  a  week  of  six  days 
averages  $5-00.  All  men  rooming  in  the  building  are  required  to 
take  their  meals  in  the  Seminary  dining  hall. 

The  United  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication  and  Bible 
School  Work  furnishes  all  text-books  at  a  reduction  of  twenty  per 
cent.;  other  books,  cash,  at  a  reduction  of  fifteen  per  cent.  The 
Board  also  grants  reasonable  credit  to  United  Presbyterian  students 
under  presbyterial  supervision,  where  they  are  unable  to  make 
immediate  payment.

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COMPETITIVE  SCHOLARSHIPS 


The  James  Purdy  Scholarship  Foundation 

There  exists  in  the  possession  of  the  Seminary  the  Purdy  Fund, 
bearing  the  name  of  its  founder.  The  income,  which  is  about  $300, 
is  apportioned  equally  each  year  to  the  six  members  of  the  Junior 
Class  who  attain  the  highest  average  of  excellence  in  their  Seminary 
work.  The  scholarship  is  subject  to  the  conditions  that  the  entire 
year's  work  be  completed  within  the  Seminary  year  and  that  no 
award  be  made  to  a  student  whose  general  average  does  not  reach 
85%  or  who  receives  a  grade  of  less  than  80%  in  any  department. 

The  Thomas  Jamison  Scholarship  Foundation 

In  memory  of  the  late  Thomas  Jamison,  Esq.,  of  the  North 
Side,  Pittsburgh,  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Seminary,  Mrs.  Jamison  endowed  a  scholarship  yielding 
$800  to  be  given  each  year  to  the  member  of  the  Senior  Class  who 
received  the  highest  average  grade  in  all  departments  during  the 
Junior  and  Middle  years  and  the  first  half  of  the  Senior  year.  The 
general  average  must  reach  90%,  and  in  no  study  must  the  grade  be 
lower  than  80%.  The  award  of  this  scholarship  requires  that  the 
recipient  spend  a  full  session, — the  next  following  his  graduation, — 
at  study  in  some  foreign  theological  institution,  to  be  selected  by 
the  Faculty,  or  prosecute  such  archaeological  research  as  may  be 
assigned.  He  must  further  agree  to  make  regular  reports  of  the  work 
he  is  doing,  and  present  a  thesis  of  not  less  than  10,000  words  on 
some  subject  selected  or  approved  by  the  Faculty.  A  splendid 
opportunity  is  thus  afforded  to  a  worthy  man  each  year  for  broaden- 
ing his  theological  education  and  obtaining  the  rich  culture  which 
comes  with  foreign  study  and  travel.  The  degree  of  Master  of 
Theology  is  conferred  without  further  requirement  on  all  who  take 
the  Jamison  scholarship  and  satisfy  its  conditions,  subject  to  the 
usual  fee  of  $10.00. 

In  case  the  student  who  receives  the  scholarship  is  going  into 
one  of  the  Church's  foreign  fields,  he  is  allowed  to  attend  the 
Kennedy  School  of  Missions  in  America  instead  of  a  European 
institution. 
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The  Jane  Hogg  Gardner  Scholarship  Foundation 

To  the  Senior  student  taking  the  second  rank  in  grades  averaged 

through  the  entire  course  the  Seminary  awards  the  income  of  the 

Gardner  bequest,  not  to  exceed  $200,  but  on  condition  that  there  is 

no  grade  of  less  than  80%  in  any  department,  and  that  a  satisfactory 

thesis  of  at  least  5,000  words  on  an  assigned  subject  be  presented  to 

the  Faculty. 

The  Church  History  Foundation 

For  a  number  of  years  past,  through  the  kindness  of  a  friend, 
the  Seminary  has  awarded  first  and  second  prizes  of  $100  and  $50 
respectively  to  the  Senior  students  taking  hrst  and  second  rank  in 
grades  averaged  through  the  entire  course  in  Church  History  and 
History  of  Doctrine.  In  order  to  qualify  for  these  awards,  students 
must,  furthermore,  have  been  in  attendance  at  this  Seminary  from 
the  beginning  of  the  Junior  year  and  have  received  no  grade  of  less 
than  80%  in  any  department.  It  is  hoped  that  economic  conditions 
will  be  such  as  to  make  possible  the  continuance  of  these  awards. 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship  of  the  American  School  of 
Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem,  with  a  stipend  of  $1,500,  is  awarded 
annually  on  examination.  A  list  of  the  books  recommended  to 
candidates  for  the  Fellowship,  and  special  facilities  for  preparation, 
will  be  supplied  by  the  Seminary. 

SELF  SUPPORT  AND  STUDENT  AID 


Compensated  Work 

In  compensation  for  assigned  mission  work,  the  members  of  the 
Junior  Class  receive  fifty  dollars  each  from  the  Student  Mission 
Fund.  During  the  Middle  and  Senior  years,  as  the  students  progress 
with  the  Seminary  training  they  have  increasing  opportunities  of 
preaching  in  vacant  congregations,  for  which  they  receive  remunera- 
tion. In  addition,  the  Allegheny  Branch  of  the  Young 'Men's 
Christian  Association,  adjoining  the  Seminary,  furnishes  some 
opportunities  for  student  employment. 

The  Board  of  Education  Aid 
The  General  Assembly  authorizes  the  presbyteries  to  recom- 
mend worthy  students  for  grants  from  the  Board  of  Education 
according  to  the  following  rates:  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to 
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students  of  the  first  year,  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  to 
second-year  students;  and  seventy-five  dollars  to  third-year  students. 
These  grants  are  made  only  to  students  w^ho  attend  the  United 
Presbyterian  Seminary. 

Student  Aid  Fund 

There  is  a  limited  fund  at  the  disposal  of  the  Seminary  for  the 
assistance  of  needy  students.  This  fund  is  provided  for  emergency 
cases  only  and  is  administered  under  the  careful  supervision  of  the 
Faculty. 

The  Lesson  of  History 

It  may  be  encouraging  to  students  to  know  that  we  do  not 
have  in  the  history  of  either  Seminary  a  record  of  any  student  who 
has  been  obliged  to  leave  the  Seminary  for  financial  reasons. 

THE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

All  who  have  been  enrolled  as  students  of  either  the  Pittsburgh 
or  the  Xenia  Theological  Seminary  are  entitled  to  membership.  The 
object  of  the  Association  is  to  cherish  the  memories  of  Seminary 
life,  to  maintain  an  active  interest  in  Seminary  affairs,  and  to  pro- 
mote the  welfare  of  the  Seminary  and  the  Church.  A  business 
meeting,  followed  by  a  social  hour  and  banquet,  is  held  each  year  in 
connection  with  the  Commencement  Exercises.  The  business  meet- 
ing is  held  in  the  Second  Church,  North  Side,  Pittsburgh,  at  4:00 
P.M.  of  Commencement  Day.  At  this  time  the  Association  elects 
officers  to  serve  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  business  meeting  is 
followed  by  a  social  hour  culminating  in  the  Alumni  Banquet  at 
5:30  P.M.   Alumni  and  friends  of  the  Seminary  are  urged  to  attend. 

All  members  are  requested  to  send  to  the  Seminary  Library 
copies  of  such  books,  pamphlets  and  important  magazine  articles 
as  they  may  have  published.

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THE  CONTROL  AND  MANAGEMENT 


The  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  is  the  result  of  a 
union  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries  consummated  in 
1930.  According  to  its  proper  ancestry  the  Xenia  Seminary  was 
founded  in  1794  by  the  Associate  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
Pittsburgh  Seminary  was  founded  in  1825  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.  The  Seminary  as 
now  established  is  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  American 
Synods  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  ultimate  review 
control  of  the  General  Assembly.  Its  management  is  committed  to 
a  Board  of  Directors  and  Trustees.  The  Board  of  Directors  consists 
of  thirty-five  members,  ministers  or  ruling  elders,  who  are  nom- 
inated by  the  several  Synods  to  a  Commission  of  the  General 
Assembly  for  election  on  the  basis  of  each  Synod  having  one  repre- 
sentative for  every  five  thousand  church  members  or  a  major  frac- 
tion thereof.  Each  Synod  has  at  least  one  representative.  The 
Board  of  Directors  has  the  general  government  of  the  Seminary, 
subject  to  the  authority  of  the  Synods  and  the  General  Assembly, 
appoints  the  Trustees,  and  provides  for  the  financial  maintenance 
of  the  institution.  The  Board  of  Trustees  consists  of  twelve  mem- 
bers. It  is  the  corporate  body  which  holds  and  manages  the  real 
estate  and  the  funds  of  the  Seminary.  The  term  and  the  course  of 
study  are  determined  by  the  General  Assembly.

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THE  PURPOSE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 


The  purpose  of  the  Seminary,  as  defined  in  the  Constitution,  is 
to  instruct  candidates  for  the  gospel  ministry,  ordained  ministers 
of  the  gospel,  and  such  as  may  be  preparing  for  other  special  lines 
of  Christian  service,  in  the  knowledge  of  the  doctrines  of  the 
Scriptures,  and  the  order  and  institutes  of  worship  taught  therein 
and  summarily  exhibited  in  the  standards  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  of  North  America;  to  cherish  in  them  the  life  of  true  god- 
liness, and  to  cultivate  the  gifts  which  Christ,  the  Head  of  the 
Church,  confers  on  those  whom  He  calls  and  ordains  to  the  ministry, 
to  the  end  that  there  may  be  raised  up  a  succession  of  able,  faithful, 
and  godly  ministers  of  the  gospel  and  of  other  Christian  workers. 


THE  DIVINITY  SCHOOL 


THE  TERM  AND  COURSE  OF  STUDY 

The  regular  course  of  seminary  training  prescribed  by  the 
General  Assembly  covers  a  period  of  three  academic  years,  each  of 
which  is  divided  in  January  into  two  semesters.  The  annual  session 
begins  the  third  Wednesday  of  September,  and  continues  thirty- 
four  weeks  including  holidays.  The  distribution  of  studies  by 
departments  and  semesters  is  exhibited  on  pages  19-21. 

The  Seminary  course  is  built  primarily  for  college  graduates 
and  presupposes  a  foundation  of  broad  and  liberal  culture.  In 
preparation  for  their  professional  training  in  the  Seminary,  college 
students  should  take  substantial  courses  in  English  Literature, 
English  Composition,  Bible,  Greek,  Mathematics  or  Science, 
History,  Sociology,  Psychology,  Ethics,  Logic,  Philosophy,  and 
Speech. 


THE  SEMINARY  BUILDING 
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ADMISSION 

Registration.  Tuesday,  September  18,  1934,  is  set  aside  for 
the  registration  of  all  new  students  and  also  of  upper  class  men 
having  any  irregularities  in  their  standing  or  schedule.  Wednesday 
morning  is  appointed  for  the  registration  of  all  regular  students  in 
the  Middle  and  Senior  classes.  It  is  important  that  students  come 
for  registration  at  the  time  appointed,  and  also  that  they  be  on 
hand  for  the  Formal  Opening  of  the  Seminary  Wednesday  after- 
noon: thus  only  can  they  be  ready  to  enter  upon  their  regular 
class  work  at  8:30  o'clock  the  following  morning.  New  students 
in  particular  should  notice  that  the  proper  time  to  enter  the  Seminary 
is  at  the  opening  of  the  annual  session  in  September.  Those  who 
enter  at  mid-year,  except  by  regular  transfer  from  some  other 
standard  theological  seminary,  will  not  be  regularly  classified  as 
Juniors  until  the  following  fall. 

Credentials.  Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present 
satisfactory  testimonials  of  his  suitableness  as  a  candidate  for  the 
ministry  or  other  contemplated  form  of  Christian  service.  These 
credentials  include  (1)  a  letter  of  introduction  from  his  pastor  or 
session  certifying  his  active  Church  membership,  his  genuine 
piety  and  qualities  of  spiritual  leadership;  (2)  a  letter  from  the  clerk 
of  his  presbytery,  or  corresponding  church  officer,  indicating  that 
he  has  been  taken  under  proper  ecclesiastical  supervision  and  is 
officially  recommended  as  a  student  of  theology;  and  (3)  evidence 
of  full  collegiate  preparation,  including  an  official  transcript  of  his 
college  credits. 

All  credentials  should  be  at  hand  on  Registration  day.  Students 
can  facilitate  matters  by  attention  to  the  following  particulars: 
(1)  Make  application  early,  using  the  official  blank;  (2)  arrange  to 
be  taken  under  care  of  presbytery  at  its  spring  meeting;  (3)  before 
the  opening  of  the  Seminary,  request  the  college  office  to  send 
transcript  of  college  credits  directly  to  the  Seminary  in  care  of  the 
Registrar;  (4)  send,  or  deliver  in  person,  the  letters  from  pastor 
and  clerk  of  presbytery. 

Declaration  of  Purpose.  Before  being  admitted  to  the  privileges 
of  the  Seminary,  every  student  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Reg- 
istrar, subscribe  a  declaration  to  the  effect  that  while  he  is  a  stu- 
dent in  the  Seminary  he  will  regularly,  punctually,  and  diligently 
attend  upon  all  the  instructions  of  the  professors,  that  he  will 
promptly  comply  with  the  lawful  requisitions  of  the  Faculty  and  be 
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subject  to  their  authority,  that  he  will  honestly  conform  to  all 
regulations  of  the  Seminary,  and  that  he  will  not  propagate  any 
opinions  in  opposition  to  the  standards  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Entrance  De-posit.  From  the  moment  of  entrance,  students  are 
regarded  as  stewards  of  the  Church's  property,  having  special 
responsibility  in  the  free  use  of  library  and  dormitory  equipment. 
Each  student,  upon  matriculation,  is  required  to  make  a  deposit 
oi  $5.00,  which  is  returnable  at  the  end  of  the  Seminary  course, 
less  any  necessary  deductions. 

CLASSIFICATION 

Kegular  or  Degree  Students.  Applicants  for  admission  as  students 
in  full  standing  to  take  the  prescribed  course  in  preparation  for  the 
Degree  of  Th.B.  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a  standard 
college  or  university.  (Here,  as  elsewhere,  when  a  degree  is  men- 
tioned as  a  pre-requisite,  it  must  have  been  secured  without  duplica- 
tion of  credit.) 

Part-Time  Students.  Students  who  are  not  so  situated  that 
they  can  devote  full  time  to  Seminary  work  may  be  admitted  by 
the  Faculty  to  take  such  courses  as  their  time  permits  in  prepara- 
tion for  some  form  of  Christian  service.  But  they  must  have  the 
same  academic  preparation  and  furnish  the  same  credentials  as 
are  required  of  Regular  Degree  Students. 

Classification  by  Years.  Students  who  register  for  the  full 
course  are,  for  practical  purposes,  classified  normally  as  Juniors 
during  their  first  year,  as  Middlers  during  their  second  year,  and 
as  Seniors  during  their  third  year. 

Transferred  Students.  Persons  qualified  for  admission  to  the 
Seminary,  who  have  successfully  completed  partial  courses  in  some 
other  approved  school  of  theology  may  be  admitted  by  the  Faculty 
to  corresponding  standing  in  this  institution  upon  the  presentation 
oi  satisfactory  credentials,  which  should  include  (1)  a  certificate 
of  good  standing  and  honorable  dismission,  and  (2)  a  complete 
oflicial  transcript  of  their  credits. 

THE  STUDENT'S  SCHEDULE 

The  Nor?n.  Students  adequately  prepared  and  able  to  give  full 
time  to  Seminary  work  are  expected  to  follow  the  regular  schedule, 
involving  17  credit  hours  a  week  throughout  the  three  years  of 
the  Seminary  course. 
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Extra  Hours.  No  student  is  allowed  to  take  more  than  the 
regular  schedule  without  special  permission  from  the  Faculty. 
A  record  of  scholarly  work  is  pre-requisite  to  the  granting  of  such 
permission. 

Limitations .  Students  having  pastoral  charges  or  other  outside 
work  involving  extraordinary  demands  upon  their  time  are  limited 
to  such  courses  as  they  can  carry  satisfactorily.  Students  who  for 
any  reason  fail  to  do  a  satisfactory  grade  of  work  in  their  scheduled 
studies  are  also  subject  to  limitation  by  the  Faculty. 

The  Mini?num.  Students  must  carry  at  least  12  hours  of  con- 
current Seminary  work  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of 
the  Dormitory  and  to  a  share  in  Seminary  aid. 

Kegistration  each  Semester.  At  the  beginning  of  each  semester 
every  student  shall  file  with  the  Registrar  a  complete  list  of  his 
studies.  When  his  schedule  has  been  approved,  no  change  may  be 
made  by  the  student  without  consulting  the  Registrar. 

ATTENDANCE 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  is  indispensable  to  satisfactory 
work.  All  absence,  or  even  tardiness,  for  whatever  reason,  has  an 
injurious  effect  on  the  student's  standing  and  progress.  Excuses 
for  absence  must  be  presented  to  the  professors  concerned  in  writing 
immediately  upon  return  to  class  work  and  shall  specify  date,  classes 
missed,  and  cause  of  absence. 

EXAMINATIONS 

In  order  to  test  the  student's  progress  in  the  various  depart- 
ments, written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  semester. 
From  these  examinations  and  the  class  room  work  the  term  grades 
of  the  student  are  determined.  Seventy  per  cent,  is  required  as  a 
passing  grade  in  every  subject.  A  report  of  the  student's  attendance 
and  credits  is  made  semi-annually  to  his  presbytery  or  corres- 
ponding church  authority. 

When  a  student  falls  slightly  below  the  passing  grade  in  a  given 
subject,  he  is  conditioned  in  that  subject.  Conditions  attaching  to 
the  work  of  the  first  semester  must  be  removed  by  the  first  of  the 
following  March.  Conditions  attaching  to  work  of  the  second 
semester,  except  in  the  case  of  Seniors,  must  be  removed  by  the  first 
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of  November  following.  When  a  student  falls  far  below  the  pass- 
ing mark,  or  fails  to  remove  conditions  within  the  appointed  time, 
his  work  is  counted  a  failure  and  the  course  must  be  repeated  in 
class  in  order  to  secure  credit.  , 

GRADUATION:  REQUIREMENTS  AND  AWARDS 

General  Requirements .  In  order  to  graduate,  a  student  must 
successfully  complete  the  regular  three-year  course  of  prescribed 
and  elective  studies  amounting  to  102  semester  hours.  At  least  one 
year  of  work  in  residence  is  required  for  graduation. 

The  Degree  of  Th.B.  The  Diploma  of  the  Seminary  with  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Theology  is  conferred  only  upon  Degree 
Students  who  complete  the  regular  course  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  Faculty  and  who  display  at  least  average  ability  in  every 
department.  .,  : :  . 

Graduation  Fee.  A  fee  of  $5-00  is  charged  to  cover  the  cost 
of  Diploma.  This  fee  is  due  the  I5th  of  April  preceding  gradua- 
tion. 

Graduation  Honors.  The  honor,  Cum  Laude,  is  granted  to  all 
who  throughout  the  Seminary  course  are  clearly  distinguished  (1) 
for  academic  attainments,  (2)  for  regular  and  punctual  attendance, 
and  (3)  for  general  fitness  for  the  gospel  ministry.  The  honor. 
Magna  Cum  Laude,  is  granted  to  all  who  possess  these  qualifica- 
tions in  an  unusual  degree;  and,  Summa  Cum  Laude,  in  very  rare 
instances,  in  recognition  of  superlative  merit.

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II.    OLD  TESTAMENT  LITERATURE  AND  EXEGESIS 
Dr.  Baldinger 

211  and  212.  English  Bible.  This  course  includes  a  detailed  study  of  the  his- 
torical books  of  the  Old  Testament,  and  a  rapid  survey  of  all  other  books  of  the  Bible 
which  are  not  covered  by  other  courses.  The  aim  is  to  give  the  student  a  working 
knowledge  of  the  English  Bible,  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  Hebrew  history  from 
the  earliest  times  to  the  reestablishment  of  Judaism  after  the  exile.  The  historical 
geography  of  the  Holy  Land  is  studied  with  the  aid  of  maps  and  Bible  text. 

Juniors,  both  semesters,  two  hours  a  week. 

214.  Biblical  Hermeneutics.  This  subject  embraces  both  Testaments.  The 
treatment  includes  a  survey  of  the  various  types  of  interpretation  which  have  ap- 
peared in  the  history  of  the  Church,  and  the  principles  which  lie  at  the  foundation 
of  sound  exegesis.

221.  Old  Testament  Canon  and  Text.  A  study  is  made  of  the  origin  and 
gradual  formation  of  the  Hebrew  Canon.

An  introduction  to  Hebrew  poetry,  aiming  to  acquaint 
the  student  with  its  distinctive  form,  quality  and  rhythm.  Special  study  is  made 
of  the  book  of  Job  and  the  Hebrew  Psalter.  Other  poetical  books  are  examined 
as  time  permits.

This  course  includes  a  history  of 
prophetism  in  Israel,  an  introduction  to  the  Prophetical  Books  of  the  Old  Testament, 
and  a  detailed  exegetical  study  of  the  prophets  of  the  eighth  century,  Amos,  Hosea, 
Micah  and  Isaiah.

A  study  of  the  sermonic  ma- 
terials to  be  found  in  the  Old  Testament,  with  a  treatment  of  the  best  methods  for 
presenting  this  material  in  present  day  preaching.

311.  The  Gospels.  There  will  be  special  historico-critical  introduction  to  the 
Gospels,  together  with  an  outline  review.

312.  The  Life  of  Christ.  The  Gospel  record  of  our  Lord's  life  and  ministry, 
with  its  historical  background,  will  be  reviewed  with  the  aid  of  a  textbook,  a  har- 
mony, and  maps.  Special  lectures  on  subjects  of  critical  moment  will  be  given  through- 
out the  course. 

Juniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

321  and  322.  Introduction  to  the  Acts  and  the  Pauline  Epistles. 
This  course  includes  a  close  study  of  the  genuineness,  integrity,  occasion,  aim,  struc- 
ture, and  general  literary  features  of  each  of  these  writings,  together  with  a  paragraph- 
ic review  of  the  text  material.     Selected  passages  will  receive  special  examination.

The  Middlers 
will  be  required  to  present  papers  on  assigned  passages  and  the  Seniors  will  be  required 
to  present  papers  on  subjects  of  discussion  raised  by  the  Epistles  employed  in  exegesis.

343  and  344-  New  Testament  Exegesis.  The  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  and 
the  First  Epistle  of  John  will  be  studied  critically  in  the  Greek  text.

513.  History  of  Missions.  A  brief  survey  of  the  progress  of  the  missionary 
cause  in  the  history  of  the  church.  Apostolic  and  early  church  missions;  early 
European  missions;  the  Reformation  period;  William  Carey  and  modern  missionary 
movements;  great  leaders  in  the  different  nations  in  which  missionary  work  has  been 
carried  on;  the  present  outlook  in  missions.

The  problems  of  curricula,  training,  special  methods,  equip- 
ment, personnel,  literature,  and  articulation  with  other  agencies,  secular  and  re- 
ligious, are  inspected  carefully.

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THE  GRADUATE  SCHOOL 


THE  DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  THEOLOGY 

Candidates  for  this  Degree.  In  order  to  qualify  for  entrance  to 
the  Graduate  School,  applicants  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree 
from  a  standard  college  or  university,  or  satisfy  the  Faculty  that 
they  have  received  the  undoubted  equivalent  of  such  college  train- 
ing. In  addition  they  must  have  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  The- 
ology, or  its  equivalent,  from  some  approved  school  of  theology. 
They  must  have  a  w^orking  knowledge  of  Hebrew  and  Greek  and 
such  other  language  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  special  field  of 
investigation. 

Admission  to  the  Graduate  School  does  not  carry  with  it 
assurance  of  acceptance  as  candidate  for  the  Degree.  This  requires 
special  action  of  the  Faculty  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Dean 
of  Graduate  Work  and  the  Professor  in  charge  of  the  major;  and 
such  action  will  not  be  taken  until  the  student  has  completed  at  least 
six  semester  hours  of  work.  At  this  time,  if  not  before,  the  student's 
entire  course  of  study  must  have  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 

The  Work  Required.  Unless  by  special  permission  of  the  Faculty, 
candidates  for  this  Degree  must  be  in  residence  at  this  Seminary 
at  least  one  academic  year  and  complete  courses  of  study  equivalent 
to  24  semester  hours  of  professional  graduate  work.  They  shall  be 
required  to  devote  two-thirds  of  said  time  to  one  subject,  which 
shall  be  called  a  major,  and  the  remainder  to  another  subject,  termed 
a  minor.  In  the  department  of  the  major  they  shall  be  required 
to  write  a  thesis  of  not  less  than  five  thousand  words.  The  subject 
of  this  thesis  must  be  presented  for  approval  to  the  Professor  at 
the  head  of  the  department  not  later  than  November  15th  of  the 
academic  year  in  which  the  Degree  is  to  be  conferred.  By  April 
15th  a  typewritten  copy  of  the  finished  thesis  is  to  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  Professor.  The  work  must  be  of  a  scholarly  grade  and 
show  a  real  mastery  of  the  major  subject  and  its  literature. 

Time  Limit.  In  all  ordinary  cases,  courses  for  the  Degree  of 
Th.M.  must  be  completed  within  three  years. 

Examination.  At  the  close  of  the  period  of  study  candidates 
for  the  Degree  shall  pass  a  rigid  examination  in  both  major  and 
minor  subjects. 
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Graduation  Fee.  A  fee  of  $10.00  is  charged  to  cover  graduation 
expenses.  This  fee  is  due  upon  notification  that  the  thesis  has  been 
approved  and  the  examination  sustained. 

Special  Provision  for  Students  in  Residence.  Graduate  students  in 
residence  may  choose  from  the  general  electives  a  total  not  to  exceed 
8  hours  to  be  applied  on  the  Degree.  Other  courses  must  be  taken 
in  exclusively  graduate  subjects.  Announcement  will  be  made  by 
special  bulletin  of  residence  v^ork  in  the  Graduate  School,  giving 
titles  of  courses,  names  of  lecturers  and  appointed  hours.  Those 
w^ho  are  interested  should  apply  about  the  middle  of  September  for 
information  concerning  the  first  semester,  and  about  the  middle  of 
January  for  information  concerning  the  second  semester. 

Students  in  Absentia.  Pastors,  missionaries,  and  other  ministers 
may  receive  this  Degree  Without  residence  at  the  Seminary,  provided 
that  they  meet  the  colllege  and  Seminary  requirein/nts  already  set 
forth;  that  they  compl/te  private  courses  of  study  in/major  and  minor 
subjects  approved  by  the  Faculty,  said  courses  m  be  equivalent  to 
24  semester  hours  of  professional  graduate  worjc;  that  they  send  in 
manuscripts  from  t?ime  to  time  as  required  by  the  Professor  in  charge; 
that  they  present/themselves  in  person  for  ex/mination  at  appointed 
times  and  pass/hese  examinations  satisfactc/rily,  and  that  they  pre- 
pare a  thesis  i/ accordance  with  the  conditions  previously  described. 

Advance  Work  for  Undergraduates.  Students  eligible  for  the  Degree 
of  Th.B.,  who  have  credits  totaling  68  hours  with  an  average  grade 
of  90%  and  no  grade  below  85%,  may  be  permitted  to  carry  con- 
currently with  their  Senior  year  assignments  in  the  Graduate  School. 
Those  whose  eligibility  is  evident  at  the  close  of  the  Middle  year 
may  be  given  assignments  for  the  summer,  reports  to  be  made  as  the 
Professor  in  charge  may  direct.  Not  more  than  8  semester  hours  of 
credit  in  the  Graduate  School  may  be  obtained  by  any  student  prior 
to  his  receiving  the  Degree  of  Th.B. 
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FACILITIES  FOR  STUDY 


THE  SEMINARY  LIBRARY 
The  Seminary  Library  quarters  were  completely  remodeled  in 
connection  with  the  merger  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries 
in  1930.  A  new  reference  room,  with  the  most  modern  equipment, 
was  added, — the  gift  of  the  Sixth  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
Pittsburgh.  The  walls  of  the  room  display  large  colored  panelings 
setting  forth  the  historic  insignia  and  other  data  of  the  older 
Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Churches  of  the  world. 

The  former  reference  room  was  converted  into  a  well-appointed 
reading  room,  furnished  with  a  list  of  current  periodicals.  A  new 
stack  room  with  steel  shelving  was  added,  also  a  large  vault  for 
rare  books. 

About  31,000  books  are  now  on  the  library  shelves,  and  the 

Seminary  policy  is  to  increase  this  number  rapidly  so  as  to  maintain 

a  standard  and  up-to-date  working  library  in  those  departments  of 

learning  to  which  the  theological  student  is  devoting  his  attention. 

The  Newburgh  Collection 

The  research  department  of  the  library  contains  the  valuable 
collection  of  theological  works,  many  of  them  dating  from  the  early 
days  of  printing,  which  collection  was  secured  abroad  by  the  Rev. 
John  M.  Mason,  D.D.,  in  connection  with  the  founding  of  the 
Seminary  of  New  York,  afterwards  the  Newburgh  Seminary. 
The  James  Law  Library  Fund 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  late  James  Law,  Esq.,  of  Shushan, 
N.  Y.,  there  was  conveyed  to  the  Seminary  some  years  ago  the  sum 
of  S15,000,  to  be  employed  as  a  library  endowment. 

Library  Hours 

With  the  exception  of  the  month  of  August,  the  library  is  open 

on  week  days  to  all  ministers  and  others,  without  restriction  of 

creed,  subject  to  the  same  rules  as  apply  to  students.    The  hours  are 

9  to  5:30,  excepting  Saturday,  when  the  closing  hour  is  12;  Monday, 

Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday  evenings  the  library  is  open 

from  6:30  to  7:30. 

The  Reading  Room 

The  Reading  Room,  adjoining  the  Seminary  Library,  is  open  at 

all  hours.     The  magazines,  reviews,  and  other  periodicals  found 

here,  represent  the  best  in  general  literature,  as  well  as  in  theology 

and  religion. 
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THE  BIBLIOTHECA  SACRA 

This  quarterly,  which  came  under  the  management  of  Xenia 
Seminary  with  the  January  issue,  1922,  and  which  since  the  merger 
in  1930  has  been  conducted  by  the  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary, 
was  sold  October,  1933,  to  the  Evangelical  Theological  College  of 
Dallas,  Texas.  The  new  editors  began  their  responsibility  with  the 
number  for  January,  1934. 

THE  BIBLE  LANDS  MUSEUM 
The  announcement  made  in  1930  of  a  Bible  Lands  Museum  to 
be  established  in  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  has  been  more  than 
fulfilled.  The  results  of  explorations  at  Sodom  in  1924  and  of 
the  excavations  at  Tell  Beit  Mirsim,  the  ancient  Kirjathsepher,  in 
1926,  1928,  1930,  and  again  in  1932,  are  for  the  most  part  now 
installed  in  the  permanent  exhibit  at  the  Seminary.  The  work  of 
research,  done  first  on  behalf  of  Xenia  Seminary,  is  now  carried  on 
in  behalf  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  and  always  in  cooperation 
with  the  American  School  of  Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem. 
Until  his  death  in  1933,  Dr.  M.  G.  Kyle,  Professor  Emeritus  and 
Research  Lecturer  at  the  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary,  was  Presi- 
dent of  the  Staff;  Dr.  W.  F.  Albright,  Professor  of  Semitic  Philology 
in  Johns  Hopkins  University,  Director  of  field  operations;  and 
Dr.  J.  L.  Kelso,  Professor  of  Semitics  and  Biblical  Archaeology  in 
the  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary,  Assistant  to  the  Director.  The 
Staff  is  made  up  of  Old  Testament  specialists  from  various  semin- 
aries in  America  and  Europe  and  Palestine.  The  work  not  only 
carries  on  research,  but  provides  thus  a  training  school  for  Old 
Testament  teachers. 

The  collection  in  the  Bible  Lands  Museum  is  already  large  and 
is  expected  to  grow  by  each  season's  excavations.  Several  hundred 
pieces  are  installed  and  a  number  of  valuable  pieces  await  prepara- 
tion before  being  placed  on  exhibition.  These  all  illustrate  in  the 
most  striking  way  the  life  of  the  people  of  Bible  Lands  and  so 
become  of  great  value  for  interpretation  as  well  as  for  apologetics. 
They  illumine  and  corroborate  the  Biblical  narratives.  Thus  an 
ineffaceable  impression  is  made  upon  the  student  of  the  trust- 
worthiness of  the  Biblical  record,  for  only  real  events  leave  anything 
to  be  dug  up  out  of  the  ground. 

The  objects  in  the  Museum  will  be  used  constantly  in  the  classes 
the  of  Seminary  and  also  opportunity  will  be  afforded  the  public  to 
visit  the  Museum  at  times  to  be  announced. 
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CULTURAL  ADVANTAGES 


THE  DENOMINATIONAL  SEMINARY 

The  denominational  Seminary  has  peculiar  advantages.  Being 
under  direct  church  control,  it  certifies  its  graduates  as  trained  by 
thoroughly  responsible  teachers.  The  established  standards  are 
maintained,  and  approved  educational  methods  are  follow^ed.  With- 
out dwarfing  individuality,  the  church  school  gives  to  its  graduates 
the  unique  stamp  w^hich  wins  recognition  within  denominational 
bounds.  At  the  same  time  the  commingling  of  students  from  various 
evangelical  bodies  tends  to  develop  in  students  mutual  understanding 
and  brotherly  regard.  The  wide  range  of  acquaintance  with  the 
Church  and  its  leaders  secured  by  attendance  at  the  Pittsburgh- 
Xenia  Seminary  is  for  the  young  minister  an  asset  of  great  value. 

A  METROPOLITAN  ENVIRONMENT 

Pittsburgh  has  numerous  elements  of  cultural  value,  chief 
among  which  are  her  schools  and  churches.  The  church  life  of  our 
own  and  other  denominations  in  Pittsburgh  is  of  the  best.  The  city 
and  its  environs,  including  more  than  eighty  of  our  own  congrega- 
tions, afford  an  excellent  example  of  the  Church  at  work.  In  all 
the  denominations  the  religious  thought  is  conservative  and  the 
methods  of  work  progressive.  The  pulpits  are  well  manned  and  the 
work  generally  well  organized.  Some  of  the  ablest  preachers  of  our 
own  and  other  churches  are  located  here.  The  student  has  oppor- 
tunity to  study  the  methods  of  men  who  are  widely  known  as 
successful  ministers.  He  may  see  mission  work  carried  on  along 
improved  lines,  and  engage  in  it  himself.  He  may  study  at  first 
hand  the  most  effective  methods  of  Sabbath-school  work.  He  is 
welcomed  to  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  local  ministerial  unions, 
where  live  problems  and  issues  are  the  subjects  of  discussion. 

Pittsburgh,  together  with  the  contiguous  towns,  is  one  of  the 
great  commercial  centers  of  the  world.  It  affords  unexcelled  oppor- 
tunities for  the  study  of  social,  economical,  political,  racial,  and 
other  problems.  It  is  in  itself  an  education  to  live  and  work  in  such 
a  city  and  catch  the  pulse  of  its  busy  life.  Moreover,  the  benefit  of 
contact  with  those  engaged  in  the  varied  forms  of  work  for  social, 
moral  and  religious  betterment,  and  of  personal  experience  in  such 
efforts,  is  evident  to  all.  x\s  the  future  ministers  to  persons  socially 
environed  theological  students  should  give  themselves  all  conven- 
ient advantages  to  study  mankind  in  their  varied  social  relationships. 
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RELATIONS  WITH  WESTERN  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY 

Through  the  courtesy  of  The  Western  Theological  Seminary, 
we  are  privileged  to  share  in  the  series  of  lectures  delivered  under 
their  lectureship  foundations.  Attention  is  also  called  to  the 
elective  course  offered  in  Phonetics.  This  science  deals  with  the 
sounds  and  combinations  of  sounds  w^hich  characterize  the  different 
languages  of  the  v^orld.  A  study  of  the  principles  of  Phonetics  is  a 
most  helpful  preparation  for  learning  oriental  languages.  Such  a 
course  is  especially  valuable  for  those  w^ho  expect  to  serve  in  for- 
eign mission  fields. 

THE  CARNEGIE  LIBRARIES 

For  literature  of  a  general  character,  covering  all  lines  of 
investigation,  the  students  have  access  to  the  Carnegie  Library  of 
the  North  Side  and  the  Carnegie  Library  of  Pittsburgh.  These 
libraries  have  on  file  the  leading  periodicals  of  the  v^orld. 

THE  CARNEGIE  INSTITUTE 

One  of  the  advantages  which  are  open  to  the  students  of  the 
Seminary  is  the  Carnegie  Institute,  with  its  splendid  Department  of 
Fine  Arts,  its  noted  Museum,  its  Concert  Hall,  and  its  fine  lecture 
courses.  In  the  Department  of  Fine  Arts  there  is  offered  a  weekly 
docent  service,  in  which  visitors  are  conducted  through  the  galleries 
and  halls  containing  the  Institute's  permanent  collections  or 
transient  exhibitions  of  paintings  and  sculpture. 

AFFILIATION  WITH  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  PITTSBURGH 

Graduates  from  the  three-year  course  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia 
Theological  Seminary  who  desire  to  take  the  A.M.  degree  at  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh  in  the  field  of  Religion  and  Religious 
Education  may  transfer  as  many  as  14  semester  credits  from  the 
Seminary  as  advanced  standing  toward  this  degree.  The  remaining 
ten  course  credits  and  six  thesis  credits  required  for  the  A.M.  degree 
must  be  taken  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  A  part  of  the  ten 
course  credits  may  be  taken  in  other  fields  of  the  University  than 
Religion  and  Religious  Education. 

Graduates  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  will  be 
allowed  a  maximum  of  30  graduate  credits  as  advanced  standing 
toward  the  Ph.D.  degree  in  Religion  and  Religious  Education.  An 
additional  amount  of  six  graduate  credits  may  be  granted  to  stu- 
dents taking  courses  at  the  Seminary  beyond  the  regular  three-year 
theological  course,  in  which  cases  the  courses  must  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  Graduate  School  of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 
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The  University  of  Pittsburgh  will  accept  graduate  credits  from 
Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  in  the  fields  of  Biblical 
Literature,  Church  History,  Theology,  History  and  Philosophy  of 
Religion,  and  Religious  Education. 

The  amount  of  advanced  graduate  standing  granted  to  Seminary 
students  v^ho  choose  to  do  their  major  work  at  the  University  in 
fields  other  than  Religion  and  Religious  Education  will  be  de- 
termined by  heads  of  these  departments.  The  advanced  standing 
for  both  the  A.M.  and  Ph.D.  degree  will  vary  some  with  depart- 
ments and  students. 

A  regular  summer  session  or  semester  must  elapse  between  the 
time  of  the  student's  graduation  from  the  Seminary  and  the  con- 
ferring of  a  graduate  degree  by  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  procedure  outlined  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs  became 
effective  February,  1933. 

THE  AMERICAN  SCHOOL  OF  ORIENTAL  RESEARCH 

Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  is  one  of  the  group  of  Universities, 
Colleges  and  Theological  Seminaries  in  this  country  co-operating 
in  the  support  and  control  of  the  American  School  of  Oriental 
Research  in  Jerusalem,  and  is  thus  able  to  offer  to  its  students  the 
unique  facilities  afforded  by  this  School.  Special  arrangements  are 
made  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  students  to  the  lowest  point. 

The  School  offers  to  properly  qualified  students  excellent 
opportunities  for  pursuing  such  studies  as  the  following:  Biblical 
and  Palestinian  Archaeology;  the  Geography  and  Natural  Features 
of  the  Land;  the  History  of  Israel;  Early  Church  History  and 
Patristics;  the  Arabic  Language,  and  the  other  Semitic  Languages 
as  connected  with  it;  Mohammedanism;  the  Political,  Social  and 
Industrial  Conditions  in  Bible  Lands;  Roman  Administration  and 
Colonization  in  the  East;  the  Crusades;  and  the  Comparative 
History  of  Religions. 

The  School  has  a  well-selected  working  library,  which  is 
steadily  growing.  There  are  other  considerable  libraries  in  Jerusa- 
lem, some  of  which  contain  large  collections  of  manuscripts, 
chiefly  Greek  and  Arabic.  As  a  central  point  for  the  study  of  Pales- 
tinian antiquities,  and  for  making  tours  of  research  and  exploration, 
Jerusalem  is  peculiarly  well  situated. 

Those  who  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  this  School 
can  go  at  once,  after  the  Seminary  commencement,  and  enter  the 
School  at  Jerusalem.  The  altitude  and  the  latitude  of  Jerusalem 
make  the  summer  climate  there  quite  satisfactory.    The  remainder 
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of  the  year  will  afford  abundant  opportunity  for  travel  through  the 
land  and  research  in  Historical  Geography  and  Archaeology. 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship  of  the  School  at  Jerusalem, 
with  a  stipend  of  $1500,  is  awarded  annually  on  examination.  A 
list  of  the  books  recommended  to  candidates  for  the  Fellowship, 
and  special  facilities  for  preparation,  will  be  supplied  by  the 
Seminary. 

LIFE  AT  THE  SEMINARY 


THE  SEMINARY  BUILDING 

The  Seminary  hall  is  located  at  the  corner  of  North  Avenue  and 
Buena  Vista  Street,  and  overlooks  West  Park.  On  the  first  floor  are 
the  Mary  J.  Stevenson  reception  room,  the  President's  office,  the 
Pressly  Chapel,  the  Library,  the  reference  and  reading  rooms,  and 
the  gymnasium.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  Faculty  conference 
room,  the  Bible  Lands  Museum,  and  five  class  rooms  of  ample  pro- 
portions. The  third,  fourth  and  fifth  floors  are  given  over  to 
dormitory  uses.  On  the  fifth  floor  there  is  a  dining-room,  with 
kitchen  attached. 

ROOMS  AND  ACCOMMODATIONS 

The  dormitory  rooms  are  arranged  as  follows:  there  are  single 
rooms;  suites  of  double  rooms,  in  which  two  men  occupy  a  study 
and  a  bedroom  in  common;  and  suites  of  three  rooms,  in  which  two 
men  have  a  study  in  common  and  two  single  bedrooms  adjoining. 
Each  floor  has  trunkrooms,  bathrooms,  and  lavatories.  The  Semi- 
nary provides  furniture  and  bedding,  including  sheets,  pillow  cases, 
and  one  blanket.  Each  student  should  bring  an  extra  blanket  for 
his  own  use  in  extremely  cold  weather.  Students  will  also  furnish 
towels  for  their  own  use  and  provide  for  the  laundering  of  these. 
All  other  laundry  work  for  the  dormitory  will  be  looked  after  by 
the  Seminary. 

With  the  purpose  of  contributing  to  the  comfort  and  health 
of  the  students,  the  oversight  and  maintenance  of  the  rooms  in  the 
dormitory  are  placed  in  charge  of  a  Committee  of  women  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Directors.  These  women  make  visits  of  inspection 
once  each  month.  The  ordinary  supervision  and  control  of  the 
dormitory  is  committed  to  the  President's  Secretary. 

Rooms  are  provided  free  of  charge  to  students  who  take  not 
less  than  twelve  hours  of  concurrent  Seminary  work.  Under- 
graduates are  accommodated  first.     Graduate  students  may  have 
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rooms  assigned  to  them,  provided  the  undergraduate  students  do  not 
occupy  all  the  rooms  of  the  dormitory.  Juniors  and  Middlers  who 
desire  rooms  for  the  following  year  must  make  application  therefor, 
in  writing,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  President, — Middlers  the  first 
week  in  April,  Juniors  the  second  week  in  April.  Those  who  do 
not  retain  rooms  according  to  this  rule  will  await  their  turn  after 
rooms  have  been  assigned  to  new  students  in  September.  New 
students  will  have  choice  of  the  rooms  not  retained  by  upper  class 
men  according  to  the  order  in  which  their  written  applications 
have  been  received.  The  assignments  will  be  made  on  the  first 
day  of  the  session. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  occupy  rooms  in  the  building 
during  the  summer  vacation  without  obtaining  permission.  Appli- 
cations for  this  privilege  are  to  be  made  to  Dr.  McNaugher.  The 
rate  of  rental  for  each  single  room  occupied  by  one  student  during 
vacation  will  be  $3-00  per  month;  when  one  student  occupies  a 
double  suite  the  rate  will  be  $5-00  per  month;  and  when  two  stu- 
dents occupy  a  double  or  a  triple  suite,  $6.00  will  be  charged,  this 
last  amount  to  be  divided  equally  between  them.  These  same  rates 
will  be  charged  proportionately  when  any  room  is  occupied  for  two 
weeks.  During  the  summer  vacation  the  laundry  fee  for  each 
student  will  be  fifty  cents  per  month.  For  the  two  weeks  succeed- 
ing the  close  of  the  session  and  one  week  preceding  the  opening  of 
the  session  all  students  will  have  free  use  of  their  rooms. 

THE  RELIGIOUS  LIFE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 

Adequate  provision  is  made  for  the  maintenance  and  develop- 
ment of  the  religious  life.  In  addition  to  the  private  devotions  of 
the  men,  there  are  various  gatherings  for  social  worship.  Daily 
chapel  services  are  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty.  A 
Seminary  Communion  Service  is  held  in  the  Pressly  Chapel  soon 
after  the  opening  of  the  session  in  the  fall;  and  a  similar  service 
especially  for  the  Senior  Class  is  held  during  commencement  week. 
The  Day  of  Prayer  for  Educational  Institutions  is  observed  each 
year  with  appropriate  exercises.  There  are  weekly  meetings  of  the 
students  in  class  groups  for  prayer,  and  there  is  a  monthly  meeting 
of  the  Student  Association.  This  organization  aims  to  promote 
the  spiritual  life  of  the  students,  and  to  cultivate  interest  in  Christ's 
cause.  The  local  branch  of  the  Student  Volunteer  Movement  does 
much  to  keep  alive  and  active  the  missionary  spirit. 
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THE  SOCIAL  LIFE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 

On  the  first  Friday  evening  after  the  opening  of  the  session, 
the  Student  Association  arranges  a  reception  for  the  new  students. 
This  is  usually  held  in  one  of  the  local  churches.  Other  social 
affairs  are  held  at  the  option  of  the  students  during  the  year. 
For  general  social  purposes  there  is  a  room  set  aside  in  the  Seminary. 
The  different  congregations  of  the  city  invite  the  students  to  come 
to  their  socials  and  share  their  hospitality. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE 

In  the  Fall  and  Spring,  outdoor  sports  hold  first  place.  The 
city  tennis  courts  in  the  park,  two  minutes  walk  from  the  Seminary, 
may  be  used.  The  Seminary  gymnasium  provides  additional  oppor- 
tunity for  physical  training. 

Allegheny  Young  Men's  Christian  Association 

The  Allegheny  Y.M.C.A.  is  located  beside  the  Seminary.  With 
its  splendid  physical  equipment, — gymnasium,  bowling  alleys, 
showers,  and  sv/imming  pool, — it  offers  a  fine  opportunity  to  the 
men  of  the  Seminary,  all  of  whom  have  free  membership  in  it.  Pro- 
vision is  made  for  a  variety  of  games.  Mr.  Clyde  R.  Watford, 
physical  director  of  the  "Y,"  conducts  a  special  gym  class  for  the 
Seminary  students.    A  physical  examination  is  required  of  all  who 

enter  this  class. 

EXPENSES 

There  are  no  tuition  fees,  nor  are  there  any  rental  or  contingent 
expenses.  All  the  privileges  of  the  Seminary,  inclusive  of  the 
dormitory,  are  free.  Where,  however,  a  student  desires  extra  accom- 
modations, such  as  a  suite  of  two  rooms,  a  charge  of  $25.00  will  be 
made.  Students  who  elect  private  lodgings  must  meet  their  rental 
expenses  unaided. 

A  dining-room  is  located  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  dormitory, 
providing  for  club  boarding  at  cost.  Although  much  of  the  equip- 
ment has  been  provided  by  the  Seminary,  the  dining-room  is  under 
student  administration.  A  limited  number  of  students  receive  their 
board  in  compensation  for  their  services  as  waiters.  An  initial 
deposit  of  $15.00  is  required  of  each  student  to  defray  the  bills  of 
the  first  month, — this  being  returned  the  second  semester.  The 
bills  are  monthly.  The  first  three  of  these  usually  amount  to 
$20.00  each,  the  others  gradually  decreasing  over  the  school  term. 
The  average  cost  throughout  the  year  is  approximately  $4.25  per 
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week, — for  a  week  of  five  and  one-half  days.  The  cost  of  food 
over  the  week-ends,  when  the  club  is  not  functioning,  is  included 
in  the  estimate  below.  All  men  rooming  in  the  building  are  re- 
quired to  take  their  meals  in  the  Seminary  dining  hall. 

The  United  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication  and  Bible 
School  Work  furnishes  all  text-books  at  a  reduction  of  twenty  per 
cent.;  other  books,  cash,  at  a  reduction  of  fifteen  per  cent.  The 
Board  also  grants  reasonable  credit  to  United  Presbyterian  students 
under  presbyterial   supervision,   where  they  are  unable   to   make 

immediate  payment.

COMPETITIVE  SCHOLARSHIPS 


The  James  Purdy  Scholarship  Foundation 

There  exists  in  the  possession  of  the  Seminary  the  Purdy  Fund, 
bearing  the  name  of  its  founder.  The  income,  not  to  exceed  $300, 
is  apportioned  equally  each  year  to  the  six  members  of  the  Junior 
Class  who  attain  the  highest  average  of  excellence  in  their  Seminary 
work.  The  scholarship  is  subject  to  the  conditions  that  the  entire 
year's  work  be  completed  within  the  Seminary  year  and  that  no 
award  be  made  to  a  student  whose  general  average  does  not  reach 
85%  or  who  receives  a  grade  of  less  than  80%  in  any  department. 

The  Thomas  Jamison  Scholarship  Foundation 

In  memory  of  the  late  Thomas  Jamison,  Esq.,  of  the  North 
Side,  Pittsburgh,  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Seminary,  Mrs.  Jamison  endowed  a  scholarship,  the  income 
of  which,  not  to  exceed  $800,  is  given  each  year  to  the  member 
of  the  Senior  Class  who  received  the  highest  average  grade  in  all 
departments  during  the  Junior  and  Middle  years  and  the  first  half 
of  the  Senior  year.  The  general  average  must  reach  90%,  and  in 
no  study  must  the  grade  be  lower  than  80%.  The  award  of  this 
scholarship  requires  that  the  recipient  spend  a  full  session, — the 
next  following  his  graduation, — at  study  in  some  foreign  theolog- 
ical institution,  to  be  selected  by  the  Faculty,  or  prosecute  such 
archaeological  research  as  may  be  assigned.  He  must  further  agree 
to  make  regular  reports  of  the  work  he  is  doing,  and  present  a  thesis 
of  not  less  than  10,000  words  on  some  subject  selected  or  approved 
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by  the  Faculty.  A  splendid  opportunity  is  thus  afforded  to  a  worthy 
man  each  year  for  broadening  his  theological  education  and  ob- 
taining the  rich  culture  which  comes  with  foreign  study  and  travel. 
The  degree  of  Master  of  Theology  is  conferred  without  further 
requirement  on  all  who  take  the  Jamison  scholarship  and  satisfy 
its  conditions,  subject  to  the  usual  fee  of  $10.00. 

In  case  the  student  w^ho  receives  the  scholarship  is  going  into 

one  of  the  Church's  foreign  fields,  he  is  allowed  to  attend  the 

Kennedy  School   of  Missions  in  America   instead  of  a  European 

institution. 

The  Jane  Hogg  Gardner  Scholarship  Foundation 

To  the  Senior  student  taking  the  second  rank  in  grades  averaged 

through  the  entire  course  the  Seminary  awards  the  income  of  the 

Gardner  bequest,  not  to  exceed  $200,  but  on  condition  that  there  is 

no  grade  of  less  than  80%  in  any  department,  and  that  a  satisfactory 

thesis  of  at  least  5,000  words  on  an  assigned  subject  be  presented 

to  the  Faculty. 

The  Church  History  Foundation 

For  a  number  of  years  past,  through  the  kindness  of  a  friend, 
the  Seminary  has  awarded  first  and  second  prizes  of  $100  and  $50 
respectively  to  the  Senior  students  taking  first  and  second  rank  in 
grades  averaged  through  the  entire  course  in  Church  History  and 
History  of  Doctrine.  In  order  to  qualify  for  these  awards,  students 
must,  furthermore,  have  been  in  attendance  at  this  Seminary  from 
the  beginning  of  the  Junior  year  and  have  received  no  grade  of  less 
than  80%  in  any  department.  It  is  hoped  that  economic  conditions 
will  be  such  as  to  make  possible  the  continuance  of  these  awards. 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship  of  the  American  School  of 
Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem,  with  a  stipend  of  $1,500,  is  awarded 
annually  on  examination.  A  list  of  the  books  recommended  to 
candidates  for  the  Fellowship,  and  special  facilities  for  preparation, 
will  be  supplied  by  the  Seminary. 

SELF  SUPPORT  AND  STUDENT  AID 


The  Board  of  Education  Aid 


The  General  Assembly  authorizes  the  presbyteries  to  recom- 
mend worthy  students  for  grants  from  the  Board  of  Education 
according  to  the  following  rates :  one  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  to 
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students  of  the  first  year,  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  to  second- 
year  students;  and  sixty  dollars  to  third-year  students.  These 
grants  are  made  only  to  students  who  attend  the  United  Presbyterian 

Seminary. 

Student  Aid  Fund 

There  is  a  limited  fund  at  the  disposal  of  the  Seminary  for  the 

assistance  of  needy  students.    This  fund  is  provided  for  emergency 

cases  only  and  is  administered  under  the  careful  supervision  of  the 

Faculty. 

The  Lesson  of  History 

It  may  be  encouraging  to  students  to  know  that  we  do  not 
have  in  the  history  of  either  Seminary  a  record  of  any  student  who 
has  been  obliged  to  leave  the  Seminary  for  financial  reasons. 

THE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

All  who  have  been  enrolled  as  students  of  either  the  Pittsburgh 
or  the  Xenia  Theological  Seminary  are  entitled  to  membership.  The 
object  of  the  Association  is  to  cherish  the  memories  of  Seminary 
life,  to  maintain  an  active  interest  in  Seminary  affairs,  and  to  pro- 
mote the  welfare  of  the  Seminary  and  the  Church.  A  business 
meeting,  followed  by  a  social  hour  and  banquet,  is  held  each  year  in 
connection  with  the  Commencement  Exercises.  The  business  meet- 
ing is  held  in  the  Second  Church,  North  Side,  Pittsburgh,  at  4:00 
P.M.  of  Commencement  Day.  At  this  time  the  Association  elects 
officers  to  serve  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  business  meeting  is 
followed  by  a  social  hour  culminating  in  the  Alumni  Banquet  at 
5:30  P.M.    Alumni  and  friends  of  the  Seminary  are  urged  to  attend.

David  Frazier  McGill,  son  of  James  L.  and  Christiana  (Sights) 
McGill,  was  born  near  Claysville,  Pa.,  March  22,  1857.  He  was  grad- 
uated from  Washington  and  Jefferson  College  in  1881,  and  from  the 
Allegheny  Theological  Seminary  in  1884.  He  received  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity  from  Muskingum  College  in  1892,  and  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Laws  from  Washington  and  Jefferson  College  in  1916. 
Ordained  to  the  ministry  in  1885,  he  succeeded  the  noted  Dr.  A.  D. 
Clark  as  Pastor  of  the  Sixth  U.  P.  Church,  Allegheny,  Pa.  Here  he 
served  twenty-six  years.  A  shorter  pastorate  of  four  years  was  spent 
in  Ben  Avon,  Pa.,  in  the  formative  period  of  the  Church's  life.  He  was 
a  faithful  pastor,  an  interesting  and  instructive  preacher.  Deep  con- 
victions were  matched  by  courage  and  consideration.  He  was  a  man 
of  strength  and  tenderness,  of  sincerity  and  genial  charm. 

During  the  forty-six  years  of  his  ministerial  life  Dr.  McGill  was 
highly  honored  both  within  his  own  Church  and  in  interdenominational 
councils.  As  General  Secretary  of  the  Y.  P.  C.  U.,  (1897-1900),  he  was 
chiefly  credited  with  the  success  of  one  of  its  best  conventions  (at 
Columbus)  and  with  perfecting  the  details  of  its  organization  and  rules 
of  procedure.  For  twenty-three  years  (1891-1914),  he  was  an  Associate 
Editor  of  the  United  Presbyterian,  and  his  "Brevities"  were  always 
interesting  and  informing.  He  was  elected  principal  Clerk  of  the 
General  Assembly  at  Tarkio,  Mo.,  in  1903-  A  high  standard  of  effi- 
ciency had  been  set  by  his  predecessor.  Dr.  W.  J.  Reid,  and  the  duties 
of  the  office  were  increasing  with  a  growing  Church;  but  Dr.  McGill 
measured  up  to  the  demands  of  the  office  with  eminent  satisfaction. 
He  was  elected  seven  times  in  succession  to  this  office,  until  "twenty- 
eight  General  Assemblies  came  under  his  guiding  hand,  his  courteous 
consideration,  his  ripe  judicial  experience,  and  his  wise  and  balanced 
judgment." 

In  1915,  Dr.  McGill  came  to  the  Pittsburgh  Theological  Seminary, 
with  a  rich  background,  an  attractive  personality,  and  recognized  apti- 
tudes for  study  and  teaching.  He  commanded  respect  and  at  the  same 
time  won  confidence  and  affection.  As  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  His- 
tory and  Church  Government,  he  spent  the  last  sixteen,  and  these  the 
most  mature,  years  of  his  life  training  students  for  the  gospel  ministry. 
In  a  rare  degree  Dr.  McGill  exemplified  the  motto  of  our  Church :  The 
Truth  of  God,  Forbearance  in  Love.  On  the  26th  of  April,  1931,  the 
Lord  claimed  his  presence  among  "the  spirits  of  just  men  made  perfect. ' ' 
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1862-1933 

John  Hunter  Webster,  the  son  of  John  and  Isabel  Grace  Young 
(Clarkson)  Webster,  was  born  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.,  Jan.  8,  1862.  He 
was  graduated  from  Westminster  College  in  1886,  and  from  Xenia 
Theological  Seminary  in  1893,  and  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity  from  Tarkio  College  in  1908.  He  was  ordained  to  the  min- 
istry Aug.  1,  1893,  and  served  as  pastor  of  the  Second  U.  P.  Church, 
Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  from  1893  to  1895,  and  as  pastor  of  the  Eighth 
U.  P.  Church,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  from  1895  to  1908.  He  was  Professor 
of  N.  T.  Literature  and  Exegesis  in  the  Xenia  Theological  Seminary 
from  1908  to  1930,  and  Professor  of  N.  T.  Language  and  Literature  in 
the  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  from  the  union  in  1930  till  his  death. 
May  8,  1933-  Almost  to  his  last  hour  he  was  busy  with  his  Seminary 
labors. 

Doctor  Webster  belonged  to  a  ministerial  family:  the  official  records 
name  his  two  grandfathers,  two  brothers,  and  one  of  his  sons.  As  a 
minister  of  the  Word,  he  cherished  the  Divine  oracles,  jealously  guard- 
ing them,  faithfully  using  them.  Loyal  to  the  Church  and  to  every 
ordinance  of  God,  he  labored  and  he  prayed  for  the  coming  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  among  men.  He  wrought  solidly,  not  of  wood,  hay  and 
stubble,  but  of  gold,  silver  and  precious  stones.  Doctor  Webster  was 
a  gifted  teacher,  a  man  of  consecrated  scholarship.  He  was  unusually 
well  acquainted  with  the  literature  of  his  own  special  field  and  also  of 
the  whole  religious  realm.  He  had  a  mind  intent  upon  the  truth,  keen 
in  discrimination  and  judicious  in  estimate.  Ready  to  help  in  every 
good  cause,  especially  by  giving  himself,  he  shared  with  others  the 
results  of  arduous  labors.  In  regular  Seminary  classes,  in  graduate 
seminars,  in  gatherings  for  public  worship  and  for  neighborhood  Bible 
study,  he  took  the  resources  of  his  Christian  culture  and  translated  them 
effectively  for  instruction  and  edification.  Pure  in  heart  and  life,  humble 
and  gracious  in  spirit,  simple  in  manner,  he  knew  his  Lord  and  he  knew 
the  way  to  the  human  heart.  He  made  fast  friends,  and  those  of  the 
inner  circle  knew  him  as  a  father  and  a  brother.  In  the  twenty-five 
years  of  his  service  in  the  Seminary,  hundreds  of  students  kindled  their 
2eal  in  his  fellowship.    "He  being  dead  yet  speaketh." 
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1858-1933 

Melvin  Grove  Kyle,  son  of  Samuel  W.  and  Sarah  Elizabeth  (Grove) 
Kyle,  w^as  born  near  Cadiz,  Ohio,  May  7,  1858.  Graduated  from 
Muskingum  College  in  1881,  and  from  Allegheny  Theological  Seminary 
in  1885,  he  received  the  honorary  degrees  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  in  1893 
and  Doctor  of  Laws  in  1909.  He  was  ordained  to  the  ministry,  May 
10,  1886,  and  became  pastor  of  the  Seventh  U.  P.  Church,  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  where  he  remained  till  1915-  A  man  of  versatile  genius,  Dr.  Kyle 
became  interested  in  Egyptology  and  Palestinian  Archaeology  in  their 
bearings  upon  the  historical  trustworthiness  of  Scripture;  and  from 
1908  to  1915  he  gave  special  lectures  on  Biblical  Archaeology  in  the 
Xenia  Theological  Seminary.  In  1915  he  became  Professor  of  Biblical 
Theology  and  Archaeology  in  Xenia  Seminary  and  served  in  this  ca- 
pacity until  the  union  of  the  seminaries  in  1930.  Then  he  became 
Research  Lecturer  in  Biblical  Archaeology  in  the  Pittsburgh-Xenia 
Seminary.  He  was  the  efficient  President  of  Xenia  Seminary  from  1922 
to  1930  and  the  Editor  of  the  Bibliotheca  Sacra  from  1921  until  his 
death.  He  was  Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly  which  met  in 
Washington,  D.  C,  in  1927,  and  was  honored  by  his  denomination  in 
numerous  other  ways.  He  died  at  his  home  in  Mt.  Lebanon,  Pittsburgh, 
May  25,  1933. 

Doctor  Kyle's  archaeological  interest  led  him  into  extensive  research 
and  exploration.  Of  his  various  investigations  his  excavations  at 
Kiriath  Sepher  (1926,  1928,  1930,  and  1932)  were  the  most  extensive 
and  rewarding.  His  research  work  bore  fruit  in  his  regular  Seminary 
teaching,  in  numerous  lectures  both  technical  and  popular,  in  manifold 
literary  productions,  and  brought  him  recognition  as  an  archaeologist 
of  note  both  in  America  and  beyond  the  seas.  The  Museum  at  the 
Seminary  and  six  books  on  archaeological  subjects  are  among  the 
monuments  of  his  labor.  He  was  a  most  interesting  expository  preacher, 
expert  in  using  research  material  in  interpreting  the  Word  of  God. 
And  he  taught  with  the  simplicity  and  sure  touch  of  one  who  has  ac- 
quired mastery.  He  took  the  facts  of  a  dead  past  and  gave  them  mean- 
ing for  the  living  present.  He  excelled  in  the  popular  presentation  of 
archaeological  subjects.  By  his  lofty  attainments,  his  genuine  piety, 
his  far-reaching  vision,  his  contagious  optimism,  and  his  kind  and  lowly 
spirit,  he  made  friends  among  all  classes,  was  easily  at  home  among 
scholars,  and  bore  in  his  person  the  marks  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 
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1839-1934 

John  A.  Wilson,  son  of  Daniel  Wilson,  was  born  in  Pleasantville, 
Venango  Co.,  Pa.,  Oct.  4,  1839.  He  was  graduated  from  Westminster 
College  in  1864,  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1867,  and  practiced  law  in  New 
Castle,  1867-69.  He  was  graduated  from  the  Allegheny  Theological 
Seminary  in  1872,  and  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  in  September  of 
the  same  year.  He  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from  the 
University  of  Wooster  in  1887  and  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  from 
Wabash  College,  in  1903.  He  served  as  pastor  of  the  First  U.  P.  Church, 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  from  1876  to  1886,  and  of  the  U.  P.  Church  of  Wooster, 
Ohio,  from  1887  to  1893.  He  was  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History 
and  Church  Government  in  the  Allegheny  Theological  Seminary  from 
1893  to  1915.  He  was  Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly  which  met 
in  Albany,  Oregon,  in  1894.  After  some  years  of  retirement  he  passed 
to  his  reward  Feb.  9,  1934. 

Dr.  Wilson  was  a  preacher  of  outstanding  spiritual  power,  mantled 
not  by  departing  prophet  but  by  the  risen  Lord.  Fervent  in  spirit, 
warm  in  his  attachments,  he  spared  no  pains  either  in  humble  personal 
ministration  or  in  the  propagation  and  defense  of  truth.  His  convic- 
tions were  clear  and  strong,  grounded  as  they  were  in  a  diligent  study 
of  the  Bible.  With  the  earnestness  of  a  man  sent  of  God,  he  sought  to 
impart  his  convictions  to  others  and  thus  lead  them  into  the  vigor  and 
joy  of  the  Christian  life.  He  was  wise  in  counsel  both  as  pastor  and  as 
presbyter,  and  in  the  courts  of  the  Church  a  man  to  be  reckoned  with. 

As  a  teacher.  Dr.  Wilson  found  personality  the  key  to  interpretation. 
He  was  less  interested  in  the  mere  movementsof  history  than  in  the  men 
who  made  the  history;  and  in  his  biographical  lectures  the  great 
leaders  of  the  Church  were  limned  with  light.  Unwavering  in  his 
devotion  to  his  own  denomination,  his  zeal  burned  rather  for  the 
Church  as  the  Body  of  Christ.  He  thought  of  the  ministry  in  vital, 
spiritual  terms,  and  held  the  office  so  sacred  that  no  man  dare  enter 
it  unless  thrust  by  the  hand  of  the  Lord.  Humbly  grateful  for  his  own 
Divine  call,  he  magnified  Christ  and  contended  for  the  faith.  Crowned 
by  grace  he  rests  from  his  labors. 
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DONATIONS  AND  BEQUESTS 

The  provision  of  modern  theological  education  without  charge 
to  students  requires  an  extensive  outlay  on  the  part  of  the  Seminary. 
The  maintenance  of  the  Seminary  building  and  equipment  is  but 
one  item  in  the  annual  draft  upon  the  treasury.  At  the  present  time 
the  income  from  endowment  is  quite  insufficient  to  meet  current 
expenses. 

The  claims  of  the  Seminary  are,  therefore,  submitted  to  the 
consideration  of  all  who  wish  to  honor  the  Lord  with  their  sub- 
stance. Congregations,  as  well  as  individuals,  are  asked  to  give 
their  help  to  the  institution.  Appeal  is  also  made  to  all  who  purpose 
making  bequests  to  remember  the  Seminary,  for  the  training  of  the 
ministry  is  the  primary  educational  task  of  the  Church.

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THE  CONTROL  AND  MANAGEMENT 


The  Pittsburgh-XenIa  Theological  Seminary  is  the  result  of  a 
union  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries  consummated  in 
1930.  According  to  its  proper  ancestry  the  Xenia  Seminary  was 
founded  in  1794  by  the  Associate  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
Pittsburgh  Seminary  was  founded  in  1825  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.  The  Seminary  as 
now  established  is  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  American 
Synods  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  ultimate  review 
control  of  the  General  Assembly.  Its  management  is  committed  to 
a  Board  of  Directors  and  Trustees.  The  Board  of  Directors  consists 
of  thirty-five  members,  ministers  or  ruling  elders,  who  are  nom- 
inated by  the  several  Synods  to  a  Commission  of  the  General 
Assembly  for  election  on  the  basis  of  each  Synod  having  one  repre- 
sentative for  every  five  thousand  church  members  or  a  major  frac- 
tion thereof.  Each  Synod  has  at  least  one  representative.  The 
Board  of  Directors  has  the  general  government  of  the  Seminary, 
subject  to  the  authority  of  the  Synods  and  the  General  Assembly, 
appoints  the  Trustees,  and  provides  for  the  financial  maintenance 
of  the  institution.  The  Board  of  Trustees  consists  of  twelve  mem- 
bers. It  is  the  corporate  body  which  holds  and  manages  the  real 
estate  and  the  funds  of  the  Seminary.  The  term  and  the  course  of 
study  are  determined  by  the  General  Assembly.

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THE  PURPOSE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 


The  purpose  of  the  Seminary,  as  defined  in  the  Constitution,  is 
to  instruct  candidates  for  the  gospel  ministry,  ordained  ministers 
of  the  gospel,  and  such  as  may  be  preparing  for  other  special  lines 
of  Christian  service,  in  the  knowledge  of  the  doctrines  of  the 
Scriptures,  and  the  order  and  institutes  of  worship  taught  therein 
and  summarily  exhibited  in  the  standards  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  of  North  America;  to  cherish  in  them  the  life  of  true 
godliness,  and  to  cultivate  the  gifts  which  Christ,  the  Head  of  the 
Church,  confers  on  those  whom  He  calls  and  ordains  to  the  minis- 
try, to  the  end  that  there  may  be  raised  up  a  succession  of  able, 
faithful,  and  godly  ministers  of  the  gospel  and  of  other  Christian 
workers. 


THE  DIVINITY  SCHOOL 


THE  TERM  AND  COURSE  OF  STUDY 

The  regular  course  of  seminary  training  prescribed  by  the 
General  Assembly  covers  a  period  of  three  academic  years,  each  of 
which  is  divided  in  January  into  two  semesters.  The  annual  session 
begins  the  third  Wednesday  of  September,  and  continues  thirty- 
four  weeks  including  holidays.  The  distribution  of  studies  by 
departments  and  semesters  is  exhibited  on  pages   19-21. 

The  Seminary  course  is  built  for  college  graduates  and 
presupposes  a  foundation  of  broad  and  liberal  culture.  In 
preparation  for  their  professional  training  in  the  Seminary,  college 
students  should  take  substantial  courses  in  English  Literature, 
English  Composition,  Bible,  Greek,  Mathematics  or  Science, 
History,  Sociology,  Psychology,  Ethics,  Logic,  Philosophy,  and 
Speech.

Registration.  Tuesday,  September  17,  1935,  is  set  aside  for 
the  registration  of  ail  new  students  and  also  of  upper  class  men 
having  any  irregularities  in  their  standing  or  schedule.  Wednesday 
morning  is  appointed  for  the  registration  of  all  regular  students  in 
the  Middle  and  Senior  classes.  It  is  important  that  students  come 
for  registration  at  the  time  appointed,  and  also  that  they  be  on 
hand  for  the  Formal  Opening  of  the  Seminary  Wednesday  after- 
noon: thus  only  can  they  be  ready  to  enter  upon  their  regular 
class  work  at  8:30  o'clock  the  following  morning.  New  students 
in  particular  should  notice  that  the  proper  time  to  enter  the  Semi- 
nary is  at  the  opening  of  the  annual  session  in  September.  Those 
who  enter  at  mid-year,  except  by  regular  transfer  from  some  other 
standard  theological  seminary,  will  not  be  regularly  classified  as 
Juniors  until  the  following  fall. 

Credentials.  Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present 
satisfactory  testimonials  of  his  suitableness  as  a  candidate  for  the 
ministry  or  other  contemplated  form  of  Christian  service.  These 
credentials  include  (1)  a  letter  of  introduction  from  his  pastor  or 
session  certifying  his  active  Church  membership,  his  genuine 
piety  and  qualities  of  spiritual  leadership;  (2)  a  letter  from  the 
clerk  of  his  presbytery,  or  corresponding  church  officer,  indicating 
that  he  has  been  taken  under  proper  ecclesiastical  supervision  and 
is  officially  recommended  as  a  student  of  theology;  and  (3)  evi- 
dence of  full  collegiate  preparation,  including  an  ofl[icial  transcript 
of  his  college  credits. 

All  credentials  should  be  at  hand  July  1st.  Students  can 
facilitate  matters  by  attention  to  the  following  particulars:  (1) 
Make  application  early,  using  the  official  blank;  (2)  arrange  to 
be  taken  under  care  of  presbytery  at  its  spring  meeting;  (3)  im- 
mediately after  graduation,  request  the  college  office  to  send 
transcript  of  college  credits  directly  to  the  Seminary  in  care  of  the 
Registrar;  (4)  send,  or  deliver  in  person,  the  letters  from  pastor 
and  clerk  of  presbytery. 

Declaration  of  Purpose.  Before  being  admitted  to  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Seminary,  every  student  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the 
Registrar,  subscribe  a  declaration  to  the  effect  that  while  he  is  a 
student  in  the  Seminary  he  will  regularly,  punctually,  and  diligently 
attend  upon  all  the  instructions  of  the  professors,  that  he  will 
promptly  comply  with  the  lawful  requisitions  of  the  Faculty  and 
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be  subject  to  their  authority,  that  he  will  honestly  conform  to  all 
regulations  of  the  Seminary,  and  that  he  will  not  propagate  any 
opinions  in  opposition  to  the  standards  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Entrance  Deposit,  From  the  moment  of  entrance,  students  are 
regarded  as  stewards  of  the  Church's  property,  having  special 
responsibility  in  the  free  use  of  library  and  dormitory  equipment. 
Each  student,  upon  matriculation,  is  required  to  make  a  deposit 
of  ^5.00,  which  is  returnable  at  the  end  of  the  Seminary  course, 
less  any  necessary  deductions. 

CLASSIFICATION 

Regular  or  Degree  Students.  Applicants  for  admission  as 
students  in  full  standing  to  take  the  prescribed  course  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  Degree  of  Th.B.  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a 
standard  college  or  university.  (Here,  as  elsewhere,  when  a  degree 
is  mentioned  as  a  pre-requisite,  it  must  have  been  secured  without 
duplication  of  credit.) 

Part-Time  Students.  Students  who  are  not  so  situated  that 
they  can  devote  full  time  to  Seminary  work  may  be  admitted  by 
the  Faculty  to  take  such  courses  as  their  time  permits  in  prepara- 
tion for  some  form  of  Christian  service.  But  they  must  have  the 
same  academic  preparation  and  furnish  the  same  credentials  as 
are  required  of  Regular  Degree  Students. 

Classification  by  Years.  Students  who  register  for  the  full 
course  are,  for  practical  purposes,  classified  normally  as  Juniors 
during  their  first  year,  as  Middlers  during  their  second  year,  and 
as  Seniors  during  their  third  year. 

Transferred  Students.  Persons  qualified  for  admission  to  the 
Seminary,  who  have  successfully  completed  partial  courses  in  some 
other  approved  school  of  theology  may  be  admitted  by  the  Faculty 
to  corresponding  standing  in  this  institution  upon  the  presentation 
of  satisfactory  credentials,  which  should  include  (1)  a  certificate 
of  good  standing  and  honorable  dismission,  and  (2)  a  complete 
official  transcript  of  their  credits. 

THE  STUDENT'S  SCHEDULE 
The  Norm.     Students  adequately  prepared  and  able  to  give 
full  time  to  Seminary  work  are  expected  to  follow  the  regular 
schedule,  involving  17  credit  hours  a  week  throughout  the  three 
years  of  the  Seminary  course. 
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Extra  Hours.  No  student  is  allowed  to  take  more  than  the 
regular  schedule  without  special  permission  from  the  Faculty. 
A  record  of  scholarly  work  is  pre-requisite  to  the  granting  of  such 
permission. 

Limitations.  Students  having  pastoral  charges  or  other  out- 
side work  Involving  extraordinary  demands  upon  their  time  are 
limited  to  such  courses  as  they  can  carry  satisfactorily.  Students 
who  for  any  reason  fall  to  do  a  satisfactory  grade  of  work  In  their 
scheduled  studies  are  also  subject  to  limitation  by  the  Faculty. 
Regular  Juniors  are  not  allowed  to  assume  pastoral  responsi- 
bilities. 

The  Miriimum.  Students  must  carry  at  least  12  hours  of  con- 
current Seminary  work  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of 
the  Dormitory  and  to  a  share  in  Seminary  aid. 

Registration  each  Semester.  At  the  beginning  of  each  semes- 
ter every  student  shall  file  with  the  Registrar  a  complete  list  of  his 
studies.  When  his  schedule  has  been  approved,  no  change  may  be 
made  by  the  student  without  consulting  the  Registrar. 

ATTENDANCE 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  Is  Indispensable  to  satisfac- 
tory work.  All  absence,  or  even  tardiness,  for  whatever  reason, 
has  an  injurious  effect  on  the  student's  standing  and  progress. 
Excuses  for  absence  must  be  presented  in  writing  to  the  professors 
concerned  Immediately  upon  return  to  class  work  and  shall  specify 
date,  classes  missed,  and  cause  of  absence. 

EXAMINATIONS 

In  order  to  test  the  student's  progress  in  the  various  depart- 
ments, written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  semester. 
From  these  examinations  and  the  class  room  work  the  term  grades 
of  the  student  are  determined.  Seventy  per  cent.  Is  required  as  a 
passing  grade  In  every  subject.  Only  one  re-examinatlon  Is  allowed 
In  any  one  course.  A  report  of  the  student's  attendance  and 
credits  Is  made  semi-annually  to  his  presbytery  or  corresponding 
church  authority. 

When  a  student  falls  below  the  passing  grade  In  a  given 
subject,  he  Is  conditioned  in  that  subject.     Conditions  attaching 
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to  the  work  of  the  first  semester  must  be  removed  by  the  first 
of  the  following  March.  Conditions  attaching  to  work  of  the 
second  semester,  except  in  the  case  of  Seniors,  must  be  removed 
by  the  first  of  November  following.  When  a  student  falls  far 
below  the  passing  mark,  or  fails  to  remove  conditions  within  the 
appointed  time,  his  work  is  counted  a  failure  and  the  course  must 
be  repeated  in  class  in  order  to  secure  credit. 

GRADUATION:  REQUIREMENTS  AND  AWARDS 

General  Requirements,  In  order  to  graduate,  a  student  must 
successfully  complete  the  regular  three-year  course  of  prescribed 
and  elective  studies  amounting  to  102  semester  hours.  At  least  one 
year  of  work  in  residence  is  required  for  graduation. 

The  Degree  of  Th.B.  The  Diploma  of  the  Seminary  with  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Theology  is  conferred  only  upon  Degree 
Students  who  complete  the  regular  course  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  Faculty  and  who  display  at  least  average  ability  in  every 
department. 

Graduation  Fee.  A  fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  to  cover  the  cost 
of  Diploma.  This  fee  is  due  the  15th  of  April  preceding  gradua- 
tion. 

Graduation  Honors.  The  honor,  Cum  Laude,  is  granted  to  all 
who  throughout  the  Seminary  course  are  clearly  distinguished 
(1)  for  academic  attainments,  (2)  for  regular  and  punctual  at- 
tendance, and  (3)  for  general  fitness  for  the  gospel  ministry. 
The  honor.  Magna  Cum  Laude,  is  granted  to  all  who  possess  these 
qualifications  in  an  unusual  degree;  and,  Summa  Cum  Laude,  in 
very  rare  instances,  in  recognition  of  superlative  merit.

Dr.  Baldinger 

211.  English  Bible.  This  course  is  in  the  nature  of  a  general  introduc 
tion  to  the  Enghsh  Bible.  The  aim  is  to  give  the  student  a  working 
knowledge  of  the  Book  by  examining  the  diversity  and  inter-relation  of  the 
constituent  parts  and  the  contribution  each  makes  to  the  whole.  The  course 
will  include  a  rapid  survey  of  the  several  books,  with  special  reference  to 
such  books  as  are  not  covered  more  fully  in  advanced  courses. 

Juniors,  first  semester,   one  hour  a  week. 

213  and  214.  Old  Testament  History  and  Geography.  A  study  of  the 
history  of  the  Hebrew  people  from  the  earliest  time  to  the  establishment  of 
Judaism  after  the  Exile.  The  course  includes  a  detailed  study  of  the  historical 
books  of  the  Old  Testament,  and  of  the  historical  geography  of  the  Holy 
Land  with  the  aid  of  maps  and  Bible  text. 

Juniors,   first  semester,   one  hour;   second   semester,  three  hours  a  week. 

221.  Old  Testament  Canon  and  Text.  A  study  is  made  of  the  origin  and 
gradual  formation  of  the  Hebrew  Canon.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the 
historical  grounds  upon  which  the  Protestant  Canon  of  thirtynine  books  is 
based.

222.  Poetical  Books.  An  introduction  to  Hebrew  poetry,  aiming  to 
acquaint  the  student  with  its  distinctive  form,  quality  and  rhythm.  Special 
study  is  made  of  the  book  of  Job  and  the  Hebrew  Psalter.  Other  poetical 
books  are  examined  as  time  permits.

341  and  342.  New  Testament  Exegesis.  The  Epistle  to  the  Romans  and 
the  Epistle  to  the  Philippians  will  be  studied  critically  in  the  Greek  text.  The 
Seniors  will  be  required  to  present  Exegetical  papers  on  assigned  passages. 

Middlers  and  Seniors,  two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year  1936'37. 

343  and  344.  New  Testament  Exegesis.  The  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  and 
the  First  Epistle  of  John  will  be  studied  critically  in  the  Greek  text. 

Middlers  and  Seniors,  two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year  193  5'36. 

In  the  entire  field  of  New  Testament  work  the  student  is  expected  to  prepare 
himself  in  part  for  the  classroom  by  repeated  consecutive  readings  of  the 
several  books  in  their  entirety,  following  the  text  of  the  American  Standard 
Bible.

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THE  GRADUATE  SCHOOL 


THE  DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  THEOLOGY 

Candidates  for  this  Degree.  In  order  to  qualify  for  entrance 
to  the  Graduate  School,  applicants  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree 
from  a  standard  college  or  university,  or  satisfy  the  Faculty  that 
they  have  received  the  undoubted  equivalent  of  such  college  train- 
ing. In  addition  they  must  have  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  The- 
ology, or  its  equivalent,  from  some  approved  school  of  theology. 
They  must  have  a  working  knovvdedge  of  Hebrew  and  Greek  and 
such  other  language  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  special  field  of 
investigation. 

Admission  to  the  Graduate  School  does  not  carry  with  it 
assurance  of  acceptance  as  candidate  for  the  Degree.  This  requires 
special  action  of  the  Faculty  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Dean 
of  Graduate  Work  and  the  Professor  in  charge  of  the  major;  and 
such  action  will  not  be  taken  until  the  student  has  completed  at 
least  six  semester  hours  of  work.  At  this  time,  if  not  before,  the 
student's  entire  course  of  study  must  have  the  approval  of  the 
Faculty. 

The  Work  Required.  Unless  by  special  permission  of  the 
Faculty,  candidates  for  this  Degree  must  be  in  residence  at  this 
Seminary  at  least  one  academic  year  and  complete  courses  of  study 
equivalent  to  24  semester  hours  of  professional  graduate  work. 
They  shall  be  required  to  devote  two-thirds  of  said  time  to  one 
subject,  which  shall  be  called  a  major,  and  the  remainder  to  an- 
other subject,  termed  a  minor.  In  the  department  of  the  major 
they  shall  be  required  to  WTite  a  thesis  of  not  less  than  five  thousand 
words.  The  subject  of  this  thesis  must  be  presented  for  approval 
to  the  Professor  at  the  head  of  the  department  not  later  than 
November  15th  of  the  academic  year  in  which  the  Degree  is  to  be 
conferred.  By  April  15th  a  typewritten  copy  of  the  finished  thesis 
is  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Professor.  The  work  must  be  of  a 
scholarly  grade  and  show  a  real  mastery  of  the  major  subject  and 
its  literature. 

Time  Limit.  In  all  ordinary  cases,  courses  for  the  Degree  of 
Th.M.  must  be  completed  vrithin  three  years. 
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Examination.  At  the  close  of  the  period  of  study  candidates 
for  the  Degree  shall  pass  a  rigid  examination  in  both  major  and 
minor  subjects. 

Graduation  Fee.  A  fee  of  ^10.00  is  charged  to  cover  gradua- 
tion expenses.  This  fee  is  due  upon  notification  that  the  thesis 
has  been  approved  and  the  examination  sustained. 

Special  Provision  for  Students  in  Residence.  Graduate  stu- 
dents in  residence  may  choose  from  the  general  electives  a  total 
not  to  exceed  8  hours  to  be  applied  on  the  Degree.  Other  courses 
must  be  taken  in  exclusively  graduate  subjects.  Announcement 
will  be  made  by  special  bulletin  of  residence  work  in  the  Graduate 
School,  giving  titles  of  courses,  names  of  lecturers  and  appointed 
hours.  Those  who  are  interested  should  apply  about  the  middle 
of  September  for  information  concerning  the  first  semester,  and 
about  the  middle  of  January  for  information  concerning  the  second 
semester. 

Advance  Work  for  Undergraduates.  Students  eligible  for  the 
Degree  of  Th.B.,  who  have  credits  totaling  68  hours  with  an 
average  grade  of  90%  and  no  grade  below  85  %,  may  be  permitted 
to  carry  concurrently  with  their  Senior  year  assignments  in  the 
Graduate  School.  Those  whose  eligibility  is  evident  at  the  close 
of  the  Middle  year  may  be  given  assignments  for  the  summer, 
reports  to  be  made  as  the  Professor  in  charge  may  direct.  Not 
more  than  8  semester  hours  of  credit  in  the  Graduate  School  may 
be  obtained  by  any  student  prior  to  his  receiving  the  Degree  of 
Th.B. 
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FACILITIES  FOR  STUDY 


THE  SEMINARY  LIBRARY 

The  Seminary  Library  quarters  were  completely  remodeled  in 
connection  with  the  merger  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries 
in  1930.  A  new  reference  room,  with  the  most  modern  equipment, 
was  added, — the  gift  of  the  Sixth  L^nited  Presbyterian  Church, 
Pittsburgh.  The  walls  of  the  room  display  large  colored  panelings 
setting  forth  the  historic  insignia  and  other  data  of  the  older 
Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Churches  of  the  world. 

The  former  reference  room  w^as  converted  into  a  well-ap- 
pointed reading  room,  furnished  with  a  list  of  current  periodicals. 
A  new  stack  room  with  steel  shelving  was  added,  also  a  large 
vault  for  rare  books. 

More  than  33,000  books  are  now  on  the  library  shelves,  and 
the  Seminary  policy  is  to  increase  this  number  rapidly  so  as  to 
maintain  a  standard  and  up-to-date  working  library  in  those 
departments  of  learning  to  which  the  theological  student  is  devoting 
his  attention. 

The  Newburgh  Collection 

The  research  department  of  the  library  contains  the  valuable 
collection  of  theological  works,  many  of  them  dating  from  the  early 
days  of  printing,  which  collection  was  secured  abroad  by  the  Rev. 
John  M.  Mason,  D.D.,  in  connection  with  the  founding  of  the 
Seminary  of  New  York,  afterwards  the  Newburgh  Seminary. 

The  James  Law  Library  Fund 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  late  James  Law,  Esq.,  of 
Shushan,  N.  Y.,  there  was  conveyed  to  the  Seminary  some  years 
ago  the  sum  of  ^15,000,  to  be  employed  as  a  library  endowment. 

Library  Hours 

The  library  is  open  on  week  days  to  all  ministers  and  others, 
without  restriction  of  creed,  subject  to  the  same  rules  as  apply  to 
students.  The  hours  are  9  to  5:30,  excepting  Saturday,  when  the 
closing  hour  is  12;  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday 
evenings  the  library  is  open  from  6:30  to  7:30.

The  Reading  Room 

The  Reading  Room,  adjoining  the  Seminary  Library,  is  open 
at  all  hours.  The  magazines,  reviews,  and  other  periodicals  found 
here,  represent  the  best  in  general  literature,  as  well  as  in  theology 
and  religion. 

THE  BIBLE  LANDS  AiUSEUM 

The  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  is  one  of  the 
most  active  seminaries  in  the  world  engaged  In  archaeological 
research  of  Bible  times  in  ancient  Palestine.  In  conjunction  with 
the  American  School  of  Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem  It  has 
conducted  explorations  at  Sodom  and  Gomorrah  In  1924,  excava- 
tions at  Kirjath-Sepher  in  1926,  1928,  1930,  1932,  and  excava- 
tions at  Bethel  In  1934. 

This  work  was  inaugurated  by  the  late  Dr.  M.  G.  Kyle, 
formerly  Professor  of  Biblical  Archaeology,  who  served  as  presi- 
dent of  all  these  expeditions  with  the  exception  of  the  last.  It 
was  conducted  after  his  death  as  a  memorial  to  his  work  In 
Palestinian  archaeology.  TKe  share  of  these  antiquities  which 
the  Palestinian  Archaeological  Museum  has  allotted  to  the  Semi- 
nary has  been  shipped  to  Pittsburgh  where  more  than  a  thousand 
of  these  objects  are  now  on  exhibit.  Numerous  other  valuable 
pieces  are  awaiting  special  preparation  before  being  placed  on 
exhibition. 

These  objects  all  Illustrate  In  the  most  striking  way  the  life 
of  the  people  of  Bible  Lands  and  so  become  of  great  value  for 
Interpretation  as  well  as  for  apologetics.  They  illumine  and 
corroborate  the  Biblical  narratives.  Thus  an  ineffaceable  impres- 
sion Is  made  upon  the  student  of  the  trustworthiness  of  the  Biblical 
record,  for  only  real  events  leave  anything  to  be  dug  up  out  of  the 
ground.  The  objects  In  the  Museum  are  used  constantly  In  the 
classes  of  the  Seminary.  Opportunity  is  also  afforded  the  public 
to  visit  the  Museum  at  appointed  times. 

Special  gifts  of  archaeological  specimens  are  being  constantly 
added  to  the  Museum  through  interested  friends. 
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CULTURAL  ADVANTAGES 


THE  DENOMINATIONAL  SEMINARY 
The  denominational  Seminary  has  peculiar  advantages.  Being 
under  direct  church  control,  it  certifies  its  graduates  as  trained  by 
thoroughly  responsible  teachers.  The  established  standards  are 
maintained,  and  approved  educational  methods  are  follov/ed. 
Without  dwarfing  individuality,  the  church  school  gives  to  its 
graduates  the  unique  stamp  which  wins  recognition  within  denomi- 
national bounds.  At  the  same  time  the  commingling  of  students 
from  various  evangelical  bodies  tends  to  develop  in  students  mu- 
tual understanding  and  brotherly  regard.  The  wide  range  of  ac- 
quaintance with  the  Church  and  its  leaders  secured  by  attendance 
at  the  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  is  for  the  young  minister  an 
asset  of  great  value. 

A  METROPOLITAN  ENVIRONMENT 
Pittsburgh  has  numerous  elements  of  cultural  value,  chief 
among  which  are  her  schools  and  churches.  The  church  life  of  our 
ovvn  and  other  denominations  in  Pittsburgh  is  of  the  best.  The  city 
and  its  environs,  including  more  than  eighty  of  our  own  congrega- 
tions, afford  an  excellent  example  of  the  Church  at  work.  In  all 
the  denominations  the  religious  thought  is  conservative  and  the 
methods  of  work  progressive.  The  pulpits  are  well  manned  and 
the  work  generally  well  organized.  Some  of  the  ablest  preachers 
of  our  own  and  other  churches  are  located  here.  The  student  has 
opportunity  to  study  the  methods  of  men  who  are  v/idely  known 
as  successful  ministers.  He  may  see  mission  work  carried  on  along 
improved  lines,  and  engage  in  it  himself.  He  may  study  at  first 
hand  the  most  effective  methods  of  Sabbath-school  work.  He  is 
welcomed  to  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  local  ministerial  unions, 
where  live  problems  and  issues  are  the  subjects  of  discussion. 

Pittsburgh,  together  with  the  contiguous  towns,  is  one  of  the 
great  commercial  centers  of  the  world.  It  affords  unexcelled  oppor- 
tunities for  the  study  of  social,  economical,  political,  racial,  and 
other  problems.  It  Is  in  itself  an  education  to  live  and  work  in  such 
a  city  and  catch  the  pulse  of  its  busy  life.  Moreover,  the  benefit 
of  contact  w^ith  those  engaged  in  the  varied  forms  of  work  for  social, 
moral  and  religious  betterment,  and  of  personal  experience  in  such 
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efforts,  is  evident  to  all.  As  the  future  ministers  to  persons  socially 
environed  theological  students  should  give  themselves  all  conven- 
ient advantages  to  study  mankind  in  their  varied  social  relation- 
ships. 

RELATIONS  WITH  WESTERN  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY 
Through  the  courtesy  of  The  Western  Theological  Seminary, 
we  are  privileged  to  share  in  the  series  of  lectures  delivered  under 
their  lectureship  foundations.  Attention  is  also  called  to  the 
elective  course  offered  in  Phonetics.  This  science  deals  with  the 
sounds  and  combinations  of  sounds  which  characterize  the  different 
languages  of  the  world.  A  study  of  the  principles  of  Phonetics  is  a 
most  helpful  preparation  for  learning  oriental  languages.  Such  a 
course  is  especially  valuable  for  those  who  expect  to  serve  in  for- 
eign mission  fields. 

THE    CARNEGIE  LIBRARIES 
For  literature  of  a  general  character,   covering   all   lines   of 
investigation,  the  students  have  access  to  the  Carnegie  Library  of 
the  North  Side  and  the  Carnegie  Library  of  Pittsburgh.     These 
libraries  have  on  file  the  leading  periodicals  of  the  world. 

THE  CARNEGIE  INSTITUTE 
One  of  the  advantages  v/hich  are  open  to  the  students  of  the 
Seminary  is  the  Carnegie  Institute,  with  its  splendid  Department 
of  Fine  Arts,  its  noted  Museum,  its  Concert  Hall,  and  its  fine  lec- 
ture courses.  In  the  Department  of  Fine  Arts  there  is  offered  a 
weekly  docent  service,  in  which  visitors  are  conducted  through  the 
galleries  and  halls  containing  the  Institute's  permanent  collections 
or  transient  exhibitions  of  paintings  and  sculpture. 

AFFILIATION  WITH  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  PITTSBURGH 
Graduates  from  the  three-year  course  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia 
Theological  Seminary  who  desire  to  take  the  A.M.  degree  at  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh  in  the  field  of  Religion  and  Religious 
Education  may  transfer  as  many  as  14  semester  credits  from  the 
Seminary  as  advanced  standing  toward  this  degree.  The  remain- 
ing ten  course  credits  and  six  thesis  credits  required  for  the  A.M. 
degree  must  be  taken  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  A  part  of 
the  ten  course  credits  may  be  taken  in  other  fields  of  the  University 
than  Religion  and  Religious  Education. 

Graduates  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  will  be 
allowed  a  maximum  of  30  graduate  credits  as  advanced  standing 
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toward  the  Ph.D.  degree  in  Religion  and  Religious  Education.  An 
additional  amount  of  six  graduate  credits  may  be  granted  to  stu- 
dents taking  courses  at  the  Seminary  beyond  the  regular  three-year 
theological  course,  in  which  cases  the  courses  must  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  Graduate  School  of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  University  of  Pittsburgh  will  accept  graduate  credits  from 
Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  in  the  fields  of  Biblical 
Literature,  Church  History,  Theology,  History  and  Philosophy  of 
Religion,  and  Religious  Education. 

The  amount  of  advanced  graduate  standing  granted  to  Semi- 
nary students  who  choose  to  do  their  major  work  at  the  University 
in  fields  other  than  Religion  and  Religious  Education  will  be  de- 
termined by  heads  of  these  departments.  The  advanced  standing 
for  both  the  A.M.  and  Ph.D.  degree  will  vary  some  with  depart- 
ments and  students. 

A  regular  summer  session  or  semester  must  elapse  between  the 
time  of  the  student's  graduation  from  the  Seminary  and  the  con- 
ferring of  a  graduate  degree  by  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  procedure  outlined  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs  became 
effective  February,  1933. 

THE   AMERICAN    SCHOOL   OF    ORIENTAL    RESEARCH 

Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  is  one  of  the  group  of  L^niversities, 
Colleges  and  Theological  Seminaries  in  this  country  co-operating 
in  the  support  and  control  of  the  American  School  of  Oriental 
Research  in  Jerusalem,  and  is  thus  able  to  offer  to  its  students  the 
unique  facilities  afforded  by  this  School.  Special  arrangements  are 
made  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  students  to  the  lowest  point. 

The  School  offers  to  properly  qualified  students  excellent 
opportunities  for  pursuing  such  studies  as  the  following:  Biblical 
and  Palestinian  Archaeology;  the  Geography  and  Natural  Features 
of  the  Land;  the  History  of  Israel;  Early  Church  History  and 
Patristlcs;  the  Arabic  Language,  and  the  other  Semitic  Languages 
as  connected  with  it;  Mohammedanism;  the  Political,  Social  and 
Industrial  Conditions  in  Bible  Lands;  Roman  Administration  and 
Colonization  in  the  East;  the  Crusades;  and  the  Comparative 
History  of  Religions. 
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The  School  has  a  well-selected  working  library,  which  is 
steadily  growing.  There  are  other  considerable  libraries  in  Jerusa- 
lem, some  of  which  contain  large  collections  of  manuscripts, 
chiefly  Greek  and  Arabic.  As  a  central  point  for  the  study  of 
Palestinian  antiquities,  and  for  making  tours  of  research  and  ex- 
ploration, Jerusalem  is  peculiarly  well  situated. 

Those  who  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  this  School 
can  go  at  once,  after  the  Seminary  commencement,  and  enter  the 
School  at  Jerusalem.  The  altitude  and  the  latitude  of  Jerusalem 
make  the  summer  climate  there  quite  satisfactory.  The  remainder 
of  the  year  will  afford  abundant  opportunity  for  travel  through  the 
land  and  research  in  Historical  Geography  and  Archaeology. 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship  of  the  School  at  Jerusalem, 
with  a  stipend  of  ^1500,  is  awarded  annually  on  examination.  A 
list  of  the  books  recommended  to  candidates  for  the  Fellowship, 
and  special  facilities  for  preparation,  will  be  supplied  by  the 
Seminary. 

LIFE  AT  THE  SEMINARY 


THE  SEMINARY  BUILDING 

The  Seminary  hall  is  located  at  the  corner  of  North  Avenue 
and  Buena  Vista  Street,  and  overlooks  West  Park.  On  the  first 
floor  are  the  Mary  J.  Stevenson  reception  room,  the  President's 
office,  the  Pressly  Chapel,  the  Library,  the  reference  and  reading 
rooms,  and  the  gymnasium.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  Faculty 
conference  room,  the  Bible  Lands  Museum,  and  five  class  rooms 
of  ample  proportions.  The  third,  fourth  and  fifth  floors  are 
given  over  to  dormitory  uses.  On  the  fifth  floor  there  is  a  dining- 
room,  with  kitchen  attached. 

ROOMS  AND  ACCOMMODATIONS 

The  dormitory  rooms  are  arranged  as  follows:  there  are  single 
rooms;  suites  of  double  rooms,  in  which  two  men  occupy  a  study 
and  a  bedroom  in  common;  and  suites  of  three  rooms,  in  which 
two  men  have  a  study  in  common  and  two  single  bedrooms  ad- 
joining. Each  floor  has  trunkrooms,  bathrooms,  and  lavatories. 
The  Seminary  provides  furniture  and  bedding,  including  sheets, 
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pillow  cases  and  a  limited  number  of  blankets.  Each  student 
should  bring  an  extra  blanket  for  his  own  use  in  extremely  cold 
weather.  Students  will  also  furnish  towels  for  their  own  use  and 
provide  for  the  laundering  of  these.  All  other  laundry  work  for 
the  dormitory  will  be  looked  after  by  the  Seminary. 

With  the  purpose  of  contributing  to  the  comfort  and  health 
of  the  students,  the  oversight  and  maintenance  of  the  rooms  in  the 
dormitory  are  placed  in  charge  of  a  Committee  of  women  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Directors.  These  women  make  visits  of  inspection 
from  time  to  time.  The  ordinary  supervision  and  control  of  the 
dormitory  is  committed  to  the  President's  Secretary. 

Rooms  are  provided  free  of  charge  to  students  who  take  not 
less  than  twxlve  hours  of  concurrent  Seminary  work.  Under- 
graduates are  accommodated  first.  Graduate  students  may  have 
rooms  assigned  to  them,  provided  the  undergraduate  students  do 
not  occupy  all  the  rooms  of  the  dormitory.  Juniors  and  Middlers 
who  desire  rooms  for  the  following  year  must  make  application 
therefor,  in  writing,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  President, — Middlers 
the  first  week  in  April,  Juniors  the  second  week  in  April.  Those 
who  do  not  retain  rooms  according  to  this  rule  will  await  their  turn 
after  rooms  have  been  assigned  to  new  students  in  September. 
New  students  will  have  choice  of  the  rooms  not  retained  by  upper 
class  men  according  to  the  order  in  which  their  written  applica- 
tions have  been  received.  The  assignments  will  be  made  at  4:00 
P.  M.  Tuesday,  September  17. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  occupy  rooms  In  the  building 
during  the  summer  vacation  without  obtaining  permission.  Appli- 
cations for  this  privilege  are  to  be  made  to  Dr.  McNaugher.  The 
rate  of  rental  for  each  single  room  occupied  by  one  student  during 
vacation  will  be  $3.00  per  month;  when  one  student  occupies  a 
double  suite  the  rate  will  be  $5.00  per  month;  and  when  two  stu- 
dents occupy  a  double  or  a  triple  suite,  $6.00  will  be  charged,  this 
last  amount  to  be  divided  equally  between  them.  These  same  rates 
will  be  charged  proportionately  when  any  room  Is  occupied  for  two 
weeks.  During  the  summer  vacation  the  laundry  fee  for  each 
student  will  be  fifty  cents  per  month.  For  the  two  weeks  succeed- 
ing the  close  of  the  session  and  one  week  preceding  the  opening  of 
the  session  all  students  will  have  free  use  of  their  rooms. 
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THE  RELIGIOUS  LIFE   OF   THE   SEMINARY 

Adequate  provision  is  made  for  the  maintenance  and  develop- 
ment of  the  religious  life.  In  addition  to  the  private  devotions  of 
the  men,  there  are  various  gatherings  for  social  worship.  Daily 
chapel  services  are  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty.  A 
Seminary  Communion  Service  is  held  in  the  Pressly  Chapel  soon 
after  the  opening  of  the  session  in  the  fall;  and  a  similar  service, 
especially  for  the  Senior  Class,  is  held  during  commencement  week. 
The  Day  of  Prayer  for  Educational  Institutions  is  observed  each 
year  with  appropriate  exercises.  "Family  worship"  is  conducted 
by  the  students  daily  after  the  evening  meal,  there  are  weekly  meet- 
ings of  the  students  in  class  groups  for  prayer,  and  there  is  a 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Student  Association.  This  organization 
aims  to  promote  the  spiritual  life  of  the  students,  and  to  cultivate 
interest  in  Christ's  cause.  The  local  branch  of  the  Student  Volun- 
teer Movement  does  much  to  keep  alive  and  active  the  missionary 
spirit. 

THE  SOCIAL  LIFE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 

On  the  second  Friday  evening  after  the  opening  of  the  session, 
the  Student  Association  arranges  a  reception  for  the  new  students. 
This  is  usually  held  in  one  of  the  local  churches.  Other  social 
affairs  are  held  at  the  option  of  the  students  during  the  year. 
For  general  social  purposes  there  is  a  room  set  aside  in  the  Semi- 
nary, The  different  congregations  of  the  city  invite  the  students 
to  come  to  their  socials  and  share  their  hospitality. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE 

In  the  Fall  and  Spring,  outdoor  sports  hold  first  place.  The 
city  tennis  courts  in  the  park,  two  minutes  walk  from  the  Seminary, 
may  be  used.  The  Seminary  gymnasium  provides  additional 
opportunity  for  physical  training. 

The  Allegheny  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Is  located  beside  the  Seminary. 
With  Its  splendid  physical  equipment, — gymnasium,  bowling 
alleys,  showers,  and  swimming  pool, — It  offers  a  fine  opportunity 
to  the  men  of  the  Seminary,  all  of  whom  have  free  membership 
in  it.  Provision  Is  made  for  a  variety  of  games.  Mr.  Clyde  R. 
Watford,  physical  director  of  the  "Y,"  conducts  a  special  gym 
class  for  the  Seminary  students.  A  physical  examination  Is  re- 
quired of  all  who  enter  this  class. 


ALLEGHENY  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
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EXPENSES 
There  are  no  tuition  fees,  nor  are  there  any  rental  or  contingent 
expenses.  All  the  privileges  of  the  Seminary,  inclusive  of  the 
dormitory,  are  free.  Where,  however,  a  student  desires  extra  ac- 
commodations, such  as  a  suite  of  two  rooms,  a  charge  of  $25.00 
will  be  made.  Students  who  elect  private  lodgings  must  meet 
their  rental  expenses  unaided. 

A  dining-room  is  located  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  dormitory, 
providing  for  club  boarding  at  cost.  Although  much  of  the  equip- 
ment has  been  provided  by  the  Seminary,  the  dining-room  is  under 
student  administration.  A  limited  number  of  students  receive  their 
board  in  compensation  for  their  services  as  waiters.  An  initial 
deposit  of  $20.00  is  required  of  each  student  to  defray  the  bills  of 
the  first  month, — this  being  returned  the  second  semester.  The 
bills  are  monthly.  The  first  three  of  these  usually  amount  to 
$20.00  each,  the  others  gradually  decreasing  over  the  school  term. 
The  average  cost  throughout  the  year  is  approximately  $4.25  per 
week, — for  a  week  of  five  and  one-half  days.  The  cost  of  food 
over  the  week-ends,  when  the  club  is  not  functioning,  is  included 
in  the  estimate  below.  All  men  rooming  in  the  building  are  re- 
quired to  take  their  meals  in  the  Seminary  dining  hall. 

The  United  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication  and  Bible 
School  Work  furnishes  all  text-books  at  a  reduction  of  twenty  per 
cent.;  other  books,  cash,  at  a  reduction  of  fifteen  per  cent.  The 
Board  also  grants  reasonable  credit  to  United  Presbyterian  students 
under  presbyterial  supervision,  vvhere  they  are  unable  to  make 
immediate  payment.

COMPETITIVE  SCHOLARSHIPS 


The  following  competitive  scholarships   have  been  provided 
for  the  benefit  of  United  Presbyterian  students. 

The  James  Purdy  Scholarship  Foundation 
There  exists  in  the  possession  of  the  Seminary  the  Purdy  Fund, 
bearing  the  name  of  its  founder.    The  income,  not  to  exceed  $300, 
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is  apportioned  equally  each  year  to  the  six  members  of  the  Junior 
Class  who  attain  the  highest  average  of  excellence  in  their  Seminary 
work.  The  scholarship  is  subject  to  the  conditions  that  the  entire 
year's  work  be  completed  within  the  Seminary  year  and  that  no 
award  be  made  to  a  student  whose  general  average  does  not  reach 
85  %  or  who  receives  a  grade  of  less  than  80%  in  any  department. 

The  Thomas  Jamison  Scholarship  Foundation 

In  memory  of  the  late  Thomas  Jamison,  Esq.,  of  the  North 
Side,  Pittsburgh,  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  Mrs.  Jamison  endowed  a  scholarship, 
the  income  of  which,  not  to  exceed  $800,  is  given  each  year  to  the 
member  of  the  Senior  Class  who  attains  the  highest  average  of 
excellence  in  qualifications  for  the  Christian  ministry  during  the 
Junior  and  Middle  years  and  the  first  half  of  the  Senior  year. 
In  the  matter  of  grades,  his  general  average  must  reach  90%, 
and  in  no  study  must  the  grade  be  lower  than  80%.  The  award 
of  this  scholarship  requires  that  the  recipient  spend  a  full  session, 
the  next  following  his  graduation,  at  study  in  some  loreign 
theological  institution,  to  be  selected  by  the  Faculty,  or  prosecute 
such  archaeological  research  as  may  be  assigned.  He  must 
further  agree  to  make  regular  reports  of  the  work  he  is  doing, 
and  present  a  thesis  of  not  less  than  10,000  words  on  some  subject 
selected  or  approved  by  the  Faculty.  A  splendid  opportunity  is 
thus  afforded  to  a  worthy  man  each  year  for  broadening  his 
theological  education  and  obtaining  the  rich  culture  which  comes 
with  foreign  study  and  travel.  The  degree  of  Master  of  Theology 
is  conferred  without  further  requirement  on  all  who  take  the 
Jamison  scholarship  and  satisfy  its  conditions,  subject  to  the  usual 
fee  of  $10.00.  ^ 

In  case  the  student  who  receives  the  scholarship  is  going  into 
one  of  the  Church's  foreign  fields,  he  is  allowed  to  attend  the 
Kennedy  School  of  Missions  in  America  instead  of  a  European 
institution. 

The  Jane  Hogg  GardnePs.  Scholarship  Foundation 
To  the  Senior  student  ranking  second  in  qualifications   for 
the  ministry  through  the  entire  course  the  Seminary  awards  the 
income  of  the  Gardner  bequest,  not  to  exceed  $200,  but  on  condi- 
tion that  there  is  no  grade  of  less  than  80%   in  any  department. 
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and  that  a  satisfactory  thesis  of  at  least  5,000  words  on  an  assigned 
subject  be  presented  to  the  Faculty  within  a  year  from  graduation. 

The  Church  History  Foundation 
For  a  number  of  years,  through  the  kindness  of  a  friend,  the 
Seminary  awarded  first  and  second  prizes  of  ^100  and  ^50  re- 
spectively to  the  Senior  students  taking  first  and  second  rank  in 
the  entire  course  in  Church  History  and  History  of  Doctrine. 
In  order  to  qualify  for  these  awards,  students  must,  furthermore, 
have  been  in  attendance  at  this  Seminary  from  the  beginning  of 
the  Junior  year  and  have  received  no  grade  of  less  than  80% 
in  any  department.  It  is  hoped  that  economic  conditions  will 
soon  be  such  as  to  make  possible  the  resumption  of  these  awards. 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship 
The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship  of  the  American  School  of 
Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem,  with  a  stipend  of  ^1,500,  is 
awarded  annually  on  examination.  A  list  of  the  books  recom- 
mended to  candidates  for  the  Fellowship,  and  special  facilities  for 
preparation,  will  be  supplied  by  the  Seminary. 

SELF  SUPPORT  AND  STUDENT  AID 


The  Board  of  Education  Aid 
The  General  Assembly  authorizes  the  presbyteries  to  recom- 
mend worthy  students  for  grants  from  the  Board  of  Education 
according  to  the  following  rates:  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars 
to  students  of  the  first  year,  one  hundred  and  ten  dollars  to  second- 
year  students;  and  sixty  dollars  to  third-year  students.  These 
grants  are  made  only  to  students  who  attend  the  United  Presby- 
terian Seminary. 

Student  Aid  Fund 
There  is  a  limited  fund  at  the  disposal  of  the  Seminary  for  the 
assistance  of  needy  students.    This  fund  is  provided  for  emergency 
cases  only  and  is  administered  under  the  careful  supervision  of  the 
Faculty. 

The  Lesson  of  History 

It  may  be  encouraging  to  students  to  know  that  we  do  not 
have  in  the  history  of  either  Seminary  a  record  of  any  student  who 
has  been  obliged  to  leave  the  Seminary  for  financial  reasons. 
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THE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

All  who  have  been  enrolled  as  students  of  The  Pittsburgh- 
Xenia  Theological  Seminary  or  its  constituent  institutions  are  en- 
titled to  membership.  The  object  of  the  Association  is  to  cherish 
the  memories  of  Seminary  life^  to  maintain  an  active  interest  in 
Seminary  affairs,  and  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Seminary  and 
the  Church.  A  business  meeting,  followed  by  a  social  hour  and 
banquet,  is  held  each  year  in  connection  with  the  Commencement 
Exercises.  The  business  meeting  is  held  in  the  Second  Church, 
North  Side,  Pittsburgh,  at  4:00  P.  M.  of  Commencement  Day.  At 
this  time  the  Association  elects  officers  to  serve  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  business  meeting  is  followed  by  a  social  hour  culminat- 
ing in  the  Alumni  Banquet  at  5:30  P.  M.  Alumni  and  friends  of 
the  Seminary  are  urged  to  attend.

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THE  CONTROL  AND  MANAGEMENT 


The  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  is  the  result  of  a 
union  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries  consummated  in 
1930.  According  to  its  proper  ancestry  the  Xenia  Seminary  was 
founded  in  1794  by  the  Associate  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
Pittsburgh  Seminary  was  founded  in  1825  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.  The  Seminary  as 
now  established  is  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  American 
Synods  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  ultimate  review 
control  of  the  General  Assembly.  Its  management  is  committed  to 
a  Board  of  Directors  and  Trustees.  The  Board  of  Directors  consists 
of  thirty-five  members,  ministers  or  ruling  elders,  who  are  nom- 
inated by  the  several  Synods  to  a  Commission  of  the  General 
Assembly  for  election  on  the  basis  of  each  Synod  having  one  repre- 
sentative for  every  five  thousand  church  members  or  a  major  frac- 
tion thereof.  Each  Synod  has  at  least  one  representative.  The 
Board  of  Directors  has  the  general  government  of  the  Seminary, 
subject  to  the  authority  of  the  Synods  and  the  General  Assembly, 
appoints  the  Trustees,  and  provides  for  the  financial  maintenance 
of  the  institution.  The  Board  of  Trustees  consists  of  twelve  mem- 
bers. It  is  the  corporate  body  which  holds  and  manages  the  real 
estate  and  the  funds  of  the  Seminary.  The  term  and  the  course  of 
study  are  determined  by  the  General  Assembly.

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THE  PURPOSE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 


The  purpose  of  the  Seminary,  as  defined  in  the  Constitution,  is 
to  instruct  candidates  for  the  gospel  ministry,  ordained  ministers 
of  the  gospel,  and  such  as  may  be  preparing  for  other  special  lines 
of  Christian  service,  in  the  knowledge  of  the  doctrines  of  the 
Scriptures,  and  the  order  and  institutes  of  worship  taught  therein 
and  summarily  exhibited  in  the  standards  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  of  North  America;  to  cherish  in  them  the  life  of  true 
godliness,  and  to  cultivate  the  gifts  which  Christ,  the  Head  of  the 
Church,  confers  on  those  whom  He  calls  and  ordains  to  the  minis- 
try, to  the  end  that  there  may  be  raised  up  a  succession  of  able, 
faithful,  and  godly  ministers  of  the  gospel  and  of  other  Christian 
workers. 


THE  DIVINITY  SCHOOL 


THE  TERM  AND  COURSE  OF  STUDY 

The  regular  course  of  seminary  training  prescribed  by  the 
General  Assembly  covers  a  period  of  three  academic  years,  each  of 
which  is  divided  in  January  into  two  semesters.  The  annual  session 
begins  the  third  Wednesday  of  September,  and  continues  thirty- 
four  weeks  including  holidays.  The  distribution  of  studies  by 
departments  and  semesters  is  exhibited  on  pages   19-21. 

The  Seminary  course  is  built  for  college  graduates,  and 
presupposes  a  foundation  of  broad  and  liberal  culture.  In 
preparation  for  their  professional  training  in  the  Seminary,  college 
students  should  take  substantial  courses  in  English  Literature, 
English  Composition,  Bible,  Greek,  Mathematics  or  Science, 
History,  Sociology,  Psychology,  Ethics,  Logic,  Philosophy,  and 
Speech. 
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ADMISSION 

Registration.  Tuesday,  September  15,  1936,  is  set  aside  for 
the  registration  of  all  new  students,  and  also  of  upper  classmen 
having  any  irregularities  in  their  standing  or  schedule.  Wednesday 
morning  is  appointed  for  the  registration  of  all  regular  students  in 
the  Middle  and  Senior  classes.  It  is  important  that  students  come 
for  registration  at  the  time  appointed,  and  also  that  they  be  on 
hand  for  the  Formal  Opening  of  the  Seminary  Wednesday  after- 
noon: thus  only  can  they  be  ready  to  enter  upon  their  regular 
class  work  at  8:30  o'clock  the  following  morning.  New  students, 
in  particular,  should  notice  that  the  proper  time  to  enter  the  Semi- 
nary is  at  the  opening  of  the  annual  session  in  September.  Those 
who  enter  at  mid-year,  except  by  regular  transfer  from  some  other 
standard  theological  seminary,  will  not  be  regularly  classified  as 
Juniors  until  the  following  fall. 

Credentials.  Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present 
satisfactory  testimonials  of  his  suitableness  as  a  candidate  for  the 
ministry  or  other  contemplated  form  of  Christian  service.  These 
credentials  include  (1)  a  letter  of  introduction  from  his  pastor  or 
session  certifying  his  active  church  membership  and  his 
qualifications  for  spiritual  leadership;  (2)  a  letter  from  the 
clerk  of  his  presbytery,  or  corresponding  church  officer,  indicating 
that  he  has  been  taken  under  proper  ecclesiastical  supervision  and 
is  officially  recommended  as  a  student  of  theology;  and  (3)  evi- 
dence of  full  collegiate  preparation,  including  an  official  transcript 
of  his  college  credits. 

All  credentials  shoidd  be  at  hand  Jidy  1st.  Students  can 
facilitate  matters  by  attention  to  the  following  particulars:  (1) 
Make  application  early,  using  the  official  blank;  (2)  arrange  to 
be  taken  under  care  of  presbytery  at  its  spring  meeting;  (3)  im- 
mediately after  graduation,  request  the  college  office  to  send 
transcript  of  college  credits  directly  to  the  Seminary  in  care  of  the 
Registrar;  (4)  send,  or  deliver  in  person,  the  letters  from  pastor 
and  clerk  of  presbytery. 

Declaration  of  Purpose.  Before  being  admitted  to  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Seminary,  every  student  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the 
Registrar,  subscribe  a  declaration  to  the  effect  that  while  he  is  a 
student  in  the  Seminary  he  will  regularly,  punctually,  and  diligently 
attend  upon  all  the  instructions  of  the  professors,  that  he  will 
promptly  comply  with  the  lawful  requisitions  of  the  Faculty  and 
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be  subject  to  their  authority,  that  he  will  honestly  conform  to  all 
regulations  of  the  Seminary,  and  that  he  will  not  propagate  any 
opinions  in  opposition  to  the  standards  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Entrance  Deposit.  From  the  moment  of  entrance,  students  are 
regarded  as  stewards  of  the  Church's  property,  having  special 
responsibility  in  the  free  use  of  library  and  dormitory  equipment. 
Each  student,  upon  matriculation,  is  required  to  make  a  deposit 
of  ^5.00,  which  is  returnable  at  the  end  of  the  Seminary  course, 
less  any  necessary  deductions. 

CLASSIFICATION 

Regular  or  Degree  Students.  Applicants  for  admission  as 
students  in  full  standing  to  take  the  prescribed  course  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  Degree  of  Th.B.  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a 
standard  college  or  university.  (Here,  as  elsewhere,  when  a  degree 
is  mentioned  as  a  pre-requisite,  it  must  have  been  secured  without 
duplication  of  credit.) 

Part-Time  Students.  Students  who  are  not  so  situated  that 
they  can  devote  full  time  to  Seminary  work  may  be  admitted  by 
the  Faculty  to  take  such  courses  as  their  time  permits  in  prepara- 
tion for  some  form  of  Christian  service.  But  they  must  have  the 
same  academic  preparation,  and  furnish  the  same  credentials,  as 
are  required  of  Regular  Degree  Students. 

Classification  by  Years.  Students  who  register  for  the  full 
course  are,  for  practical  purposes,  classified  normally  as  Juniors 
during  their  first  year,  as  Middlers  during  their  second  year,  and 
as  Seniors  during  their  third  year. 

Transferred  Students.  Persons  qualified  for  admission  to  the 
Seminary  who  have  successfully  completed  partial  courses  in  some 
other  approved  school  of  theology  may  be  admitted  by  the  Faculty 
to  corresponding  standing  in  this  institution  upon  the  presentation 
of  satisfactory  credentials,  which  should  include  (1)  a  certificate 
of  good  standing  and  honorable  dismission,  and  (2)  a  complete 
official  transcript  of  their  credits. 

THE  STUDENT'S  SCHEDULE 
The  Norm.    Students  adequately  prepared,  and  able  to  give 
full  time  to  Seminary  work,  are  expected  to  follow  the  regular 
schedule,  involving  17  credit  hours  a  week  throughout  the  three 
years  of  the  Seminary  course. 
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Extra  Hours.  No  student  is  allowed  to  take  more  than  the 
regular  schedule  without  special  permission  from  the  Faculty. 
A  record  of  scholarly  work  is  pre-requisite  to  the  granting  of  such 
permission. 

Limitations .  Students  having  pastoral  charges,  or  other  out- 
side work  involving  extraordinary  demands  upon  their  time,  are 
limited  to  such  courses  as  they  can  carry  satisfactorily.  Students 
who,  for  any  reason,  fail  to  do  a  satisfactory  grade  of  work  In  their 
scheduled  studies  are  also  subject  to  limitation  by  the  Faculty. 
Regular  Juniors  are  not  allowed  to  assume  pastoral  responsi- 
bilities. 

The  Minimum.  Students  must  carry  at  least  12  hours  of  con- 
current Seminary  work  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of 
the  Dormitory  and  to  a  share  in  Seminary  aid. 

Registration  each  Semester.  At  the  beginning  of  each  semes- 
ter every  student  shall  file  with  the  Registrar  a  complete  list  of  his 
studies.  When  his  schedule  has  been  approved,  no  change  may  be 
made  by  the  student  without  consulting  the  Registrar. 

ATTENDANCE 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  is  indispensable  to  satisfac- 
tory work.  All  absence,  or  even  tardiness,  for  whatever  reason, 
has  an  Injurious  effect  on  the  student's  standing  and  progress. 
Excuses  for  absence  must  be  presented  In  writing,  to  the  professors 
concerned,  immediately  upon  return  to  class  work;  and  shall  specify 
date,  classes  missed,  and  cause  of  absence. 

EXAMINATIONS 

In  order  to  test  the  student's  progress  In  the  various  depart- 
ments, written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  semester. 
From  these  examinations  and  the  class  room  work,  the  term  grades 
of  the  student  are  determined.  Seventy  per  cent.  Is  required  as  a 
passing  grade  in  every  subject.  A  fee  of  ^2.00  Is  charged  for 
each  special  examination.  Only  one  re-examination  is  allowed 
in  any  one  course.  A  report  of  the  student's  attendance  and 
credits  Is  made  semi-annually  to  his  presbytery  or  corresponding 
:hurch  authority. 

When  a  student  falls  below  the  passing  grade  In  a  given 
subject,  he  Is  conditioned  in  that  subject.     Conditions  attaching 
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to  the  work  of  the  first  semester  must  be  removed  by  the  first 
of  the  following  March.  Conditions  attaching  to  work  of  the 
second  semester,  except  in  the  case  of  Seniors,  must  be  removed 
by  the  first  of  November  following.  When  a  student  falls  far 
below  the  passing  mark,  or  fails  to  remove  conditions  within  the 
appointed  time,  his  work  is  counted  a  failure  and  the  course  must 
be  repeated  in  class  in  order  to  secure  credit. 

GRADUATION:  REQUIREMENTS  AND  AWARDS 

General  Requirements.  In  order  to  graduate,  a  student  must 
successfully  complete  the  regular  three-year  course  of  prescribed 
and  elective  studies  amounting  to  102  semester  hours.  At  least  one 
year  of  work  in  residence  is  required  for  graduation. 

The  Degree  of  Th.B.  The  Diploma  of  the  Seminary  with  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Theology  is  conferred  only  upon  Degree 
Students  who  complete  the  regular  course  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  Faculty  and  who  display  at  least  average  ability  in  every 
department. 

Graduation  Fee.  A  fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  to  cover  the  cost 
of  Diploma.  This  fee  is  due  the  15th  of  April  preceding  gradua- 
tion. 

Graduation  Honors.  The  honor,  Cum  Laude,  is  granted  to  all 
who  throughout  the  Seminary  course  are  clearly  distinguished 
(1)  for  academic  attainments,  (2)  for  regular  and  punctual  at- 
tendance, and  (3)  for  general  fitness  for  the  gospel  ministry. 
The  honor.  Magna  Cum  Laude,  Is  granted  to  all  who  possess  these 
qualifications  in  an  unusual  degree;  and,  Summa  Cum  Laude,  in 
very  rare  instances,  in  recognition  of  superlative  merit.

A  survey  of  human  thought 
from  the  time  of  the  Greeks  to  the  present  for  the  discovery  of  those  elements 
which  have  directly  dealt  with  religious  ideas  or  which  have  been  incorporated 
into  religious  systems. 

Seniors,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

732.  The  Philosophy  of  Religion.  This  course  includes  the  usual  materials 
of  Theism.  It  also  seeks  to  exhibit  the  epistemological  foundations  of  faith,  to 
state  the  analogical  argum.ent  expositionally,  to  find  an  adequate  ground  of 
values,  and  to  set  forth  the  Christian  rehgion  as  a  philosophic  system.  A 
rationale  of  method  is  undertaken  regarding  rehgion  in  historical,  aesthetical, 
and  critical  aspects. 

Seniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 
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751.  Biblical  Ethics.  Beginning  with  a  philosophic  introduction,  both  his' 
torical  and  critical,  the  Christian  ideal  of  conduct  is  unfolded,  noting  contrasts 
and  agreements  with  the  more  prominent  systems.  Particular  attention  is 
given  to  the  applicatory  feature,  both  individual  and  social  bearings  being 
considered. 

Elective  for  Middlers  and  Seniors,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week.  (Given 
in   1935-36.) 

752.  Church  Music.  The  historical  <and  didactic  place  of  music  in  wor' 
ship.  The  relation  of  music  to  other  parts  of  a  public  service.  Types  of 
sacred  song.  Problems  of  the  pastor  in  making  the  most  of  this  feature. 
No  musical  training  prerequisite  to  this  course. 

Elective  for  Middlers  and  Seniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 
(Not  offered  m  1936-37.) 

753.  Apologetics.  The  ground  of  the  older  arguments  is  covered  with 
modern  restatements  and  additions.  Christianity  is  shown  to  be  logically 
defensible. 

Elective  for  Middlers  and  Seniors,  first  semester,  tVv/o  hours  a  week.  (Not 
offered  in   1936-37.) 

754.  Christian  Sociology.  After  a  review  of  general  social  theory  as  pre' 
sented  by  leading  authorities,  the  recognized  problems  are  set  forth  with  their 
proposed  solutions.  The  Christian  method  of  approaching  'and  solving  these 
problems  is  presented.  Particular  emphasis  is  given  to  the  application  of  the 
teaching  of  Jesus  to  the  social  order. 

Elective  for  Middlers  and  Seniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 
(Not  offered  in  1936-37.) 


VIII.     PASTORAL  THEOLOGY  AND  HOMILETICS 
Dr.  Wilson 


811a.  The  Theory  of  Preaching.  Its  permanent  place,  message,  source, 
forms,  materials,  organization,  style.  The  relative  advantages  of  m.anuscript, 
memoriter,  and  extem.poraneous  preaching. 

Juniors,   first  semester,   one  hour   a  week. 

811b.  Sermon  Outlines.  This  course  is  supplemental  to  811a,  and  con- 
sists of  the  application  of  sermon  principles  to  assigned  texts. 

Juniors,  first  sem.ester,   one  hour  a  week. 

812.  Sermon  Outlines.  The  study  of  consecutive  passages  of  Scripture 
with  a  view  to  homiletic  arrangement,  involving  word  study,  paraphrase,  state- 
ment of  homiletic  principles,  themes,  textual  outlines.  A  manuscript  sermon 
submitted  to  the  Faculty.  A  sermon  preached  before  the  Faculty  and  student 
body,  criticized  and  graded  on  the  basis  of  material,  organization,  style,  de- 
livery. 

Juniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  Vv^eek. 
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821  and  822.  Sermon  Outlines,  Whole  books  of  the  Bible  studied  with 
reference  to  homiletic  material.  Book  outlines  presented  for  class  criticism. 
Paragraphs  and  longer  units  of  thought  outlined  in  sermonic  form.  Em' 
phasis  on  expository  method.  An  expository  sermon  preached  before  Faculty 
and   student  body. 

Middlers,  both  semesters,  two  hours  a  week. 

831.  Pastoral  Theology.  The  pastoral  office  defined.  Differentiated  from 
secular  service.  The  minister's  personal  life,  character,  spiritual  equipment, 
ideals,  habits,  devotional  study.  The  field.  Demands  of  the  foreign  field, 
of  the  home  field,  the  city,  the  country.  Finding  one's  field.  Ordination. 
Installation.  The  minister's  library.  The  pulpit  service.  The  praise  service. 
Choir.  Scripture  reading.  Pulpit  prayer.  The  pastor  and  session.  Lines  of 
session  work.  The  reception  of  new  church  members.  The  communicant 
class.     Sermon  preached  before  the  Faculty  and  student  body.

The  school  as  the  second  main 
service.  The  prayer  meeting.  Cottage  meetings.  District  meetings.  Prayer 
circles.  Young  people's  meetings.  The  pastor  and  the  young  people.  The 
home.  The  ideal  of  the  home.  The  family  altar.  The  marriage  ceremony. 
The  sick.  Visiting,  frequency,  character  of.  The  funeral  service.  The 
sacrament  of  Baptism.  The  Lord's  Supper.  The  church  and  the  com' 
munity.  The  church  in  missionary  activity.  Benevolences.  Recruiting  the 
forces. 

Seniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 
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THE  GRADUATE  SCHOOL 


THE  DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  THEOLOGY 

Candidates  for  this  Degree.  In  order  to  qualify  for  entrance 
to  the  Graduate  School,  applicants  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree 
from  a  standard  college  or  university,  or  satisfy  the  Faculty  that 
they  have  received  the  undoubted  equivalent  of  such  college  train- 
ing. In  addition,  they  must  have  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  The- 
ology, or  its  equivalent,  from  some  approved  school  of  theology. 
They  must  have  a  working  knowledge  of  Hebrew  and  Greek,  and 
of  such  other  language  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  special  field  of 
investigation. 

Admission  to  the  Graduate  School  does  not  carry  with  it 
assurance  of  acceptance  as  candidate  for  the  Degree.  This  requires 
special  action  of  the  Faculty  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Dean 
of  Graduate  Work  and  of  the  Professor  in  charge  of  the  major;  and 
such  action  will  not  be  taken  until  the  student  has  completed  at 
least  six  semester  hours  of  work.  At  this  time,  if  not  before,  the 
student's  entire  course  of  study  must  have  the  approval  of  the 
Faculty. 

The  Work  Required.  Unless  by  special  permission  of  the 
Faculty,  candidates  for  this  Degree  must  be  in  residence  at  this 
Seminary  at  least  one  academic  year  and  complete  courses  of  study 
equivalent  to  24  semester  hours  of  professional  graduate  work. 
They  shall  be  required  to  devote  two-thirds  of  said  time  to  one 
subject,  which  shall  be  called  a  major,  and  the  remainder  to  an- 
other subject,  termed  a  minor.  In  the  department  of  the  major, 
they  shall  be  required  to  write  a  thesis  of  not  less  than  ten  thousand 
words.  The  subject  of  this  thesis  must  be  presented  for  approval 
to  the  Professor  at  the  head  of  the  department  not  later  than 
November  15th  of  the  academic  year  in  which  the  Degree  Is  to  be 
conferred.  By  April  15th,  a  typewritten  copy  of  the  finished  thesis 
is  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Professor.  The  work  must  be  of  a 
scholarly  grade  and  show  a  real  mastery  of  the  major  subject  and 
Its  literature. 

Time  Limit.  In  all  ordinary  cases,  courses  for  the  Degree  of 
Th.M.  must  be  completed  within  three  years. 
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Examination.  At  the  close  of  the  period  of  study,  candidates 
for  the  Degree  shall  pass  a  rigid  examination  in  both  major  and 
minor  subjects. 

Graduation  Fee.  A  fee  of  $10.00  is  charged  to  cover  gradua- 
tion expenses.  This  fee  is  due  upon  notification  that  the  thesis 
has  been  approved  and  the  examination  sustained. 

Special  Provision  for  Stiidents  in  Residence.  Graduate  stu- 
dents in  residence  may  choose  from  the  general  electives  a  total 
not  to  exceed  8  hours  to  be  applied  on  the  Degree.  Other  courses 
must  be  taken  in  exclusively  graduate  subjects.  Announcement 
will  be  made  by  special  bulletin  of  residence  work  in  the  Graduate 
School,  giving  titles  of  courses,  names  of  lecturers  and  appointed 
hours.  Those  who  are  interested  should  apply  about  the  middle 
of  September  for  information  concerning  the  first  semester,  and 
about  the  middle  of  January  for  information  concerning  the  second 
semester. 

Advance  Work  for  Undergraduates.  Students  eligible  for  the 
Degree  of  Th.B.,  who  have  credits  totaling  68  hours  with  an 
average  grade  of  90%  and  no  grade  below  85  %,  may  be  permitted 
to  carry  concurrently  with  their  Senior  year  assignments  in  the 
Graduate  School.  Those  whose  eligibility  is  evident  at  the  close 
of  the  Middle  year  may  be  given  assignments  for  the  summer, 
reports  to  be  made  as  the  Professor  in  charge  may  direct.  Not 
more  than  8  semester  hours  of  credit  in  the  Graduate  School  may 
be  obtained  by  any  student  prior  to  his  receiving  the  Degree  of 
Th.B. 
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FACILITIES  FOR  STUDY 


THE  SEMINARY  LIBRARY 

The  Seminary  Library  quarters  were  completely  remodeled  in 
connection  with  the  merger  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries 
in  1930.  A  new  reference  room,  with  the  most  modern  equipment, 
was  added, — the  gift  of  the  Sixth  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
Pittsburgh.  The  walls  of  the  room  display  large  colored  panelings 
setting  forth  the  historic  insignia  and  other  data  of  the  older 
Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Churches  of  the  world. 

The  former  reference  room  was  converted  into  a  reading  room, 
in  which  are  provided  some  of  the  best  current  periodicals.  A  new 
stack  room  with  steel  shelving  was  added,  also  a  large  vault  for  rare 
books. 

More  than  33,700  books  are  now  on  the  library  shelves,  and 
the  Seminary  policy  Is  to  keep  adding  to  this  number  so  as  to 
maintain  a  standard  and  up-to-date  working  library  in  those 
departments  of  learning  to  which  the  theological  student  Is  devoting 
his  attention. 

The  Newburgh  Collection 

The  research  department  of  the  library  contains  the  valuable 
collection  of  theological  works,  many  of  them  dating  from  the  early 
days  of  printing,  which  collection  was  secured  abroad  by  the  Rev. 
John  M.  Mason,  D.D.,  in  connection  with  the  founding  of  the 
Seminary  of  New  York,  afterwards  the  Newburgh  Seminary. 

The  James  Law  Library  Fund 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  late  James  Law,  Esq.,  of 
Shushan,  N.  Y.,  there  was  conveyed  to  the  Seminary  some  years 
ago  the  sum  of  $15,000,  to  be  employed  as  a  library  endowment. 

Library  Hours 

The  library  is  open  on  week  days  to  all  ministers  and  others, 
without  restriction  of  creed,  subject  to  the  same  rules  as  apply  to 
students.  The  hours  are  9  to  5:30,  excepting  Saturday,  when  the 
closing  hour  is  12;  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday 
evenings,  the  library  is  open  from  6:30  to  7:30. 
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The  Reading  Room 

The  Reading  Room,  adjoining  the  Seminary  Library,  is  open 
at  all  hours.  The  magazines,  reviews,  and  other  periodicals  found 
here,  represent  the  best  in  general  literature,  as  well  as  in  theology 
and  religion. 

THE  BIBLE  LANDS  MUSEUM 

The  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  is  one  of  the 
most  active  seminaries  in  the  world  engaged  in  archaeological 
research  of  Bible  times  in  ancient  Palestine.  In  conjunction  with 
the  American  School  of  Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem,  it  has 
conducted  explorations  at  Sodom  and  Gomorrah  in  1924,  excava- 
tions at  Kirjath-Sepher  in  1926,  1928,  1930,  1932,  and  excava- 
tions at  Bethel  in  1934. 

This  work  was  inaugurated  by  the  late  Dr.  M.  G.  Kyle, 
formerly  Professor  of  Biblical  Archaeology,  who  served  as  presi- 
dent of  all  these  expeditions  with  the  exception  of  the  last:  it 
was  conducted  after  his  death  as  a  memorial  to  his  work  in 
Palestinian  archaeology.  The  share  of  these  antiquities  which 
the  Palestinian  Archaeological  Museum  has  allotted  to  the  Semi- 
nary has  been  shipped  to  Pittsburgh,  where  more  than  a  thousand 
of  these  objects  are  now  on  exhibit.  Numerous  other  valuable 
pieces  are  awaiting  special  preparation  before  being  placed  on 
exhibition. 

These  objects  all  illustrate  in  the  most  striking  way  the  life 
of  the  people  of  Bible  Lands,  and  so  become  of  great  value  for 
interpretation  as  well  as  for  apologetics.  They  illumine  and 
corroborate  the  Biblical  narratives.  Thus  an  ineffaceable  impres- 
sion is  made  upon  the  student  of  the  trustworthiness  of  the  Biblical 
record,  for  only  real  events  leave  anything  to  be  dug  up  out  of  the 
ground.  The  objects  in  the  Museum  are  used  constantly  in  the 
classes  of  the  Seminary.  Opportunity  is  also  afforded  the  public 
to  visit  the  Museum  at  appointed  times. 

Special  gifts  of  archaeological  specimens  are  being  constantly 
added  to  the  Museum  through  interested  friends.

CULTURAL  ADVANTAGES 


THE  DENOMINATIONAL  SEMINARY 

The  denominational  Seminary  has  pecuhar  advantages.  Being 
under  direct  church  control,  it  certifies  its  graduates  as  trained  by 
thoroughly  responsible  teachers.  The  established  standards  are 
maintained,  and  approved  educational  methods  are  followed. 
Without  dwarfing  individuality,  the  church  school  gives  to  its 
graduates  the  unique  stamp  which  wins  recognition  within  denomi- 
national bounds.  At  the  same  time,  the  commingling  of  students 
from  various  evangelical  bodies  tends  to  develop  in  students  mu- 
tual understanding  and  brotherly  regard.  The  wide  range  of  ac- 
quaintance with  the  Church  and  its  leaders  secured  by  attendance 
at  the  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  is  for  the  young  minister  an 
asset  of  great  value. 

A  METROPOLITAN  ENVIRONMENT 

Pittsburgh  has  numerous  elements  of  cultural  value,  chief 
among  which  are  her  schools  and  churches.  The  church  life  of  our 
own  and  other  denominations  in  Pittsburgh  is  of  the  best.  The  city 
and  its  environs,  including  more  than  eighty  of  our  own  congrega- 
tions, afford  an  excellent  example  of  the  Church  at  work.  In  all 
the  denominations  the  religious  thought  is  conservative  and  the 
methods  of  work  progressive.  The  pulpits  are  well  manned  and 
the  work  generally  well  organized.  Some  of  the  ablest  preachers 
of  our  own  and  other  churches  are  located  here.  The  student  has 
opportunity  to  study  the  methods  of  men  who  are  widely  known 
as  successful  ministers.  He  may  see  mission  work  carried  on  along 
improved  lines,  and  engage  in  it  himself.  He  may  study  at  first 
hand  the  most  effective  methods  of  Sabbath-school  work.  He  is 
welcomed  to  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  local  ministerial  unions, 
where  live  problems  and  issues  are  the  subjects  of  discussion. 

Pittsburgh,  together  with  the  contiguous  towns,  is  one  of  the 
great  commercial  centers  of  the  world.  It  affords  unexcelled  oppor- 
tunities for  the  study  of  social,  economical,  political,  racial,  and 
other  problems.  It  is  in  itself  an  education  to  live  and  work  in  such 
a  city  and  catch  the  pulse  of  its  busy  life.  Moreover,  the  benefit 
of  contact  with  those  engaged  in  the  varied  forms  of  work  for  social, 
moral  and  religious  betterment,  and  of  personal  experience  in  such 
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efforts,  Is  evident  to  all.  As  the  future  ministers  to  persons  socially 
environed,  theological  students  should  give  themselves  all  conven- 
ient advantages  to  study  mankind  In  their  varied  social  relation- 
ships. 

RELATIONS  WITH  WESTERN  THEOLOGICAL   SEMINARY 

Through  the  courtesy  of  The  Western  Theological  Seminary, 
we  are  privileged  to  share  In  the  series  of  lectures  delivered  under 
their  lectureship  foundations.  Moreover,  the  relations  between 
the  Western  Seminary  and  our  own  Seminary  are  such  as  to  make 
possible  a  mutually  helpful  exchange  of  certain  classes  upon  oc- 
casions when  the  teaching  force  has  suffered  a  temporary  reduc- 
tion. This  was  especially  true  during  the  past  year,  following 
the  resignation  of  Dr.  Vance  of  the  Western  Seminary  and  the 
serious  Illness  of  Dr.  Wilson  of  our  own  Faculty.  The  Junior  Class 
from  the  Western  Seminary  came  to  Dr.  McNaugher  for  Instruc- 
tion In  The  Gospels  and  The  Life  of  Christ;  and  some  upper  class- 
men from  Western  took  courses  of  an  elective  or  graduate  character 
under  Dr.  J.  L.  Kelso  and  Dr.  McCreary.  On  the  other  hand,  our 
Middle  Class  has  gone  to  the  Western  Seminary  twice  a  week 
throughout  the  year  for  Instruction  In  Homiletlcs  under  Dr. 
Farmer;  and  our  Seniors,  likewise,  during  the  second  semester, 
took  a  course  in  Apocalyptics  under  Dr.  J.  A.  Kelso. 

The  recovery  of  Dr.  Wilson  has  progressed  with  such  satis- 
faction that  we  anticipate  his  return  to  class  work  in  the  fall  of 
1936. 

AFFILIATION  WITH  THE   UNIVERSITY   OF   PITTSBURGH 

Graduates  from  the  three-year  course  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia 
Theological  Seminary  who  desire  to  take  the  A.M.  degree  at  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh  in  the  field  of  Religion  and  Religious 
Education  may  transfer  as  many  as  14  semester  credits  from  the 
Seminary  as  advanced  standing  toward  this  degree.  The  remain- 
ing ten  course  credits  and  six  thesis  credits  required  for  the  A.M. 
degree  must  be  taken  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  A  part  of 
the  ten  course  credits  may  be  taken  In  other  fields  of  the  University 
than  Religion  and  Religious  Education. 

Graduates  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  will  be 
allowed  a  maximum  of  30  graduate  credits  as  advanced  standing 
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toward  the  Ph.D.  degree  In  Religion  and  Religious  Education.  An 
additional  amount  of  six  graduate  credits  may  be  granted  to  stu- 
dents taking  courses  at  the  Seminary  beyond  the  regular  three-year 
theological  course,  in  which  cases  the  courses  must  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  Graduate  School  of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  University  of  Pittsburgh  will  accept  graduate  credits  from 
Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  in  the  fields  of  Biblical 
Literature,  Church  History,  Theology,  History  and  Philosophy  of 
Religion,  and  Religious  Education. 

The  amount  of  advanced  graduate  standing  granted  to  Semi- 
nary students  who  choose  to  do  their  major  work  at  the  University 
in  fields  other  than  Religion  and  Religious  Education  will  be  de- 
termined by  heads  of  these  departments.  The  advanced  standing 
for  both  the  A.AI.  and  Ph.D.  degree  will  vary  some  with  depart- 
ments and  students. 

A  regular  summer  session  or  semester  must  elapse  between  the 
time  of  the  student's  graduation  from  the  Seminary  and  the  con- 
ferring of  a  graduate  degree  by  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  procedure  outlined  In  the  foregoing  paragraphs  became 
effective  February,  1933. 


THE  AMERICAN   SCHOOL   OF   ORIENTAL   RESEARCH 

Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  is  one  of  the  group  of  Universities, 
Colleges  and  Theological  Seminaries  in  this  country  co-operating 
in  the  support  and  control  of  the  American  School  of  Oriental 
Research  in  Jerusalem,  and  is  thus  able  to  offer  to  its  students  the 
unique  facilities  afforded  by  this  School.  Special  arrangements  are 
made  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  students  to  the  lowest  point. 

The  School  offers  to  properly  qualified  students  excellent 
opportunities  for  pursuing  such  studies  as  the  following:  Biblical 
and  Palestinian  Archaeology;  the  Geography  and  Natural  Features 
of  the  Land;  the  History  of  Israel;  Early  Church  History  and 
Patristics;  the  Arabic  Language,  and  the  other  Semitic  Languages 
as  connected  with  It;  Mohammedanism;  the  Political,  Social  and 
Industrial  Conditions  in  Bible  Lands;  Roman  Administration  and 
Colonization  in  the  East;  the  Crusades;  and  the  Comparative 
History  of  Religions. 
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The  School  has  a  well-selected  working  library,  which  is 
steadily  growing.  There  are  other  considerable  libraries  in  Jerusa- 
lem, some  of  which  contain  large  collections  of  manuscripts, 
chiefly  Greek  and  Arabic.  As  a  central  point  for  the  study  of 
Palestinian  antiquities,  and  for  making  tours  of  research  and  ex- 
ploration, Jerusalem  is  peculiarly  well  situated. 

Those  who  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  this  School 
can  go  at  once,  after  the  Seminary  commencement,  and  enter  the 
School  at  Jerusalem.  The  altitude  and  the  latitude  of  Jerusalem 
make  the  summer  climate  there  quite  satisfactory.  The  remainder 
of  the  year  will  afford  abundant  opportunity  for  travel  through  the 
land  and  research  in  Historical  Geography  and  Archaeology. 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship  of  the  School  at  Jerusalem, 
with  a  stipend  of  $1500,  is  awarded  annually  on  examination.  A 
list  of  the  books  recommended  to  candidates  for  the  Fellowship, 
and  special  facilities  for  preparation,  will  be  supplied  by  the 
Seminary. 


LIFE  AT  THE  SEMINARY 


THE  SEMINARY  BUILDING 

The  Seminary  hall  is  located  at  the  corner  of  North  Avenue 
and  Buena  Vista  Street,  and  overlooks  West  Park.  On  the  first 
floor  are  the  Mary  J.  Stevenson  Reception  Room,  the  President's 
Office,  the  Pressly  Chapel,  the  Library,  the  Reference  and  Reading 
Rooms,  and  the  Gymnasium.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  Faculty 
Conference  Room,  the  Bible  Lands  Museum,  and  five  class  rooms 
of  ample  proportions.  The  third,  fourth  and  fifth  floors  are 
given  over  to  dormitory  uses.  On  the  fifth  floor  there  is  a  dining- 
room,  with  kitchen  attached. 

ROOMS  AND  ACCOMMODATIONS 

The  dormitory  rooms  are  arranged  as  follows:  there  are  single 
rooms;  suites  of  double  rooms,  in  which  two  men  occupy  a  study 
and  a  bedroom  in  common;  and  suites  of  three  rooms,  in  which 
two  men  have  a  study  in  common  and  two  single  bedrooms  ad- 
joining. Each  floor  has  trunkrooms,  bathrooms,  and  lavatories. 
The  Seminary  provides  furniture  and  bedding,  including  sheets, 
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pillow  cases,  and  one  blanket  for  each  bed.  Students  should  bring 
extra  blankets  for  their  own  use.  Students  will  also  furnish  towels 
for  their  own  use  and  provide  for  the  laundering  of  these.  All  other 
laundry  work  for  the  dormitory  will  be  looked  after  by  the  Semi- 
nary. 

With  the  purpose  of  contributing  to  the  comfort  and  health 
of  the  students,  the  oversight  and  maintenance  of  the  rooms  in  the 
dormitory  are  placed  in  charge  of  a  Committee  of  women  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Directors.  These  women  make  visits  of  inspection 
from  time  to  time.  The  ordinary  supervision  and  control  of  the 
dormitory  is  committed  to  the  President's  Secretary. 

Rooms  are  provided  free  of  charge  to  students  who  take  not 
less  than  twelve  hours  of  concurrent  Seminary  work.  Under- 
graduates are  accommodated  first.  Graduate  students  may  have 
rooms  assigned  to  them,  provided  the  undergraduate  students  do 
not  occupy  all  the  rooms  of  the  dormitory.  Juniors  and  Middlers 
who  desire  rooms  for  the  following  year  must  make  application 
therefor,  in  writing,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  President, — Middlers 
the  first  week  in  April,  Juniors  the  second  week  in  April.  Those 
who  do  not  retain  rooms  according  to  this  rule  will  await  their  turn 
after  rooms  have  been  assigned  to  new  students  in  September. 
New  students  will  have  choice  of  the  rooms  not  retained  by  upper 
classmen,  according  to  the  order  in  which  their  written  applica- 
tions have  been  received.  The  assignments  will  be  made  at  4:00 
P.  M.  Tuesday,  September  15. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  occupy  rooms  in  the  building 
during  the  summer  vacation  without  obtaining  permission.  Appli- 
cations for  this  privilege  are  to  be  made  to  Dr.  McNaugher.  The 
rate  of  rental  for  each  single  room  occupied  by  one  student  during 
vacation  will  be  ^3.00  per  month;  when  one  student  occupies  a 
double  suite  the  rate  will  be  ^5.00  per  month;  and  when  two  stu- 
dents occupy  a  double  or  a  triple  suite,  ^6.00  will  be  charged,  this 
last  amount  to  be  divided  equally  between  them.  These  same  rates 
will  be  charged  proportionately  when  any  room  is  occupied  for  two 
weeks.  During  the  summer  vacation  the  laundry  fee  for  each 
student  will  be  fifty  cents  per  month.  For  the  two  weeks  succeed- 
ing the  close  of  the  session,  and  one  week  preceding  the  opening  of 
the  session,  all  students  will  have  free  use  of  their  rooms. 
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THE  RELIGIOUS  LIFE  OF  THE   SEMINARY 

Adequate  provision  is  made  for  the  maintenance  and  develop- 
ment of  the  religious  life.  In  addition  to  the  private  devotions  of 
the  men,  there  are  various  gatherings  for  social  worship.  Daily 
chapel  services  are  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty.  A 
Seminary  Communion  Service  is  held  in  the  Pressly  Chapel  soon 
after  the  opening  of  the  session  in  the  fall;  and  a  similar  service, 
especially  for  the  Senior  Class,  is  held  during  commencement  week. 
The  Day  of  Prayer  for  Educational  Institutions  is  observed  each 
year  with  appropriate  exercises.  "Family  worship"  is  conducted 
by  the  students  daily  after  the  evening  meal,  there  are  weekly  meet- 
ings of  the  students  in  class  groups  for  prayer,  and  there  is  a 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Student  Association.  This  organization 
aims  to  promote  the  spiritual  life  of  the  students,  and  to  cultivate 
interest  in  Christ's  cause.  The  local  group  of  Student  Volunteers 
does  much  to  keep  alive  and  active  the  missionary  spirit. 

THE  SOCIAL  LIFE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 

On  the  second  Friday  evening  after  the  opening  of  the  session, 
the  Student  Association  arranges  a  reception  for  the  new  students. 
This  is  usually  held  in  one  of  the  local  churches.  Other  social 
affairs  are  held  at  the  option  of  the  students  during  the  year. 
For  general  social  purposes  there  is  a  room  set  aside  in  the  Semi- 
nary. The  diiferent  congregations  of  the  city  invite  the  students 
to  come  to  their  socials  and  share  their  hospitality. 


PHYSICAL  CULTURE 

In  the  Fall  and  Spring,  outdoor  sports  hold  first  place.  The 
city  tennis  courts  in  the  park,  two  minutes  walk  from  the  Seminary, 
may  be  used.  The  Seminary  gymnasium  provides  additional 
opportunity  for  physical  training. 

The  Allegheny  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  located  beside  the  Seminary. 
With  its  splendid  physical  equipment, — gymnasium,  bowling 
alleys,  showers,  and  swimming  pool, — it  offers  a  fine  opportunity 
to  the  men  of  the  Seminary,  all  of  whom  have  free  membership 
in  It.  Provision  is  made  for  a  variety  of  games.  Mr.  Clyde  R. 
Watford,  physical  director  of  the  "Y,"  conducts  a  special  gym 
class  for  the  Seminary  students.  A  physical  examination  Is  re- 
quired of  all  who  enter  this  class. 
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EXPENSES 

There  are  no  tuition  fees,  nor  are  there  any  rental  or  contingent 
expenses.  All  the  privileges  of  the  Seminary,  inclusive  of  the 
dormitory,  are  free.  Where,  however,  a  student  desires  extra  ac- 
commodations, such  as  a  suite  of  two  rooms,  a  charge  of  ^25.00 
will  be  made.  Students  who  elect  private  lodgings  must  meet 
their  rental  expenses  unaided. 

A  dining-room  is  located  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  dormitory, 
providing  for  club  boarding  at  cost.  Although  much  of  the  equip- 
ment has  been  provided  by  the  Seminary,  the  dining-room  is  under 
student  administration.  A  limited  number  of  students  receive  their 
board  in  compensation  for  their  services  as  waiters.  An  initial 
deposit  of  $20.00  is  required  of  each  student  to  defray  the  bills  of 
the  first  month, — this  being  returned  the  second  semester.  The 
bills  are  monthly.  The  first  three  of  these  usually  amount  to 
$20.00  each,  the  others  gradually  decreasing  over  the  school  term. 
The  average  cost  throughout  the  year  is  approximately  $4.25  per 
week, — for  a  week  of  five  and  one-half  days.  The  cost  of  food 
over  the  week-ends,  when  the  club  is  not  functioning,  is  included 
in  the  estimate  below.  All  men  rooming  in  the  building  are  re- 
quired to  take  their  meals  in  the  Seminary  dining  hall. 

The  United  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication  and  Bible 
School  Work  furnishes  all  text-books  at  a  reduction  of  twenty  per 
cent.;  other  books,  cash,  at  a  reduction  of  fifteen  per  cent.  The 
Board  also  grants  reasonable  credit  to  United  Presbyterian  students 
under  presbyterial  supervision,  where  they  are  unable  to  make 
immediate  payment.

COMPETITIVE  SCHOLARSHIPS 


The  following  competitive  scholarships  have  been  provided 
for  the  benefit  of  United  Presbyterian  students. 

The  James  Purdy  Scholarship  Foundation 
There  exists  in  the  possession  of  the  Seminary  the  Purdy  Fund, 
bearing  the  name  of  its  founder.    The  income,  not  to  exceed  $300. 
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Is  apportioned  equally  each  year  to  the  six  members  of  the  Junior 
Class  who  attain  the  highest  average  of  excellence  In  their  Seminary 
work.  The  scholarship  is  subject  to  the  conditions  that  the  entire 
year's  work  be  completed  within  the  Seminary  year,  that  no  award 
be  made  to  a  student  whose  general  average  does  not  reach  85% 
or  who  receives  a  grade  of  less  than  80%  In  any  department,  and 
that  the  entire  Seminary  course  be  finished  at  this  Seminary. 

The  Thomas  Jamison  Scholarship  Foundation 

In  memory  of  the  late  Thomas  Jamison,  Esq.,  of  the  North 
Side,  Pittsburgh,  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  Mrs.  Jamison  endowed  a  scholarship, 
the  Income  of  which,  not  to  exceed  $800,  is  given  each  year  to  the 
member  of  the  Senior  Class  who  attains  the  highest  average  of 
excellence  In  qualifications  for  the  Christian  ministry  during  the 
Junior  and  Middle  years  and  the  first  half  of  the  Senior  year. 
In  the  matter  of  grades,  his  general  average  must  reach  90%, 
and  in  no  study  must  the  grade  be  lower  than  80%.  The  av/ard 
of  this  scholarship  requires  that  the  recipient  spend  a  full  session, 
the  next  following  his  graduation,  at  study  in  some  foreign 
theological  Institution  to  be  selected  by  the  Faculty,  or  prosecute 
such  archaeological  research  as  may  be  assigned.  He  must 
further  agree  to  make  regular  reports  of  the  work  he  Is  doing, 
and  present  a  thesis  of  not  less  than  10,000  words  on  some  subject 
selected  or  approved  by  the  Faculty.  A  splendid  opportunity  is 
thus  afforded  to  a  worthy  man  each  year  for  broadening  his 
theological  education  and  obtaining  the  rich  culture  which  comes 
with  foreign  study  and  travel.  The  degree  of  Master  of  Theology 
is  conferred  without  further  requirement  on  all  who  take  the 
Jamison  scholarship  and  satisfy  Its  conditions,  subject  to  the  usual 
fee  of  $10.00. 

In  case  the  student  who  receives  the  scholarship  Is  going  into 
one  of  the  Church's  foreign  fields,  he  Is  allowed  to  attend  the 
Kennedy  School  of  Missions  in  America  Instead  of  a  European 
Institution. 

The  Jane  Hogg  Gardner  Scholarship  Foundation 

To  the  Senior  student  ranking  second  in  qualifications  for 
the  ministry  through  the  entire  course,  the  Seminary  awards  the 
income  of  the  Gardner  bequest,  not  to  exceed  $200,  but  on  condi- 
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tlon  that  there  is  no  grade  of  less  than  80%  In  any  department, 
and  that  a  satisfactory  thesis  of  at  least  5,000  words  on  an  assigned 
subject  be  presented  to  the  Faculty  within  a  year  from  graduation. 

The  Church  History  Foundation 

For  a  number  of  years,  through  the  kindness  of  a  friend,  the 
Seminary  awarded  first  and  second  prizes  of  ^100  and  ^50  re- 
spectively to  the  Senior  students  taking  first  and  second  rank  in 
the  entire  course  in  Church  History  and  History  of  Doctrine. 
In  order  to  qualify  for  these  awards,  students  must,  furthermore, 
have  been  In  attendance  at  this  Seminary  from  the  beginning  of 
the  Junior  year,  and  have  received  no  grade  of  less  than  80% 
in  any  department.  It  is  hoped  that  economic  conditions  will 
soon  be  such  as  to  make  possible  the  resumption  of  these  awards. 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship  of  the  American  School  of 
Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem,  with  a  stipend  of  $1,500,  is 
awarded  annually  on  examination.  A  list  of  the  books  recom- 
mended to  candidates  for  the  Fellowship,  and  special  facilities  for 
preparation,  will  be  supplied  by  the  Seminary. 


SELF  SUPPORT  AND  STUDENT  AID 


The  Board  of  Education  Aid 

The  General  Assembly  authorizes  the  presbyteries  to  recom- 
mend worthy  students  for  grants  from  the  Board  of  Education. 
The  scale  for  1935-36  was  as  follows:  one  hundred  and  twenty 
dollars  to  students  of  the  first  year,  one  hundred  and  ten  dollars 
to  second-year  students,  and  ninety  dollars  to  third-year  students. 
These  grants  are  made  only  to  students  who  attend  the  United 
Presbyterian  Seminary. 
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Student  Aid  Fund 

There  is  a  limited  fund  at  the  disposal  of  the  Seminary  for  the 
assistance  of  needy  students.  This  fund  is  provided  for  emergency 
cases  only  and  is  administered  under  the  careful  supervision  of  the 
Faculty. 

The  Lesson  of  History 

It  may  be  encouraging  to  students  to  know  that  we  do  not 
have  in  the  history  of  either  Seminary  a  record  of  any  student  who 
has  been  obliged  to  leave  the  Seminary  for  financial  reasons. 


THE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

All  who  have  been  enrolled  as  students  of  The  Pittsburgh- 
Xenia  Theological  Seminary  or  its  constituent  institutions  are  en- 
titled to  membership.  The  object  of  the  Association  is  to  cherish 
the  memories  of  Seminary  life,  to  maintain  an  active  interest  in 
Seminary  affairs,  and  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Seminary  and 
the  Church.  A  business  meeting,  followed  by  a  social  hour  and 
banquet,  is  held  each  year  in  connection  with  the  Commencement 
Exercises.  The  business  meeting  is  held  in  the  Second  Church, 
North  Side,  Pittsburgh,  at  4:00  P.  M.  of  Commencement  Day.  At 
this  time  the  Association  elects  officers  to  serve  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  business  meeting  is  followed  by  a  social  hour  culminat- 
ing in  the  Alumni  Banquet  at  5:30  P.  M.  Alumni  and  friends  of 
the  Seminary  are  urged  to  attend.

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THE  CONTROL  AND  MANAGEMENT 


The  Pittsburgh-XenIa  Theological  Seminary  is  the  result  of  a 
union  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries  consummated  in 
1930.  According  to  its  proper  ancestry  the  Xenia  Seminary  was 
founded  in  1794  by  the  Associate  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
Pittsburgh  Seminary  was  founded  in  1825  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.  The  Seminary  as 
now  established  is  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  American 
Synods  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  ultimate  review 
control  of  the  General  Assembly.  Its  management  is  committed  to 
a  Board  of  Directors  and  Trustees.  The  Board  of  Directors  consists 
of  thirty-five  members,  ministers  or  ruling  elders,  who  are  nom- 
inated by  the  several  Synods  to  the  General  Assembly  for  elec- 
tion on  the  basis  of  each  Synod  having  one  representative  for 
every  five  thousand  church  members  or  a  major  fraction  thereof. 
Each  Synod  has  at  least  one  representative.  The  Board  of 
Directors  has  the  general  government  of  the  Seminary,  subject 
to  the  authority  of  the  Synods  and  the  General  Assembly,  appoints 
the  Trustees,  and  provides  for  the  financial  maintenance  of  the 
institution.  The  Board  of  Trustees  consists  of  twelve  members. 
It  is  the  corporate  body  which  holds  and  manages  the  real  estate 
and  the  funds  of  the  Seminary.  The  term  and  the  course  of 
study  are  determined  by  the  General  Assembly.

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THE  PURPOSE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 


The  purpose  of  the  Seminary,  as  defined  In  the  Constitution,  is 
to  Instruct  candidates  for  the  gospel  ministry,  ordained  ministers 
of  the  gospel,  and  such  as  may  be  preparing  for  other  special  lines 
of  Christian  service,  in  the  knowledge  of  the  doctrines  of  the 
Scriptures,  and  the  order  and  institutes  of  worship  taught  therein 
and  summarily  exhibited  in  the  standards  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  of  North  America;  to  cherish  in  them  the  life  of  true 
godliness,  and  to  cultivate  the  gifts  which  Christ,  the  Head  of  the 
Church,  confers  on  those  whom  He  calls  and  ordains  to  the  minis- 
try, to  the  end  that  there  may  be  raised  up  a  succession  of  able, 
faithful,  and  godly  ministers  of  the  gospel  and  of  other  Christian 
workers. 

THE  TERM  AND  COURSE  OF  STUDY 


The  regular  course  of  seminary  training  prescribed  by  the 
General  Assembly  covers  a  period  of  three  academic  years,  each  of 
which  Is  divided  In  January  Into  two  semesters.  The  annual  session 
begins  the  third  Wednesday  of  September,  and  continues  thirty- 
four  weeks  including  holidays.  The  distribution  of  studies  by 
departments  and  semesters  Is  exhibited  on  pages  17-19. 

The  Seminary  course  is  built  for  college  graduates,  and 
presupposes  a  foundation  of  broad  and  liberal  culture.  In 
preparation  for  their  professional  training  in  the  Seminary,  college 
students  should  take  substantial  courses  In  the  subjects  Indicated 
In  the  newly  adopted  Pre-Seminary  Curriculum. 

THE  PRE-SEMINARY  CURRICULUM 

The  American  Association  of  Theological  Schools,  at  Its  tenth 
biennial  meeting,  Chester,  Pa.,  June,  1936,  adopted  a  statement 
regarding  a  Pre-Seminary  Curriculum  and  authorized  It  to  be 
sent  to  all  colleges  and  universities  In  the  United  States  and 
Canada.    The  statement  is  as  follows: 

''College  courses  prior  to  seminary  are  not  ends  in  themselves,  but  are 
means  toward  the  realization  of  certain  ends  without  which  a  minister  is 
handicapped.  The  college  work  of  students  looking  to  the  ministry  should 
issue  in  at  least  three  broad  kinds  of  results.  We  may  expect  that  these  results 
will  tend  to  be  realized  through  certain  kinds  of  college  work.     We  state  the 
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kinds   of   results,   together  with   the   types   of  courses   and    other   experiences 
which  should  tend  to  produce  such  results. 

"1.  The  college  work  of  a  prcseminary  student  should  result  in  the 
ability  to  use  certain  tools  of  the  educated  man: 

''(a)  The  ability  to  write  English  clearly,  correctly  and  accurately. 
English  composition  should  have  this  as  a  specific  purpose,  but  this  purpose 
should  also  be  cultivated  in  all  written  work. 

''(b)  The  ability  to  think  clearly.  'In  some  persons  this  ability  is 
cultivated  through  courses  in  philosophy  or  specifically  in  logic.  In  others  it 
is  cultivated  by  the  use  of  scientific  method,  or  by  dealing  with  critical 
problems  in  connection  with  literary  and  historical  documents. 

"(c)  The  ability  to  read  at  least  one  foreign  language  and  in  some 
circumstances  more  than  one. 

''2.  The  college  work  of  a  prcseminary  student  should  result  in  ac 
quaintance  with  the  world  in  which  he  lives: 

''(a)  The  world  of  men  and  ideas.  This  is  aided  by  familiarity  with 
English  literature,  philosophy,  psychology,  and  the  social  sciences. 

''(b)  The  world  of  nature.  This  is  aided  by  familiarity  with  the  natural 
sciences,  including  actual  laboratory  work. 

"3.  The  college  work  of  a  prc'seminary  student  should  result  in  a 
sense   of  achievement. 

"(a)  The  degree  of  his  mastery  of  his  fields  of  study  is  more  important 
than  the  credits  and  grades  which  he  accumulates. 

"(b)  The  sense  of  achievement  may  be  encouraged  through  academic 
concentration,  or  through  'honors'  work,  or  through  other  plans  for  increas' 
ingly  independent  work  with  as  much  initiative  on  the  student's  part  as  he 
is  able  to  use  with  profit. 

"This  committee  has  arrived  at  a  statement  of  what  it  regards  as  a  min' 
imum  list  of  fields  of  study  with  which  it  is  desirable  that  a  student  should 
have  acquaintance  before  beginning  study  in  seminary.  These  fields  of 
study  are  selected  because  of  the  probability  that  they  will  lead  in  the  direc' 
tion  of  such  results  as  have  been  indicated. 

"It  is  most  desirable  that  the  student's  work  in  these  fields  of  study 
should  be  evaluated  on  the  basis  of  his  mastery  of  these  fields,  rather  than  in 
terms  of  semester  hours  or  credits. 

"But  many  institutions  use  the  latter  method  of  calculation.  Therefore, 
in  connection  with  the  fields  we  indicate  what  seems  to  us  the  minimum  for 
each,  putting  the  minimum  in  terms  of  semesters  and  semester  hours.

"Concentration 

"Concentration  of  work,  or  'majoring'  is  a  common  practice  in  colleges. 
For  such  concentration  or  major,  a  constructive  sequence  based  upon  any  one, 
two,  or  three  of  the  above  fields  of  study  would  lead  up  naturally  to  a 
theological  course." 

Adding  Bible  and  Speech  to  the  list  of  studies,  and  giving 
special  emphasis  to  Greek,  the  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  has 
endorsed  the  foregoing  statement  of  Pre-Seminary  Curriculum, 
and  urges  all  college  students  who  are  looking  forward  to  the 
Gospel  ministry  to  make  use  of  this  statement  in  the  shaping 
of  their  college  course  (in  consultation  with  their  advisors  at 
college),  so  that  they  may  not  only  secure  the  desired  college 
degree  but  at  the  same  time  secure  the  best  possible  preparation 
for  seminary  work. 

The  Pre-Semlnary  Curriculum  does  not  purport  to  be  in  itself 
a  complete  four-year  college  course,  but  rather  calls  attention 
to  those  fields  and  courses  of  study  which  are  accessible  to  all 
college  students  and  which  are  of  basic  Importance  In  preparation 
for  seminary  training. 

The  Curriculum  is  not  yet  mandatory,  but  it  indicates  the 
trend  in  seminary  circles.  The  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  will 
use  this  Pre-Seminary  Curriculum  as  an  informal  standard  by 
which  to  judge  the  preparedness  of  applicants  for  admission. 
Those  who  have  notable  deficiencies  will  be  required  to  remove 
them.  Some  provision  for  the  removal  of  deficiencies  will  be 
made  In  the  regular  Seminary  curriculum.  For  instance,  those 
deficient  in  Greek  will  be  given  an  intensive  course  in  Elementary 
Greek  at  the  rate  of  three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  Junior 
Year.  In  other  cases,  where  the  plan  may  be  suitable,  special 
assignments  for  private  study  will  be  made,  coupled  with  semester 
reports  and  examinations.

132.  Old  Testament  Theology.  A  general  survey  of  the  historical  prog' 
ress  of  revelation  in  the  Hght  of  contemporary  civilizations  and  religions. 
The  major  doctrines  of  the  Old  Testament  are  treated  in  detail. 

Seniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

134.  Old  Testament  Archaeology.  A  general  survey  of  achaeological 
research  in  Bible  Lands  and  the  application  of  these  findings  to  Old  Testa' 
ment  Exegesis.     Lectures,  assigned  readings,  and  museum  work. 

Seniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week.

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II.    OLD  TESTAMENT  LITERATURE  AND  EXEGESIS 

Dr.  Baldinger 

211.  English  Bible.  This  course  is  in  the  nature  of  a  general  introduc 
tion  to  the  English  Bible.  The  aim  is  to  give  the  student  a  working 
knowledge  of  the  Book  as  a  whole  by  examining  the  diversity  and  inter' 
relation  of  constituent  parts  and  the  contribution  each  makes  to  the  whole. 
The  course  will  include  a  rapid  survey  of  the  several  books,  with  special 
reference  to  such  books  as  are  not  covered  more  fully  in  advanced  courses. 

Juniors,  first  semester,  one  hour  a  week. 

213  and  214.  Old  Testament  History  and  Geography.  A  study  of  the 
history  of  the  Hebrew  people  from  the  earliest  time  to  the  establishment  of 
Judaism  after  the  Exile.  The  course  includes  a  detailed  study  of  the  Historical 
Books  of  the  Old  Testament,  and  of  the  historical  geography  of  the  Holy 
Land  with  the  aid  of  syllabus,  maps  and  Bible  text. 

Juniors,  both  semesters,  two  hours  a  week. 

221.  Old  Testament  Canon  and  Text.  A  study  is  made  of  the  origin  and 
gradual  formation  of  the  Hebrew  Canon.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the 
historical  grounds  upon  which  the  Protestant  Canon  of  thirtynine  books  is 
based. 

Middlers,  first  semester,  one  hour  a  week. 

222.  Poetical  Books.  A  general  introduction  to  Hebrew  poetry,  aiming 
to  acquaint  the  student  with  its  distinctive  form,  quality  and  rhythm.  Also 
a  special  introduction  to  the  several  poetical  books,  including  a  detailed 
study  of  the  text  and  a  summary  of  the  ethical  and  doctrinal  contents  of  each. 

Middlers,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

223.  Biblical  Hermeneutics.  This  subject  is  presented  mainly  in  a  course 
of  lectures  and  includes  a  survey  of  the  various  types  of  interpretation  which 
have  appeared  in  the  history  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  principles  which  lie 
at  the  foundation  of  sound  exegesis. 

Middlers,  first  semester,  one  hour  a  week. 

231  and  232.  Old  Testament  Prophecy.  This  course  includes  a  history 
of  prophetism  in  Israel,  an  introduction  to  the  Prophetical  Books  of  the 
Old  Testament,  and  a  detailed  exegetical  study  of  the  prophets  of  the  eighth 
century,  Amos,  Hosea,  Micah  and  Isaiah.  The  contents  of  other  propheti' 
cal  writings  will  be  examined  more  rapidly.  Each  student  will  write  a  paper 
on  some  related  subject  as  designated  by  the  Professor,  paper  to  be  submitted 
not  later  than  March  15th. 

Seniors,  first  semester,  three  hours:  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 
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III.    NEW  TESTAMENT  LITERATURE  AND  EXEGESIS 
Dr.  McNaugher 

311.  The  Gospels.  There  will  be  literary  and  historical  study  of  the 
Gospels,  covering  their  general  features.  Synoptic  criticism,  and  the  Johan' 
nine  problem.     Lectures  and  collateral  reading. 

Juniors,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

312.  The  Life  of  Christ.  The  life  of  Christ  will  be  studied  on  the  basis 
of  the  materials  contained  in  the  Gospels — His  birth,  baptism,  temptation, 
self'consciousness,  teachings,  miraculous  activity,  crucifixion,  resurrection, 
and  ascension.     Lectures,  with  the  aid  of  text'book. 

Juniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

321  and  322.     Introduction  to  the  Acts,  the  Epistles,  and  the  Apocalypse. 

This  course  includes  a  close  study  of  the  genuineness,  integrity,  background, 
occasion,  aim,  structure,  and  general  literary  features  of  each  of  these  writings, 
together  with  a  paragraphic  review  of  the  textual  material.  Particular 
attention  will  be  given  the  genuineness  of  the  Pastoral  Epistles.  Beyond  the 
ordinary  requirements  of  introduction,  the  interpretation  of  the  Apocalypse 
will  receive  special  treatmient.     Text-book  and  lectures. 

Middlers,  first  semester,  two  hours;  second  semester,  three  hours  a  week. 

322a.  The  New  Testament  Canon.  The  fundamental  idea  of  the 
Canon,  its  limiting  principle,  and  the  process  of  its  organization  will  be 
studied.     Instruction  by  lectures. 

Middlers,  allotted  time  in  second  semester. 

322b.  New  Testament  Textual  Criticism.  There  will  be  a  survey  of 
manuscripts,  versions,  and  patristic  quotations,  the  principles  of  criticism, 
and  the  history  of  the  printed  text.     Instruction  mainly  by  text'book. 

Middlers,  allotted  time  in  second  semester. 

343  and  344.  New  Testament  Exegesis.  The  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews 
and  the  First  Epistle  of  John  will  be  studied  critically  in  the  Greek  text,  the 
aim  in  part  being  to  ground  the  student  in  the  principles  of  exegesis. 

Middlers  and  Seniors,  two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year  1937'38. 

343a.  Exegetical  Papers.  In  connection  with  the  regular  work  in  New 
Testament  Exegesis,  Exegetical  Papers  on  assigned  passages  will  be  required 
of  Seniors,  during  the  first  semester,  one  hour  credit  being  allowed. 

341  and  342.  New  Testament  Exegesis.  The  Epistle  to  the  Romans  and 
the  Epistle  to  the  Philippians  will  be  studied  critically  in  the  Greek  text. 

Middlers  and  Seniors,  two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year   1938'39. 

In  the  entire  field  of  New  Testament  book  study  the  student  is  expected 
to  prepare  himself  in  part  for  the  classroom  by  repeated  consecutive  readings 
of  the  several  books  in  their  entirety,  following  the  text  of  the  American 
Standard  Bible. 
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IV.    NEW  TESTAMENT  LANGUAGE 
Dr.  McCreary 

411.  Elementary  Greek.  New  students  who  are  not  properly  qualified  for 
work  in  New  Testament  Exegesis  are  required  to  study  the  elements  of  the 
Greek  language.  A  suitable  text  is  used,  and  special  attention  is  given  to 
vocabulary,  verbal  forms  and  syntax. 

Juniors  (J^),  first  semester,  three  hours  a  week. 

412.  Elementary  Greek.  (Pre'requisite  411.)  Portions  of  the  Gospel  ac 
cording  to  John  and  of  the  Catholic  Epistles  are  read  critically  in  the  Greek 
with  the  aid  of  Green's  Grammar. 

Juniors  (J^),  second  semester,  three  hours  a  week. 

413.  Greek  Reading.  (Together  with  713  constitutes  an  alternate  to  411.) 
Juniors  fully  qualified  in  their  knowledge  of  the  Greek  language  will  read 
the  Book  of  the  Acts, — approximately  chapters  1'12.  Close  attention  will  be 
given  to  syntax.     Important  words  and  passages  will  be  singled  out  for  study. 

Juniors  (J^),  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

414.  Greek  Reading.  (Together  with  714  constitutes  an  alternate  to  412.) 
The  rest  of  the  Acts  is  covered.    Historical,  grammatical  and  interpretive  study. 

Juniors  (J^),  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 
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V.    CHURCH  HISTORY  AND  GOVERNMENT 

Dr.  Williamson 

The  History  of  Doctrine,  formerly  a  separate  study,  is  now  incorporated 
into  the  regular  course  in  Church  History,  different  doctrines  being  connected 
historically  with  the  events  which  caused  their  rise. 

511.  Church  History,  Apostolic  and  Ancient.  From  the  Apostolic  age 
to  the  Germanic  invasions.  The  church  under  the  Apostles;  the  struggle  of 
Christianity  with  heathenism;  heresies  and  Christian  theology;  doctrinal  con' 
troversies;  church  constitution  and  discipline;  the  worship  and  life  of  the 
church;  great  church  leaders. 

Juniors,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

512.  Church  History,  Mediaeval.  From  the  Germanic  invasions  to  the 
Renaissance;  development  of  the  papacy;  missionary  enterprises;  Moham' 
medanism;  the  Holy  Roman  Empire;  the  Crusades;  the  monastic  orders;  the 
universities;    Scholasticism;   Mysticism;    reforming    councils;    the    Renaissance. 

Juniors,  second  semester,  three  hours  a  week. 

521.  Modern  Church  History.  From  the  Reformation  to  the  organiza' 
tion  of  denominations  in  America.  Causes  and  results  of  the  Reformation 
in  different  countries;  the  Counter  Reformation;  the  Puritans;  the  Pietists;  the 
Rationalists;  early  settlements  in  America. 

Middlers,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

522.  The  American  Churches.  The  leading  denominations  and  their 
leaders  and  work;  the  missionary  movement  in  America;  the  great  preachers. 

Middlers,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

531.  Religious  Movements  in  America.  Revivalism;  Salvation  Army; 
Y.  M.  C.  A.;  Rescue  Missions;  etc.  Anti-Christian  cults, — ^Christian  Science, 
Russellism,  Mormonism,  etc.     The  Group  Movements. 

Seniors,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

532.  History  of  Missions.  A  brief  survey  of  the  progress  of  the  mission' 
ary  cause  in  the  history  of  the  church.  Apostolic  and  early  missions;  early 
European  missions;  the  Reformation  period;  William  Carey  and  modern  mis' 
sionary  movements;  great  missionary  leaders  of  all  lands;  the  present  outlook 
in  missions. 

Seniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

534.     Church  Government.      Principles  and  forms  of  church  government; 

the   government  and   discipline   of  the   United  Presbyterian   Church;   ordina' 

tion;    apostolic   succession;   the    church    courts;  Presbyterian    polity    and    law; 
the  practical  workings  of  church  law. 

Seniors,  second  semester,  one  hour  a  week. 
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VI.     SYSTEMATIC  AND  BIBLICAL  THEOLOGY 
Dr.  Karr 

611.  (a)  Introduction  to  Theology.  The  idea,  purpose  and  importance 
of  theology;  the  sources  of  material  and  method  of  treatment,  (b)  The  Ex- 
istence of  God.  The  nature  and  source  of  the  idea  of  God;  corroborative 
evidences   of   God's   existence;   typical   anti'theistic   theories. 

Juniors,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

612.  The  Doctrine  of  Scripture.  The  possibility  and  probability  of 
Revelation;  the  witness  of  miracle  and  prophecy;  the  trustworthiness  of  the 
sacred  records;  the  supernatural  character  and  Inspiration  of  the  Scriptures. 

Juniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

613  and  614.  Biblical  Theology:  The  Theology  of  Jesus.  Source 
material  is  found  in  the  Gospel  record  of  the  sayings  of  our  Lord.  The  aim 
is  to  interpret  and  systematize  the  teaching  of  the  Master  on  the  great 
subjects  of  the  Christian  faith.  There  will  be  lectures  covering  the  field 
in  a  broad  way,  and  students  will  make  inductive  study  of  particular  subjects 
as  assigned. 

Juniors,  both  semesters,  one  hour  a  week. 

621.  (a)  The  Doctrine  of  God.  The  attributes  of  God  defined  in  their 
relation  to  the  divine  Being  and  to  the  cosmos;  the  tripersonality  of  God  as 
revealed  in  Scripture;  the  decrees  and  works  of  God, — creation,  preservation, 
and  providence,  (b)  The  Doctrine  of  Angels.  Their  nature  and  employ 
ments.

622.  (a)  The  Doctrine  of  Man.     The  origin  and  nature  of  man  and  the 

unity  of  the  human  race;  the  essentials  and  incidents  of  man's  original  state. 
(b)  The  Doctrine  of  Sin.  The  fall  of  man,  the  nature  and  universality  of 
sin,    and   its    consequences   to    mankind.

631.  (a)  The  Doctrine  of  Christ  the  Redeemer.  Historical  preparation 
for  redemption;  the  person  of  Christ,  His  two  natures  and  states;  the  offices 
and  work  of  Christy  with  special  study  of  the  atonement,  (b)  The  Doctrine 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  application  of  redemption, — election,  calling,  union 
with  Christ,  regeneration,  conversion,  justification,  sanctification.

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VII.    PHILOSOPHY  OF  RELIGION  AND  RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION 

Dr.  McCreary

amined  from  the  viewpoint  of  psychological  principles  and  with  major  ob' 
jectives  as  the  metric  of  value.  The  problems  of  curricula,  training,  special 
methods,  equipment,  personnel,  literature,  and  articulation  with  other  agencies, 
secular  and  religious,  are  inspected  carefully.

The  purpose  of  these  assign' 
ments  is  to  enable  incoming  students  to  approximate  more  closely  the 
standard  involved  in  the  Pre-Seminary  Curriculum.  The  work  will  be  done

721.  Social  Ethics.  A  study  of  the  problems  of  the  application  of 
Christian  ideals  in  a  diversified  society.  Specific  forms  of  ethical  applications 
to  business,  industry,  government  and  other  fields.  The  duty  and  method 
of  the  Church  as  an  agency  of  moral  education.  Deficiencies  in  present 
objective  and  program.     Rival  proposals. 

Middlers,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

731.  History  of  the  Philosophy  of  Religion.  A  survey  of  human  thought 
from  the  time  of  the  Greeks  to  the  present  for  the  discovery  of  those  elements 
which  have  directly  dealt  with  religious  ideas  or  which  have  been  incorporated 
into  religious  systems. 

Seniors,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

732.  The  Philosophy  of  Religion.  This  course  includes  the  usual  materials 
of  Theism.  It  also  seeks  to  exhibit  the  epistemological  foundations  of  faith,  to 
state  the  analogical  argument  expositionally,  to  find  an  adequate  ground  of 
values,  and  to  set  forth  the  Christian  religion  as  a  philosophic  system.  A 
rationale  of  method  is  undertaken  regarding  religion  in  historical,  aesthetical, 
and  critical  aspects.

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ACADEMIC   REGULATIONS 


ADMISSION 


Registration.  Tuesday,  September  14,  1937,  is  set  aside  for 
the  registration  of  all  new  students,  and  also  of  upper  classmen 
having  any  irregularities  in  their  standing  or  schedule.  Wednesday 
morning  is  appointed  for  the  registration  of  all  regular  students  in 
the  Middle  and  Senior  classes.  It  is  important  that  students  come 
for  registration  at  the  time  appointed,  and  also  that  they  be  on 
hand  for  the  Formal  Opening  of  the  Seminary  Wednesday  after- 
noon: thus  only  can  they  be  ready  to  enter  upon  their  regular 
class  work  at  8:30  o'clock  the  following  morning.  New  students, 
in  particular,  should  notice  that  the  proper  time  to  enter  the  Semi- 
nary is  at  the  opening  of  the  annual  session  in  September.  Those 
who  enter  at  mid-year,  except  by  regular  transfer  from  some  other 
standard  theological  seminary,  will  not  be  regularly  classified  as 
Juniors  until  the  following  fall. 

Credentials.  Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present 
satisfactory  testimonials  of  his  suitableness  as  a  candidate  for  the 
ministry  or  other  contemplated  form  of  Christian  service.  These 
credentials  include  (1)  a  letter  of  introduction  from  his  pastor  or 
session  certifying  his  active  church  membership  and  his 
qualifications  for  spiritual  leadership;  (2)  a  letter  from  the 
clerk  of  his  presbytery,  or  corresponding  church  officer,  indicating 
that  he  has  been  taken  under  proper  ecclesiastical  supervision  and 
is  officially  recommended  as  a  student  of  theology;  and  (3)  evi- 
dence of  full  collegiate  preparation,  including  an  official  transcript 
of  his  college  credits. 

All  credentials  should  be  at  hand  July  1st.  Students  can 
facilitate  matters  by  attention  to  the  following  particulars:  (1) 
Make  application  early,  using  the  official  blank;  (2)  arrange  to 
be  taken  under  care  of  presbytery  at  its  spring  meeting;  (3)  im- 
mediately after  graduation,  request  the  college  office  to  send 
transcript  of  college  credits  directly  to  the  Seminary  in  care  of  the 
Registrar;  (4)  send,  or  deliver  in  person,  the  letters  from  pastor 
and  clerk  of  presbytery. 

Declaration  of  Purpose.  Before  being  admitted  to  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Seminary,  every  student  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the 
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Registrar,  subscribe  a  declaration  to  the  effect  that  while  he  is  a 
student  in  the  Seminary  he  will  regularly,  punctually,  and  diligently 
attend  upon  all  the  instructions  of  the  professors,  that  he  will 
promptly  comply  with  the  lawful  requisitions  of  the  Faculty  and 
be  subject  to  their  authority,  that  he  will  honestly  conform  to  all 
regulations  of  the  Seminary,  and  that  he  will  not  propagate  any 
opinions  in  opposition  to  the  standards  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Entrance  Deposit.  From  the  moment  of  entrance,  students  are 
regarded  as  stewards  of  the  Church's  property,  having  special 
responsibility  in  the  free  use  of  library  and  dormitory  equipment. 
Each  student,  upon  matriculation,  is  required  to  make  a  deposit 
of  ^5.00,  which  is  returnable  at  the  end  of  the  Seminary  course, 
less  any  necessary  deductions. 


CLASSIFICATION 

Regular  or  Degree  Students.  Applicants  for  admission  as 
students  in  full  standing  to  take  the  prescribed  course  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  Degree  of  Th.B.  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a 
standard  college  or  university,  (Here,  as  elsewhere,  when  a  degree 
is  mentioned  as  a  pre-requisite,  it  must  have  been  secured  without 
duplication  of  credit.) 

Part-Time  Students.  Students  who  are  not  so  situated  that 
they  can  devote  full  time  to  Seminary  work  may  be  admitted  by 
the  Faculty  to  take  such  courses  as  their  time  permits  in  prepara- 
tion for  some  form  of  Christian  service.  But  they  must  have  the 
same  academic  preparation,  and  furnish  the  same  credentials,  as 
are  required  of  Regular  Degree  Students. 

Classification  by  Years.  Students  who  register  for  the  full 
course  are,  for  practical  purposes,  classified  normally  as  Juniors 
during  their  first  year,  as  Middlers  during  their  second  year,  and 
as  Seniors  during  their  third  year. 

Transferred  Students.  Persons  qualified  for  admission  to  the 
Seminary  who  have  successfully  completed  partial  courses  in  some 
other  approved  school  of  theology  may  be  admitted  by  the  Faculty 
to  corresponding  standing  in  this  institution  upon  the  presentation 
of  satisfactory  credentials,  which  should  include  (1)   a  certificate 
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of  good  standing  and  honorable  dismission,  and  (2)  a  complete 
official  transcript  of  their  credits. 


THE  STUDENT'S  SCHEDULE 

The  Norm.  Students  adequately  prepared,  and  able  to  give 
full  time  to  Seminary  work,  are  expected  to  follow  the  regular 
schedule,  involving  17  credit  hours  a  week  throughout  the  three 
years  of  the  Seminary  course. 

Extra  Hours.  No  student  is  allowed  to  take  more  than  the 
regular  schedule  without  special  permission  from  the  Faculty. 
A  record  of  scholarly  work  is  pre-requisite  to  the  granting  of  such 
permission. 

Limitations.  Students  having  pastoral  charges,  or  other  out- 
side work  involving  extraordinary  demands  upon  their  time,  are 
limited  to  such  courses  as  they  can  carry  satisfactorily.  Students 
who,  for  any  reason,  fail  to  do  a  satisfactory  grade  of  work  in  their 
scheduled  studies  are  also  subject  to  limitation  by  the  Faculty. 
Regular  Juniors  are  not  allowed  to  assume  pastoral  responsi- 
bilities. 

The  Minimum.  Students  must  carry  at  least  12  hours  of  con- 
current Seminary  work  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of 
the  Dormitory  and  to  a  share  in  Seminary  aid. 

Registration  each  Semester.  At  the  beginning  of  each  semes- 
ter every  student  shall  file  with  the  Registrar  a  complete  list  of  his 
studies.  When  his  schedule  has  been  approved,  no  change  may  be 
made  by  the  student  without  consulting  the  Registrar. 


ATTENDANCE 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  is  indispensable  to  satisfac- 
tory work.  All  absence,  or  even  tardiness,  for  whatever  reason, 
has  an  injurious  effect  on  the  student's  standing  and  progress. 
Excuses  for  absence  must  be  presented  in  writing,  to  the  professors 
concerned,  Immediately  upon  return  to  class  work;  and  shall  specify 
date,  classes  missed,  and  cause  of  absence. 
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EXAMINATIONS 

In  order  to  test  the  student's  progress  In  the  various  depart- 
ments, written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  semester. 
From  these  examinations  and  the  class  room  work,  the  term  grades 
of  the  student  are  determined.  Seventy  per  cent,  is  required  as  a 
passing  grade  In  every  subject.  A  fee  of  ^2.00  is  charged  for 
each  special  examination.  Only  one  re-examination  is  allowed 
in  any  one  course.  A  report  of  the  student's  attendance  and 
credits  is  made  semi-annually  to  his  presbytery  or  corresponding 
church  authority. 

When  a  student  falls  below  the  passing  grade  in  a  given 
subject,  he  is  conditioned  in  that  subject.  Conditions  attaching 
to  the  work  of  the  first  semester  must  be  removed  by  the  first 
of  the  following  March.  Conditions  attaching  to  work  of  the 
second  semester,  except  in  the  case  of  Seniors,  must  be  removed 
by  the  first  of  November  following.  When  a  student  falls  far 
below  the  passing  mark,  or  fails  to  remove  conditions  within  the 
appointed  time,  his  work  is  counted  a  failure  and  the  course  must 
be  repeated  In  class  in  order  to  secure  credit. 

GRADUATION:  REQUIREMENTS  AND  AWARDS 

General  Requirements.  In  order  to  graduate,  a  student  must 
successfully  complete  the  regular  three-year  course  of  prescribed 
studies  amounting  to  102  semester  hours.  At  least  one  year  of 
work  In  residence  is  required  for  graduation. 

The  Degree  of  Th.B.  The  Diploma  of  the  Seminary  with  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Theology  Is  conferred  only  upon  Degree 
Students  who  complete  the  regular  course  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  Faculty  and  who  display  at  least  average  ability  in  every 
department. 

Graduation  Fee.  A  fee  of  ^5.00  Is  charged  to  cover  the  cost 
of  Diploma.  This  fee  Is  due  the  15th  of  April  preceding  gradua- 
tion. 

Graduation  Honors.  The  honor.  Cum  Laude,  is  granted  to  all 
who  throughout  the  Seminary  course  are  clearly  distinguished 
(1)  for  academic  attainments,  (2)  for  regular  and  punctual  at- 
tendance, and  (3)  for  general  fitness  for  the  gospel  ministry. 
The  honor,  Magna  Cum  Laude,  Is  granted  to  all  who  possess  these 
qualifications  In  an  unusual  degree;  and,  Summa  Cum  Laude,  In 
very  rare  Instances,  in  recognition  of  superlative  merit. 
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FACILITIES  FOR  STUDY 


THE  SEMINARY  LIBRARY 

The  Seminary  Library  quarters  were  completely  remodeled  in 
connection  with  the  merger  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries 
In  1930.  A  new  reference  room,  with  the  most  modern  equipment, 
was  added, — the  gift  of  the  Sixth  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
Pittsburgh.  The  walls  of  the  room  display  large  colored  panellngs 
setting  forth  the  historic  Insignia  and  other  data  of  the  older 
Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Churches  of  the  world. 

The  former  reference  room  was  converted  into  a  reading  room, 
in  which  are  provided  some  of  the  best  current  periodicals.  A  new 
stack  room  with  steel  shelving  was  added,  also  a  large  vault  for  rare 
books. 

Thirty-four  thousand  books  are  now  on  the  library  shelves, 
and  the  Seminary  policy  is  to  keep  adding  to  this  number  so  as  to 
maintain  a  standard  and  up-to-date  working  library  in  those 
departments  of  learning  to  which  the  theological  student  Is  devoting 
his  attention. 

The  Newburgh  Collection 

The  research  department  of  the  library  contains  the  valuable 
collection  of  theological  works,  many  of  them  dating  from  the  early 
days  of  printing,  which  collection  was  secured  abroad  by  the  Rev. 
John  M.  Mason,  D.D.,  In  connection  with  the  founding  of  the 
Seminary  of  New  York,  afterwards  the  Newburgh  Seminary. 

The  James  Law  Library  Fund 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  late  James  Law,  Esq.,  of 
Shushan,  N.  Y.,  there  was  conveyed  to  the  Seminary  some  years 
ago  the  sum  of  ^15,000,  to  be  employed  as  a  library  endowment. 

Library  Hours 

The  library  Is  open  on  week  days  to  all  ministers  and  others, 
without  restriction  of  creed,  subject  to  the  same  rules  as  apply  to 
students.  The  hours  are  9  to  5:30,  excepting  Saturday,  when  the 
closing  hour  is  12;  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday 
evenings,  the  library  is  open  from  6:30  to  7:30. 
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The  Reading  Room 

The  Reading  Room,  adjoining  the  Seminary  Library,  is  open 
at  all  hours.  The  magazines,  reviews,  and  other  periodicals  found 
here,  represent  the  best  in  general  literature,  as  well  as  in  theology 
and  religion. 

THE  BIBLE  LANDS  MUSEUM 

The  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  is  one  of  the 
most  active  seminaries  in  the  world  engaged  in  archaeological 
research  of  Bible  times  in  ancient  Palestine.  In  conjunction  with 
the  American  School  of  Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem,  it  has 
conducted  explorations  at  Sodom  and  Gomorrah  in  1924,  excava- 
tions at  Kirjath-Sepher  in  1926,  1928,  1930,  1932,  and  excava- 
tions at  Bethel  In  1934. 

This  work  was  inaugurated  by  the  late  Dr.  M.  G.  Kyle, 
formerly  Professor  of  Biblical  Archaeology,  who  served  as  presi- 
dent of  all  these  expeditions  with  the  exception  of  the  last:  It 
was  conducted  after  his  death  as  a  memorial  to  his  work  in 
Palestinian  archaeology.  The  share  of  these  antiquities  which 
the  Palestinian  Archaeological  Museum  has  allotted  to  the  Semi- 
nary has  been  shipped  to  Pittsburgh,  where  more  than  a  thousand 
of  these  objects  are  now  on  exhibit.  Numerous  other  valuable 
pieces  are  awaiting  special  preparation  before  being  placed  on 
exhibition. 

These  objects  all  Illustrate  In  the  most  striking  way  the  life 
of  the  people  of  Bible  Lands,  and  so  become  of  great  value  for 
interpretation  as  well  as  for  apologetics.  They  illumine  and 
corroborate  the  Biblical  narratives.  Thus  an  ineffaceable  impres- 
sion is  made  upon  the  student  of  the  trustworthiness  of  the  Biblical 
record,  for  only  real  events  leave  anything  to  be  dug  up  out  of  the 
ground.  The  objects  in  the  Museum  are  used  constantly  In  the 
classes  of  the  Seminary.  Opportunity  is  also  afforded  the  public 
to  visit  the  Museum  at  appointed  times. 

Special  gifts  of  archaeological  specimens  are  being  constantly 
added  to  the  Museum  through  interested  friends. 
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CULTURAL  ADVANTAGES 


THE  DENOMINATIONAL  SEMINARY 

The  denominational  Seminary  has  peculiar  advantages.  Being 
under  direct  church  control,  it  certifies  Its  graduates  as  trained  by 
thoroughly  responsible  teachers.  The  established  standards  are 
maintained,  and  approved  educational  methods  are  followed. 
Without  dwarfing  individuality,  the  church  school  gives  to  its 
graduates  the  unique  stamp  which  wins  recognition  within  denomi- 
national bounds.  At  the  same  time,  the  commingling  of  students 
from  various  evangelical  bodies  tends  to  develop  in  students  mu- 
tual understanding  and  brotherly  regard.  The  wide  range  of  ac- 
quaintance with  the  Church  and  Its  leaders  secured  by  attendance 
at  the  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  Is  for  the  young  minister  an 
asset  of  great  value. 

A  METROPOLITAN  ENVIRONMENT 

Pittsburgh  has  numerous  elements  of  cultural  value,  chief 
among  which  are  her  schools  and  churches.  The  church  life  of  our 
own  and  other  denominations  In  Pittsburgh  is  of  the  best.  The  city 
and  Its  environs.  Including  more  than  eighty  of  our  own  congrega- 
tions, afford  an  excellent  example  of  the  Church  at  work.  In  all 
the  denominations  the  religious  thought  is  conservative  and  the 
methods  of  work  progressive.  The  pulpits  are  well  manned  and 
the  work  generally  well  organized.  Some  of  the  ablest  preachers 
of  our  own  and  other  churches  are  located  here.  The  student  has 
opportunity  to  study  the  methods  of  men  who  are  widely  known 
as  successful  ministers.  He  may  see  mission  work  carried  on  along 
Improved  lines,  and  engage  In  It  himself.  He  may  study  at  first 
hand  the  most  effective  methods  of  Sabbath-school  work.  He  is 
welcomed  to  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  local  ministerial  unions, 
where  live  problems  and  issues  are  the  subjects  of  discussion. 

Pittsburgh,  together  with  the  contiguous  towns,  is  one  of  the 
great  commercial  centers  of  the  world.  It  affords  unexcelled  oppor- 
tunities for  the  study  of  social,  economical,  political,  racial,  and 
other  problems.  It  is  in  itself  an  education  to  live  and  work  in  such 
a  city  and  catch  the  pulse  of  Its  busy  life.  Moreover,  the  benefit 
of  contact  with  those  engaged  In  the  varied  forms  of  work  for  social, 
moral  and  religious  betterment,  and  of  personal  experience  in  such 
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efforts,  is  evident  to  all.  As  the  future  ministers  to  persons  socially 
environed,  theological  students  should  give  themselves  all  conven- 
ient advantages  to  study  mankind  in  their  varied  social  relation- 
ships. 

AFFILIATION   WITH   THE   UNIVERSITY   OF   PITTSBURGH 

Graduates  from  the  three-year  course  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia 
Theological  Seminary  who  desire  to  take  the  A.M.  degree  at  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh  in  the  field  of  Religion  and  Religious 
Education  may  transfer  as  many  as  14  semester  credits  from  the 
Seminary  as  advanced  standing  toward  this  degree.  The  remain- 
ing ten  course  credits  and  six  thesis  credits  required  for  the  A.M. 
degree  must  be  taken  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  A  part  of 
the  ten  course  credits  may  be  taken  in  other  fields  of  the  University 
than  Religion  and  Religious  Education. 

Graduates  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  will  be 
allowed  a  maximum  of  30  graduate  credits  as  advanced  standing 
toward  the  Ph.D.  degree  In  Religion  and  Religious  Education,  An 
additional  amount  of  six  graduate  credits  may  be  granted  to  stu- 
dents taking  courses  at  the  Seminary  beyond  the  regular  three-year 
theological  course,  in  which  cases  the  courses  must  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  Graduate  School  of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  University  of  Pittsburgh  will  accept  graduate  credits  from 
Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  in  the  fields  of  Biblical 
Literature,  Church  History,  Theology,  History  and  Philosophy  of 
Religion,  and  Religious  Education. 

The  amount  of  advanced  graduate  standing  granted  to  Semi- 
nary students  who  choose  to  do  their  major  work  at  the  University 
in  fields  other  than  Religion  and  Religious  Education  will  be  de- 
termined by  heads  of  these  departments.  The  advanced  standing 
for  both  the  A.M.  and  Ph.D.  degree  will  vary  some  with  depart- 
ments and  students. 

A  regular  summer  session  or  semester  must  elapse  between  the 
time  of  the  student's  graduation  from  the  Seminary  and  the  con- 
ferring of  a  graduate  degree  by  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  procedure  outlined  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs  became 
effective  February,  1933.

LIFE  AT  THE  SEMINARY 


THE  SEMINARY  BUILDING 

The  Seminary  hall  Is  located  at  the  corner  of  North  Avenue 
and  Buena  Vista  Street,  and  overlooks  West  Park.  On  the  first 
floor  are  the  Mary  J.  Stevenson  Reception  Room,  the  President's 
Office,  the  Pressly  Chapel,  the  Library,  the  Reference  and  Reading 
Rooms,  and  the  Gymnasium.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  Faculty 
Conference  Room,  the  Bible  Lands  Museum,  and  five  class  rooms 
of  ample  proportions.  The  third,  fourth  and  fifth  floors  are 
given  over  to  dormitory  uses.  On  the  fifth  floor  there  is  a  dining- 
room,  with  kitchen  attached. 


ROOMS  AND  ACCOMMODATIONS 

The  dormitory  rooms  are  arranged  as  follows:  there  are  single 
rooms;  suites  of  double  rooms,  in  which  two  men  occupy  a  study 
and  a  bedroom  In  common;  and  suites  of  three  rooms,  In  which 
two  men  have  a  study  In  common  and  two  single  bedrooms  ad- 
joining. Each  floor  has  trunkrooms,  bathrooms,  and  lavatories. 
The  Seminary  provides  furniture  and  bedding,  including  sheets, 
pillow  cases,  and  one  blanket  for  each  bed.  Students  should  bring 
extra  blankets  for  their  own  use.  Students  will  also  furnish  towels 
for  their  own  use  and  provide  for  the  laundering  of  these.  All  other 
laundry  work  for  the  dormitory  will  be  looked  after  by  the  Semi- 
nary. 

With  the  purpose  of  contributing  to  the  comfort  and  health 
of  the  students,  the  oversight  and  maintenance  of  the  rooms  In  the 
dormitory  are  placed  In  charge  of  a  Committee  of  women  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Directors.  These  women  make  visits  of  Inspection 
from  time  to  time.  The  ordinary  supervision  and  control  of  the 
dormitory  Is  committed  to  the  President's  Secretary. 

Rooms  are  provided  free  of  charge  to  students  who  take  not 
less  than  twelve  hours  of  concurrent  Seminary  work.  Juniors  and 
Middlers  who  desire  rooms  for  the  following  year  must  make 
application  therefor,  in  writing,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  President, — 
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Middlers  the  first  week  in  April,  Juniors  the  second  week  in 
April.  Those  who  do  not  retain  rooms  according  to  this  rule 
will  await  their  turn  after  rooms  have  been  assigned  to  new 
students  in  September.  New  students  will  have  choice  of  the 
rooms  not  retained  by  upper  classmen,  according  to  the  order 
in  which  their  written  applications  have  been  received.  The 
assignments  will  be  made  at  4:00  P.  M.  Tuesday,  September  14. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  occupy  rooms  in  the  building 
during  the  summer  vacation  without  obtaining  permission  from 
the  office.  For  the  two  weeks  succeeding  the  close  of  the  session, 
and  one  week  preceding  the  opening  of  the  session,  all  students 
may  occupy  their  rooms. 


THE   RELIGIOUS   LIFE  OF  THE   SEMINARY 

Adequate  provision  is  made  for  the  maintenance  and  develop- 
ment of  the  religious  life.  In  addition  to  the  private  devotions  of 
the  men,  there  are  various  gatherings  for  social  worship.  Daily 
chapel  services  are  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty.  A 
Seminary  Communion  Service  is  held  in  the  Pressly  Chapel  soon 
after  the  opening  of  the  session  in  the  fall;  and  a  similar  service, 
especially  for  the  Senior  Class,  is  held  during  commencement  week. 
The  Day  of  Prayer  for  Educational  Institutions  is  observed  each 
year  with  appropriate  exercises.  "Family  worship"  is  conducted 
by  the  students  daily  after  the  evening  meal,  there  are  weekly  meet- 
ings of  the  students  in  class  groups  for  prayer,  and  there  is  a 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Student  Association.  This  organization 
aims  to  promote  the  spiritual  life  of  the  students,  and  to  cultivate 
interest  in  Christ's  cause.  The  local  group  of  Student  Volunteers 
does  much  to  keep  alive  and  active  the  missionary  spirit. 

THE  SOCIAL  LIFE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 

On  the  second  Friday  evening  after  the  opening  of  the  session, 
the  Student  Association  arranges  a  reception  for  the  new  students. 
This  is  usually  held  in  one  of  the  local  churches.  Other  social 
affairs  are  held  at  the  option  of  the  students  during  the  year. 
For  general  social  purposes  there  is  a  room  set  aside  in  the  Semi- 
nary. The  different  congregations  of  the  city  invite  the  students 
to  come  to  their  socials  and  share  their  hospitality. 
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THE  WEBSTER  MEMORIAL  FORUM 

The  Webster  Memorial  Forum  is  a  student  organization 
which  meets  at  stated  times  for  the  discussion  of  pre-arranged 
subjects.  It  usually  has  as  a  speaker  some  one  who  has  dis- 
tinguished himself  in  his  chosen  field.  The  organization  origin- 
ated in  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  students  for  a  closer  fellow- 
ship between  the  Student  body  and  the  Faculty.  Dr.  John  Hunter 
Webster,  formerly  Professor  of  New  Testament  Language  and 
Literature,  was  asked  to  sponsor  this  Forum.  After  his  death  in 
1933,  the  organization  called  itself  the  "Webster  Memorial  Forum" 
in  honor  of  the  one  who  had  given  substantial  help  to  the  students 
in  their  initial  problems  and  discussions.  The  main  purpose  of 
this  Forum  is  to  enable  the  students  to  improve  their  preparation 
for  the  problems  of  Christian  work  by  seeking  the  counsel  of 
those  who  have  had  valuable  experiences  in  that  field. 


PHYSICAL  CULTURE 

In  the  Fall  and  Spring,  outdoor  sports  hold  first  place.  The 
city  tennis  courts  in  the  park,  two  minutes  walk  from  the  Seminary, 
may  be  used.  The  Seminary  gymnasium  provides  additional 
opportunity  for  physical  training. 

The  Allegheny  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  located  beside  the  Seminary. 
With  its  splendid  physical  equipment, — gymnasium,  bowling 
alleys,  showers,  and  swimming  pool, — it  offers  a  fine  opportunity 
to  the  men  of  the  Seminary,  all  of  whom  have  free  membership 
in  it.  Provision  is  made  for  a  variety  of  games.  Mr.  Lee  Catt  is 
physical  director  of  the  "Y."  A  physical  examination  is  required 
of  all  who  use  the  "Y"  facilities. 


EXPENSES 

There  are  no  tuition  fees,  nor  are  there  any  rental  or  contingent 
expenses.  All  the  privileges  of  the  Seminary,  inclusive  of  the 
dormitory,  are  free.  Students  who  elect  private  lodgings  must 
meet  their  rental  expenses  unaided. 

A  dining-room  is  located  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  dormitory, 
providing  for  club  boarding  at  cost.    Although  much  of  the  equip- 
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ment  has  been  provided  by  the  Seminary,  the  dining-room  is  under 
student  administration.  A  limited  number  of  students  receive  their 
board  in  compensation  for  their  services  as  waiters.  An  initial 
deposit  of  $20.00  is  required  of  each  student  to  defray  the  bills  of 
the  first  month, — this  being  returned  the  second  semester.  The 
bills  are  monthly.  The  first  three  of  these  usually  amount  to 
$20.00  each,  the  others  gradually  decreasing  over  the  school  term. 
The  average  cost  throughout  the  year  is  approximately  $4.25  per 
week, — for  a  week  of  five  and  one-half  days.  The  cost  of  food 
over  the  week-ends,  when  the  club  is  not  functioning,  is  included 
in  the  estimate  below.  All  men  rooming  in  the  building  are  re- 
quired to  take  their  meals  in  the  Seminary  dining  hall. 

The  United  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication  and  Bible 
School  Work  furnishes  all  text-books  at  a  reduction  of  twenty  per 
cent.;  other  books,  cash,  at  a  reduction  of  fifteen  per  cent.  The 
Board  also  grants  reasonable  credit  to  United  Presbyterian  students 
under  presbyterial  supervision,  where  they  are  unable  to  make 
immediate  payment.

COMPETITIVE  SCHOLARSHIPS 


The  following  competitive  scholarships  have  been  provided 
for  the  benefit  of  United  Presbyterian  students. 

The  James  Purdy  Scholarship 

There  exists  in  the  possession  of  the  Seminary  the  Purdy  Fund, 
bearing  the  name  of  its  founder.  The  income,  not  to  exceed  $300. 
is  apportioned  equally  each  year  to  the  six  members  of  the  Junior 
Class  who  attain  the  highest  average  of  excellence  in  their  Seminary 
work.  The  scholarship  is  subject  to  the  conditions  that  the  entire 
year's  work  be  completed  within  the  Seminary  year,  that  no  award 
be  made  to  a  student  whose  general  average  does  not  reach  85% 
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or  who  receives  a  grade  of  less  than  80%  in  any  department,  and 
that  the  entire  Seminary  course  be  finished  at  this  Seminary. 


The  Thomas  Jamison  Scholarship 

In  memory  of  the  late  Thomas  Jamison,  Esq.,  of  the  North 
Side,  Pittsburgh,  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  Mrs.  Jamison  endowed  a  scholarship, 
the  income  of  which,  not  to  exceed  ^800,  is  given  each  year  to  the 
member  of  the  Senior  Class  who  attains  the  highest  average  of 
excellence  in  qualifications  for  the  Christian  ministry  during  the 
Junior  and  Middle  years  and  the  first  half  of  the  Senior  year. 
In  the  matter  of  grades,  his  general  average  must  reach  90%, 
and  in  no  study  must  the  grade  be  lower  than  80%.  The  award 
of  this  scholarship  requires  that  the  recipient  spend  a  full  session, 
the  next  following  his  graduation,  at  study  in  some  foreign 
theological  institution  to  be  selected  by  the  Faculty.  He  must 
further  agree  to  make  regular  reports  of  the  work  he  is  doing, 
with  a  transcript  of  grades  received,  and  present  within  two  years 
a  thesis  of  not  less  than  10,000  words  on  some  subject  selected  or 
approved  by  the  Faculty.  A  splendid  opportunity  is  thus  afforded 
to  a  worthy  man  each  year  for  broadening  his  theological  education 
and  obtaining  the  rich  culture  which  comes  with  foreign  study  and 
travel.  The  degree  of  Master  of  Theology  is  conferred  without 
further  requirement  on  all  who  take  the  Jamison  scholarship  and 
satisfy  its  conditions,  subject  to  the  usual  fee  of  ^10.00. 

In  case  the  student  who  receives  the  scholarship  is  going  into 
one  of  the  Church's  foreign  fields,  he  is  allowed  to  attend  the 
Kennedy  School  of  Missions  in  America  instead  of  a  European 
institution. 


The  Jane  Hogg  Gardner  Scholarship 

To  the  Senior  student  ranking  second  in  qualifications  for 
the  ministry  through  the  entire  course,  the  Seminary  awards  the 
income  of  the  Gardner  bequest,  not  to  exceed  $200,  but  on  condi- 
tion that  there  is  no  grade  of  less  than  80%  In  any  department, 
and  that  a  satisfactory  thesis  of  at  least  5,000  words  on  an  assigned 
subject  be  presented  to  the  Faculty  within  a  year  from  graduation. 
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The  McGill  Church  History  Awards 

In  honor  of  Dr.  David  F.  McGIll,  formerly  Professor  of 
Church  History  and  Government,  through  the  kindness  of  a 
friend  the  Seminary  avv^ards  first  and  second  prizes  of  $100  and 
$S0  respectively  to  the  Senior  students  who  take  first  and  second 
rank  in  the  entire  course  in  Church  History.  Candidates  for 
these  awards  must  attend  this  Seminary  from  the  beginning  of 
their  Junior  year  and  receive  no  grade  less  than  80%  in  any 
department.  Although  this  benefaction  was  interrupted  for  sev- 
eral years  by  the  depression,  we  are  glad  to  announce  that  it  was 
renewed  in  the  Spring  of  1937. 


SELF  SUPPORT  AND  STUDENT  AID 


The  Board  of  Education  Aid 

The  General  Assembly  authorizes  the  presbyteries  to  recom- 
mend worthy  students  for  grants  from  the  Board  of  Education. 
The  scale  for  1936-37  was  as  follows:  one  hundred  and  thirty 
dollars  to  students  of  the  first  year,  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars 
to  second-year  students,  and  ninety  dollars  to  third-year  students. 
These  grants  are  made  only  to  students  who  attend  the  United 
Presbyterian  Seminary. 

Student  Aid  Fund 

There  is  a  limited  fund  at  the  disposal  of  the  Seminary  for  the 
assistance  of  needy  students.  This  fund  is  provided  for  emergency 
cases  only  and  is  administered  under  the  careful  supervision  of  the 
Faculty. 

The  Lesson  of  History 

It  may  be  encouraging  to  students  to  know  that  we  do  not 
have  in  the  history  of  either  Seminary  a  record  of  any  student  who 
has  been  obliged  to  leave  the  Seminary  for  financial  reasons.

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THE  CONTROL  AND  MANAGEMENT 


The  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  is  the  result  of  a 
union  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries  consummated  in 
1930.  According  to  its  proper  ancestry  the  Xenia  Seminary  was 
founded  in  1794  by  the  Associate  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
Pittsburgh  Seminary  was  founded  in  1825  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.  The  Seminary  as 
now  established  is  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  American 
Synods  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  ultimate  review 
control  of  the  General  Assembly.  Its  management  is  committed  to 
a  Board  of  Directors  and  Trustees.  The  Board  of  Directors  consists 
of  thirty-five  members,  ministers  or  ruling  elders,  who  are  nom- 
inated by  the  several  Synods  to  the  General  Assembly  for  elec- 
tion on  the  basis  of  each  Synod  having  one  representative  for 
every  five  thousand  church  members  or  a  major  fraction  thereof. 
Each  Synod  has  at  least  one  representative.  The  Board  of 
Directors  has  the  general  government  of  the  Seminary,  subject 
to  the  authority  of  the  Synods  and  the  General  Assembly,  appoints 
the  Trustees,  and  provides  for  the  financial  maintenance  of  the 
institution.  The  Board  of  Trustees  consists  of  twelve  members. 
It  is  the  corporate  body  which  holds  and  manages  the  real  estate 
and  the  funds  of  the  Seminary.  The  term  and  the  course  of 
study  are  determined  by  the  General  Assembly.

The  purpose  of  the  Seminary,  as  defined  in  the  Constitution,  is 
to  instruct  candidates  for  the  gospel  ministry,  ordained  ministers 
of  the  gospel,  and  such  as  may  be  preparing  for  other  special  lines 
of  Christian  service,  in  the  knowledge  of  the  doctrines  of  the 
Scriptures,  and  the  order  and  institutes  of  worship  taught  therein 
and  summarily  exhibited  in  the  standards  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  of  North  America;  to  cherish  in  them  the  life  of  true 
godliness,  and  to  cultivate  the  gifts  which  Christ,  the  Head  of  the 
Church,  confers  on  those  whom  He  calls  and  ordains  to  the  minis- 
try, to  the  end  that  there  may  be  raised  up  a  succession  of  able, 
faithful,  and  godly  ministers  of  the  gospel  and  of  other  Christian 
workers. 


THE  TERM  AND  COURSE  OF  STUDY 


The  regular  course  of  seminary  training  prescribed  by  the 
General  Assembly  covers  a  period  of  three  academic  years,  each  of 
which  is  divided  in  January  into  two  semesters.  The  annual  session 
begins  the  third  Wednesday  of  September,  and  continues  thirty- 
four  weeks  including  holidays.  The  distribution  of  studies  by 
departments  and  semesters  is  exhibited  on  pages  17-19. 

The  Seminary  course  is  built  for  college  graduates,  and 
presupposes  a  foundation  of  broad  and  liberal  culture.  In 
preparation  for  their  professional  training  in  the  Seminary,  college 
students  should  take  substantial  courses  in  the  subjects  indicated 
in  the  newly  adopted  Pre-Seminary  Curriculum. 
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THE  PRE-SEMINARY  CURRICULUM 

The  American  Association  of  Theological  Schools,  at  its  tenth 
biennial  meeting,  Chester,  Pa.,  June,  1936,  adopted  a  statement 
regarding  a  Pre-Seminary  Curriculum  and  authorized  it  to  be 
sent  to  all  colleges  and  universities  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  The  statement  includes  the  following  specifications  as  to 
the  proper  fields  of  study,  and  the  minimum  number  of  semester 
hours:

Concentration  of  work  or  'majoring',  is  a  common  practice  in  colleges.  For 
such  concentration  or  major,  a  constructive  sequence  based  upon  any  one, 
two,  or  three  of  the  above  fields  of  study  would  lead  up  naturally  to  a 
theological  course. 

Adding  Bible  and  Speech  to  the  list  of  studies,  and  giving 
special  emphasis  to  Greek,  the  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  has 
endorsed  the  foregoing  statement  of  Pre-Semlnary  Curriculum, 
and  urges  all  college  students  who  are  looking  forward  to  the 
Gospel  ministry  to  make  use  of  this  statement  in  the  shaping 
of  their  college  course  (in  consultation  with  their  advisors  at 
college),  so  that  they  may  not  only  secure  the  desired  college 
degree  but  at  the  same  time  secure  the  best  possible  preparation 
for  seminary  work. 
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The  Pre-Semlnary  Curriculum  does  not  purport  to  be  in  itself 
a  complete  four-year  college  course,  but  rather  calls  attention 
to  those  fields  and  courses  of  study  which  are  accessible  to  all 
college  students  and  which  are  of  basic  importance  in  preparation 
for  seminary  training. 

The  Curriculum  is  not  yet  mandatory,  but  it  indicates  the 
trend  in  seminary  circles.  The  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  will 
use  this  Pre-Seminary  Curriculum  as  an  informal  standard  by 
which  to  judge  the  preparedness  of  applicants  for  admission. 
Those  who  have  notable  deficiencies  will  be  required  to  remove 
them.  Some  provision  for  the  removal  of  deficiencies  will  be 
made  in  the  regular  Seminary  curriculum.  For  instance,  those 
deficient  in  Greek  will  be  given  an  intensive  course  in  Elementary 
Greek  at  the  rate  of  three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  Junior 
Year.  In  other  cases,  where  the  plan  may  be  suitable,  special 
assignments  for  private  study  will  be  made,  coupled  with  semester 
reports  and  examinations. 
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DEPARTMENTS  AND  COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 


I.    SEMITICS  AND  BIBLICAL  ARCHAEOLOGY 
Dr.  Kelso 

111.  Inter-Testament  History  and  Literature.  A  rapid  survey  of  the 
contributions  of  Persia,  Greece  and  Rome  to  the  Inter'Testament  world;  a 
detailed  treatment  of  the  Maccabean  period;  and  a  study  of  the  contents, 
composition,  date,  authorship,  and  historical  and  religious  value  of  the  Old 
Testament  Apocrypha. 

Juniors,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

121.  Elements  of  Hebrew.  A  study  of  the  major  principles  of  grammar, 
the  acquisition  of  a  working  vocabulary,  and  practice  in  translating  from 
Hebrew  into  English.     A  text  with  lectures  and  written  exercises. 

Middlers,  first  semester,  three  hours  a  week. 

122.  Hebrew  Reading.  Practice  in  accurate  translation  and  paraphrasing 
of  Biblical  Hebrew,  and  the  acquiring  of  the  principles  of  Old  Testament 
Exegesis.    Ruth  and  selected  Psalms  are  studied. 

Middlers,  second  semester,  four  hours  a  week. 

131.  Hebrew  Exegesis.  An  exegetical  study  of  the  most  important 
passages  of  the  Old  Testament  deaHng  with  the  doctrine  of  the  Messiah. 

Seniors,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

132.  Old  Testament  Theology.  A  general  survey  of  the  historical  prog' 
ress  of  revelation  in  the  light  of  contemporary  civilizations  and  religions. 
The  major  doctrines  of  the  Old  Testament  are  treated  in  detail. 

Seniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

134.  Old  Testament  Archaeology.  A  general  survey  of  achaeological 
research  in  Bible  Lands  and  the  application  of  these  findings  to  Old  Testa' 
ment  Exegesis.     Lectures,  assigned  readings,  and  museum  work. 

Seniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week.

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II.    OLD  TESTAMENT  LITERATURE  AND  EXEGESIS 

Dr.  Baldinger 

211.  English  Bible.  This  course  is  in  the  nature  of  a  general  introduc 
tion  to  the  EngHsh  Bible.  The  aim  is  to  give  the  student  a  working 
knowledge  of  the  Book  as  a  whole  by  examining  the  diversity  and  inter' 
relation  of  constituent  parts  and  the  contribution  each  makes  to  the  whole. 
The  course  will  include  a  rapid  survey  of  the  several  books,  with  special 
reference  to  such  books  as  are  not  covered  more  fully  in  advanced  courses. 

Juniors,  first  semester,  one  hour  a  week. 

213  and  214.  Old  Testament  History  and  Geography.  A  study  of  the 
history  of  the  Hebrew  people  from  the  earliest  time  to  the  establishment  of 
Judaism  after  the  Exile.  The  course  includes  a  detailed  study  of  the  Historical 
Books  of  the  Old  Testament,  and  of  the  historical  geography  of  the  Holy 
Land  with  the  aid  of  syllabus,  maps  and  Bible  text. 

Juniors,  both  semesters,  two  hours  a  week. 

221.  Old  Testament  Canon  and  Text.  A  study  is  made  of  the  origin  and 
gradual  formation  of  the  Hebrew  Canon.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the 
historical  grounds  upon  which  the  Protestant  Canon  of  thirtynine  books  is 
based. 

Middlers,  first  semester,  one  hour  a  week. 

222.  Poetical  Books.  A  general  introduction  to  Hebrew  poetry,  aiming 
to  acquaint  the  student  with  its  distinctive  form,  quality  and  rhythm.  Also 
a  special  introduction  to  the  several  poetical  books,  including  a  detailed 
study  of  the  text  and  a  summary  of  the  ethical  and  doctrinal  contents  of  each. 

Middlers,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

223.  Biblical  Hermeneutics.  This  subject  is  presented  mainly  in  a  course 
of  lectures  and  includes  a  survey  of  the  various  types  of  interpretation  which 
have  appeared  in  the  history  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  principles  which  lie 
at  the  foundation  of  sound  exegesis. 

Middlers,  first  semester,  one  hour  a  week. 

231  and  232.  Old  Testament  Prophecy.  This  course  includes  (1)  a 
general  introduction  to  prophetism  in  Israel,  (2)  special  introduction  to  the 
prophetical  writings,  covering  questions  of  authorship,  date,  and  historical 
background,  and  (3)  a  detailed  exegetical  study  of  the  contents  of  the 
several  books,  with  special  emphasis  upon  the  eighth  century  prophets, 
Amos,  Hosea,  Micah  and  Isaiah.  Other  prophetical  writings  are  examined 
as  thoroughly  as  time  permits.  Class  room  work  will  be  supplemented  by 
independent  research  work  on  assigned  subjects. 

Seniors,  first  semester,  three  hours;  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 
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III.    NEW  TESTAiMENT  LITERATURE  AND  EXEGESIS 
Dr.  McNaugher 

311.  The  Gospels.  There  will  be  literary  and  historical  study  of  the 
Gospels,  covering  their  general  features.  Synoptic  criticism,  and  the  Johan' 
nine  problem.     Lectures  and  collateral  reading. 

Juniors,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

312.  The  Life  of  Christ.  The  Hfe  of  Christ  will  be  studied  on  the  basis 
of  the  materials  contained  in  the  Gospels — His  birth,  baptism,  temptation, 
self'consciousness,  teachings,  miraculous  activity,  crucifixion,  resurrection, 
and  ascension.    Lectures,  with  the  aid  of  text'book. 

Juniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

321  and  322.     Introduction  to  the  Acts,  the  Epistles,  and  the  Apocalypse. 

This  course  includes  a  close  study  of  the  genuineness,  integrity,  background, 
occasion,  aim,  structure,  and  general  literary  features  of  each  of  these  writings, 
together  with  a  paragraphic  review  of  the  textual  material.  Particular 
attention  will  be  given  the  genuineness  of  the  Pastoral  Epistles.  Beyond  the 
ordinary  requirements  of  introduction,  the  interpretation  of  the  Apocalypse 
will  receive  special  treatm^ent.    Text'book  and  lectures. 

Middlers,  first  semester,  two  hours;  second  semester,  three  hours  a  week. 

322a.  The  New  Testament  Canon.  The  fundamental  idea  of  the 
Canon,  its  limiting  principle,  and  the  process  of  its  organization  will  be 
studied.     Instruction  by  lectures. 

Middlers,  allotted  time  in  second  semester. 

322b.  New  Testament  Textual  Criticism.  There  will  be  a  survey  of 
manuscripts,  versions,  and  patristic  quotations,  the  principles  of  criticism, 
and  the  history  of  the  printed  text.    Instruction  mainly  by  text'book. 

Middlers,  allotted  time  in  second  semester. 

341  and  342.  New  Testament  Exegesis.  The  Epistle  to  the  Romans, 
followed  by  the  Epistle  of  James  and  the  First  Epistle  of  Peter,  will  be  studied 
critically  in  the  Greek  text,  the  aim  in  part  being  to  ground  the  student  in 
the  principles  of  exegesis. 

Middlers  and  Seniors,  two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year  1938'39. 

341a.  Exegetical  Papers.  In  connection  with  the  regular  work  in  New 
Testament  Exegesis,  Exegetical  Papers  on  assigned  passages  will  be  required 
of  Seniors,  during  the  first  semester,  one  hour  credit  being  allowed. 

343  and  344.  New  Testament  Exegesis.  The  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  and 
the  First  Epistle  of  John  will  be  studied  critically  in  the  Greek  text. 

Middlers  and  Seniors,  two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year  1939'40. 

In  the  entire  field  of  New  Testament  book  study,  the  student  is  expected  to 
prepare  himself  in  part  for  the  classroom  by  repeated  consecutive  readings  of 
the  several  books  in  their  entirety,  following  the  text  of  the  American  Standard 
Bible. 
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IV.    NEW  TESTAMENT  LANGUAGE 
Dr.  McCreary 


411.  Elementary  Greek.  New  students  who  are  not  properly  qualified  for 
work  in  New  Testament  Exegesis  are  required  to  study  the  elements  of  the 
Greek  language.  A  suitable  text  is  used,  and  special  attention  is  given  to 
vocabulary,  verbal  forms  and  syntax. 

Juniors  (J^),  first  semester,  three  hours  a  week. 


412.  Elementary  Greek.  (Prerequisite  411.)  Portions  of  the  Gospel  ac 
cording  to  John  and  of  the  Catholic  Epistles  are  read  critically  in  the  Greek 
with  the  aid  of  Green's  Grammar. 


Juniors  (J^),  second  semester,  three  hours  a  week. 


413.  Greek  Reading.  (Together  with  713  constitutes  an  alternate  to  411.) 
Juniors  fully  qualified  in  their  knowledge  of  the  Greek  language  will  read 
the  Book  of  the  Acts, — approximately  chapters  1'12.  Close  attention  will  be 
given  to  syntax.     Important  words  and  passages  will  be  singled  out  for  study.

414.     Greek  Reading.  (Together  with  714  constitutes  an  alternate  to  412.)

The  History  of  Doctrine,  formerly  a  separate  study,  is  now  incorporated 
into  the  regular  course  in  Church  History,  different  doctrines  being  connected 
historically  with  the  events  which  caused  their  rise. 

511.  Church  History,  Apostolic  and  Ancient.  From  the  Apostolic  age 
to  the  Germanic  invasions.

From  the  Germanic  invasions  to  the 
Renaissance;  development  of  the  papacy;  missionary  enterprises;  Moham' 
medanism;  the  Holy  Roman  Empire;  the  Crusades;  the  monastic  orders;  the 
universities;    Scholasticism;   Mysticism;   reforming    councils;   the   Renaissance. 

Juniors,  second  semester,  three  hours  a  week. 

521.  Modem  Church  History.  From  the  Reformation  to  the  organiza' 
tion  of  denominations  in  America.  Causes  and  results  of  the  Reformation 
in  different  countries;  the  Counter  Reformation;  the  Puritans;  the  Pietists;  the 
Rationalists;  early  settlements  in  America. 

Middlers,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

522.  The  American  Churches.  The  leading  denominations  and  their 
leaders  and  work;  the  missionary  movement  in  America;  the  great  preachers. 

Middlers,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week, 

531.  Religious  Movements  in  America.  Revivalism;  Salvation  Army; 
Y.  M.  C.  A.;  Rescue  Missions;  etc.  Anti'Christian  cults,— Christian  Science, 
Russellism,  Mormonism,  etc.     The  Group  Movements. 

Seniors,  first  semester,  three  hours  a  week. 

532.  History  of  Missions.  A  brief  survey  of  the  progress  of  the  mission* 
ary  cause  in  the  history  of  the  church.  Apostolic  and  early  missions;  early 
European  missions;  the  Reformation  period;  William  Carey  and  modern  mis' 
sionary  movements;  great  missionary  leaders  of  all  lands;  the  present  outlook 
in  missions. 

Seniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

534.     Church  Government.     Principles  and  forms  of  church  government; 

the  government  and  discipline  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church;  ordina' 

tion;  apostolic  succession;   the   church   courts;  Presbyterian   polity   and   law; 
the  practical  workings  of  church  law. 

Seniors,  second  semester,  one  hour  a  week. 
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VI.    SYSTEMATIC  AND  BIBLICAL  THEOLOGY 
Dr.  Karr 

611.  (a)  Introduction  to  Theology.  The  idea,  purpose  and  importance 
of  theology;  the  sources  of  material  and  method  of  treatment,  (b)  The  Ex- 
istence of  God.  The  nature  and  source  of  the  idea  of  God;  corroborative 
evidences  of  God's  existence;  typical  anti'theistic  theories. 

Juniors,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

612.  The  Doctrine  of  Scripture.  The  possibility  and  probability  of 
Revelation;  the  witness  of  miracle  and  prophecy;  the  trustworthiness  of  the 
sacred  records;  the  supernatural  character  and  Inspiration  of  the  Scriptures. 

Juniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

613  and  614.  Biblical  Theology;  The  Theology  of  Jesus.  Source 
material  is  found  in  the  Gospel  record  of  the  sayings  of  our  Lord.  The  aim 
is  to  interpret  and  systematize  the  teaching  of  the  Master  on  the  great 
subjects  of  the  Christian  faith.  There  will  be  lectures  covering  the  field 
in  a  broad  way,  and  students  will  make  inductive  study  of  particular  subjects 
as  assigned. 

Juniors,  both  semesters,  one  hour  a  week. 

621.  (a)  The  Doctrine  of  God.  The  attributes  of  God  defined  in  their 
relation  to  the  divine  Being  and  to  the  cosmos;  the  tripersonality  of  God  as 
revealed  in  Scripture;  the  decrees  and  works  of  God, — creation,  preservation, 
and  providence,  (b)  The  Doctrine  of  Angels.  Their  nature  and  employ 
ments.

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VII.    PHILOSOPHY  OF  RELIGION  AND  RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION 

Dr.  McCreary 

712.  Religious  Education.  The  process  and  methods  of  teaching  are  ex' 
amined  from  the  viewpoint  of  psychological  principles  and  with  major  ob' 
jectives  as  the  metric  of  value.  The  problems  of  curricula,  training,  special 
methods,  equipment,  personnel,  literature,  and  articulation  with  other  agencies, 
secular  and  religious,  are  inspected  carefully.  Texts,  lectures,  readings  and 
reports. 

Juniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

713  and  714.  Special  Assignments.  (Together  with  413  and  414  these 
constitute  alternates  to  411  and  412.)  Special  assignments  of  an  individual 
nature  will  be  made  by  the  Committee  on  Entrance  Requirements  after 
careful  examination  of  students'  credentials.  The  purpose  of  these  assign' 
ments  is  to  enable  incoming  students  to  approximate  more  closely  the 
standard  involved  in  the  PrcSeminary  Curriculum.  The  work  will  be  done 
outside  of  class  and  will  involve  assigned  reading,  periodic  reports,  and 
semester   examinations. 

Juniors  (J^),  each  semester,  one  credit  hour. 

721.  Social  Ethics.  A  study  of  the  problems  of  the  application  of 
Christian  ideals  in  a  diversified  society.  Specific  forms  of  ethical  applications 
to  business,  industry,  government  and  other  fields.  The  duty  and  method 
of  the  Church  as  an  agency  of  moral  education.  Deficiencies  in  present 
objective  and  program.     Rival  proposals. 

Middlers,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

731.  History  of  the  Philosophy  of  Religion.  A  survey  of  human  thought 
from  the  time  of  the  Greeks  to  the  present  for  the  discovery  of  those  elements 
which  have  directly  dealt  with  religious  ideas  or  which  have  been  incorporated 
into  religious  systems. 

Seniors,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

732.  The  Philosophy  of  Religion.  This  course  includes  the  usual  materials 
of  Theism.  It  also  seeks  to  exhibit  the  epistemological  foundations  of  faith,  to 
state  the  analogical  argument  expositionally,  to  find  an  adequate  ground  of 
values,  and  to  set  forth  the  Christian  religion  as  a  philosophic  system.  A 
rationale  of  method  is  undertaken  regarding  religion  in  historical,  aesthetical, 
and  critical  aspects. 

Seniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 
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VIII.    PASTORAL  THEOLOGY  AND  HOMILETICS 

Dr.  Wilson 

811a.  The  Theory  of  Preaching.  Its  permanent  place,  message,  source, 
forms,  materials,  organization,  style.  The  relative  advantages  of  manuscript, 
memoriter,  and  extemporaneous  preaching. 

Juniors,  first  semester,   one  hour  a  week. 

811b.  Sermon  Outlines.  This  course  is  supplemental  to  811a,  and  con' 
sists  of  the  application  of  sermon  principles  to  assigned  texts. 

Juniors,  first  semester,  one  hour  a  week. 

812.  Sermon  Outlines.  The  study  of  consecutive  passages  of  Scripture 
with  a  view  to  homiletic  arrangement,  involving  word  study,  paraphrase,  state' 
ment  of  homiletic  principles,  themes,  textual  outHnes.  A  manuscript  sermon 
submitted  to  the  Faculty.  A  sermon  preached  before  the  Faculty  and  student 
body,  criticized  and  graded  on  the  basis  of  material,  organization,  style,  de' 
livery. 

Juniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

821  and  822.  Sermon  Outlines.  Whole  books  of  the  Bible  studied  with 
reference  to  homiletic  material.  Book  outlines  presented  for  class  criticism. 
Paragraphs  and  longer  units  of  thought  outlined  in  sermonic  form.  Em' 
phasis  on  expository  method.  An  expository  sermon  preached  before  Faculty 
and   student  body.

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ACADEMIC  REGULATIONS 


ADMISSION 

Registration.  Tuesday,  September  20,  1938,  is  set  aside  for 
the  registration  of  all  new  students,  and  also  of  upper  classmen 
having  any  irregularities  in  their  standing  or  schedule.  Wednesday 
morning  is  appointed  for  the  registration  of  all  regular  students  in 
the  Middle  and  Senior  classes.  It  is  important  that  students  come 
for  registration  at  the  time  appointed,  and  also  that  they  be  on 
hand  for  the  Formal  Opening  of  the  Seminary  Wednesday  after- 
noon: thus  only  can  they  be  ready  to  enter  upon  their  regular 
class  work  at  8:30  o'clock  the  following  morning.  New  students, 
in  particular,  should  notice  that  the  proper  time  to  enter  the  Semi- 
nary is  at  the  opening  of  the  annual  session  in  September.  Those 
who  enter  at  mid-year,  except  by  regular  transfer  from  some  other 
standard  theological  seminary,  will  not  be  regularly  classified  as 
Juniors  until  the  following  fall. 

Credentials.  Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present 
satisfactory  testimonials  of  his  suitableness  as  a  candidate  for  the 
ministry  or  other  contemplated  form  of  Christian  service.  These 
credentials  include  (1)  a  letter  of  introduction  from  his  pastor  or 
session  certifying  his  active  church  membership  and  his 
qualifications  for  spiritual  leadership;  (2)  a  letter  from  the 
clerk  of  his  presbytery,  or  corresponding  church  officer,  indicating 
that  he  has  been  taken  under  proper  ecclesiastical  supervision  and 
is  officially  recommended  as  a  student  of  theology;  and  (3)  evi- 
dence of  full  collegiate  preparation,  including  an  official  transcript 
of  his  college  credits. 

All  credentials  should  be  at  hand  July  1st.  Students  can 
facilitate  matters  by  attention  to  the  following  particulars:  (1) 
Make  application  early,  using  the  official  blank;  (2)  arrange  to 
be  taken  under  care  of  presbytery  at  its  spring  meeting;  (3)  im- 
mediately after  graduation,  request  the  college  office  to  send 
transcript  of  college  credits  directly  to  the  Seminary  in  care  of  the 
Registrar;  (4)  send,  or  deliver  in  person,  the  letters  from  pastor 
and  clerk  of  presbytery. 

Declaration  of  Purpose.  Before  being  admitted  to  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Seminary,  every  student  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the 
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Registrar,  subscribe  a  declaration  to  the  effect  that  while  he  is  a 
student  in  the  Seminary  he  will  regularly,  punctually,  and  diligently 
attend  upon  all  the  instructions  of  the  professors,  that  he  will 
promptly  comply  with  the  lawful  requisitions  of  the  Faculty  and 
be  subject  to  their  authority,  that  he  will  honestly  conform  to  all 
regulations  of  the  Seminary,  and  that  he  will  not  propagate  any 
opinions  in  opposition  to  the  standards  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Entrance  Deposit.  From  the  moment  of  entrance,  students  are 
regarded  as  stewards  of  the  Church's  property,  having  special 
responsibility  in  the  free  use  of  library  and  dormitory  equipment. 
Each  student,  upon  matriculation,  is  required  to  make  a  deposit 
of  $5.00,  which  is  returnable  at  the  end  of  the  Seminary  course, 
less  any  necessary  deductions. 

CLASSIFICATION 

Regular  Degree  Students.  Applicants  for  admission  as 
students  in  full  standing  to  take  the  prescribed  course  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  Degree  of  Th.B.  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a 
standard  college  or  university.  (Here,  as  elsewhere,  when  a  degree 
is  mentioned  as  a  pre-requisite,  it  must  have  been  secured  without 
duplication  of  credit.) 

Part-Time  Students.  Students  who  are  not  so  situated  that 
they  can  devote  full  time  to  Seminary  work  may  be  admitted  by 
the  Faculty  to  take  such  courses  as  their  time  permits  in  prepara- 
tion for  some  form  of  Christian  service.  But  they  must  have  the 
same  academic  preparation,  and  furnish  the  same  credentials,  as 
are  required  of  Regular  Degree  Students. 

Classification  by  Years.  Students  who  register  for  the  full 
course  are,  for  practical  purposes,  classified  normally  as  Juniors 
during  their  first  year,  as  Middlers  during  their  second  year,  and 
as  Seniors  during  their  third  year. 

Transferred  Students.  Persons  qualified  for  admission  to  the 
Seminary  who  have  successfully  completed  partial  courses  in  some 
other  approved  school  of  theology  may  be  admitted  by  the  Faculty 
to  corresponding  standing  in  this  institution  upon  the  presentation 
of  satisfactory  credentials,  which  should  include  (1)  a  certificate 
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of  good  standing  and  honorable  dismission,  and  (2)  a  complete 
official  transcript  of  their  credits. 


THE  STUDENT'S  SCHEDULE 

The  Norm.  Students  adequately  prepared,  and  able  to  give 
full  time  to  Seminary  work,  are  expected  to  follow  the  regular 
schedule,  involving  17  credit  hours  a  week  throughout  the  three 
years  of  the  Seminary  course. 

Extra  Hours.  No  student  Is  allowed  to  take  more  than  the 
regular  schedule  without  special  permission  from  the  Faculty. 
A  record  of  scholarly  work  Is  pre-requislte  to  the  granting  of  such 
permission. 

Limitations.  Students  having  pastoral  charges,  or  other  out- 
side work  involving  extraordinary  demands  upon  their  time,  are 
limited  to  such  courses  as  they  can  carry  satisfactorily.  Students 
who,  for  any  reason,  fail  to  do  a  satisfactory  grade  of  work  In  their 
scheduled  studies  are  also  subject  to  limitation  by  the  Faculty. 
Regular  Juniors  are  not  allowed  to  assume  pastoral  responsi- 
bilities. 

The  Minimum.  Students  must  carry  at  least  12  hours  of  con- 
current Seminary  work  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of 
the  Dormitory  and  to  a  share  In  Seminary  aid. 

Registration  each  Semester.  At  the  beginning  of  each  semes- 
ter every  student  shall  file  with  the  Registrar  a  complete  list  of  his 
studies.  When  his  schedule  has  been  approved,  no  change  may  be 
made  by  the  student  without  consulting  the  Registrar. 


ATTENDANCE 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  is  indispensable  to  satisfac- 
tory work.  All  absence,  or  even  tardiness,  for  whatever  reason, 
has  an  injurious  effect  on  the  student's  standing  and  progress. 
Excuses  for  absence  must  be  presented  in  writing,  to  the  professors 
concerned.  Immediately  upon  return  to  class  work;  and  shall  specify 
date,  classes  missed,  and  cause  of  absence. 
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EXAMINATIONS 

In  order  to  test  the  student's  progress  in  the  various  depart- 
ments, written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  semester. 
From  these  examinations  and  the  class  room  work,  the  term  grades 
of  the  student  are  determined.  Seventy  per  cent,  is  required  as  a 
passing  grade  in  every  subject.  A  fee  of  $2.00  is  charged  for 
each  special  examination.  Only  one  re-examination  is  allowed 
in  any  one  course.  A  report  of  the  student's  attendance  and 
credits  is  made  semi-annually  to  his  presbytery  or  corresponding 
church  authority. 

When  a  student  falls  below  the  passing  grade  In  a  given 
subject,  he  is  conditioned  In  that  subject.  Conditions  attaching 
to  the  work  of  the  first  semester  must  be  removed  by  the  first 
of  the  following  March.  Conditions  attaching  to  work  of  the 
second  semester,  except  In  the  case  of  Seniors,  must  be  removed 
by  the  first  of  November  following.  When  a  student  falls  far 
below  the  passing  mark,  or  fails  to  remove  conditions  within  the 
appointed  time,  his  work  is  counted  a  failure  and  the  course  must 
be  repeated  in  class  in  order  to  secure  credit. 

GRADUATION:  REQUIREMENTS  AND  AWARDS 

General  Requirements.  In  order  to  graduate,  a  student  must 
successfully  complete  the  regular  three-year  course  of  prescribed 
studies  amounting  to  102  semester  hours.  At  least  one  year  of 
work  in  residence  Is  required  for  graduation. 

The  Degree  of  TLB.  The  Diploma  of  the  Seminary  with  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Theology  Is  conferred  only  upon  Degree 
Students  who  complete  the  regular  course  In  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  Faculty  and  who  display  at  least  average  ability  In  every^ 
department. 

Graduation  Fee.  A  fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  to  cover  the  cost 
of  Diploma.  This  fee  is  due  the  15th  of  April  preceding  gradua- 
tion. 

Graduation  Honors.  The  honor,  Cum  Laude,  is  granted  to  all 
who  throughout  the  Seminary  course  are  clearly  distinguished 
(1)  for  academic  attainments,  (2)  for  regular  and  punctual  at- 
tendance, and  (3)  for  general  fitness  for  the  gospel  ministry. 
The  honor.  Magna  Cum  Laude,  is  granted  to  all  who  possess  these 
qualifications  in  an  unusual  degree;  and,  Summa  Cum  Laude,  in 
very  rare  instances,  in  recognition  of  superlative  merit. 
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FACILITIES  FOR  STUDY 


THE  SEMINARY  LIBRARY 

The  Seminary  Library  quarters  were  completely  remodeled  in 
connection  with  the  merger  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries 
in  1930.  A  new  reference  room,  with  the  most  modern  equipment, 
was  added, — the  gift  of  the  Sixth  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
Pittsburgh.  The  walls  of  the  room  display  large  colored  panelings 
setting  forth  the  historic  insignia  and  other  data  of  the  older 
Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Churches  of  the  world. 

The  former  reference  room  was  converted  into  a  reading  room, 
in  which  are  provided  some  of  the  best  current  periodicals.  A  new 
stack  room  with  steel  shelving  was  added,  also  a  large  vault  for  rare 
books. 

Thirty-four  thousand  books  are  now  on  the  library  shelves, 
and  the  Seminary  policy  is  to  keep  adding  to  this  number  so  as  to 
maintain  a  standard  and  up-to-date  working  library  in  those 
departments  of  learning  to  which  the  theological  student  is  devoting 
his  attention. 

The  Newburgh  Collection 

The  research  department  of  the  library  contains  the  valuable 
collection  of  theological  works,  many  of  them  dating  from  the  early 
days  of  printing,  which  collection  was  secured  abroad  by  the  Rev. 
John  M.  Mason,  D.D.,  in  connection  with  the  founding  of  the 
Seminary  of  New  York,  afterwards  the  Newburgh  Seminary. 

The  James  Law  Library  Fund 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  late  James  Law,  Esq.,  of 
Shushan,  N.  Y.,  there  was  conveyed  to  the  Seminary  some  years 
ago  the  sum  of  ^15,000,  to  be  employed  as  a  library  endowment. 

Library  Hours 
The  library  is  open  on  week  days  to  all  ministers  and  others, 
without  restriction  of  creed,  subject  to  the  same  rules  as  apply  to 
students.  The  hours  are  9  to  5:30,  excepting  Saturday,  when  the 
closing  hour  is  12;  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday 
evenings,  the  library  is  open  from  6:30  to  7:30. 
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The  Reading  Room 

The  Reading  Room,  adjoining  the  Seminary  Library,  is  open 
at  all  hours.  The  magazines,  reviews,  and  other  periodicals  found 
here,  represent  the  best  in  general  literature,  as  well  as  in  theology 
and  religion. 

THE  BIBLE  LANDS  MUSEUM 

The  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  is  one  of  the 
most  active  seminaries  in  the  world  engaged  in  archaeological 
research  of  Bible  times  in  ancient  Palestine.  In  conjunction  with 
the  American  School  of  Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem,  it  has 
conducted  explorations  at  Sodom  and  Gomorrah  in  1924,  excava- 
tions at  Kirjath-Sepher  in  1926,  1928,  1930,  1932,  and  excava- 
tions at  Bethel  in  1934. 

This  work  was  inaugurated  by  the  late  Dr.  M.  G.  Kyle, 
formerly  Professor  of  Biblical  Archaeology,  who  served  as  presi- 
dent of  all  these  expeditions  with  the  exception  of  the  last:  it 
was  conducted  after  his  death  as  a  memorial  to  his  work  in 
Palestinian  archaeology.  The  share  of  these  antiquities  which 
the  Palestinian  Archaeological  Museum  has  allotted  to  the  Semi- 
nary has  been  shipped  to  Pittsburgh,  where  more  than  a  thousand 
of  these  objects  are  now  on  exhibit.  Numerous  other  valuable 
pieces  are  awaiting  special  preparation  before  being  placed  on 
exhibition. 

These  objects  all  Illustrate  In  the  most  striking  way  the  life 
of  the  people  of  Bible  Lands,  and  so  become  of  great  value  for 
Interpretation  as  well  as  for  apologetics.  They  illumine  and 
corroborate  the  Biblical  narratives.  Thus  an  ineffaceable  impres- 
sion Is  made  upon  the  student  of  the  trustworthiness  of  the  Biblical 
record,  for  only  real  events  leave  anything  to  be  dug  up  out  of  the 
ground.  The  objects  In  the  Museum  are  used  constantly  In  the 
classes  of  the  Seminary.  Opportunity  is  also  afforded  the  public 
to  visit  the  Museum  at  appointed  times. 

Special  gifts  of  archaeological  specimens  are  being  constantly 
added  to  the  Museum  through  Interested  friends. 
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CULTURAL  ADVANTAGES 


THE  DENOMINATIONAL  SEMINARY 

The  denominational  Seminary  has  peculiar  advantages.  Being 
under  direct  church  control,  it  certifies  its  graduates  as  trained  by 
thoroughly  responsible  teachers.  The  established  standards  are 
maintained,  and  approved  educational  methods  are  followed. 
Without  dwarfing  individuality,  the  church  school  gives  to  its 
graduates  the  unique  stamp  which  wins  recognition  within  denomi- 
national bounds.  At  the  same  time,  the  commingling  of  students 
from  various  evangelical  bodies  tends  to  develop  in  students  mu- 
tual understanding  and  brotherly  regard.  The  Vv^ide  range  of  ac- 
quaintance with  the  Church  and  its  leaders  secured  by  attendance 
at  the  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  is  for  the  young  minister  an 
asset  of  great  value. 

A  METROPOLITAN  ENVIRONMENT 

Pittsburgh  has  numerous  elements  of  cultural  value,  chief 
among  which  are  her  schools  and  churches.  The  church  life  of  our 
own  and  other  denominations  in  Pittsburgh  is  of  the  best.  The  city 
and  its  environs,  including  more  than  eighty  of  our  own  congrega- 
tions, afford  an  excellent  example  of  the  Church  at  work.  In  all 
the  denominations  the  religious  thought  is  conservative  and  the 
methods  of  work  progressive.  The  pulpits  are  well  manned  and 
the  work  generally  well  organized.  Sorne  of  the  ablest  preachers 
of  our  own  and  other  churches  are  located  here.  The  student  has 
opportunity  to  study  the  methods  of  men  who  are  widely  known 
as  successful  ministers.  He  may  see  mission  work  carried  on  along 
improved  lines,  and  engage  in  it  himself.  He  may  study  at  first 
hand  the  most  effective  methods  of  Sabbath-school  work.  He  is 
welcomed  to  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  local  ministerial  unions, 
where  live  problems  and  issues  are  the  subjects  of  discussion. 

Pittsburgh,  together  with  the  contiguous  towns,  is  one  of  the 
great  commercial  centers  of  the  world.  It  affords  unexcelled  oppor- 
tunities for  the  study  of  social,  economical,  political,  racial,  and 
other  problems.  It  is  in  itself  an  education  to  live  and  work  in  such 
a  city  and  catch  the  pulse  of  its  busy  life.  Moreover,  the  benefit 
of  contact  with  those  engaged  in  the  varied  forms  of  work  for  social, 
moral  and  religious  betterment,  and  of  personal  experience  in  such 
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efforts,  Is  evident  to  all.  As  the  future  ministers  to  persons  socially 
environed,  theological  students  should  give  themselves  all  conven- 
ient advantages  to  study  mankind  in  their  varied  social  relation- 
ships. 

AFFILIATION  WITH  THE   UNIVERSITY  OF  PITTSBURGH 

Graduates  from  the  three-year  course  of  PIttsburgh-XenIa 
Theological  Seminary  who  desire  to  take  the  A.M.  degree  at  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh  In  the  field  of  Religion  and  Religious 
Education  may  transfer  as  many  as  14  semester  credits  from  the 
Seminary  as  advanced  standing  toward  this  degree.  The  remain- 
ing ten  course  credits  and  six  thesis  credits  required  for  the  A.M. 
degree  must  be  taken  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  A  part  of 
the  ten  course  credits  may  be  taken  in  other  fields  of  the  University 
than  Religion  and  Religious  Education. 

Graduates  of  PIttsburgh-XenIa  Theological  Seminary  will  be 
allowed  a  maximum  of  30  graduate  credits  as  advanced  standing 
toward  the  Ph.D.  degree  in  Religion  and  Religious  Education.  An 
additional  amount  of  six  graduate  credits  may  be  granted  to  stu- 
dents taking  courses  at  the  Seminary  beyond  the  regular  three-year 
theological  course,  in  which  cases  the  courses  must  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  Graduate  School  of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  University  of  Pittsburgh  will  accept  graduate  credits  from 
Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  in  the  fields  of  Biblical 
Literature,  Church  History,  Theology,  History  and  Philosophy  of 
Religion,  and  Religious  Education. 

The  amount  of  advanced  graduate  standing  granted  to  Semi- 
nary students  who  choose  to  do  their  major  work  at  the  University 
In  fields  other  than  Religion  and  Religious  Education  will  be  de- 
termined by  heads  of  these  departments.  The  advanced  standing 
for  both  the  A.M.  and  Ph.D.  degree  will  vary  some  with  depart- 
ments and  students. 

A  regular  summer  session  or  semester  must  elapse  between  the 
time  of  the  student's  graduation  from  the  Seminary  and  the  con- 
ferring of  a  graduate  degree  by  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  procedure  outlined  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs  became 
effective  February,  1933. 
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THE  ALLEGHENY  OBSERVATORY 

The  Observatory  is  one  of  the  oldest  astronomical  institutions 
in  the  country.  It  is  affiliated  with  the  University  of  Pittsburgh, 
but  is  located  in  Riverview  Park,  one  of  the  highest  points  in 
Allegheny  County.  By  special  arrangements  with  the  Director, 
the  students  of  the  Seminary  have  free  access  to  it  and  the  privilege 
of  observing  the  heavens  through  its  famous  lenses.  The  stellar 
photographs  are  thrown  on  the  screen,  and  these  and  the  instru- 
ments and  their  workings  explained  to  the  students.  The  present 
director  is  Frank  C.  Jordan,  Ph.D.,  Sc.D. 


THE  BUHL  PLANETARIUM 

As  a  gift  from  the  Buhl  Foundation,  the  North  Side  of  Pitts- 
burgh, where  the  Seminary  is  located,  will  possess  in  the  near 
future  one  of  the  finest  planetariums  in  the  world.  The  site  is 
that  of  Old  City  Hall,  only  a  few  squares  from  the  Seminary.  The 
Planetarium  will  provide  a  realistic  view  of  all  the  visible  stars 
and  planets  moving  in  their  orbital  paths  through  the  heavens. 
A  lecturer  will  be  in  attendance.  As  an  adjunct  to  descriptive 
astronomy  the  Planetarium  will  supplement  what  has  been  sup- 
plied by  the  Allegheny  Observatory.  The  new  structure,  fully 
equipped,  will  be  completed  in  1939.  Its  furnishing  will  include 
an  astronomical  museum  and  library. 
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LIFE  AT  THE  SEMINARY 


THE  SEMINARY  BUILDING 

The  Seminary  hall  is  located  at  the  corner  of  North  Avenue 
and  Buena  Vista  Street,  and  overlooks  West  Park.  On  the  first 
floor  are  the  Mary  J.  Stevenson  Reception  Room,  the  President's 
Office,  the  Pressly  Chapel,  the  Library,  the  Reference  and  Reading 
Rooms,  and  the  Gymnasium.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  Faculty 
Conference  Room,  the  Bible  Lands  Museum,  and  five  class  rooms 
of  ample  proportions.  The  third,  fourth  and  fifth  floors  are 
given  over  to  dormitory  uses.  On  the  fifth  floor  there  is  a  dining- 
room,  with  kitchen  attached. 


ROOMS  AND  ACCOMMODATIONS 

The  dormitory  rooms  are  arranged  as  follows:  there  are  single 
rooms;  suites  of  double  rooms,  in  which  two  men  occupy  a  study 
and  a  bedroom  in  common;  and  suites  of  three  rooms,  in  which 
two  men  have  a  study  in  common  and  two  single  bedrooms  ad- 
joining. Each  floor  has  trunkrooms,  bathrooms,  and  lavatories. 
The  Seminary  provides  furniture  and  bedding,  including  sheets, 
pillow  cases,  and  one  blanket  for  each  bed.  Students  should  bring 
extra  blankets  for  their  own  use.  Students  will  also  furnish  towels 
for  their  own  use  and  provide  for  the  laundering  of  these.  All  other 
laundry  work  for  the  dormitory  will  be  looked  after  by  the  Semi- 
nary. 

With  the  purpose  of  contributing  to  the  comfort  and  health 
of  the  students,  the  oversight  and  maintenance  of  the  rooms  in  the 
dormitory  are  placed  in  charge  of  a  Committee  of  women  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Directors.  These  women  make  visits  of  inspection 
from  time  to  time.  The  ordinary  supervision  and  control  of  the 
dormitory  is  committed  to  the  President's  Secretary. 

Rooms  are  provided  free  of  charge  to  students  who  take  not 
less  than  twelve  hours  of  concurrent  Seminary  work.  Juniors  and 
Middlers  who  desire  rooms  for  the  following  year  must  make 
application  therefor,  in  writing,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  President, — 
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Middlers  the  first  week  in  April,  Juniors  the  second  week  in 
April.  Those  who  do  not  retain  rooms  according  to  this  rule 
will  await  their  turn  after  rooms  have  been  assigned  to  new 
students  in  September.  New  students  will  have  choice  of  the 
rooms  not  retained  by  upper  classmen,  according  to  the  order 
in  which  their  written  applications  have  been  received.  The 
assignments  will  be  made  at  4:00  P.M.  Tuesday,  September  20. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  occupy  rooms  in  the  building 
during  the  summer  vacation  without  obtaining  permission  from 
the  office.  For  one  week  succeeding  the  close  of  the  session, 
and  one  week  preceding  the  opening  of  the  session,  all  students 
may  occupy  their  rooms. 


THE  RELIGIOUS  LIFE  OF  THE   SEMINARY 

Adequate  provision  is  made  for  the  maintenance  and  develop- 
ment of  the  religious  life.  In  addition  to  the  private  devotions  of 
the  men,  there  are  various  gatherings  for  social  worship.  Daily 
chapel  services  are  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty.  A 
Seminary  Communion  Service  is  held  in  the  Pressly  Chapel  soon 
after  the  opening  of  the  session  in  the  fall;  and  a  similar  service, 
especially  for  the  Senior  Class,  is  held  during  commencement  week. 
The  Day  of  Prayer  for  Educational  Institutions  is  observed  each 
year  with  appropriate  exercises.  "Family  worship"  is  conducted 
by  the  students  daily  after  the  evening  meal,  there  are  weekly  meet- 
ings of  the  students  in  class  groups  for  prayer,  and  there  is  a 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Student  Association.  This  organization 
aims  to  promote  the  spiritual  life  of  the  students,  and  to  cultivate 
interest  in  Christ's  cause.  The  local  group  of  Student  Volunteers 
does  much  to  keep  alive  and  active  the  missionary  spirit. 

THE  SOCIAL  LIFE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 

On  the  second  Friday  evening  after  the  opening  of  the  session, 
the  Student  Association  arranges  a  reception  for  the  new  students. 
This  is  usually  held  in  one  of  the  local  churches.  Other  social 
affairs  are  held  at  the  option  of  the  students  during  the  year. 
For  general  social  purposes  there  is  a  room  set  aside  in  the  Semi- 
nary. The  different  congregations  of  the  city  invite  the  students 
to  come  to  their  socials  and  share  their  hospitality. 
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THE  WEBSTER  MEMORIAL  FORUM 

The  Webster  Memorial  Forum  is  a  student  organization 
which  meets  at  stated  times  for  the  discussion  of  pre-arranged 
subjects.  It  usually  has  a  speaker  whose  address  is  correlated 
with  open  discussion.  The  organization  originated  in  a  desire  on 
the  part  of  the  students  for  a  closer  fellowship  between  the  Student 
body  and  the  Faculty.  Dr.  John  Hunter  Webster,  formerly  Profes- 
sor of  New  Testament  Language  and  Literature,  was  asked  to 
sponsor  this  Forum.  After  his  death  in  1933,  the  organization 
called  itself  the  "Webster  Memorial  Forum"  in  honor  of  the  one 
who  had  given  substantial  help  to  the  students  in  their  initial 
problems   and  discussions. 


PHYSICAL  CULTURE 

In  the  Fall  and  Spring,  outdoor  sports  hold  first  place.  The 
city  tennis  courts  in  the  park,  two  minutes  walk  from  the  Seminary, 
may  be  used.  The  Seminary  gymnasium  provides  additional 
opportunity  for  physical  training. 

The  Allegheny  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  located  beside  the  Seminary. 
With  its  splendid  physical  equipment, — gymnasium,  bowling 
alleys,  showers,  and  swimming  pool, — it  offers  a  fine  opportunity 
to  the  men  of  the  Seminary,  all  of  whom  have  free  membership 
in  it.  Provision  is  made  for  a  variety  of  games.  A  physical 
examination  is  required  of  all  who  use  the  "Y"  facilities. 


EXPENSES 

There  are  no  tuition  fees,  nor  are  there  any  rental  or  contingent 
expenses.  All  the  privileges  of  the  Seminary,  Inclusive  of  the 
dormitory,  are  free.  Students  who  elect  private  lodgings  must 
meet  their  rental  expenses  unaided. 

A  dining-room  Is  located  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  dormitory, 
providing  for  club  boarding  at  cost.  Although  much  of  the  equip- 
ment has  been  provided  by  the  Seminary,  the  dining-room  Is  under 
student  administration.    A  limited  number  of  students  receive  their

board  in  compensation  for  their  services  as  waiters.  An  initial 
deposit  of  $20.00  is  required  of  each  student  to  defray  the  bills  of 
the  first  month.  The  bills  are  monthly.  The  first  three  of  these 
usually  amount  to  $20.00  each,  the  others  gradually  decreasing 
over  the  school  term.  The  average  cost  throughout  the  year  is 
approximately  $4.25  per  week, — for  a  week  of  five  and  one-half 
days.  The  cost  of  food  over  the  week-ends,  when  the  club  is  not 
functioning,  is  included  in  the  estimate  below.  All  men  rooming 
in  the  building  are  required  to  take  their  meals  in  the  Seminary 
dining  hall. 

The  United  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication  and  Bible 
School  Work  furnishes  all  text-books  at  a  reduction  of  twenty  per 
cent.;  other  books,  cash,  at  a  reduction  of  fifteen  per  cent.  The 
Board  also  grants  reasonable  credit  to  United  Presbyterian  students 
under  presbyterial  supervision,  where  they  are  unable  to  make 
immediate  payment.

COMPETITIVE  SCHOLARSHIPS 


The  following  competitive  scholarships  have  been  provided 
for  the  benefit  of  United  Presbyterian  students. 

The  James  Purdy  Scholarship 

There  exists  in  the  possession  of  the  Seminary  the  Purdy  Fund, 
bearing  the  name  of  its  founder.  The  income,  not  to  exceed  $300, 
is  apportioned  equally  each  year  to  the  six  members  of  the  Junior 
Class  who  attain  the  highest  average  of  excellence  in  their  Seminary 
work.  The  scholarship  is  subject  to  the  conditions  that  the  entire 
year's  work  be  completed  within  the  Seminary  year,  that  no  award 
be  made  to  a  student  whose  general  average  does  not  reach  85% 
or  who  receives  a  grade  of  less  than  80%  In  any  department,  and 
that  the  entire  Seminary  course  be  finished  at  this  Seminary. 
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The  Thomas  Jamison  Scholarship 

In  memory  of  the  late  Thomas  Jamison,  Esq.,  of  the  North 
Side,  Pittsburgh,  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  Mrs.  Jamison  endowed  a  scholarship, 
the  income  of  which,  not  to  exceed  $800,  is  given  each  year  to  the 
member  of  the  Senior  Class  who  attains  the  highest  average  of 
excellence  in  qualifications  for  the  Christian  ministry  during  the 
Junior  and  Middle  years  and  the  first  half  of  the  Senior  year. 
In  the  matter  of  grades,  his  general  average  must  reach  90%, 
and  in  no  study  must  the  grade  be  lower  than  80%.  The  award 
of  this  scholarship  requires  that  the  recipient  spend  a  full  session, 
the  next  following  his  graduation,  at  study  in  some  foreign 
theological  institution  to  be  selected  by  the  Faculty.  He  must 
further  agree  to  make  regular  reports  of  the  work  he  is  doing, 
with  a  transcript  of  grades  received,  and  present  within  two  years 
a  thesis  of  not  less  than  10,000  words  on  some  subject  selected  or 
approved  by  the  Faculty.  Fifty  dollars  of  the  award  will  be 
retained  by  the  Seminary  until  the  thesis  has  been  completed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Faculty.  The  degree  of  Master  of  Theology  is 
conferred  without  further  requirement  on  all  who  take  the  Jamison 
scholarship  and  satisfy  its  conditions,  subject  to  the  usual  fee  of 
$10.00. 

This  scholarship  affords  a  splendid  opportunity  to  a  worthy 
man  each  year  for  broadening  his  theological  education  and  obtain- 
ing the  rich  culture  which  comes  with  foreign  study  and  travel. 
In  case  the  student  who  receives  the  scholarship  is  going  into  one 
of  the  Church's  foreign  fields,  he  is  allowed  to  attend  the  Kennedy 
School  of  Missions  in  America  instead  of  an  European  institution. 


The  Jane  Hogg  Gardner  Scholarship 

To  the  Senior  student  ranking  second  in  qualifications  for 
the  ministry  through  the  entire  course,  the  Seminary  awards  the 
income  of  the  Gardner  bequest,  not  to  exceed  $200,  but  on  condi- 
tion that  there  is  no  grade  of  less  than  80%  in  any  department, 
and  that  a  satisfactory  thesis  of  at  least  5,000  words  on  an  assigned 
subject  be  presented  to  the  Faculty  within  a  year  from  graduation. 
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The  McGill  Church  History  Awards 

In  honor  of  Dr.  David  F.  McGIll,  formerly  Professor  of 
Church  History  and  Government,  through  the  kindness  of  a 
friend  the  Seminary  awards  first  and  second  prizes  of  ^100  and 
^50  respectively  to  the  Senior  students  who  take  first  and  second 
rank  in  the  entire  course  in  Church  History.  Candidates  for 
these  awards  must  attend  this  Seminary  from  the  beginning  of 
their  Junior  year  and  receive  no  grade  less  than  80%  in  any 
department. 


SELF  SUPPORT  AND  STUDENT  AID 


The  Board  of  Education  Aid 

The  General  Assembly  authorizes  the  presbyteries  to  recom- 
mend worthy  students  for  grants  from  the  Board  of  Education. 
The  scale  for  1937-38  was  as  follows:  one  hundred  and  thirty 
dollars  to  students  of  the  first  year,  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars 
to  second-year  students,  and  ninety  dollars  to  third-year  students. 
These  grants  are  made  only  to  students  who  attend  the  United 
Presbyterian  Seminary. 


Student  Aid  Fund 

There  is  a  limited  fund  at  the  disposal  of  the  Seminary  for  the 
assistance  of  needy  students.  This  fund  is  provided  for  emergency 
cases  only  and  is  administered  under  the  careful  supervision  of  the 
Faculty. 


The  Lesson  of  History 

It  may  be  encouraging  to  students  to  know  that  we  do  not 
have  in  the  history  of  either  Seminary  a  record  of  any  student  who 
has  been  obliged  to  leave  the  Seminary  for  financial  reasons. 
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THE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

All  who  have  been  enrolled  as  students  of  The  Pittsburgh- 
Xenia  Theological  Seminary  or  its  constituent  institutions  are  en- 
titled to  membership.  The  object  of  the  Association  is  to  cherish 
the  memories  of  Seminary  life,  to  maintain  an  active  interest  in 
Seminary  affairs,  and  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Seminary  and 
the  Church.  A  business  meeting,  followed  by  a  social  hour  and 
banquet,  is  held  each  year  in  connection  with  the  Commencement 
Exercises.  The  business  meeting  is  held  in  the  Second  Church, 
North  Side,  Pittsburgh,  at  4:00  P.  M.  of  Commencement  Day.  At 
this  time  the  Association  elects  officers  to  serve  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  business  meeting  is  followed  by  a  social  hour  culminat- 
ing in  the  Alumni  Banquet  at  5:30  P.  M.  Alumni  and  friends  of 
the  Seminary  are  urged  to  attend.

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THE  CONTROL  AND  MANAGEMENT 


The  Plttsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  is  the  result  of  a 
union  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries  consummated  in 
1930.  According  to  its  proper  ancestry  the  Xenia  Seminary  was 
founded  in  1794  by  the  Associate  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
Pittsburgh  Seminary  was  founded  in  1825  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.  The  Seminary  as 
now  established  is  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  American 
Synods  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  ultimate  review 
control  of  the  General  Assembly.  Its  management  is  committed  to 
a  Board  of  Directors  and  Trustees.  The  Board  of  Directors  consists 
of  thirty-five  members,  ministers  or  ruling  elders,  who  are  nom- 
inated by  the  several  Synods  to  the  General  Assembly  for  elec- 
tion on  the  basis  of  each  Synod  having  one  representative  for 
every  five  thousand  church  members  or  a  major  fraction  thereof. 
Each  Synod  has  at  least  one  representative.  The  Board  of 
Directors  has  the  general  government  of  the  Seminary,  subject 
to  the  authority  of  the  Synods  and  the  General  Assembly,  appoints 
the  Trustees,  and  provides  for  the  financial  maintenance  of  the 
institution.  The  Board  of  Trustees  consists  of  twelve  members. 
It  is  the  corporate  body  which  holds  and  manages  the  real  estate 
and  the  funds  of  the  Seminary.  The  term  and  the  course  of 
study  are  determined  by  the  General  Assembly.

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THE  PURPOSE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 


The  purpose  of  the  Seminary,  as  defined  in  the  Constitution,  is 
to  instruct  candidates  for  the  gospel  ministry,  ordained  ministers 
of  the  gospel,  and  such  as  may  be  preparing  for  other  special  lines 
of  Christian  service,  in  the  knowledge  of  the  doctrines  of  the 
Scriptures,  and  the  order  and  institutes  of  worship  taught  therein 
and  summarily  exhibited  in  the  standards  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  of  North  America;  to  cherish  in  them  the  life  of  true 
godliness,  and  to  cultivate  the  gifts  which  Christ,  the  Head  of  the 
Church,  confers  on  those  whom  He  calls  and  ordains  to  the  minis- 
try, to  the  end  that  there  may  be  raised  up  a  succession  of  able, 
faithful,  and  godly  ministers  of  the  gospel  and  of  other  Christian 
workers. 


THE  TERM  AND  COURSE  OF  STUDY 


The  regular  course  of  seminary  training  prescribed  by  the 
General  Assembly  covers  a  period  of  three  academic  years,  each  of 
which  is  divided  in  January  into  two  semesters.  The  annual  session 
begins  the  third  Wednesday  of  September,  and  continues  thirty- 
four  weeks  including  holidays.  The  distribution  of  studies  by 
departments  and  semesters  is  exhibited  on  pages  17-19. 

The  Seminary  course  is  built  for  college  graduates,  and 
presupposes  a  foundation  of  broad  and  liberal  culture.  In 
preparation  for  their  professional  training  in  the  Seminary,  college 
students  should  take  substantial  courses  in  the  subjects  indicated 
in  the  newly  adopted  Pre-Seminary  Curriculum.

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THE  PRE-SEMINARY  CURRICULUM 

The  American  Association  of  Theological  Schools,  at  its  tenth 
biennial  meeting,  Chester,  Pa.,  June,  1936,  adopted  a  statement 
regarding  a  Pre-Seminary  Curriculum  and  authorized  it  to  be 
sent  to  all  colleges  and  universities  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  The  statement  Includes  the  following  specifications  as  to 
the  proper  fields  of  study,  and  the  minimum  number  of  semester 
hours:

Concentration  of  work  or  'majoring',  is  a  common  practice  in  colleges.  For 
such  concentration  or  major,  a  constructive  sequence  based  upon  any  one, 
two,  or  three  of  the  above  fields  of  study  would  lead  up  naturally  to  a 
theological  course. 


With  the  addition  of  substantial  courses  In  Bible  and  Speech, 
and  of  12-16  semester  hours  in  Elementary  Greek,  the  Plttsburgh- 
Xenla  Seminary  has  endorsed  the  foregoing  statement  of  Pre- 
Seminary  Curriculum,  and  urges  all  college  students  who  are  look- 
ing forward  to  the  Gospel  ministry  to  make  use  of  this  statement 
In  the  shaping  of  their  college  course  (In  consultation  with  their 
advisors  at  college),  so  that  they  may  not  only  secure  the  desired 
college  degree  but  at  the  same  time  secure  the  best  possible  pre- 
paration for  seminary  work.

The  Pre-Seminary  Curriculum  does  not  purport  to  be  in  itself 
a  complete  four-year  college  course,  but  rather  calls  attention 
to  those  fields  and  courses  of  study  which  are  accessible  to  all 
college  students  and  which  are  of  basic  importance  in  preparation 
for  seminary  training. 

The  Curriculum  is  not  yet  mandatory,  but  it  indicates  the 
trend  in  seminary  circles.  The  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  will 
use  this  Pre-Seminary  Curriculum  as  an  informal  standard  by 
which  to  judge  the  preparedness  of  applicants  for  admission. 
Those  who  have  notable  deficiencies  will  be  required  to  remove 
them.  Some  provision  for  the  removal  of  deficiencies  will  be 
made  in  the  regular  Seminary  curriculum.  For  instance,  those 
deficient  in  Greek  will  be  given  an  intensive  course  in  Elementary 
Greek  at  the  rate  of  three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  Junior 
Year.  In  other  cases,  where  the  plan  may  be  suitable,  special 
assignments  for  private  study  will  be  made,  coupled  with  semester 
reports  and  examinations.

Dr.  Kelso 

111.  Inter-Testament  History  and  Literature.  A  rapid  survey  of  the 
contributions  of  Persia,  Greece  and  Rome  to  the  Inter'Testament  world;  a 
detailed  treatment  of  the  Maccabean  period;  and  a  study  of  the  contents, 
and  of  the  historical  and  reHgious  value  of  the  Old  Testament  Apocrypha. 

Juniors,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

121.  Elements  of  Hebrew.  A  study  of  the  major  principles  of  grammar, 
the  acquisition  of  a  working  vocabulary,  and  practice  in  translating  from 
Hebrew  into  English,     A  text  with  lectures  and  written  exercises. 

Middlers,  first  semester,  three  hours  a  week. 

122.  Hebrew  Reading.  Practice  in  accurate  translation  and  paraphrasing 
of  Biblical  Hebrew,  and  the  acquiring  of  the  principles  of  Old  Testament 
Exegesis.     Ruth  and  selected  Psalms  are  studied. 

Middlers,  second  semester,  four  hours  a  week. 

131.  Hebrew  Exegesis.  An  exegetical  study  of  the  major  doctrines  of 
Old  Testament  Theology,  with  a  general  survey  of  the  historical  progress  of 
revelation  in  the  Hght  of  contemporary  civilizations  and  reHgions. 

Seniors,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

132.  Messianic  Prophecy.  An  exegetical  study  of  the  most  important 
passages  of  the  Old  Testament  dealing  vAth.  the  doctrine  of  the  Messiah. 

Seniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

134.  Old  Testament  Archaeology.  A  general  survey  of  achaeological 
research  in  Bible  Lands  and  the  application  of  these  findings  to  Old  Testa' 
ment  Exegesis.     Lectures,  assigned  readings,  and  museum  work. 

Seniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week.

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11.    OLD  TESTAMENT  LITERATURE  AND  EXEGESIS 

Dr.  Baldinger 

211.  English  Bible.  This  course  is  in  the  nature  of  a  general  introduc 
tion  to  the  EngHsh  Bible.  The  aim  is  to  give  the  student  a  working 
knowledge  of  the  Book  as  a  whole  by  examining  the  diversity  and  inter' 
relation  of  constituent  parts  and  the  contribution  each  makes  to  the  whole. 
The  course  will  include  a  rapid  survey  of  the  several  books,  with  special 
reference  to  such  books  as  are  not  covered  more  fully  in  advanced  courses. 

Juniors,  first  semester,  one  hour  a  week. 

213  and  214.  Old  Testament  History  and  Geography.  A  study  of  the 
history  of  the  Hebrew  people  from  the  earliest  time  to  the  establishment  of 
Judaism  after  the  Exile.  The  course  includes  a  detailed  study  of  the  Historical 
Books  of  the  Old  Testament,  and  of  the  historical  geography  of  the  Holy 
Land  with  the  aid  of  syllabus,  maps  and  Bible  text. 

Juniors,  both  semesters,  two  hours  a  week. 

221.  Old  Testament  Canon  and  Text.  A  study  is  made  of  the  origin  and 
gradual  formation  of  the  Hebrew  Canon.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the 
historical  grounds  upon  which  the  Protestant  Canon  of  thirtynine  books  is 
based. 

Middlers,  first  semester,  one  hour  a  week. 

222.  Poetical  Books.  A  general  introduction  to  Hebrew  poetry,  aiming 
to  acquaint  the  student  with  its  distinctive  form,  quality  and  rhythm.  Also 
a  special  introduction  to  the  several  poetical  books,  including  a  detailed 
study  of  the  text  and  a  summary  of  the  ethical  and  doctrinal  contents  of  each. 

Middlers,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

223.  Biblical  Hermeneutics.  This  subject  is  presented  mainly  in  a  course 
of  lectures  and  includes  a  survey  of  the  various  types  of  interpretation  which 
have  appeared  in  the  history  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  principles  which  lie 
at  the  foundation  of  sound  exegesis. 

Middlers,  first  semester,  one  hour  a  week. 

231  and  232.  Old  Testament  Prophecy.  This  course  includes  (1)  a 
general  introduction  to  prophetism  in  Israel,  (2)  special  introduction  to  the 
prophetical  writings,  covering  questions  of  authorship,  date,  and  historical 
background,  and  (3)  a  detailed  exegetical  study  of  the  contents  of  the 
several  books,  with  special  emphasis  upon  the  eighth  century  prophets, 
Amos,  Hosea,  Micah  and  Isaiah.  Other  prophetical  writings  are  examined 
as  thoroughly  as  time  permits.  Class  room  work  will  be  supplemented  by 
independent  research  work  on  assigned  subjects. 

Seniors,  first  semester,  three  hours;  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 
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III.    NEW  TESTAMENT  LITERATURE  AND  EXEGESIS 

Dr.  McNaugher 

311.  The  Gospels.  There  will  be  literary  and  historical  study  of  the 
Gospels,  covering  their  general  features,  Synoptic  criticism,  and  the  Johan' 
nine  problem.     Lectures  and  collateral  reading. 

Juniors,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

312.  The  Life  of  Christ.  The  life  of  Christ  will  be  studied  on  the  basis 
of  the  materials  contained  in  the  Gospels — His  birth,  baptism,  temptation, 
self'consciousness,  teachings,  miraculous  activity,  crucifixion,  resurrection, 
and  ascension.     Lectures,  with  the  aid  of  text'book. 

Juniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

321  and  322.     Introduction  to  the  Acts,  the  Epistles,  and  the  Apocalypse. 

This  course  includes  a  close  study  of  the  genuineness,  integrity,  background, 
occasion,  aim,  structure,  and  general  literary  features  of  each  of  these  writings, 
together  with  a  paragraphic  review  of  the  textual  material.  Particular 
attention  will  be  given  the  genuineness  of  the  Pastoral  Epistles.  Beyond  the 
ordinary  requirements  of  introduction,  the  interpretation  of  the  Apocalypse 
will  receive  special  treatment.     Text-book  and  lectures. 

Middlers,  first  semester,  two  hours;  second  semester,  three  hours  a  week. 

322a.  The  New  Testament  Canon.  The  fundamental  idea  of  the 
Canon,  its  limiting  principle,  and  the  process  of  its  organization  will  be 
studied.     Instruction  by  lectures. 

Middlers,  allotted  time  in  second  semester. 

322b.  New  Testament  Textual  Criticism.  There  will  be  a  survey  of 
manuscripts,  versions,  and  patristic  quotations,  the  principles  of  criticism, 
and  the  history  of  the  printed  text.     Instruction  mainly  by  text'book. 

Middlers,  allotted  time  in  second  semester. 

343  and  344.     New  Testament  Exegesis.     The  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  and 

the  First  Epistle  of  John  will  be  studied  critically  in  the  Greek  text,  the  aim 
in  part  being  to  ground  the  student  in  the  principles  of  exegesis. 

Middlers  and  Seniors,  two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year  1939'40. 

343a.  Exegetical  Papers.  In  connection  with  the  regular  work  in  New 
Testament  Exegesis,  Exegetical  Papers  on  assigned  passages  will  be  required 
of  Seniors,  during  the  first  semester,  one  hour  credit  being  allowed. 

341  and  342.  New  Testament  Exegesis.  The  Epistle  to  the  Romans, 
followed  by  the  Epistle  of  James  and  the  First  Epistle  of  Peter,  will  be  studied 
critically  in  the  Greek  text. 

Middlers  and  Seniors,  two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year  1940'41. 

In  the  entire  field  of  New  Testament  book  study,  the  student  is  expected  to 
prepare  himself  in  part  for  the  classroom  by  repeated  consecutive  readings  of 
the  several  books  in  their  entirety,  following  the  text  of  the  American  Standard 
Bible. 
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IV.    NEW  TESTAMENT  LANGUAGE 
Dr.  McCreary 


411.  Elementary  Greek.  New  students  who  are  not  properly  qualified  for 
work  in  New  Testament  Exegesis  are  required  to  study  the  elements  of  the 
Greek  language.  A  suitable  text  is  used,  and  special  attention  is  given  to 
vocabulary,  verbal  forms  and  syntax.

412.  Elementary  Greek.  (Pre-requisite  411.)  Portions  of  the  Gospel  ac 
cording  to  John  and  of  the  Catholic  Epistles  are  read  critically  in  the  Greek 
with  the  aid  of  Green's  Grammar. 

Juniors  (J^),  second  semester,  three  hours  a  week. 


413.  Greek  Reading.  (Together  with  713  constitutes  an  alternate  to  411.) 
Juniors  fully  qualified  in  their  knowledge  of  the  Greek  language  will  read 
the  Book  of  the  Acts, — approximately  chapters  1-12.  Close  attention  will  be 
given  to  syntax.     Important  words  and  passages  will  be  singled  out  for  study.

414.     Greek  Reading.  (Together  with  714  constitutes  an  alternate  to  412.) 
The  rest  of  the  Acts  is  covered.    Historical,  grammatical  and  interpretive  study.

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V.    CHURCH  HISTORY  AND  GOVERNMENT

The  History  of  Doctrine,  formerly  a  separate  study,  is  now  incorporated 
into  the  regular  course  in  Church  History,  different  doctrines  being  connected 
historically  with  the  events  which  caused  their  rise.

521.  Modern  Church  History.  From  the  Reformation  to  the  organizE' 
tion  of  denominations  in  America.  Causes  and  results  of  the  Reformation 
in  different  countries;  the  Counter  Reformation;  the  Puritans;  the  Pietists;  the 
Rationalists;  early  settlements  in  America. 

Middlers,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

522.  The  American  Churches.  The  leading  denominations  and  their 
leaders  and  work;  the  missionary  movement  in  America;  the  great  preachers.

531.  Religious  Movements  in  America.  Revivalism;  Salvation  Army;

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VII.    PHILOSOPHY  OF  RELIGION  AND  RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION

amined  from  the  viewpoint  of  psychological  principles  and  with  major  ob' 
jectives  as  the  metric  of  value.  The  problems  of  curricula,  training,  special 
methods,  equipment,  personnel,  literature,  and  articulation  with  other  agencies, 
secular  and  religious,  are  inspected  carefully.  Texts,  lectures,  readings  and 
reports. 

Juniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

713  and  714.  Special  Assignments.  (Together  with  413  and  414  these 
constitute  alternates  to  411  and  412.)  Special  assignments  of  an  individual 
nature  will  be  made  by  the  Committee  on  Entrance  Requirements  after 
careful  examination  of  students'  credentials.  The  purpose  of  these  assign' 
ments  is  to  enable  incoming  students  to  approximate  more  closely  the 
standard  involved  in  the  Pre'Seminary  Curriculum.  The  work  will  be  done 
outside  of  class  and  will  involve  assigned  reading,  periodic  reports,  and 
semester    examinations.

731.  History  of  the  Philosophy  of  Religion.  A  survey  of  human  thought 
from  the  time  of  the  Greeks  to  the  present  for  the  discovery  of  those  elements 
which  have  directly  dealt  with  religious  ideas  or  which  have  been  incorporated 
into  religious  systems. 

Seniors,  first  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

732.  The  Philosophy  of  Religion.  This  course  includes  the  usual  materials 
of  Theism.  It  also  seeks  to  exhibit  the  epistemological  foundations  of  faith,  to 
state  the  analogical  argument  expositionally,  to  find  an  adequate  ground  of 
values,  and  to  set  forth  the  Christian  religion  as  a  philosophic  system.  A 
rationale  of  method  is  undertaken  regarding  religion  in  historical,  aesthetical, 
and  critical  aspects.

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VIII.    PASTORAL  THEOLOGY  AND  HOMILETICS 
Dr.  Wilson 

811.  (a)  The  Theory  of  Preaching.  Its  permanent  place,  message,  source, 
forms,  materials,  organi2,ation,  style.  The  relative  advantages  of  manuscript, 
memoriter,  and  extemporaneous  preaching,  (b)  Sermon  Outlines.  The  appli- 
cation of  sermon  principles  to  assigned  texts.

812.  Sermon  Outlines.  The  study  of  consecutive  passages  of  Scripture 
with  a  view  to  homiletic  arrangement,  involving  word  study,  paraphrase,  state- 
ment  of  homiletic  principles,  themes,  textual  outlines.

821  and  822.  Sermon  Outlines.  Whole  books  of  the  Bible  studied  with 
reference  to  homiletic  material.  Book  outlines  presented  for  class  criticism. 
Paragraphs  and  longer  units  of  thought  outlined  in  sermonic  form.  Em- 
phasis  on  expository  method.  An  expository  sermon  preached  before  Faculty 
and   student  body. 

Middlers,  both  semesters,  two  hours  a  week. 

831.  Pastoral  Theology.  The  pastoral  office  defined.  Differentiated  from 
secular  service.  The  minister's  personal  life,  character,  spiritual  equipment, 
ideals,  habits,  devotional  study.

the  Bible  School. 
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ACADEMIC  REGULATIONS 


ADMISSION 

Registration.  Tuesday,  September  19,  1939,  is  set  aside  for 
the  registration  of  all  new  students,  and  also  of  upper  classmen 
having  any  irregularities  in  their  standing  or  schedule.  Wednesday 
morning  is  appointed  for  the  registration  of  all  regular  students  in 
the  Middle  and  Senior  classes.  It  is  important  that  students  come 
for  registration  at  the  time  appointed,  and  also  that  they  be  on 
hand  for  the  Formal  Opening  of  the  Seminary  Wednesday  after- 
noon: thus  only  can  they  be  ready  to  enter  upon  their  regular 
class  work  at  8:30  o'clock  the  following  morning.  New  students, 
in  particular,  should  notice  that  the  proper  time  to  enter  the  Semi- 
nary is  at  the  opening  of  the  annual  session  in  September.  Those 
who  enter  at  mid-year,  except  by  regular  transfer  from  some  other 
standard  theological  seminary,  will  not  be  regularly  classified  as 
Juniors  until  the  following  fall. 

Credentials.  Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present 
satisfactory  testimonials  of  his  suitableness  as  a  candidate  for  the 
ministry  or  other  contemplated  form  of  Christian  service.  These 
credentials  include  (1)  a  letter  of  introduction  from  his  pastor  or 
session  certifying  his  active  church  membership  and  his 
qualifications  for  spiritual  leadership;  (2)  a  letter  from  the 
clerk  of  his  presbytery,  or  corresponding  church  officer,  indicating 
that  he  has  been  taken  under  proper  ecclesiastical  supervision  and 
is  officially  recommended  as  a  student  of  theology;  and  (3)  evi- 
dence of  full  collegiate  preparation,  including  an  official  transcript 
of  his  college  credits. 

All  credentials  should  be  at  hand  July  1st.  Students  can 
facilitate  matters  by  attention  to  the  following  particulars:  (1) 
Make  application  early,  using  the  official  blank;  (2)  arrange  to 
be  taken  under  care  of  presbytery  at  its  spring  meeting;  (3)  im- 
mediately after  graduation,  request  the  college  office  to  send 
transcript  of  college  credits  directly  to  the  Seminary  in  care  of  the 
Registrar;  (4)  send,  or  deliver  in  person,  the  letters  from  pastor 
and  clerk  of  presbytery. 

Declaration  of  Purpose.  Before  being  admitted  to  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Seminary,  every  student  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the 
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Registrar,  subscribe  a  declaration  to  the  effect  that  while  he  is  a 
student  in  the  Seminary  he  will  regularly,  punctually,  and  diligently 
attend  upon  all  the  instructions  of  the  professors,  that  he  will 
promptly  comply  with  the  lawful  requisitions  of  the  Faculty  and 
be  subject  to  their  authority,  that  he  will  honestly  conform  to  all 
regulations  of  the  Seminary,  and  that  he  will  not  propagate  any 
opinions  in  opposition  to  the  standards  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Entrance  Deposit.  From  the  moment  of  entrance,  students  are 
regarded  as  stewards  of  the  Church's  property,  having  special 
responsibility  in  connection  with  the  free  use  of  library  and  dormi- 
tory equipment.  Each  student,  upon  matriculation,  is  required  to 
make  a  deposit  of  $5.00,  which  is  returnable  at  the  end  of  the 
Seminary  course,  less  the  Insurance  premium  of  $1.50  and  any 
other  necessary  deductions. 

CLASSIFICATION 

Regular  Degree  Students.  Applicants  for  admission  as 
students  in  full  standing  to  take  the  prescribed  course  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  Degree  of  Th.B.  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a 
standard  college  or  university.  (Here,  as  elsewhere,  when  a  degree 
is  mentioned  as  a  pre-requisite,  it  must  have  been  secured  without 
duplication  of  credit.) 

Part-Time  Students.  Students  who  are  not  so  situated  that 
they  can  devote  full  time  to  Seminary  work  may  be  admitted  by 
the  Faculty  to  take  such  courses  as  their  time  permits  In  prepara- 
tion for  some  form  of  Christian  service.  But  they  must  have  the 
same  academic  preparation,  and  furnish  the  same  credentials,  as 
are  required  of  Regular  Degree  Students. 

Classification  by  Years.  Students  who  register  for  the  full 
course  are,  for  practical  purposes,  classified  normally  as  Juniors 
during  their  first  year,  as  Middlers  during  their  second  year,  and 
as  Seniors  during  their  third  year. 

Transferred  Students.  Persons  qualified  for  admission  to  the 
Seminary  who  have  successfully  completed  partial  courses  in  some 
other  approved  school  of  theology  may  be  admitted  by  the  Faculty 
to  corresponding  standing  in  this  institution  upon  the  presentation 
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of  satisfactory  credentials,  which  should  include  (1)  a  certificate 
of  good  standing  and  honorable  dismission,  and  (2)  a  complete 
official  transcript  of  their  credits. 

THE    STUDENT'S    SCHEDULE 

The  Norm.  Students  adequately  prepared,  and  able  to  give 
full  time  to  Seminary  work,  are  expected  to  follow  the  regular 
schedule,  involving  17  credit  hours  a  week  throughout  the  three 
years  of  the  Seminary  course. 

Extra-curricular  Work.  No  student  shall  take  academic  work 
in  excess  of  the  norm,  without  special  permission  from  the  Faculty. 
A  record  of  scholarly  work  is  pre-requisite  to  the  granting  of  such 
permission.  Moreover,  without  special  permission  from  the  Fac- 
ulty, which  will  not  be  granted  unless  the  case  be  strictly  excep- 
tional, no  student  shall  assume  responsibility  for  a  congregation 
as  pastor  or  stated  supply. 

Limitations.  Students  having  outside  work  involving  heavy 
demands  upon  their  time,  are  limited  to  such  courses  as  they  can 
carry  satisfactorily.  And  those  who,  for  any  reason,  fail  to  do  a 
satisfactory  grade  of  work  in  their  scheduled  studies  are  also  sub- 
ject to  limitation  by  the  Faculty. 

The  Minimum.  Students  must  carry  at  least  12  hours  of  con- 
current Seminary  work  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of 
the  Dormitory  and  to  a  share  in  Seminary  aid. 

Registration  each  Semester.  At  the  beginning  of  each  semes- 
ter every  student  shall  file  with  the  Registrar  a  complete  list  of  his 
studies,  together  with  a  memorandum  of  all  his  outside  work, 
actual  and  proposed.  When  his  schedule  of  studies  has  been  ap- 
proved, no  change  may  be  made  by  the  student  without  consulting 
the  Registrar. 

ATTENDANCE 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  is  indispensable  to  satisfac- 
tory work.  All  absence,  or  even  tardiness,  for  whatever  reason, 
has  an  injurious  effect  on  the  student's  standing  and  progress. 
Excuses  for  absence  must  be  presented  in  writing,  to  the  professors 
concerned,  immediately  upon  return  to  class  work;  and  shall  specify 
date,  classes  missed,  and  cause  of  absence. 
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EXAMINATIONS 

In  order  to  test  the  student's  progress  In  the  various  depart- 
ments, written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  semester. 
From  these  examinations  and  the  class  room  work,  the  term  grades 
of  the  student  are  determined.  Seventy  per  cent,  is  required  as  a 
passing  grade  in  every  subject.  A  fee  of  ^2.00  is  charged  for 
each  special  examination.  Only  one  re-examination  is  allowed 
in  any  one  course.  A  report  of  the  student's  attendance  and 
credits  is  made  semi-annually  to  his  presbytery  or  corresponding 
church  authority. 

When  a  student  falls  below  the  passing  grade  in  a  given 
subject,  he  is  conditioned  in  that  subject.  Conditions  attaching 
to  the  work  of  the  first  semester  must  be  removed  by  the  first 
of  the  following  March.  Conditions  attaching  to  work  of  the 
second  semester,  except  in  the  case  of  Seniors,  must  be  removed 
by  the  first  of  November  following.  When  a  student  falls  far 
below  the  passing  mark,  or  fails  to  remove  conditions  within  the 
appointed  time,  his  work  is  counted  a  failure  and  the  course  must 
be  repeated  in  class  in  order  to  secure  credit. 

GRADUATION:   REQUIREMENTS  AND  AWARDS 

General  Requirements.  In  order  to  graduate,  a  student  must 
successfully  complete  the  regular  three-year  course  of  prescribed 
studies  amounting  to  102  semester  hours.  At  least  one  year  of 
work  in  residence  is  required  for  graduation. 

The  Degree  of  Th.B.  The  Diploma  of  the  Seminary  with  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Theology  Is  conferred  only  upon  Degree 
Students  who  complete  the  regular  course  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  Faculty  and  who  display  at  least  average  ability  In  every 
department. 

Graduation  Fee.  A  fee  of  ^5.00  is  charged  to  cover  the  cost 
of  Diploma.  This  fee  is  due  the  15th  of  April  preceding  gradua- 
tion. 

Graduation  Honors.  The  honor.  Cum  Laude,  Is  granted  to  all 
who  throughout  the  Seminary  course  are  clearly  distinguished 
(1)  for  academic  attainments,  (2)  for  regular  and  punctual  at- 
tendance, and  (3)  for  general  fitness  for  the  gospel  ministry. 
The  honor,  Magna  Cum  Laude,  is  granted  to  all  who  possess  these 
qualifications  in  an  unusual  degree;  and,  Summa  Cum  Laude,  In 
very  -are  Instances,  in  recognition  of  superlative  merit. 
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FACILITIES  FOR  STUDY 


THE  SEMINARY  LIBRARY 

The  Seminary  Library  quarters  were  completely  remodeled  in 
connection  with  the  merger  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries 
in  1930.  A  new  reference  room,  with  the  most  modern  equipment, 
was  added, — the  gift  of  the  Sixth  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
Pittsburgh.  The  walls  of  the  room  display  large  colored  panelings 
setting  forth  the  historic  insignia  and  other  data  of  the  older 
Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Churches  of  the  world. 

The  former  reference  room  was  converted  into  a  reading  room, 
in  which  are  provided  some  of  the  best  current  periodicals.  A  new 
stack  room  with  steel  shelving  was  added,  also  a  large  vault  for  rare 
books. 

Thirty-four  thousand  books  are  now  on  the  library  shelves, 
and  the  Seminary  policy  is  to  keep  adding  to  this  number  so  as  to 
maintain  a  standard  and  up-to-date  working  library  in  those 
departments  of  learning  to  which  the  theological  student  is  devoting 
his  attention. 

The  Newburgh  Collection 

The  research  department  of  the  library  contains  the  valuable 
collection  of  theological  works,  many  of  them  dating  from  the  early 
days  of  printing,  which  were  secured  abroad  by  the  Rev.  John  M. 
Mason,  D.D.,  in  connection  with  the  founding  of  the  Seminary  of 
New  York,  afterwards  the  Newburgh  Seminary. 

The  James  Law  Library  Fund 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  late  James  Law,  Esq.,  of 
Shushan,  N.  Y.,  there  was  conveyed  to  the  Seminary  some  years 
ago  the  sum  of  $15,000,  to  be  employed  as  a  library  endowment. 

Library  Hours 

The  library  is  open  on  week  days  to  all  ministers  and  others, 
without  restriction  of  creed,  subject  to  the  same  rules  as  apply  to 
students.  The  hours  are  9  to  1,  2  to  5:30,  excepting  Saturday, 
when  the  closing  hour  is  12;  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday 
^'venings,  the  library  is  open  from  7  to  8. 
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The  Reading  Room 

The  Reading  Room,  adjoining  the  Seminary  Library,  is  open 
at  all  hours.  The  magazines,  reviews,  and  other  periodicals  found 
here,  represent  the  best  in  general  literature,  as  well  as  in  theology 
and  religion. 

THE  BIBLE  LANDS  MUSEUM 

The  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  is  one  of  the 
most  active  seminaries  in  the  world  engaged  in  archaeological 
research  of  Bible  times  in  ancient  Palestine.  In  conjunction  with 
the  American  School  of  Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem,  it  has 
conducted  explorations  at  Sodom  and  Gomorrah  in  1924,  excava- 
tions at  Kirjath-Sepher  in  1926,  1928,  1930,  1932,  and  excava- 
tions at  Bethel  in  1934. 

This  work  was  inaugurated  by  the  late  Dr.  M.  G.  Kyle, 
formerly  Professor  of  Biblical  Archaeology,  who  served  as  presi- 
dent of  all  these  expeditions  with  the  exception  of  the  last:  it 
was  conducted  after  his  death  as  a  memorial  to  his  work  in 
Palestinian  archaeology.  The  share  of  these  antiquities  which 
the  Palestinian  Archaeological  Museum  has  allotted  to  the  Semi- 
nary has  been  shipped  to  Pittsburgh,  where  more  than  a  thousand 
of  these  objects  are  now  on  exhibit.  Numerous  other  valuable 
pieces  are  awaiting  special  preparation  before  being  placed  on 
exhibition. 

These  objects  all  illustrate  in  the  most  striking  way  the  life 
of  the  people  of  Bible  Lands,  and  so  become  of  great  value  for 
interpretation  as  well  as  for  apologetics.  They  illumine  and 
corroborate  the  Biblical  narratives.  Thus  an  ineffaceable  impres- 
sion is  made  upon  the  student  of  the  trustworthiness  of  the  Biblical 
record,  for  only  real  events  leave  anything  to  be  dug  up  out  of  the 
ground.  The  objects  in  the  Museum  are  used  constantly  in  the 
classes  of  the  Seminary.  Opportunity  is  also  afforded  the  public 
to  visit  the  Museum  at  appointed  times. 

Special  gifts  of  archaeological  specimens  are  being  constantly 
added  to  the  Museum  through  interested  friends. 
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CULTURAL  ADVANTAGES 


THE  DENOMINATIONAL  SEMINARY 

The  denominational  Seminary  has  peculiar  advantages.  Being 
under  direct  church  control,  it  certifies  its  graduates  as  trained  by 
thoroughly  responsible  teachers.  The  established  standards  are 
maintained,  and  approved  educational  methods  are  followed. 
Without  dwarfing  individuality,  the  church  school  gives  to  its 
graduates  the  unique  stamp  which  wins  recognition  within  denomi- 
national bounds.  At  the  same  time,  the  commingling  of  students 
from  various  evangelical  bodies  tends  to  develop  in  students  mu- 
tual understanding  and  brotherly  regard.  The  wide  range  of  ac- 
quaintance with  the  Church  and  its  leaders  secured  by  attendance 
at  the  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  is  for  the  young  minister  an 
asset  of  great  value. 

A  xMETROPOLITAN  ENVIRONMENT 

Pittsburgh  has  numerous  elements  of  cultural  value,  chief 
among  which  are  her  schools  and  churches.  The  church  life  of  our 
own  and  other  denominations  in  Pittsburgh  is  of  the  best.  The  city 
and  its  environs,  including  more  than  eighty  of  our  own  congrega- 
tions, afford  an  excellent  example  of  the  Church  at  work.  In  all 
the  denominations  the  religious  thought  is  conservative  and  the 
methods  of  work  progressive.  The  pulpits  are  well  manned  and 
the  work  generally  well  organized.  Some  of  the  ablest  preachers 
of  our  own  and  other  churches  are  located  here.  The  student  has 
opportunity  to  study  the  methods  of  men  who  are  widely  known 
as  successful  ministers.  He  may  see  mission  work  carried  on  along 
improved  lines,  and  engage  in  it  himself.  He  may  study  at  first 
hand  the  most  effective  methods  of  Sabbath-school  work.  He  is 
welcomed  to  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  local  ministerial  unions, 
where  live  problems  and  issues  are  the  subjects  of  discussion. 

Pittsburgh,  together  with  the  contiguous  towns,  is  one  of  the 
great  commercial  centers  of  the  world.  It  affords  unexcelled  oppor- 
tunities for  the  study  of  social,  economical,  political,  racial,  and 
other  problems.  It  is  In  itself  an  education  to  live  and  work  in  such 
a  city  and  catch  the  pulse  of  its  busy  life.  Moreover,  the  benefit 
of  contact  with  those  engaged  in  the  varied  forms  of  work  for  social, 
moral  and  religious  betterment,  and  of  personal  experience  in  such 
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efforts,  is  evident  to  all.  As  the  future  ministers  to  persons  socially 
environed,  theological  students  should  give  themselves  all  conven- 
ient advantages  to  study  mankind  in  their  varied  social  relation- 
ships. 

AFFILIATION   WITH  THE   UNIVERSITY   OF   PITTSBURGH 

Graduates  from  the  three-year  course  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia 
Theological  Seminary  who  desire  to  take  the  A.M.  degree  at  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh  in  the  field  of  Religion  and  Religious 
Education  may  transfer  as  many  as  14  semester  credits  from  the 
Seminary  as  advanced  standing  toward  this  degree.  The  remain- 
ing ten  course  credits  and  six  thesis  credits  required  for  the  A.M. 
degree  must  be  taken  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  A  part  of 
the  ten  course  credits  may  be  taken  in  other  fields  of  the  University 
than  Religion  and  Religious  Education. 

Graduates  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  will  be 
allowed  a  maximum  of  30  graduate  credits  as  advanced  standing 
toward  the  Ph.D.  degree  in  Religion  and  Religious  Education.  An 
additional  amount  of  six  graduate  credits  may  be  granted  to  stu- 
dents taking  courses  at  the  Seminary  beyond  the  regular  three-year 
theological  course,  in  which  cases  the  courses  must  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  Graduate  School  of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  University  of  Pittsburgh  will  accept  graduate  credits  from 
Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  in  the  fields  of  Biblical 
Literature,  Church  History,  Theology,  History  and  Philosophy  of 
Religion,  and  Religious  Education. 

The  amount  of  advanced  graduate  standing  granted  to  Semi- 
nary students  who  choose  to  do  their  major  work  at  the  University 
in  fields  other  than  Religion  and  Religious  Education  will  be  de- 
termined by  heads  of  these  departments.  The  advanced  standing 
for  both  the  A.M.  and  Ph.D.  degree  will  vary  some  with  depart- 
ments and  students. 

A  regular  summer  session  or  semester  must  elapse  between  the 
time  of  the  student's  graduation  from  the  Seminary  and  the  con- 
ferring of  a  graduate  degree  by  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  procedure  outlined  In  the  foregoing  paragraphs  became 
effective  February,  1933. 
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THE  ALLEGHENY  OBSERVATORY 

The  Observatory  Is  one  of  the  oldest  astronomical  institutions 
in  the  country.  It  is  affiliated  with  the  University  of  Pittsburgh, 
but  is  located  In  RIverview  Park,  one  of  the  highest  points  in 
Allegheny  County.  By  special  arrangements  with  the  Director, 
the  students  of  the  Seminary  have  free  access  to  it  and  the  privilege 
of  observing  the  heavens  through  its  famous  lenses.  The  stellar 
photographs  are  thrown  on  the  screen,  and  these  and  the  instru- 
ments and  their  workings  explained  to  the  students.  The  present 
director  Is  Frank  C.  Jordan,  Ph.D.,  Sc.D. 


THE  BUHL  PLANETARIUM 

As  a  gift  from  the  Buhl  Foundation,  the  North  Side  of  Pitts- 
burgh, where  the  Seminary  is  located,  possesses  one  of  the  finest 
planetarlums  in  the  world.  The  site  is  only  a  few  squares  from 
the  Seminary.  The  Planetarium  provides  a  realistic  view  of  all 
the  visible  stars  and  planets  moving  in  their  orbital  paths  through 
the  heavens.  A  lecturer  Is  in  attendance.  As  an  adjunct  to  descrip- 
tive astronomy  the  Planetarium  supplements  what  has  been  sup- 
plied by  the  Allegheny  Observatory.  The  new  structure,  fully 
equipped,  is  now  completed.  Its  furnishing  includes  an  astrono- 
mical museum  and  library,  and  an  auditorium  with  a  seating  ca- 
pacity of  450.  Mr.  James  Stokley,  M.A.,  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, Is  the  director. 
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LIFE  AT  THE  SEMINARY 


THE  SEMINARY  BUILDING 

The  Seminary  hall  is  located  at  the  corner  of  North  Avenue 
and  Buena  Vista  Street,  and  overlooks  West  Park.  On  the  first 
floor  are  the  Mary  J.  Stevenson  Reception  Room,  the  President's 
Office,  the  Pressly  Chapel,  the  Library,  the  Reference  and  Reading 
Rooms,  and  the  Gymnasium.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  Faculty 
Conference  Room,  the  Bible  Lands  Museum,  and  five  class  rooms 
of  ample  proportions.  The  third,  fourth  and  fifth  floors  are 
given  over  to  dormitory  uses.  On  the  fifth  floor  there  is  a  dining- 
room,  with  kitchen  attached. 


ROOMS  AND  ACCOMMODATIONS 

The  dormitory  rooms  are  arranged  as  follows:  there  are  single 
rooms;  suites  of  double  rooms,  in  which  two  men  occupy  a  study 
and  a  bedroom  in  common;  and  suites  of  three  rooms,  in  which 
two  men  have  a  study  in  common  and  two  single  bedrooms  ad- 
joining. Each  floor  has  trunkrooms,  bathrooms,  and  lavatories. 
The  Seminary  provides  furniture  and  bedding,  including  sheets, 
pillow  cases,  and  one  blanket  for  each  bed.  Students  should  bring 
extra  blankets  for  their  own  use.  Students  will  also  furnish  towels 
for  their  own  use  and  provide  for  the  laundering  of  these.  All  other 
dormitory  laundry  work  will  be  looked  after  by  the  Seminary. 

Students  in  the  dormitory  are  protected  against  personal  loss 
by  fire  in  the  amount  of  ^300  respectively.  The  premium,  ^1.50 
per  student,  is  included  in  the  entrance  deposit,  and  deducted  at  the 
end  of  the  Seminary  course. 

With  the  purpose  of  contributing  to  the  comfort  and  health 
of  the  students,  the  oversight  and  maintenance  of  the  rooms  in  the 
dormitory  are  placed  in  charge  of  a  Committee  of  women  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Directors.  These  women  make  visits  of  inspection 
from  time  to  time.  The  ordinary  supervision  and  control  of  the 
dormitory  is  committed  to  the  President's  Secretary. 

Rooms  are  provided  free  of  charge  to  students  who  take  not 
less  than  twelve  hours  of  concurrent  Seminary  work.  Juniors  and 
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Middlers  who  desire  rooms  for  the  following  year  must  make 
application  therefor,  in  writing,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  President, — 
Middlers  the  first  week  in  April,  Juniors  the  second  week  in 
April.  Those  who  do  not  retain  rooms  according  to  this  rule 
will  await  their  turn  after  rooms  have  been  assigned  to  new 
students  in  September.  New  students  will  have  choice  of  the 
rooms  not  retained  by  upper  classmen,  according  to  the  order 
in  which  their  written  applications  have  been  received.  The 
assignments  will  be  made  at  4:00  P.M.  Tuesday,  September  19. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  occupy  rooms  in  the  building 
during  the  summer  vacation  without  obtaining  permission  from 
the  office.  For  one  week  succeeding  the  close  of  the  session, 
and  one  week  preceding  the  opening  of  the  session,  all  students 
may  occupy  their  rooms. 

THE  RELIGIOUS   LIFE  OF  THE   SEMINARY 

Adequate  provision  is  made  for  the  maintenance  and  develop- 
ment of  the  religious  life.  In  addition  to  the  private  devotions  of 
the  men,  there  are  various  gatherings  for  social  worship.  Daily 
chapel  services  are  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty.  A 
Seminary  Communion  Service  is  held  in  the  Pressly  Chapel  soon 
after  the  opening  of  the  session  in  the  fall;  and  a  similar  service, 
especially  for  the  Senior  Class,  is  held  during  commencement  week. 
The  Day  of  Prayer  for  Educational  Institutions  is  observed  each 
year  with  appropriate  exercises.  "Family  worship"  is  conducted 
by  the  students  daily  after  the  evening  meal,  there  are  weekly  meet- 
ings of  the  students  in  class  groups  for  prayer,  and  there  is  a 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Student  Association.  This  organization 
aims  to  promote  the  spiritual  life  of  the  students,  and  to  cultivate 
interest  in  Christ's  cause.  The  local  group  of  Student  Volunteers 
does  much  to  keep  alive  and  active  the  missionary  spirit. 

THE  SOCIAL  LIFE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 

On  the  second  Friday  evening  after  the  opening  of  the  session, 
the  Student  Association  arranges  a  reception  for  the  new  students. 
This  Is  usually  held  In  one  of  the  local  churches.  Other  social 
affairs  are  held  at  the  option  of  the  students  during  the  year. 
For  general  social  purposes  there  Is  a  room  set  aside  In  the  Semi- 
nary. The  different  congregations  of  the  city  invite  the  students 
to  come  to  their  socials  and  share  their  hospitality. 
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THE  WEBSTER  MEMORIAL  FORUM 

The  Webster  Memorial  Forum  is  a  student  organization 
which  meets  at  stated  times  for  the  discussion  of  pre-arranged 
subjects.  It  usually  has  a  speaker  whose  address  is  correlated 
with  open  discussion.  The  organization  originated  in  a  desire  on 
the  part  of  the  students  for  a  closer  fellowship  between  the  Student 
body  and  the  Faculty.  Dr.  John  Hunter  Webster,  formerly  Profes- 
sor of  New  Testament  Language  and  Literature,  was  asked  to 
sponsor  this  Forum.  After  his  death  in  1933,  the  organization 
called  itself  the  "Webster  Memorial  Forum"  in  honor  of  the  one 
who  had  given  substantial  help  to  the  students  in  their  initial 
problems   and  discussions. 


PHYSICAL  CULTURE 

In  the  Fall  and  Spring,  outdoor  sports  hold  first  place.  The 
city  tennis  courts  in  the  park,  two  minutes  walk  from  the  Seminary, 
may  be  used.  The  Seminary  gymnasium  provides  additional 
opportunity  for  physical  training. 

The  Allegheny  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  located  beside  the  Seminary. 
With  its  splendid  physical  equipment, — gymnasium,  bowling 
alleys,  showers,  and  swimming  pool, — it  offers  a  fine  opportunity 
to  the  men  of  the  Seminary,  all  of  whom  have  free  membership 
in  it.  Provision  is  made  for  a  variety  of  games.  A  physical 
examination  is  required  of  all  who  use  the  "Y"  facilities. 


EXPENSES 

There  are  no  tuition  fees,  nor  are  there  any  rental  or  contingent 
expenses.  All  the  privileges  of  the  Seminary,  inclusive  of  the 
dormitory,  are  free.  Students  who  elect  private  lodgings  must 
meet  their  rental  expenses  unaided. 

A  dining-room  is  located  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  dormitory, 
providing  for  club  boarding  at  cost.  Although  much  of  the  equip- 
ment has  been  provided  by  the  Seminary,  the  dining-room  is  under 
student  administration.    A  limited  number  of  students  receive  their 
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board  in  compensation  for  their  services  as  waiters.  An  initial 
deposit  of  $20.00  is  required  of  each  student  to  defray  the  bills  of 
the  first  month.  The  bills  are  monthly.  The  first  three  of  these 
usually  amount  to  $20.00  each,  the  others  gradually  decreasing 
over  the  school  term.  The  average  cost  throughout  the  year  is 
approximately  $4.25  per  week, — for  a  week  of  five  and  one-half 
days.  The  cost  of  food  over  the  week-ends,  when  the  club  Is  not 
functioning,  is  included  in  the  estimate  below.  All  men  rooming 
In  the  building  are  required  to  take  their  meals  In  the  Seminary 
dining  hall. 

The  United  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication  and  Bible 
School  Work  furnishes  all  text-books  at  a  reduction  of  twenty  per 
cent.;  other  books,  cash,  at  a  reduction  of  fifteen  per  cent.  The 
Board  also  grants  reasonable  credit  to  United  Presbyterian  students 
under  presbyterlal  supervision,  where  they  are  unable  to  make 
immediate  payment.

COMPETITIVE  SCHOLARSHIPS 


The  following  competitive  scholarships  have  been  provided 
for  the  benefit  of  United  Presbyterian  students. 

The  James  Purdy  Scholarship 

There  exists  in  the  possession  of  the  Seminary  the  Purdy  Fund, 
bearing  the  name  of  Its  founder.  The  Income,  not  to  exceed  $300, 
Is  apportioned  equally  each  year  to  the  six  members  of  the  Junior 
Class  who  attain  the  highest  average  of  excellence  in  their  Seminary 
work.  The  scholarship  Is  subject  to  the  conditions  that  the  entire 
year's  work  be  completed  within  the  Seminary  year,  that  no  award 
be  made  to  a  student  whose  general  average  does  not  reach  85% 
or  who  receives  a  grade  of  less  than  80%  In  any  department,  and 
that  the  entire  Seminary  course  be  finished  at  this  Seminary. 
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The  Thomas  Jamison  Scholarship 

In  memory  of  the  late  Thomas  Jamison,  Esq.,  of  the  North 
Side,  Pittsburgh,  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Board  oi 
Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  Mrs.  Jamison  endowed  a  scholarship, 
the  income  of  which,  not  to  exceed  $800,  is  given  each  year  to  the 
member  of  the  Senior  Class  who  attains  the  highest  average  of 
excellence  in  qualifications  for  the  Christian  ministry  during  the 
Junior  and  Middle  years  and  the  first  half  of  the  Senior  year. 
In  the  matter  of  grades,  his  general  average  must  reach  90%, 
and  in  no  study  must  the  grade  be  lower  than  80%.  The  award 
of  this  scholarship  requires  that  the  recipient  spend  a  full  session, 
the  next  following  his  graduation,  at  study  in  some  foreign 
theological  institution  to  be  selected  by  the  Faculty.  He  must 
further  agree  to  make  regular  reports  of  the  work  he  is  doing, 
with  a  transcript  of  grades  received,  and  present  within  two  years 
a  thesis  of  not  less  than  10,000  words  on  some  subject  selected  or 
approved  by  the  Faculty.  Fifty  dollars  of  the  award  will  be 
retained  by  the  Seminary  until  the  thesis  has  been  completed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Faculty.  The  degree  of  Master  of  Theology  is 
conferred  without  further  requirement  on  all  who  take  the  Jamison 
scholarship  and  satisfy  its  conditions,  subject  to  the  usual  fee  of 
$10.00. 

This  scholarship  aflfords  a  splendid  opportunity  to  a  worthy 
man  each  year  for  broadening  his  theological  education  and  obtain- 
ing the  rich  culture  which  comes  with  foreign  study  and  travel. 
In  case  the  student  who  receives  the  scholarship  is  going  into  one 
of  the  Church's  foreign  fields,  he  is  allowed  to  attend  the  Kennedy 
School  of  Missions  in  America  instead  of  an  European  institution. 


The  Jane  Hogg  Gardner  Scholarship 

To  the  Senior  student  ranking  second  in  qualifications  for 
the  ministry  through  the  entire  course,  the  Seminary  awards  the 
Income  of  the  Gardner  bequest,  not  to  exceed  $200,  but  on  condi- 
tion that  there  is  no  grade  of  less  than  80%  in  any  department, 
and  that  a  satisfactory  thesis  of  at  least  5,000  words  on  an  assigned 
subject  be  presented  to  the  Faculty  within  a  year  from  graduation. 
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The  McGill  Church  History  Awards 

In  honor  of  Dr.  David  F.  McGill,  formerly  Professor  of 
Church  History  and  Government,  through  the  kindness  of  a 
friend  the  Seminary  awards  first  and  second  prizes  of  $100  and 
$S0  respectively  to  the  Senior  students  who  take  first  and  second 
rank  in  the  entire  course  in  Church  History.  Candidates  for 
these  awards  must  attend  this  Seminary  from  the  beginning  of 
their  Junior  year  and  receive  no  grade  less  than  80%  in  any 
department. 


SELF  SUPPORT  AND  STUDENT  AID 


The  Board  of  Education  Aid 

The  General  Assembly  authorizes  the  presbyteries  to  recom- 
mend worthy  students  for  grants  from  the  Board  of  Education. 
The  scale  for  1938-1939  was  as  follows:  one  hundred  and  thirty 
dollars  to  students  of  the  first  year,  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars 
to  second-year  students,  and  ninety  dollars  to  third-year  students. 
These  grants  are  made  only  to  students  who  attend  the  United 
Presbyterian  Seminary. 


Student  Aid  Fund 

There  is  a  limited  fund  at  the  disposal  of  the  Seminary  for  the 
assistance  of  needy  students.  This  fund  Is  provided  for  emergency 
cases  only  and  is  administered  under  the  careful  supervision  of  the 
Faculty. 


The  Lesson  of  History 

It  may  be  encouraging  to  students  to  know  that  we  do  not 
have  in  the  history  of  either  Seminary  a  record  of  any  student  who 
has  been  obliged  to  leave  the  Seminary  for  financial  reasons. 
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THE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

All  who  have  been  enrolled  as  students  of  The  Pittsburgh- 
Xenla  Theological  Seminary  or  its  constituent  institutions  are  en- 
titled to  membership.  The  object  of  the  Association  is  to  cherish 
the  memories  of  Seminary  life,  to  maintain  an  active  interest  in 
Seminary  affairs,  and  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Seminary  and 
the  Church.  A  business  meeting,  followed  by  a  social  hour  and 
banquet,  is  held  each  year  in  connection  with  the  Commencement 
Exercises.  The  business  meeting  is  held  in  the  Second  Church, 
North  Side,  Pittsburgh,  at  4:00  P.  M.  of  Commencement  Day.  At 
this  time  the  Association  elects  officers  to  serve  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  business  meeting  is  followed  by  a  social  hour  culminat- 
ing in  the  Alumni  Banquet  at  5:30  P.  M.  Alumni  and  friends  of 
the  Seminary  are  urged  to  attend.

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THE  CONTROL  AND  MANAGEMENT 


The  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  is  the  result  of  a 
union  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries  consummated  in 
1930.  According  to  its  proper  ancestry  the  Xenia  Seminary  was 
founded  in  1794  by  the  Associate  Presbyterian  Church.  The 
Pittsburgh  Seminary  was  founded  in  1825  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church.  The  Seminary  as 
now  established  is  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  American 
Synods  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  ultimate  review 
control  of  the  General  Assembly.  Its  management  is  committed  to 
a  Board  of  Directors  and  Trustees.  The  Board  of  Directors  consists 
of  thirty-five  members,  ministers  or  ruling  elders,  who  are  nom- 
inated by  the  several  Synods  to  the  General  Assembly  for  elec- 
tion on  the  basis  of  each  Synod  having  one  representative  for 
every  five  thousand  church  members  or  a  major  fraction  thereof. 
Each  Synod  has  at  least  one  representative.  The  Board  of 
Directors  has  the  general  government  of  the  Seminary,  subject 
to  the  authority  of  the  Synods  and  the  General  Assembly,  appoints 
the  Trustees,  and  provides  for  the  financial  maintenance  of  the 
institution.  The  Board  of  Trustees  consists  of  twelve  members. 
It  is  the  corporate  body  which  holds  and  manages  the  real  estate 
and  the  funds  of  the  Seminary.  The  term  and  the  course  of 
study  are  determined  by  the  General  Assembly.

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THE  PURPOSE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 


The  purpose  of  the  Seminary,  as  defined  in  the  Constitution,  is 
to  instruct  candidates  for  the  gospel  ministry,  ordained  ministers 
of  the  gospel,  and  such  as  may  be  preparing  for  other  special  lines 
of  Christian  service,  in  the  knowledge  of  the  doctrines  of  the 
Scriptures,  and  the  order  and  institutes  of  worship  taught  therein 
and  summarily  exhibited  in  the  standards  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  of  North  America;  to  cherish  in  them  the  life  of  true 
godliness,  and  to  cultivate  the  gifts  which  Christ,  the  Head  of  the 
Church,  confers  on  those  whom  He  calls  and  ordains  to  the  minis- 
try, to  the  end  that  there  may  be  raised  up  a  succession  of  able, 
faithful,  and  godly  ministers  of  the  gospel  and  of  other  Christian 
workers. 


THE  TERM  AND  COURSE  OF  STUDY 


The  regular  course  of  seminary  training  prescribed  by  the 
General  Assembly  covers  a  period  of  three  academic  years,  each  of 
which  is  divided  in  January  into  two  semesters.  The  annual  session 
begins  the  third  Wednesday  of  September,  and  continues  thirty- 
four  weeks  including  holidays.  The  distribution  of  studies  by 
departments  and  semesters  is  exhibited  on  pages  17-19. 

The  Seminary  course  is  built  for  college  graduates,  and 
presupposes  a  foundation  of  broad  and  liberal  culture.  In 
preparation  for  their  professional  training  in  the  Seminary,  college 
students  should  take  substantial  courses  in  the  subjects  indicated 
in  the  newly  adopted  Pre-Seminary  Curriculum. 
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THE  PRE-SEMINARY  CURRICULUM 

The  American  Association  of  Theological  Schools,  at  Its  tenth 
biennial  meeting,  Chester,  Pa.,  June,  1936,  adopted  a  statement 
regarding  a  Pre-Semlnary  Curriculum  and  authorized  it  to  be 
sent  to  all  colleges  and  universities  In  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  The  statement  includes  the  following  specifications  as  to 
the  proper  fields  of  study,  and  the  minimum  number  of  semester 
hours:

Concentration  of  work  or  'majoring',  is  a  common  practice  in  colleges.  For 
such  concentration  or  major,  a  constructive  sequence  based  upon  any  one, 
two,  or  three  of  the  above  fields  of  study  would  lead  up  naturally  to  a 
theological  course. 


With  the  addition  of  substantial  courses  In  Bible  and  Speech, 
and  of  12-16  semester  hours  in  Elementary  Greek,  the  Pittsburgh- 
Xenia  Seminary  has  endorsed  the  foregoing  statement  of  Pre- 
Seminary  Curriculum,  and  urges  all  college  students  who  are  look- 
ing forward  to  the  Gospel  ministry  to  make  use  of  this  statement 
In  the  shaping  of  their  college  course  (in  consultation  with  their 
advisors  at  college),  so  that  they  may  not  only  secure  the  desired 
college  degree  but  at  the  same  time  secure  the  best  possible  pre- 
paration for  seminary  work. 
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The  Pre-Seminary  Curriculum  does  not  purport  to  be  in  itself 
a  complete  four-year  college  course,  but  rather  calls  attention 
to  those  fields  and  courses  of  study  which  are  accessible  to  all 
college  students  and  which  are  of  basic  importance  in  preparation 
for  seminary  training. 

The  Curriculum  is  not  yet  mandatory,  but  it  indicates  the 
trend  in  seminary  circles.  The  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  will 
use  this  Pre-Seminary  Curriculum  as  an  informal  standard  by 
which  to  judge  the  preparedness  of  applicants  for  admission. 
Those  who  have  notable  deficiencies  will  be  required  to  remove 
them.  Some  provision  for  the  removal  of  deficiencies  will  be 
made  in  the  regular  Seminary  curriculum.  For  instance,  those 
deficient  in  Greek  will  be  given  an  intensive  course  in  Elementary 
Greek  at  the  rate  of  three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  Junior 
Year.  In  other  cases,  where  the  plan  may  be  suitable,  special 
assignments  for  private  study  will  be  made,  coupled  with  semester 
reports  and  examinations.

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VII.    PHILOSOPHY  OF  RELIGION  AND  RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION

jectives  as  the  metric  of  value.  The  problems  of  curricula,  training,  special 
methods,  equipment,  personnel,  literature,  and  articulation  with  other  agencies, 
secular  and  religious,  are  inspected  carefully.  Texts,  lectures,  readings  and 
reports. 

Juniors,  second  semester,  two  hours  a  week. 

713  and  714.  Special  Assignments.  (Together  with  413  and  414  these 
constitute  alternates  for  411  and  412.)  Special  assignments  of  an  individual 
nature  will  be  made  by  the  Committee  on  Entrance  Requirements  after 
careful  examination  of  students'  credentials.  The  purpose  of  these  assign' 
ments  is  to  enable  incoming  students  to  approximate  more  closely  the 
standard  involved  in  the  Pre'Seminary  Curriculum.  The  work  will  be  done 
outside  of  class  and  will  involve  assigned  reading,  periodic  reports,  and 
semester    examinations.

This  course  includes  the  usual  materials 
of  Theism.  It  also  seeks  to  exhibit  the  epistemological  foundations  of  faith,  to 
state  the  analogical  argument  expositionally,  to  find  an  adequate  ground  of 
values,  and  to  set  forth  the  Christian  religion  as  a  philosophic  system.  A 
rationale  of  method  is  undertaken  regarding  religion  in  historical,  aesthetical, 
and  critical  aspects.

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ACADEMIC  REGULATIONS 


ADMISSION 

Registration.  Tuesday,  September  17,  1940,  Is  set  aside  for 
the  registration  of  all  new  students,  and  also  of  upper  classmen 
having  any  irregularities  in  their  standing  or  schedule.  Wednesday 
morning  is  appointed  for  the  registration  of  all  regular  students  in 
the  Middle  and  Senior  classes.  It  is  important  that  students  come 
for  registration  at  the  time  appointed,  and  also  that  they  be  on 
hand  for  the  Formal  Opening  of  the  Seminary  Wednesday  after- 
noon: thus  only  can  they  be  ready  to  enter  upon  their  regular 
class  work  at  8:30  o'clock  the  following  morning.  New  students, 
in  particular,  should  notice  that  the  proper  time  to  enter  the  Semi- 
nary is  at  the  opening  of  the  annual  session  in  September.  Those 
who  enter  at  mid-year,  except  by  regular  transfer  from  some  other 
standard  theological  seminary,  will  not  be  regularly  classified  as 
Juniors  until  the  following  fall. 

Credentials.  Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present 
satisfactory  testimonials  of  his  suitableness  as  a  candidate  for  the 
ministry  or  other  contemplated  form  of  Christian  service.  These 
credentials  include  (1)  a  letter  of  Introduction  from  his  pastor  or 
session  certifying  his  active  church  membership  and  his 
qualifications  for  spiritual  leadership;  (2)  a  letter  from  the 
clerk  of  his  presbytery,  or  corresponding  church  officer,  indicating 
that  he  has  been  taken  under  proper  ecclesiastical  supervision  and 
Is  officially  recommended  as  a  student  of  theology;  and  (3)  evi- 
dence of  full  collegiate  preparation,  including  an  official  transcript 
of  his  college  credits. 

All  credentials  should  be  at  hand  July  1st.  Students  can 
facilitate  matters  by  attention  to  the  following  particulars:  (1) 
Make  application  early,  using  the  official  blank;  (2)  arrange  to 
be  taken  under  care  of  presbytery  at  its  spring  meeting;  (3)  im- 
mediately after  graduation,  request  the  college  office  to  send 
transcript  of  college  credits  directly  to  the  Seminary  In  care  of  the 
Registrar;  (4)  send,  or  deliver  in  person,  the  letters  from  pastor 
and  clerk  of  presbytery. 

Declaration  of  Purpose.  Before  being  admitted  to  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Seminary,  every  student  shall,  In  the  presence  of  the 
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Registrar,  subscribe  a  declaration  to  the  effect  that  while  he  is  a 
student  in  the  Seminary  he  will  regularly,  punctually,  and  diligently 
attend  upon  all  the  instructions  of  the  professors,  that  he  will 
promptly  comply  with  the  lawful  requisitions  of  the  Faculty  and 
be  subject  to  their  authority,  that  he  will  honestly  conform  to  all 
regulations  of  the  Seminary,  and  that  he  will  not  propagate  any 
opinions  in  opposition  to  the  standards  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Entrance  Deposit.  From  the  moment  of  entrance,  students  are 
regarded  as  stewards  of  the  Church's  property,  having  special 
responsibility  In  connection  with  the  free  use  of  library  and  dormi- 
tory equipment.  Each  student,  upon  matriculation.  Is  required  to 
make  a  deposit  of  ^5.00,  which  is  returnable  at  the  end  of  the 
Seminary  course,  less  the  Insurance  premium  of  ^1.50  and  any 
other  necessary  deductions. 


CLASSIFICATION 

Regular  Degree  Students.  Applicants  for  admission  as 
students  in  full  standing  to  take  the  prescribed  course  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  Degree  of  Th.B.  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a 
standard  college  or  university.  (Here,  as  elsewhere,  when  a  degree 
is  mentioned  as  a  pre-requislte.  It  must  have  been  secured  without 
duplication  of  credit.) 

Part-Time  Students.  Students  who  are  not  so  situated  that 
they  can  devote  full  time  to  Seminary  work  may  be  admitted  by 
the  Faculty  to  take  such  courses  as  their  time  permits  In  prepara- 
tion for  some  form  of  Christian  service.  But  they  must  have  the 
same  academic  preparation,  and  furnish  the  same  credentials,  as 
are  required  of  Regular  Degree  Students. 

Classification  by  Years.  Students  who  register  for  the  full 
course  are,  for  practical  purposes,  classified  normally  as  Juniors 
during  their  first  year,  as  MIddlers  during  their  second  year,  and 
as  Seniors  during  their  third  year. 

Transferred  Students.  Persons  qualified  for  admission  to  the 
Seminary  who  have  successfully  completed  partial  courses  In  some 
other  approved  school  of  theology  may  be  admitted  by  the  Faculty 
to  corresponding  standing  in  this  institution  upon  the  presentation 
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of  satisfactory  credentials,  which  should  include  (1)  a  certificate 
of  good  standing  and  honorable  dismission,  and  (2)  a  complete 
official  transcript  of  their  credits. 

THE    STUDENT'S    SCHEDULE 

The  Norm.  Students  adequately  prepared,  and  able  to  give 
full  time  to  Seminary  work,  are  expected  to  follow  the  regular 
schedule,  involving  17  credit  hours  a  week  throughout  the  three 
years  of  the  Seminary  course. 

Extra-curricular  Work.  No  student  shall  take  academic  work 
in  excess  of  the  norm,  without  special  permission  from  the  Faculty. 
A  record  of  scholarly  work  is  pre-requisite  to  the  granting  of  such 
permission.  Moreover,  without  special  permission  from  the  Fac- 
ulty, which  will  not  be  granted  unless  the  case  be  strictly  excep- 
tional, no  student  shall  assume  responsibility  for  a  congregation 
as  pastor  or  stated  supply. 

Limitations.  Students  having  outside  work  involving  heavy 
demands  upon  their  time,  are  limited  to  such  courses  as  they  can 
carry  satisfactorily.  And  those  who,  for  any  reason,  fail  to  do  a 
satisfactory  grade  of  work  in  their  scheduled  studies  are  also  sub- 
ject to  limitation  by  the  Faculty. 

The  Minimum.  Students  must  carry  at  least  12  hours  of  con- 
current Seminary  work  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of 
the  Dormitory  and  to  a  share  in  Seminary  aid. 

Registration  each  Semester.  At  the  beginning  of  each  semes- 
ter every  student  shall  file  with  the  Registrar  a  complete  list  of  his 
studies,  together  with  a  memorandum  of  all  his  outside  work, 
actual  and  proposed.  When  his  schedule  of  studies  has  been  ap- 
proved, no  change  may  be  made  by  the  student  without  consulting 
the  Registrar. 

ATTENDANCE 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  is  indispensable  to  satisfac- 
tory work.  All  absence,  or  even  tardiness,  for  whatever  reason, 
has  an  injurious  effect  on  the  student's  standing  and  progress. 
Excuses  for  absence  must  be  presented  In  writing,  to  the  professors 
concerned,  immediately  upon  return  to  class  work;  and  shall  specify 
date,  classes  missed,  and  cause  of  absence. 
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EXAMINATIONS 

In  order  to  test  the  student's  progress  in  the  various  depart- 
ments, written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  semester. 
From  these  examinations  and  the  class  room  work,  the  term  grades 
of  the  student  are  determined.  Seventy  per  cent,  is  required  as  a 
passing  grade  in  every  subject.  A  fee  of  ^2.00  is  charged  for 
each  special  examination.  Only  one  re-examination  is  allowed 
in  any  one  course.  A  report  of  the  student's  attendance  and 
credits  is  made  semi-annually  to  his  presbytery  or  corresponding 
church  authority. 

When  a  student  falls  below  the  passing  grade  in  a  given 
subject,  he  is  conditioned  in  that  subject.  Conditions  attaching 
to  the  work  of  the  first  semester  must  be  removed  by  the  first 
of  the  following  March.  Conditions  attaching  to  work  of  the 
second  semester,  except  in  the  case  of  Seniors,  must  be  removed 
by  the  first  of  November  following.  When  a  student  falls  far 
below  the  passing  mark,  or  fails  to  remove  conditions  within  the 
appointed  time,  his  work  is  counted  a  failure  and  the  course  must 
be  repeated  in  class  in  order  to  secure  credit. 

GRADUATION:  REQUIREMENTS  AND  AWARDS 

General  Requirements.  In  order  to  graduate,  a  student  must 
successfully  complete  the  regular  three-year  course  of  prescribed 
studies  amounting  to  102  semester  hours.  At  least  one  year  of 
work  in  residence  is  required  for  graduation. 

The  Degree  of  TLB.  The  Diploma  of  the  Seminary  with  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Theology  is  conferred  only  upon  Degree 
Students  who  complete  the  regular  course  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  Faculty  and  who  display  at  least  average  ability  in  every 
department. 

Graduation  Fee.  A  fee  of  ^5.00  is  charged  to  cover  the  cost 
of  Diploma.  This  fee  is  due  the  15th  of  April  preceding  gradua- 
tion. 

Graduation  Honors.  The  honor.  Cum  Laude,  is  granted  to  all 
who  throughout  the  Seminary  course  are  clearly  distinguished 
(1)  for  academic  attainments,  (2)  for  regular  and  punctual  at- 
tendance, and  (3)  for  general  fitness  for  the  gospel  ministry. 
The  honor.  Magna  Cum  Laude,  is  granted  to  all  who  possess  these 
qualifications  in  an  unusual  degree;  and,  Summa  Cum  Laude,  in 
very  rare  instance,  in  recognition  of  superlative  merit. 
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FACILITIES  FOR  STUDY 


THE  SEMINARY  LIBRARY 

The  Seminary  Library  quarters  were  completely  remodeled  in 
connection  with  the  merger  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Xenia  Seminaries 
in  1930.  A  new  reference  room,  with  the  most  modern  equipment, 
was  added, — the  gift  of  the  Sixth  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
Pittsburgh.  The  walls  of  the  room  display  large  colored  panelings 
setting  forth  the  historic  insignia  and  other  data  of  the  older 
Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Churches  of  the  world. 

The  former  reference  room  was  converted  into  a  reading  room, 
in  which  are  provided  some  of  the  best  current  periodicals.  A  new 
stack  room  with  steel  shelving  was  added,  also  a  large  vault  for  rare 
books. 

Thirty-four  thousand  books  are  now  on  the  library  shelves, 
and  the  Seminary  policy  is  to  keep  adding  to  this  number  so  as  to 
maintain  a  standard  and  up-to-date  working  library  in  those 
departments  of  learning  to  which  the  theological  student  is  devoting 
his  attention. 

The  Newburgh  Collection 

The  research  department  of  the  library  contains  the  valuable 
collection  of  theological  works,  many  of  them  dating  from  the  early 
days  of  printing,  which  were  secured  abroad  by  the  Rev.  John  M. 
Mason,  D.D.,  in  connection  with  the  founding  of  the  Seminary  of 
New  York,  afterwards  the  Newburgh  Seminary. 

The  James  Law  Library  Fund 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  late  James  Law,  Esq.,  of 
Shushan,  N.  Y.,  there  was  conveyed  to  the  Seminary  some  years 
ago  the  sum  of  $15,000,  to  be  employed  as  a  library  endowment. 

Library  Hours 

The  library  is  open  on  week  days  to  all  ministers  and  others, 
without  restriction  of  creed,  subject  to  the  same  rules  as  apply  to 
students.  The  hours  are  9  to  1,  2  to  5:30,  excepting  Saturday, 
when  the  closing  hour  is  12;  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday 
evenings,  the  library  is  open  from  7  to  8. 
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The  Reading  Room 
The  Reading  Room,  adjoining  the  Seminary  Library,  is  open 
at  all  hours.    The  magazines,  reviews,  and  other  periodicals  found 
here,  represent  the  best  in  general  literature,  as  well  as  in  theology 
and  religion. 

THE  BIBLE  LANDS  MUSEUM 

The  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  is  one  of  the 
most  active  seminaries  in  the  world  engaged  in  archaeological 
research  of  Bible  times  in  ancient  Palestine.  In  conjunction  with 
the  American  School  of  Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem,  it  has 
conducted  explorations  at  Sodom  and  Gomorrah  in  1924,  excava- 
tions at  KIrjath-Sepher  In  1926,  1928,  1930,  1932,  and  excava- 
tions at  Bethel  in  1934. 

This  work  was  inaugurated  by  the  late  Dr.  M.  G.  Kyle, 
formerly  Professor  of  Biblical  Archaeology,  who  served  as  presi- 
dent of  all  these  expeditions  with  the  exception  of  the  last:  It 
was  conducted  after  his  death  as  a  memorial  to  his  work  in 
Palestinian  archaeology.  The  share  of  these  antiquities  which 
the  Palestinian  Archaeological  Museum  has  allotted  to  the  Semi- 
nary has  been  shipped  to  Pittsburgh,  where  more  than  a  thousand 
of  these  objects  are  now  on  exhibit.  Numerous  other  valuable 
pieces  are  awaiting  special  preparation  before  being  placed  on 
exhibition. 

These  objects  all  illustrate  in  the  most  striking  way  the  life 
of  the  people  of  Bible  Lands,  and  so  become  of  great  value  for 
Interpretation  as  well  as  for  apologetics.  They  illumine  and 
corroborate  the  Biblical  narratives.  Thus  an  ineffaceable  impres- 
sion is  made  upon  the  student  of  the  trustworthiness  of  the  Biblical 
record,  for  only  real  events  leave  anything  to  be  dug  up  out  of  the 
ground.  The  objects  In  the  Museum  are  used  constantly  in  the 
classes  of  the  Seminary.  Opportunity  Is  also  afforded  the  public 
to  visit  the  Museum  at  appointed  times. 

Special  gifts  of  archaeological  specimens  are  being  constantly 
added  to  the  Museum  through  interested  friends. 
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CULTURAL  ADVANTAGES 


THE  DENOMINATIONAL  SEMINARY 

The  denominational  Seminary  has  peculiar  advantages.  Being 
under  direct  church  control,  it  certifies  its  graduates  as  trained  by 
thoroughly  responsible  teachers.  The  established  standards  are 
maintained,  and  approved  educational  methods  are  followed. 
Without  dwarfing  individuality,  the  church  school  gives  to  its 
graduates  the  unique  stamp  which  wins  recognition  within  denomi- 
national bounds.  At  the  same  time,  the  commingling  of  students 
from  various  evangelical  bodies  tends  to  develop  in  students  mu- 
tual understanding  and  brotherly  regard.  The  wide  range  of  ac- 
quaintance with  the  Church  and  its  leaders  secured  by  attendance 
at  the  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Seminary  is  for  the  young  minister  an 
asset  of  great  value. 

A  METROPOLITAN  ENVIRONMENT 

Pittsburgh  has  numerous  elements  of  cultural  value,  chief 
among  which  are  her  schools  and  churches.  The  church  life  of  our 
own  and  other  denominations  in  Pittsburgh  is  of  the  best.  The  city 
and  its  environs,  including  more  than  eighty  of  our  own  congrega- 
tions, afford  an  excellent  example  of  the  Church  at  work.  In  all 
the  denominations  the  religious  thought  Is  conservative  and  the 
methods  of  work  progressive.  The  pulpits  are  well  manned  and 
the  work  generally  well  organized.  Some  of  the  ablest  preachers 
of  our  own  and  other  churches  are  located  here.  The  student  has 
opportunity  to  study  the  methods  of  men  who  are  widely  known 
as  successful  ministers.  He  may  see  mission  work  carried  on  along 
Improved  lines,  and  engage  in  It  himself.  He  may  study  at  first 
hand  the  most  effective  methods  of  Sabbath-school  work.  He  is 
welcomed  to  the  weekly  meetings  of  the  local  ministerial  unions, 
where  live  problems  and  issues  are  the  subjects  of  discussion. 

Pittsburgh,  together  with  the  contiguous  towns,  is  one  of  the 
great  commercial  centers  of  the  world.  It  affords  unexcelled  oppor- 
tunities for  the  study  of  social,  economical,  political,  racial,  and 
other  problems.  It  is  In  Itself  an  education  to  live  and  work  In  such 
a  city  and  catch  the  pulse  of  Its  busy  life.  Moreover,  the  benefit 
of  contact  with  those  engaged  in  the  varied  forms  of  work  for  social, 
moral  and  religious  betterment,  and  of  personal  experience  in  such 
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efforts,  is  evident  to  all.  As  the  future  ministers  to  persons  socially 
environed,  theological  students  should  give  themselves  all  conven- 
ient advantages  to  study  mankind  in  their  varied  social  relation- 
ships. 

AFFILIATION  WITH  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  PITTSBURGH 

Graduates  from  the  three-year  course  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia 
Theological  Seminary  who  desire  to  take  the  A.M.  degree  at  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh  in  the  field  of  Religion  and  Religious 
Education  may  transfer  as  many  as  14  semester  credits  from  the 
Seminary  as  advanced  standing  toward  this  degree.  The  remain- 
ing ten  course  credits  and  six  thesis  credits  required  for  the  A.M. 
degree  must  be  taken  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  A  part  of 
the  ten  course  credits  may  be  taken  in  other  fields  of  the  University 
than  Religion  and  Religious  Education. 

Graduates  of  Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  will  be 
allowed  a  maximum  of  30  graduate  credits  as  advanced  standing 
toward  the  Ph.D.  degree  in  Religion  and  Religious  Education.  An 
additional  amount  of  six  graduate  credits  may  be  granted  to  stu- 
dents taking  courses  at  the  Seminary  beyond  the  regular  three-year 
theological  course,  in  which  cases  the  courses  must  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  Graduate  School  of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  University  of  Pittsburgh  will  accept  graduate  credits  from 
Pittsburgh-Xenia  Theological  Seminary  in  the  fields  of  Biblical 
Literature,  Church  History,  Theology,  History  and  Philosophy  of 
Religion,  and  Religious  Education. 

The  amount  of  advanced  graduate  standing  granted  to  Semi- 
nary students  who  choose  to  do  their  major  work  at  the  University 
in  fields  other  than  Religion  and  Religious  Education  will  be  de- 
termined by  heads  of  these  departments.  The  advanced  standing 
for  both  the  A.M.  and  Ph.D.  degree  will  vary  some  with  depart- 
ments and  students. 

A  regular  summer  session  or  semester  must  elapse  between  the 
time  of  the  student's  graduation  from  the  Seminary  and  the  con- 
ferring of  a  graduate  degree  by  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

The  procedure  outlined  In  the  foregoing  paragraphs  became 
effective  February,  1933. 
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THE  ALLEGHENY  OBSERVATORY 

The  Observatory  is  one  of  the  oldest  astronomical  Institutions 
in  the  country.  It  is  affiliated  with  the  University  of  Pittsburgh, 
but  is  located  in  Riverview  Park,  one  of  the  highest  points  in 
Allegheny  County.  By  special  arrangements  with  the  Director, 
the  students  of  the  Seminary  have  free  access  to  It  and  the  privilege 
of  observing  the  heavens  through  its  famous  lenses.  The  stellar 
photographs  are  thrown  on  the  screen,  and  these  and  the  Instru- 
ments and  their  workings  explained  to  the  students.  The  present 
Director  is  Frank  C.  Jordan,  Ph.D.,  Sc.D. 


THE  BUHL  PLANETARIUM 

Of  the  five  planetaria  in  America,  Pittsburgh  now  claims  the 
finest  and  most  up-to-date.  Provided  by  the  Buhl  Foundation  at 
a  cost  of  over  a  million  dollars,  the  Buhl  Planetarium  and  Institute 
of  Popular  Science  is  located  between  the  Post  Office  and  the 
Carnegie  Library,  North  Side,  within  a  few  minutes  walk  of  the 
Seminary.  Its  most  distinctive  feature  is  the  Theatre  of  the  Stars 
under  the  large  dome  which  crowns  the  building.  Here,  by  means 
of  the  intricate  Zeiss  projector,  the  lecturer  can  give  to  450  visitors 
at  once  a  realistic  view  of  the  heavens  as  they  appear  from  any 
part  of  the  earth  at  any  time.  In  the  realm  of  descriptive  astron- 
omy alone,  the  Planetarium  is  an  invaluable  supplement  to  the 
Allegheny  Observatory.  In  addition  to  the  central  auditorium, 
there  are  six  other  rooms  for  scientific  exhibits,  the  largest  of 
which  Is  devoted  to  astronomy,  the  others  to  physics,  chemistry, 
biology,  etc.  Here,  In  a  proper  educational  series,  the  various 
achievements  of  science  are  vividly  set  forth.  Those  more  diffi- 
cult of  apprehension  are  given  as  speaking  exhibits.  A  lecture 
hall,  seating  250,  has  "the  most  modern  equipment  for  sound- 
motion  pictures,  lantern  slides  and  demonstration  experiments." 
In  cooperation  with  the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  a  course  in 
Elementary  Astronomy  Is  under  way;  and,  what  with  the  special 
museum,  the  library  and  four  well-equipped  work  rooms,  the 
local  association  of  amateur  astronomers  is  peculiarly  favored. 
Mr.  James  Stokley,  M.  A.,  University  of  Pennsylvania,  is  the 
Director  of  the  Planetarium. 
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LIFE  AT  THE  SEMINARY 


THE  SEMINARY  BUILDING 

The  Seminary  hall  is  located  at  the  corner  of  North  Avenue 
and  Buena  Vista  Street,  and  overlooks  West  Park.  On  the  first 
floor  are  the  Mary  J.  Stevenson  Reception  Room,  the  President's 
Office,  the  Pressly  Chapel,  the  Library,  the  Reference  and  Reading 
Rooms,  and  the  Gymnasium.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  Faculty 
Conference  Room,  the  Bible  Lands  Museum,  and  five  class  rooms 
of  ample  proportions.  The  third,  fourth  and  fifth  floors  are 
given  over  to  dormitory  uses.  On  the  fifth  floor  there  is  a  dining- 
room,  with  kitchen  attached. 


ROOMS  AND  ACCOMMODATIONS 

The  dormitory  rooms  are  arranged  as  follows:  there  are  single 
rooms;  suites  of  double  rooms,  in  which  two  men  occupy  a  study 
and  a  bedroom  in  common;  and  suites  of  three  rooms,  in  which 
two  men  have  a  study  in  common  and  two  single  bedrooms  ad- 
joining. Each  floor  has  trunkrooms,  bathrooms,  and  lavatories. 
The  Seminary  provides  furniture  and  bedding,  including  sheets, 
pillow  cases,  and  one  blanket  for  each  bed.  Students  should  bring 
extra  blankets  for  their  own  use.  Students  will  also  furnish  towels 
for  their  own  use  and  provide  for  the  laundering  of  these.  All  other 
dormitory  laundry  work  will  be  looked  after  by  the  Seminary. 

Students  In  the  dormitory  are  protected  against  personal  loss 
by  fire  In  the  amount  of  ^300  respectively.  The  premium,  ^1.50 
per  student,  is  included  in  the  entrance  deposit,  and  deducted  from 
the  refund  at  the  end  of  the  Seminary  course. 

With  the  purpose  of  contributing  to  the  comfort  and  health 
of  the  students,  the  oversight  and  maintenance  of  the  rooms  in  the 
dormitory  are  placed  in  charge  of  a  Committee  of  women  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Directors.  These  women  make  visits  of  inspection 
from  time  to  time.  The  ordinary  supervision  and  control  of  the 
dormitory  is  committed  to  the  President's  Secretary. 

Rooms  are  provided  free  of  charge  to  students  who  take  not 
less  than  twelve  hours  of  concurrent  Seminary  work.  Juniors  and 
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MIddlers  who  desire  rooms  for  the  following  year  must  make 
application  therefor,  in  writing,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  President, — 
Middlers  the  first  week  in  April,  Juniors  the  second  week  in 
April.  Those  who  do  not  retain  rooms  according  to  this  rule 
will  await  their  turn  after  rooms  have  been  assigned  to  new 
students  in  September.  New  students  will  have  choice  of  the 
rooms  not  retained  by  upper  classmen,  according  to  the  order 
in  which  their  written  applications  have  been  received.  The 
assignments  will  be  made  at  4:00  P.M.  Tuesday,  September  19. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  occupy  rooms  in  the  building 
during  the  summer  vacation  without  obtaining  permission  from 
the  office.  For  one  week  succeeding  the  close  of  the  session, 
and  one  week  preceding  the  opening  of  the  session,  all  students 
may  occupy  their  rooms. 

THE  RELIGIOUS  LIFE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 

Adequate  provision  is  made  for  the  maintenance  and  develop- 
ment of  the  religious  life.  In  addition  to  the  private  devotions  of 
the  men,  there  are  various  gatherings  for  social  worship.  Daily 
chapel  services  are  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty.  A 
Seminary  Communion  Service  Is  held  in  the  Pressly  Chapel  soon 
after  the  opening  of  the  session  in  the  fall;  and  a  similar  service, 
especially  for  the  Senior  Class,  is  held  during  commencement  week. 
The  Day  of  Prayer  for  Educational  Institutions  is  observed  each 
year  with  appropriate  exercises.  "Family  worship"  is  conducted 
by  the  students  daily  after  the  evening  meal,  there  are  weekly  meet- 
ings of  the  students  in  class  groups  for  prayer,  and  there  is  a 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Student  Association.  This  organization 
aims  to  promote  the  spiritual  life  of  the  students,  and  to  cultivate 
interest  in  Christ's  cause.  The  local  group  of  Student  Volunteers 
does  much  to  keep  alive  and  active  the  missionary  spirit. 

THE  SOCIAL  LIFE  OF  THE  SEMINARY 

On  the  second  Friday  evening  after  the  opening  of  the  session, 
the  Student  Association  arranges  a  reception  for  the  new  students. 
This  is  usually  held  in  one  of  the  local  churches.  Other  social 
affairs  are  held  at  the  option  of  the  students  during  the  year. 
For  general  social  purposes  there  is  a  room  set  aside  in  the  Semi- 
nary. The  different  congregations  of  the  city  Invite  the  students 
to  come  to  their  socials  and  share  their  hospitality.

THE  WEBSTER  MEMORIAL  FORUM 

The  Webster  Memorial  Forum  is  a  student  organization 
which  meets  at  stated  times  for  the  discussion  of  pre-arranged 
subjects.  It  usually  has  a  speaker  whose  address  is  correlated 
with  open  discussion.  The  organization  originated  in  a  desire  on 
the  part  of  the  students  for  a  closer  fellowship  between  the  Student 
body  and  the  Faculty.  Dr.  John  Hunter  Webster,  formerly  Profes- 
sor of  New  Testament  Language  and  Literature,  was  asked  to 
sponsor  this  Forum.  After  his  death  in  1933,  the  organization 
called  itself  the  "Webster  Memorial  Forum"  in  honor  of  the  one 
who  had  given  substantial  help  to  the  students  in  their  initial 
problems  and  discussions. 


PHYSICAL  CULTURE 

In  the  Fall  and  Spring,  outdoor  sports  hold  first  place.  The 
city  tennis  courts  in  the  park,  two  minutes  walk  from  the  Seminary, 
may  be  used.  The  Seminary  gymnasium  provides  additional 
opportunity  for  physical  training. 

The  Allegheny  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  located  beside  the  Seminary. 
With  its  splendid  physical  equipment, — gymnasium,  bowUng 
alleys,  showers,  and  swimming  pool, — it  offers  a  fine  opportunity 
to  the  men  of  the  Seminary,  all  of  whom  have  free  membership 
in  it.  Provision  is  made  for  a  variety  of  games.  A  physical 
examination  is  required  of  all  who  use  the  "Y"  facilities. 


EXPENSES 

There  are  no  tuition  fees,  nor  are  there  any  rental  or  contingent 
expenses.  All  the  privileges  of  the  Seminary,  inclusive  of  the 
dormitory,  are  free.  Students  who  elect  private  lodgings  must 
meet  their  rental  expenses  unaided. 

A  dining-room  is  located  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  dormitory, 
providing  for  club  boarding  at  cost.  Although  much  of  the  equip- 
ment has  been  provided  by  the  Seminary,  the  dining-room  Is  under 
student  administration.    A  limited  number  of  students  receive  their 
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board  in  compensation  for  their  services  as  waiters.  An  initial 
deposit  of  ^20.00  is  required  of  each  student  to  defray  the  bills  of 
the  first  month.  The  bills  are  monthly.  The  first  three  of  these 
usually  amount  to  ^20.00  each,  the  others  gradually  decreasing 
over  the  school  term.  The  average  cost  throughout  the  year  is 
approximately  ^4.25  per  week, — for  a  week  of  five  and  one-half 
days.  The  cost  of  food  over  the  week-ends,  when  the  club  is  not 
functioning,  is  included  in  the  estimate  below.  All  men  rooming 
in  the  building  are  required  to  take  their  meals  in  the  Seminary 
dining  hall. 

The  United  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication  and  Bible 
School  Work  furnishes  all  text-books  at  a  reduction  of  twenty  per 
cent.;  other  books,  cash,  at  a  reduction  of  fifteen  per  cent.  The 
Board  also  grants  reasonable  credit  to  United  Presbyterian  students 
under  presbyterial  supervision,  where  they  are  unable  to  make 
immediate  payment.

COMPETITIVE  SCHOLARSHIPS 


The  following  competitive  scholarships  have  been  provided 
for  the  benefit  of  the  United  Presbyterian  students. 

The  James  Purdy  Scholarship 

There  exists  in  the  possession  of  the  Seminary  the  Purdy  Fund, 
bearing  the  name  of  its  founder.  The  income,  not  to  exceed  ^300, 
is  apportioned  equally  each  year  to  the  six  members  of  the  Junior 
Class  who  attain  the  highest  average  of  excellence  in  their  Seminary 
work.  The  scholarship  is  subject  to  the  conditions  that  the  entire 
year's  work  be  completed  within  the  Seminary  year,  that  no  award 
be  made  to  a  student  whose  general  average  does  not  reach  85% 
or  who  receives  a  grade  of  less  than  80%  In  any  department,  and 
that  the  entire  Seminary  course  be  finished  at  this  Seminary. 
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The  Thomas  Jamison  Scholarship 

In  memory  of  the  late  Thomas  Jamison,  Esq.,  of  the  North 
Side,  Pittsburgh,  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  Mrs.  Jamison  endowed  a  scholarship, 
the  income  of  which,  not  to  exceed  ^800,  is  given  each  year  to  the 
member  of  the  Senior  Class  who  attains  the  highest  average  of 
excellence  in  qualifications  for  the  Christian  ministry  during  the 
Junior  and  Middle  years  and  the  first  half  of  the  Senior  year. 
In  the  matter  of  grades,  his  general  average  must  reach  90%, 
and  in  no  study  must  the  grade  be  lower  than  80%.  The  award 
of  this  scholarship  requires  that  the  recipient  spend  a  full  session, 
the  next  following  his  graduation,  at  study  in  some  foreign 
theological  institution  to  be  selected  by  the  Faculty.  He  must 
further  agree  to  make  regular  reports  of  the  work  he  is  doing, 
with  a  transcript  of  grades  received,  and  present  within  two  years 
a  thesis  of  not  less  than  10,000  words  on  some  subject  selected  or 
approved  by  the  Faculty.  Fifty  dollars  of  the  award  will  be 
retained  by  the  Seminary  until  the  thesis  has  been  completed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Faculty.  The  degree  of  Master  of  Theology  is 
conferred  without  further  requirement  on  all  who  take  the  Jamison 
scholarship  and  satisfy  its  conditions,  subject  to  the  usual  fee  of 
^10.00. 

This  scholarship  affords  a  splendid  opportunity  to  a  worthy 
man  each  year  for  broadening  his  theological  education  and  obtain- 
ing the  rich  culture  which  comes  with  foreign  study  and  travel. 
In  case  the  student  who  receives  the  scholarship  is  going  into  one 
of  the  Church's  foreign  fields,  he  is  allowed  to  attend  the  Kennedy 
School  of  Missions  in  America  instead  of  an  European  institution. 


The  Jane  Hogg  Gardner  Scholarship 

To  the  Senior  student  ranking  second  in  qualifications  for 
the  ministry  through  the  entire  course,  the  Seminary  awards  the 
income  of  the  Gardner  bequest,  not  to  exceed  $200,  but  on  condi- 
tion that  there  is  no  grade  of  less  than  80%  in  any  department, 
and  that  a  satisfactory  thesis  of  at  least  5,000  words  on  an  assigned 
subject  be  presented  to  the  Faculty  within  a  year  from  graduation. 
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The  McGill  Church  History  Awards 

In  honor  of  the  late  David  F.  McGill,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Professor 
of  Church  History  and  Government,  through  the  kindness  of  a 
friend,  the  Seminary  awards  first  and  second  prizes  of  ^100  and 
$S0  respectively  to  the  Senior  students  who  take  first  and  second 
rank  in  the  entire  course  in  Church  History.  Candidates  for 
these  awards  must  attend  this  Seminary  from  the  beginning  of 
their  Junior  year  and  receive  no  grade  less  than  80%  in  any 
department. 


SELF  SUPPORT  AND  STUDENT  AID 


The  Board  of  Education  Aid 

The  General  Assembly  authorizes  the  presbyteries  to  recom- 
mend worthy  students  for  grants  from  the  Board  of  Education. 
The  scale  for  1939-1940  was  as  follows:  one  hundred  and  thirty 
dollars  to  students  of  the  first  year,  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars 
to  second-year  students,  and  ninety  dollars  to  third-year  students. 
These  grants  are  made  only  to  students  who  attend  the  United 
Presbyterian  Seminary. 


Student  Aid  Fund 

There  is  a  limited  fund  at  the  disposal  of  the  Seminary  for  the 
assistance  of  needy  students.  This  fund  is  provided  for  emergency 
cases  only  and  is  administered  under  the  careful  supervision  of  the 
Faculty. 


The  Lesson  of  History 

It  may  be  encouraging  to  students  to  know  that  we  do  not 
have  in  the  history  of  either  Seminary  a  record  of  any  student  who 
has  been  obliged  to  leave  the  Seminary  for  financial  reasons. 
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THE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

All  who  have  been  enrolled  as  students  of  The  Plttsburgh- 
Xenia  Theological  Seminary  or  its  constituent  institutions  are  en- 
titled to  membership.  The  object  of  the  Association  is  to  cherish 
the  memories  of  Seminary  life,  to  maintain  an  active  interest  in 
Seminary  affairs,  and  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Seminary  and 
the  Church.  A  business  meeting,  followed  by  a  social  hour  and 
banquet,  is  held  each  year  in  connection  with  the  Commencement 
Exercises.  The  business  meeting  is  held  in  the  Second  Church, 
North  Side,  Pittsburgh,  at  4:00  P.  M.  of  Commencement  Day.  At 
this  time  the  Association  elects  officers  to  serve  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  business  meeting  is  followed  by  a  social  hour  culminat- 
ing in  the  Alumni  Banquet  at  5:30  P.  M.  Alumni  and  friends  of 
the  Seminary  are  urged  to  attend.
